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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE 
COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
ARTICLES  IN  THE  TOWN  WARRANT 

MARCH  25,  1944 


Your  Committee  presents  its  report  and  recommendations 
on  the  articles  m  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting. 

The  total  of  appropriations,  from  the  tax  levy  and  other 
revenue,  has,  for  several  years  approached  one  million  dollars 
and  on  at  least  one  previous  warrant  the  amounts  requested 
by  the  departments  and  others  were  in  excess  of  that  sum. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  amount  recommended 
by  the  committee  is  just  over  this  mark.  Two  items  recom- 
mended provisionally  will,  however,  if  dropped,  reduce  it 
below  one  million  by  a  few  thousand  dollars. 

In  a  year  when  no  new  activities  or  special  outlays  for 
construction  or  improvements  were  expected,  this  may  well 
call  for  some  explanation.     To  make  this  clear,  we  have 
taken  each  of  the  three  appropriation  totals,  separately. 
1st.    Salaries  and  Personal  Services,  in  Article  6,  $421,954. 

The  town  voted,  in  1943,  to  increase  salaries  by  10%,  ap- 
propriating for  salaries  $410,860.,  which  provided  for  such 
increases  from  April  1st,  three  quarters  of  the  year.  In  this 
and  subsequent  years  approximately  2V2%  more  salary  ap- 
propriation is,  of  course,  required.  This,  with  adjustment  of 
the  established  step-rate  increases  in  the  several  departments, 
is  all  that  is  included  in  our  recommendations. 

2nd.    Other  Expenses,  Including  Labor  Payrolls, 

in  Article  6,    $535,337. 

This  is  the  most  complex  as  well  as  the  largest  of  the 
three  component  sums.  It  is  also  the  hardest  to  estimate 
and  control.    Labor  payrolls  are  a  considerable  item  in  it

and  the  increase  voted  last  year  adds  its  quota  to  this  amount, 
as  in  the  salaries  section  as  set  forth  above.  Labor  shortage 
and  curtailment  of  certain  maintenance  work,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  had  the  opposite  effect.  A  great  many  expenditures 
for  fixed  charges  are  included  in  these  department  budgets. 
Heating  is  a  big  item  in  some  departments  and  its  cost  is  not 
much  subject  to  control  by  the  town  under  present  war  con- 
ditions. Last  year,  two  items  that  ordinarily  appear  in  the 
Highway  Department  budget  were  omitted;  one  because 
there  was  an  available  balance  held  over  from  the  previous 
year;  the  other  because  necessary  materials  were  unobtain- 
able. These  two  items  are  now  again  included  in  this 
1944  list. 

Welfare  and  other  relief  aid  shows  no  increase,  except 
in  Old  Age  Assistance.  Only  a  few  departments  are  asking 
for  more  money  in  their  general  maintenance  appropriations 
and  these  have  been  quite  thoroughly  gone  into  by  your 
committee  through  its  organization  into  Sub-Committees  on 
the  major  town  departments. 

The  fact  that  a  large  amount  of  last  year's  appropriations 
was  returned  to  the  town  treasury  because  materials  and 
equipment  were  not  to  be  had,  would,  at  first  thought,  seem 
to  be  reason  for  withholding  corresponding  sums  from  this 
year's  appropriations,  but  we  have  considered  that  if  the 
heads  of  departments,  being  in  touch  with  their  usual  sources 
of  supply,  have  reason  to  think  that  their  needs  will  be 
supplied,  the  necessary  funds  should  be  provided.  If  it 
remains  unexpended,  it  will  be  again  returned. 

3rd.    Special  Appropriation  Articles,    $48,160. 

Examination  of  the  printed  list  will  show  that,  outside 
of  routine  annual  appropriations,  these  are  mostly  for  depart- 
mental needs.  There  are  no  new  projects  inserted  on 
petition,  except  Article  37,  for  collection  of  garbage  in  the 
Manomet  district.  This  has  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  amount  asked  for  this  purpose  is  only  a  rough 
estimate,  as  we  understand  that  no  definite  plan  has  been 
decided  upon. 
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Article  27.  U.  S.  Bond  Investment,  provides  for  double 
the  amount  appropriated  and  invested  in  1943.  In  order 
that  all  of  the  voters  may  know  the  provisions  of  the  law 
under  which  these  investments  are  made,  those  sections  of 
Chapter  5  of  the  Acts  of  1943  that  apply  are  printed  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

The  uses  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  bonds, 
after  the  termination  of  the  war  and  without  the  special  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Committee,  "For  purposes  for  which  the 
town  may  borrow  money  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten 
years,"  includes  everything  for  which  we  have  ever  issued, 
or  proposed  to  issue,  bonds,  excepting  the  laying  of  water 
pipes  of  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  purchase 
of  departmental  equipment. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
regard  to  fixing  the  salaries  of  elected  town  officers. 

Recommended  that  the  salaries  of  elected  town  officers  remain 


fixed  as  they  now  are,  viz:

This  is  the  amount  of 
the  (budget  presented  to  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  by 
the  Committee  on  Public  Safety. 
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Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  forty-five  hundred  (4,500)  dollars,  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Bucket  Loader  and  snow 
removal  attachment  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $4,500.00. 
Note.   This  recommendation  is  made  on  the  condition  that 
written  guarantee  of  delivery  is  secured  toy  the  Highway 
Department.   At  the  time  of  the  Committee's  last  meeting 
this  had  not  been  received. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars  for 
improvement  of  two  miles  of  Long  Pond  Road.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  establish  and  elect 
a  Recreational  Commission  to  co-ordinate,  develop  and  direct 
the  recreational  activities  in  the  Town,  and  make  an  appro- 
priation therefor,  for  the  operation  of  the  recreational  pro- 
gram under  the  direction  of  said  Commission.  (By  petition 
of  Burr  F.  Jones  et  al) 

Recommended  that  no  appropriation  be  made  and  no  Recreational 
Commission  be  elected.  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed 
by  the  moderator  to  study  the  matter,  at  no  expense  to  the  Town, 
and  report  at  the  next  town  meeting.

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the  following  by-law: 
"There  shall  be  an  annual  audit  of  the  town's  accounts 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Accounts  of  the 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  35,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws." 

The  Town  voted,  in  1943,  authorization  to  the  Selectmen  to  re- 
quest such  annual  audits  but  it  has  developed  that  unless  we 
have  a  by-law,  regularly  adopted  and  filed,  there  is  no  assurance 
that  annual  audits  can  be  made  by  the  Department,  as  the 
auditing  force  is  limited  and  obliged  to  work  on  a  schedule. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  twenty- 
three  (23) .  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds,  amounting  to  four 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($4,525)  re- 
ceived and  deposited  in  the  Plymouth  Savings  Bank  in  the 
year  1943,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  votes  of  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  and  Selectmen,  and  listed  as  New  Funds  in 
the  town  report. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  so  vote. 

Note:  An  article  for  this  purpose  will  be  inserted  in  the  warrants 
for  succeeding  annual  town  meetings,  as  our  practice  for  some 
thirty-five  years  wherein  the  funds  are  received  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  deposited  in  the  Savings  Banks  on  orders  of  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  ruled  to  be 
incomplete  as  an  acceptance  by  the  town,  required  by  the  law. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars,  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  car  for  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  to  replace  machine  purchased  in  the  year  1935. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $900.00. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  said  money  to  be  expended 
by  the  Park  Commissioners  for  further  development  of  the 
playground  now  under  construction  on  the  land  given  to  the 
Town  on  Standish  Avenue  by  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Com- 
pany. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $2,000.00. 
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Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($450.00)  said  money  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Park  Commissioners  to  continue  the  classes 
in  swimmnig  and  life  saving,  which  first  were  put  into  opera- 
tion last  year. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $450.00 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  said  money  to  be  expended 
by  the  Park  Commissioners  to  purchase  playground  equip- 
ment. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  take  no  action. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  be  expended  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  for  work  to  be  done  on  shade  trees 
coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Department. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $200  00. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Health  to  appoint  a  member  of  said  Board  physician  to  the 
board,  the  salary  of  the  appointee  to  be  fixed  by  the  Town  at 
$600  per  annum. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  so  authorize  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  fix  the  salary  at  $600  00  per  annum. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  collec- 
tion of  garbage  in  Manomet  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Health  to 
provide  for  the  collection  of  garbage  in  Manomet  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,000.00  for  that  purpose. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway 
Maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Recommended  that  the  sum  of  $9,000  00  toe  appropriated  or  trans- 
ferred from  available  funds  (Excess  and  Deficiency  account)  to 
meet  the  Town's,  State's  and  County's  shares  of  the  cost  of 
Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance;  reimbursements  from  the 
State  and  County  io  be  restored  upon  their  receipt  to  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  account. 
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Our  custom  followed  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  of  appro- 
priating only  for  the  Town's  share  of  this  work,  and  depending  on 
reimbursements  from  'the  State  and  County  to  carry  on,  has  re- 
sulted in  showing  the  appropriation  as  overdrawn  until  the  final 
payments  are  received  in  January  of  the  following  year. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  section  Forty- 
two  A  and  sections  forty-two  B  to  forty-two  F,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provide 
that  if  the  rates  and  water  charges  due  to  a  town  for  supply- 
ing or  providing  for  water  or  rendering  service  or  furnish- 
ing materials  in  connection  therewith  to  or  for  any  real  estate 
at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  tenent  are  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  their  due  date  as  established  by  local  regula- 
tions or  by-laws,  such  rates  and  charges,  together  with  in- 
terest thereon  and  costs  relative  thereto,  shall  be  a  lien  on 
such  real  estate  in  the  manner  therein  provided. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  take  no  action  under  Article  39. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reserve  sur- 
plus Water  Department  revenue  for  the  Water  Department, 
determine  how  any  deficit  in  the  Water  revenue  shall  be 
provided  for;  or  do  any  other  thing  in  relation  thereto. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  take  no  action  on  the  subject  matter 
presented  in  Article  40.  That  a  committee  consisting  of  five  or 
more  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  study  this  question,  and 
all  possible  contingencies  that  might  arise  from  such  change  of 
policy  in  handling  of  Water  Department  income,  and  report  at  the 
next  annual  town  meetng. 

Our  Water  Department  has  operated  successfully  for  about 
ninety  years.  The  present  simple  method  of  handling.it  like  any 
other  town  department,  even  though  rated  as  a  public  service 
enterprise  hy  the  State  Division  of  Accounts,  is  still  in  use  in 
other  Massachusetts  towns  larger  than  Plymouth. 

If  the  profits,  over  a  period  of  years,  have  grown  so  that  it 
appears  desirable  to  collect  them  into  a  special  reserve,  it  would 
seem  possible  that  some  class  of  water  users  is  being  overcharged. 

From  the  very  brief  investigation  that  we  could  make  in  the 
time  since  this  article  appeared  in  the  town  warrant,  we  find  that 
in  towns  where  water  revenue  is  segregated  from  other  funds, 
the  other  departments  are  rated  as  customers  of  the  Water  De- 
partment and  pay  from  their  appropriaitons  for  water  used. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Twenty-five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  along  the  Assessors'  Plans  from  the  southerly  end 
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of  Clifford  Road,  south  along  both  sides  of  Warren  Ave. 
Money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Assessors. 
Recommended  appropriation  of  $2,500.00. 

Article  42.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred   (1,500)   dollars  for  the  Plymouth  War 
Price  and  Rationing  Board  No.  249,  said  appropriation  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Recommended  appropriation  of  $1,500.00 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  acquire  by  purchase  from  Miss  Laura  Brewster  a 
parcel  of  shore  property,  lying  easterly  of  Water  Street, 
opposite  Brewster  street,  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  (500) 
dollars. 

(By  petition  of  Jules  H.  Toupin  et  al) 
Recommended  that  the  Town  take  no  action  under  Article  43. 

The  property  is  a  portion  of  the  shore  easterly  of  the  stone 
wall.  There  are  other  parcels  in  this  same  strip  of  shore  and  it 
does  not  seem  to  he  advisable  for  the  Town  to  acquire  them  sep- 
arately and  at  different  times.

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CHAPTER  5,  ACTS  OP  1943 

Section  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  existing  state  of  war 
between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country,  any  city,  town  or 
district  may  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  of  defense  bonds,  war 
bonds  or  other  bonds  issued  by  the  federal  government,  or  other  bonds 
which  are  legal  investments  for  savings  'banks;  provided,  that  the  aggregate 
amount  of  such  bonds  held  at  any  time  under  authority  of  this  act  shall 
not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  and 
tangible  personal  property  therein  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-two.  The  aggregate  amount  purchased  and  invested  under  authority 
of  this  act  and  all  interest  earned  thereon  shall  foe  set  up  as  a  separate 
fund  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  of  such  city,  town  or  district,  who 
is  hereby  auhorized,  in  case  any  bond  held  in  the  fund  matures  or  is 
called,  to  reinvest,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  selectmen,  prudential 
committee  or  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  other  bonds  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  purchased.  No  bonds  held  under  this  act  may  be  sold 
prior  to  the  termination  of  the  existing  state  of  war. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  any  such  ibonds,  shall  be  used  only  for 
purposes  for  which  the  city,  town  or  district  may  'borrow  money  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  ten  years  in  accordance  with  sections  seven  and 
eight  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws;  provided,  that  such 
proceeds  may,  in  each  instance  with  the  approval  of  the  board  estab- 
lished under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  be  appropriated  and  used  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  other  purposes. 

Said  board  in  giving  its  approval  shall  give  especial  consideration  to 
necessities  then  existing  in  such  city,  town  or  district  involving  re- 
habilitation following  the  war  or  due  to  unemployment  conditions  or 
otherwise.  ***** 

Section  6.  Chapter  four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty - 
two,  except  sections  three  and  six,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  bonds  pur- 
chased under  section  one  of  said  chapter  four  shall,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  be  deemed  to  have  been  purchased  hereunder  and  shall  be  held 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereof.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1944 


In  making  our  report,  we  find  it  very  difficult  to  con- 
fine ourselves  to  matters  of  the  town  which  come  directly 
under  our  jurisdiction.  This  is  brought  about  by  a  mis- 
understanding by  the  public  as  to  just  what  the  duties 
of  the  Selectmen  are.  A  great  many  things  have  hap- 
pened in  the  past  year,  that  if  properly  reported,  would 
make  a  very  lengthy  report.  However,  we  will  just 
touch  on  them  and  feel  sure  that  you  will  all  be  familiar 
with  what  we  have  in  mind. 

The  hurricane  which  brought  great  damage  to  trees, 
not  only  on  public  property,  but  also  on  private,  cost  the 
town  a  great  deal  of  money  and  left  a  fire  hazard  which 
may  cost  us  considerably  more  if  some  precautions  are 
not  taken.  We  have  had  several  talks  with  other  officials 
and  department  heads  to  try  and  prevent  any  serious 
fires  occurring  as  a  result  of  all  the  fallen  timber.  The 
cost  was  serious  and  yet  we  feel,  the  most  serious  of  all, 
was  the  loss  of  the  beautiful  shade  trees  which  are  im- 
possible to  replace.  A  concerted  effort  must  be  made, 
however,  to  plant  more  to  take  the  place  of  those  lost. 
While  on  the  subject  of  the  hurricane,  we  feel  that  we 
would  be  very  ungrateful  if  we  did  not  mention  the 
splendid  work  done  by  the  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Companies,  and  the  Telephone  Company  in  restoring 
their  services  as  promptly  as  was  humanly  possible  with 
the  scarcity  of  labor  and  material. 

The  sewerage  system  is  a  very  important  part  of  our 
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town  and  we  must  at  all  times  bear  in  mind  that  in  the 
near  future  a  large  expenditure  will  have  to  be  made 
to  bring  it  up  to  date.  A  large  proportion  of  this  system 
is  very  old  and  a  great  many  of  the  pipes  will  soon  have 
to  be  replaced.  There  were  several  instances  this  year 
of  manholes  overflowing.  We  are  recommending  that 
the  town  appropriate  $1,000.00  to  go  with  money  we 
already  have  to  complete  that  part  of  the  intercepting 
sewer  that  was  started  as  a  W.P.A.  project. 

Very  little  has  had  to  be  done  in  the  past  year  by  the 
Defense  Committee,  and  while  a  portion  of  the  ""commit- 
tee is  still  in  operation,  very  few  of  us  have  beenj  called 
on  to  give  any  of  our  time  other  than  the  Auxiliary 
Police  branch  who  still  hold  their  organization  together 
and  are  giving  splendid  assistance  to  the  regular  depar- 
ment. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Honor  Rbll  is  com- 
pleted and  fitting  ceremonies  were  conducted  at  its 
dedication.  A  great  deal  of  work  was  done  by  the  com- 
mittee in  compiling  the  names  and  this  part  of  the  work 
must  be  kept  up  to  date. 

The  Board  has  given  considerable  time  and  thought 
to  the  rehabilitation  of  our  returning  soldiers.  At  the 
request  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  committee  for  this 
purpose,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  keep  the  member- 
ship small  until  we  knew  more  about  what  was  expected. 
Therefore,  the  members  of  the  Board  and  its  Clerk  were 
made  the  nucleus  of  this  committee,  and  while  we  have 
talked  to  several  people  who,  we  believe,  would  make 
good  members  and  who  have  expressed  a  willingness  to 
serve,  we  do  not  yet  feel  that  it  has  been  necessary  to 
add  them.  The  Board  has  delegated  one  of  the  members 
of  the  committee  to  attend  a  school  in  Boston  which  is 
being  sponsored  by  the  Federal  and  State  Governments 
where  all  the  information  will  be  given  as  to  the  part 
they  intend  to  take  in  this  very  important  matter.  This 
committee  knows  of  no  veteran  that  has  not  been  prop- 
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erly  taken  care  of,  and  in  every  instance,  the  desire  of 
the  veteran,  whether  it  was  to  go  to  work,  go  to  school, 
or  to  be  returned  to  a  military  or  naval  hospital,  was  ful- 
filled. 

We  must  again  ask  the  townspeople  to  be  patient  with 
the  condition  of  the  streets  and  sidewalks  as  it  is  very 
difficult  to  get  materials.  We  have  received  several  com- 
plaints about  the  bad  condition  of  streets  and  sidewalks 
and  we  assure  you  that  we  are  doing  everything  possible 
to  keep  them  in  reasonable  repair,  and  we  ask  you  to 
use  extreme  care  while  walking  or  driving  on  the  high- 
ways. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  have 
lost  a  good  official,  a  good  friend  and  a  splendid  advisor 
in  the  retirement  of  Elmer  R.  Harlow,  as  town  accoun- 
tant. His  long  service  as  town  accountant  and  clerk  of 
the  Selectmen,  made  him  one  of  the  most  valuable  serv- 
ants cf  the  town,  and  without  doubt,  a  great  many  of 
our  officials  have'  been  better  able  to  fill  their  positions 
because  of  his  counsel.  We  want  to  take  this  opportun- 
ity to  thank  him  for  his  patience  with  us  and  wish  for 
him  a  long  and  happy  retirement.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS  AND  SEWERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Street  and  Sewer  Departments  from  January  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  1944. 

'  SEWERS 

Several  hundred  feet  of  our  Main  Sewers  have  been 
dragged  to  remove  tree  roots  that  have  collected  in  the 
pipes  this  past  year.  Manholes  have  been  cleaned  out 
and  inspected.  New  manholes  have  been  built  on  streets 
where  there  were  formerly  none. 

STREET  CLEANING 
The  usual  work  of  cleaning  streets  has  been  carried 
out  this  year.    Catchbasins  were  cleaned  and  inspected 
and  new  ones  built  where  they  were  needed. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 
No  new  sidewalks  were  built  this  year  as  materials 
were  frozen  by  the  War  Production  Board.  A  few  side- 
walks were  patched  with  asphalt  and  sand  to  fill  the 
holes  and  dangerous  places  made  by  tree  roots.  I  have 
been  informed  that  sidewalk  material  may  be  released 
in  the  spring  of  1945,  if  so,  more  sidewalks  will  be  re- 
surfaced. 

HARD-SURFACING  STREETS 
The  following  streets  were  approved  by  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  for  resurfacing  with  no  new  construction 
permitted  for  1944:  Court  St.,  from  the  Plymouth  and 
Kingston  line  to  Lothrop  St.,  with  K.  P.  tar  and  peastone. 
The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  K.  P.  tar  and 
peastone,  dragged  and  rolled:    Court  St.,  Summer  St., 
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Whiting  St.,  Water  St.,  Fremont  St.,  Allerton  St.,  Prince 
St.  The  following  streets  were  sealed  with  asphalt  and 
sand:  Davis  St.,  Doten  Road,  Jordan  Rd.,  and  Sandwich 
Road.  Several  gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  brought 
up  to  grade  with  gravel.  Calcium  chloride  was  applied 
to  the  gravel  roads  to  lay  the  dust. 

SPECIAL  BUDGET 

Federal  Furnace  Road,  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  4,700 
feet  of  mixed-in-place  top  of  retread  tar  and  gravel  was 
placed  over  the  old  road  to  a  depth  of  2  inches,  mixed, 
shaped  and  rolled.  Another  section  of  one  mile  of  this 
road  was  treated  with  the  same  construction,  placing  a 
2  inch  top  surface  over  the  old  road.  Both  sections  were 
sealed  with  asphalt  and  sand.  Another  mile  of  this  same 
road  was  sealed  with  sand  and  asphalt.  Great  Herring 
Pond  Road,  one  mile  of  this  road  was  resurfaced  with 
asphalt  and  gravel,  mixed-in-place  construction,  from 
Plymouth  and  Bourne  line  to  Lake  Croft  Inn.  This 
makes  a  2  inch  top  over  the  old  pavement,  20  feet  wide, 
sealed  with  sand  and  asphalt.  One  mile  more  will  be 
completed  in  1945  if  material  is  available.  Long  Pond 
Road,  two  miles  of  this  road  was  resurfaced  with  retread 
tar  and  gravel  in  two  sections  where  the  surface  was 
broken  up  by  the  army  trucks  and  tanks  in  1943.  One 
mile  more  will  be  resurfaced  if  material  is  released  by 
the  W.  P.  B. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

Curbing  in  front  of  Mabbett's  Mill,  Water  St.,  was 
raised  and  brought  up  to  grade.  Approximately  400  feet 
was  settled  by  the  heavy  storms  washing  the  water  over 
the  sea  wall.  Olmstead  Terrace,  approximately  300  feet 
of  cement  curbing  was  built  on  the  northerly  side.  Sev- 
eral cement  slabs  have  been  removed  that  were  lifted 
by  tree  roots  and  replaced  with  asphalt  mix.  This  work 
will  be  continued  this  coming  year. 
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HURRICANE  WORK 
(Sept.  14,  1944) 

There  were  approximately  3,500  trees  blown  over  into 
the  streets  and  on  the  top  of  houses  in  all  sections  of  the 
town.  It  took  about  one  month  to  clear  the  roads  from 
fallen  trees  and  debris.  Extra  men  were  hired  in  the  out- 
lying districts  and  in  town  so  that  the  roads  could  be 
opened  as  soon  as  possible.  This  work  was  done  with 
the  help  of  the  Tree  Dept.  and  Park  Dept.  A  gasoline 
shovel  on  a  trailer  was  hired  to  remove  the  trees  and 
stumps  on  all  the  streets  in  town  at  an  approximate  cost 
of  $7,500.00,  labor  included. 

The  usual  work  in  the  outlying  districts  has  been  car- 
ried out  with  the  graveling  of  roads  and  the  cutting  of 
the  brush. 

Lines  and  grades  for  streets  and  sewers  have  been 
supplied  by  Edward  Chase,  Town  Engineer,  and  records 
of  same  kept  on  file. 

The  several  requests  for  work  to  be  done  on  roads  and 
sidewalks  will  be  given  attention  as  soon  as  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  releases  these  materials.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
1944 


Your  Plymouth  Board  of  Health  has  carried  on  the 
usual  health  activities  during  the  past  year.  No  effort  has 
been  spared  to  maintain  the  health  of  the  community  at 
a  high  level  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  have  appeared 
necessary  to  guard  the  public  health. 

Our  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Harold  E.  Giles,  has  made 
regular  inspections  of  all  places  serving  foods  and  as  a 
result  of  these  inspections  the  sanitary  standards  of  our 
food  places  has  greatly  improved.  The  usual  number  of 
complaints  has  been  investigated  and  satisfactory  adjust- 
ments have  followed. 

The  inspection  of  milk  at  periodic  intervals  progress 
smoothly  and  with  highly  satisfactory  results.  Regular 
analysis  of  milk  samples  from  all  sources  has  been  made 
as  a  result  the  quality  of  milk  sold  in  Plymouth  is  at  a 
high  standard.  The  milk  samples  are  collected  by  Mr. 
Giles  and  are  analyzed  by  the  Steele  Dairy  Laboratory 
of  East  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Steele  has  been  of  invaluable 
assistance  to  the  Board  with  his  recommendations  and 
suggestions  and  his  willingness  to  respond  immediately 
to  any  emergency  situation  which  might  arise.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  standard  of  milk  sold  in  Plymouth  today 
has  never  been  at  such  a  high  level  as  it  is  now. 

Last  year  there  were  fewer  complaints  about  the  pub- 
lic dumps,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  more  careful  super- 
vision and  the  expenditure  of  a  modest  sum  of  money 
for  the  hiring  of  bull  dozers  to  level  the  dumps  and  keep 
them  in  decent  condition.  The  Obery  Street  dump  has 
reached  a  point  where  it  will  soon  have  to  be  abandoned. 
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We  forsaw  this  siuation  three  years  ago  when  we 
arranged  with  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  to 
lease  fifty  acres  of  land  on  the  South  Pond  Road  at  a 
rental  of  one  dollar  a  year  for  use  as  a  public  dump.  This 
property  is  ideally  situated  and  should  serve  the  town 
for  the  full  length  of  the  lease.  We  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  make  use  of  this  land  due  to  the  lack  of  a  water 
supply  but  hope  to  correct  this  situation  through  the  in- 
stallation of  an  independent  water  supply  system.  Town 
water  cannot  be  used  because  of  lack  of  pressure  at  this 
location.  The  Board  intends  to  ask  the  town  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  for  the  instal- 
ling of  a  water  system  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  dump 
and  to  provide  suitable  fire  protection.  A  detailed  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  is  not  available  at  this  time  but  it  is  be- 
lieved the  cost  will  be  less  than  our  maximum  estimate 
of  $4,000. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March  1944  an  appro- 
priation was  made  for  the  collection  of  garbage  in  Man- 
omet.  This  work  was  let  out  to  contract  to  Charles  W. 
Craig  at  a  price  which  made  it  possible  to  operate  this 
additional  garbage  collection  service  for  two  years  out 
of  the  sum  appropriated  in  1944.  Mr.  Craig  has  carried 
on  his  work  with  complete  satisfaction  to  the  Board.  The 
work  started  in  June  with  two  collections  weekly  and 
was  reduced  to  one  collection  weekly  during  the  winter 
months.  There  were  few  complaints  and  these  were 
attended  to  promptly.  The  collection  of  garbage  in  Man- 
omet  and  the  hiring  of  a  man  for  part  time  work  on  the 
Manomet  dump  completely  eliminated  the  appalling 
conditions  that  had  existed  at  the  Manomet  dump  for  a 
period  of  many  years. 

Weekly  clinics  have  been  held  at  the  Board  of  Health 
rooms  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  cases,  vac- 
cinations, etc.,  of  persons  unable  to  pay  for  treatments. 

We  feel  that  continued  emphasis  should  be  placed  on 
immunization  clinics  for  protection  against  diphtheria. 
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In  this  work  we  are  receiving  wholehearted  cooperation 
from  the  Plymouth  School  Department,  their  school  phy- 
sician and  school  nurse.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  table 
of  contagious  diseases  in  this  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  reported  during  the  past  year  which 
is  evidence  that  immunization  clinics  are  well  worth 
while.  The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  continues  to 
be  a  problem  for  the  Board.  We  have  worked  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
but  thus  far  have  been  unable  to  determine  the  source 
of  this  disease.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number 
of  scarlet  fever  cases  begins  to  rise  with  the  opening  of 
schools  which  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is 
a  close  relationship  between  the  gathering  of  children 
and  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Why  this  is  so 
we  do  not  know  but  are  working  to  determine  the  cause 
and  to  eliminate  it.  Until  the  cause  can  be  determined 
with  any  degree  of  exactness  all  that  can  be  done  is  to 
segregate  and  quarantine  the  cases,  watch  the  school 
children  carefully  and  if  necessary  take  drastic  steps  to 
curb  the  spread  of  the  disease  if  it  shows  any  indications 
of  getting  out  of  control.  The  public  may  be  assured 
that  its  Plymouth  Board  of  Health  will  leave  no  stone 
unturned  to  keep  the  spread  of  this  disease  under  con- 
trol. There  were  106  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported 
during  the  year,  which  is  far  above  the  normal  number 
of  cases  which  should  be  expected.  This  same  situation 
appeared  to  exist  in  other  communities.  Parents  would 
be  protecting  the  health  of  their  children  if  they  kept 
their  children  out  of  public  places  during  the  time  that 
scarlet  fever  is  most  prevalent.

During  the  year  many  questions  have  been  asked  the 
board  about  fumigation.  We  think  it  well  to  report  what 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  to  say  on  this 
subject.  In  a  bulletin  issued  in  September,  the  State 
Board  said,  "Ideas  concerning  disinfection  have  changed 
a  good  deal  in  the  last  few  years.  Current  practice  dur- 
ing the  early  20th  century  centered  to  a  large  degree  on 
fumigation.  To  the  laity,  this  meant  burning  sulphur 
candles;  to  the  health  officer  it  meant  fumigation  with 
formaldehyde  gas. 

At  the  present  day  fumigation  has  been  abandoned 
as  terminal  disinfection  in  the  case  of  communicable 
disease.  But  nonetheless  disinfection  is  still  as  neces- 
sary as  ever;  methods,  only,  have  changed.  The  empha- 
sis is  now  laid  on  concurrent  or  day  by  day  disinfection 
during  the  course  of  a  disease.  The  care  of  the  patient 
suffering  from  typhoid  fever  or  other  enteric  diseases  is 
an  excellent  example  of  such  disinfection,  the  neglect 
of  which  in  the  past  has  caused  many  an  epidemic. 

Information  is  often  sought  regarding  the  disinfection 
of  books  used  by  a  patient  in  isolation  for  communicable 
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disease  and  what  to  do  with  a  school  room  in  which  cases 
of  communicable  disease  have  been  found.  Because 
germs  are  as  a  rule  short  lived  outside  the  body,  it  is 
sufficient  treatment  for  books  to  keep  them  out  of  cir- 
culation for  three  months  with  exposure  to  sunlight  and 
air  on  several  successive  days.  Soap  and  water,  fresh 
air  and  sunlight  amply  take  care  of  school  rooms. 

Fumigation,  though  no  longer  used  to  kill  germs  in 
rooms,  should  not  be  dismissed  too  cavalierly  from  con- 
sideration. It  is  highly  useful  in  destroying  vermin  of 
all  sorts  which  may  spread  disease.  Sulphur  dioxide  is 
often  employed  by  laity  though  hydrocynnic  acid  gas  is 
the  one  more  often  used  by  professionals.  The  latter 
gas,  however,  is  highly  dangerous  in  the  hands  of  those 
unskilled  in  its  use." 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  plumbing  inspec- 
tions has  been  at  a  low  level  due  to  the  lack  of  supplies 
and  labor  but  it  is  expected  a  high  increase  in  these  in- 
spections will  follow  when  supplies  and  labor  are  avail- 
able. The  cost  of  the  inspections  is  paid  for  by  the  town 
to  the  plumbing  inspector  but  the  fee  that  is  paid  to  the 
town  offsets  this  cost  so  the  inspections,  except  for  the 
modest  sum  allowed  for  travel  expense,  costs  the  town 
nothing. 

The  Board  wishes  to  emphasize  that  all  cases  of  com- 
municable diseases,  of  which  scarlet  fever  is  one,  must 
be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  at  once.  There  have 
been  many  instances  where  the  disease  has  not  been  re- 
ported until  late,  if  at  all,  which  creates  menace  to  the 
public  health.  Although  the  Board's  reluctant  to  do  so 
it  will  take  court  action  if  necessary  to  enforce  the  health 
laws. 

The  Plymouth  Board  of  Health  is  YOUR  board  of 
health  working  in  your  interests.  We  want  YOUR  co- 
operation in  maintaining  the  high  standards  of  health 
which  exist  in  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  submit  their  report 
for  the  year  1944. 

The  receipts  from  the  bathhouses  and  camping  grounds 
amounted  to  $1,777.32. 

Mr.  George  Barlow,  who  for  many  years  was  caretaker 
of  the  Beach  Park  Bath  House,  retired  this  year  and  Mr. 
Fred  Hallahan  was  appointed  as  caretaker. 

There  were  many  campers  at  the  Nelson  Street  Camp- 
ing Ground  and  the  soft  ball  league  played  their  games 
on  the  playground  side  of  the  camping  ground. 

Brewster  Garden  has  had  its  usual  care  and  attention. 
Owing  to  the  dry  season,  the  plants  did  not  do  as  good  as 
usual  and  the  Japanese  Beetle  has  done  a  great  deal  of 
damage.  Some  action  should  be  taken  to  stop  debris 
from  being  thrown  in  Town  Brook.  All  small  parks 
have  had  the  usual  attention. 

On  June  6th,  Mr.  J.  A.  Robert  Quinn,  President  of  the 
National  League  Baseball  Club,  with  his  field  superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Leathers,  came  to  Plymouth,  and  with  the 
Commissioners,  Superintendent  and  Mr.  Walter  Haskell, 
went  to  the  Standish  Avenue  Playground  and  laid  out  a 
baseball  diamond.  One  half  of  the  field  has  been  loamed, 
graded  and  seeded.  Owing  to  the  dry  season,  it  had  to 
be  seeded  twice. 

Veterans  Field  has  enjoyed  its  usual  popularity  and 
has  been  very  well  attended  especially  in  the  evening. 
The  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Temporary  Reserve  Band  of  Plym- 
outh Flotilla  1-601  gave  an  excellent  band  concert. 

Morton  Park  has  been  more  popular  this  year  than 
usual.   A  new  water  system  has  been  installed  as  recom-

mended  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Much  damage  was  done 
to  the  bath  house  during  the  spring  and  all  the  windows 
have  been  replaced  with  solid  wooden  shutters. 

Stephens  Field  has  been  very  popular  featuring  base- 
ball, football,  hockey,  tennis,  picnics  and  bathing.  The 
swimming  classes  were  well  attended  here  and  at  Nel- 
son Street.  The  instructors  taught  the  children  soft  ball 
and  tennis  when  not  instructing  swimming  lessons. 

The  hurricane  during  September  caused  great  damage 
at  Morton  Park,  Brewster  Garden,  Indian  Reservation. 
At  Morton  Park  there  is  an  estimate  of  one  thousand 
trees  down  which  must  be  removed  and  about  ,  75  acres 
should  be  trimmed.  About  two  thirds  of  all  the  trees  at 
Indian  Reservation  were  uprooted.  We  hope  to  have  the 
bathing  and  camping  area  cleared  by  Spring.

Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  presents  its  nine- 
tieth annual  report  covering  the  year  1944. 

The  year  was  characterized  by  extremely  dry  condi- 
tions during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months.  Reference 
to  the  table  of  monthly  rainfall,  which  accompanies  this 
report,  will  show  the  very  small  amount  which  fell  dur- 
ing May,  July  and  August. 

At  the  low  point  of  the  summer,  the  elevation  of  Great 
South  Pond  was  101.5  ft.  which  is  lower  than  any  pre- 
viously recorded. 

Heavier  rains  in  the  Fall  improved  the  levels  of  the 
ponds  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  Great  South  Pond  stood 
at  102.1  ft.,  which  was  eight-tenths  of  a  foot  lower  than 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  41.48  inches,  which 
was  3.68  inches  more  than  in  1943  but  3.82  inches  less 
than  the  ten  year  average  of  45.30. 

During  the  Summer  it  was  necessary  to  ask  all  water 
takers  to  be  very  careful  not  to  waste  water  and  to  use 
the  hose  only  for  the  watering  of  food  crops  and  then  for 
not  over  one  hour  per  day. 

In  general  our  request  received  excellent  co-operation 
and  resulted  in  saving  considerable  water. 

GREAT  AND  LITTLE  SOUTH  PONDS 
During  the  periods  of  heaviest  consumption,  it  was 
difficult  to  maintain  the  flow  of  water  from  Great  South 
into  Little  South  because  of  the  low  level  of  the  water. 
The  canal  between  the  two  ponds  required  digging  at 
frequent  intervals.  In  spite  of  this,  the  depth  of  water 
over  the  outlet  pipe  at  Little  South  was  reduced  to  such 
a  point  that  the  Commissioners  felt  that  means  should 
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be  provided  to  insure  an  adequate  flow  from  Great  South, 
even  if  it  went  to  a  still  lower  level.  The  sandy  canal 
acts  as  a  valuable  purifier  and  it  was  felt  should  be  con- 
tinued as  an  open  ditch,  but  if  the  water  level  continued 
to  fall,  an  adequate  flow  would  require  considerable  and 
expensive  digging.  Accordingly,  investigations  were 
made  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  install  a  low  lift  pump 
of  high  capacity  in  the  concrete  culvert  at  the  outlet  of 
Great  South  Pond. 

It  was  felt  that  a  real  emergency  might  develop,  if  the 
level  of  the  ponds  continued  to  fall  or  if  lower  levels 
should  be  reached  at  a  later  time.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  a  pump  of  this  kind  was  suggested  by  Mr. 
Fuller,  an  engineer  who  made  a  report  on  the  water  sys- 
tem in  1906.  Because  of  current  conditions,  it  required 
several  months  to  get  the  pump  delivered  and  installed, 
but  it  was  in  place  and  tested  late  in  the  Fall.  When 
operated  by  the  emergency  engine  of  the  department,  it 
delivered  over  9,000  gallons  of  water  per  minute,  which  is 
ample  to  provide  an  adequate  flow  through  the  canal  into 
Little  South.  It  is  planned  that  this  pump  will  only  be 
used  when  the  ponds  are  very  low  or  under  emergency 
conditions. 

SEPTEMBER  HURRICANE 
The  tanks  and  pumping  stations  of  the  department 
did  not  suffer  important  damage  from  the  hurricane, 
although  the  roofs  of  the  buildings  at  Lout  Pond  required 
some  repairs  and  considerable  work  had  to  be  done  on 
the  roofs  of  the  Howland  Street  shop  and  the  storage 
sheds. 

Electric  power  at  the  pumping  station  was  off  for 
about  forty-six  hours  and  the  need  was  demonstrated 
for  emergency  equipment  to  furnish  lights  and  power 
for  the  fuel  pumps,  etc.  Such  equipment  was  purchased, 
when  it  was  found  possible  to  do  so,  and  is  now  avail- 
able for  use  at  the  station.  A  proof  of  the  need  for  it 
occurred  within  a  few  days  after  it  was  received,  when 
the  power  was  interrupted  for  several  hours. 
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The  pumping  station  at  Deep  Water  Bridge  could  not 
operate  for  about  two  days  after  the  hurricane  but  the 
Fire  Department  loaned  an  emergency  trailer  pumping 
unit  which  was  set  up  on  Summer  Street,  and  pumped 
into  the  new  high  service  system  through  a  hydrant. 
This  maintained  the  water  supply  for  that  area.  We 
were  pleased  to  loan  our  compressor  unit  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment for  its  use  in  maintaining  the  pressure  in  the 
central  station  air  system.  Another  unit  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment furnished  water  to  the  White  Horse  Beach 
Water  Company,  pumping  from  one  of  our  hydrants. 

SURVEY  OF  THE  PITOMETER  CO. 
The  Pitometer  Company  finished  the  survey  of  our 
distribution  system  in  May,  the  first  part  having  been 
done  the  previous  November,  as  referred  to  in  our  re- 
port of  1943.  Although  no  additional  large  leaks  or  water 
wastage  was  discovered,  several  smaller  ones  were  lo- 
cated. We  feel  that  the  survey  was  very  much  worth- 
while. 

STORAGE  TANKS 
The  water  tank  on  the  westerly  route  which  supplies 
the  new  high  pressure  system  has  been  equipped  with 
electrical  apparatus  to  prevent  corrosion  of  the  interior 
of  the  tank.  The  painting  of  the  inside  of  any  of  our 
tanks  is  a  difficult  and  expensive  job.  The  tank  must  be 
drained  and  kept  empty  for  several  days,  which  is  un- 
satisfactory and  dangerous  in  case  of  fire.  The  type  of 
apparatus  which  was  purchased  and  installed  is  in  use 
in  many  places  in  this  area  and  results  appear  satisfac- 
tory. The  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  same 
type  of  equipment  be  installed  at  the  Stone  Tank  at 
Rocky  Point.  It  has  been  about  seven  years  since  the 
inside  was  painted  and  protection  from  corrosion  is 
needed. 

The  exterior  of  the  tank  at  Mr.  Harlow's  at  Manomet, 
of  the  tank  at  the  Pine  Hills,  and  of  the  tank  on  the  West- 
erly Route,  have  all  been  painted  during  the  last  year. 
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MANOMET 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  in  Manomet  for  the 
last  two  years  have  been  as  follows: 

1943  $7,022.10 

1944  6,300.79 

In  May  1944  the  minimum  meter  rate  for  service  in 
Manomet  was  reduced  from  $16.  per  year  to  $12.  per  year. 

During  1944,  twenty-nine  new  services  were  connected 
and  other  applications  have  been  received  which  will 
be  taken  care  of  as  soon  as  manpower  and  materials  are 
available. 

During  the  Summer  it  was  evident  that  the  consump- 
tion in  Manomet  had  reached  the  capacity  of  the  wells 
at  Warner's  Pond  and  that  an  additional  supply  was 
needed  during  the  periods  of  the  heaviest  consumption. 
Therefore,  the  Board  arranged  with  the  Chapman  Com- 
pany to  drive  a  new  eight  inch  well  near  the  ones  already 
in  use,  and  this  has  been  done.  Because  of  unavoidable 
delays,  it  was  not  completed  to  its  depth  of  ninety-three 
feet  and  the  well  screen  installed  until  late  in  the  Fall. 
It  is  planned  to  complete  the  installation,  including  final 
tests  of  the  capacity,  as  soon  as  possible  this  Spring. 
Funds  for  this  purpose  are  included  in  our  request  for 
an  appropriation  for  construction  purposes. 

PUMPING  STATION  AT  LOUT  POND 
Both  the  Wolverine  and  Fairbanks-Morse  engines  have 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year.  Heat  ex- 
changers have  been  installed  on  the  cooling  systems 
which  have  permitted  the  operation  of  each  engine  at 
the  most  advantageous  temperature,  made  a  considerable 
saving  in  the  cost  of  electric  power  purchased,  and 
eliminated  the  fan  and  radiator  of  the  cooling  system. 

ENGINEERING  SURVEY 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  there 
should  be  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment by  competent  engineers.    The  Town  owns  and 
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operates  an  extremely  valuable  and  important  public 
utility  and  should  be  fully  advised  by  some  outside 
authority  not  only  as  to  its  present  condition,  but  as  to 
the  improvements,  additions  and  betterments  which 
should  be  undertaken  in  the  years  to  come.  We  feel 
that  when  conditions  make  it  possible  to  undertake  new 
work,  a  plan  should  be  ready  so  that  separate  projects 
will  not  be  started  independently,  but  as  a  part  of  a  long 
range  program  for  the  development  of  the  department. 
We  already  know  that  we  have  a  considerable  amount 
of  old  and  undersize  mains  which  should  be  replaced, 
but  the  report  we  have  in  mind  goes  much  beyond  that 
and  should  cover  the  supply  of  water,  pumping,  storage, 
distribution,  etc.  throughout  the  entire  area  served.  We 
have  communicated  with  several  engineering  firms  and 
find  that  the  cost  of  such  a  survey  and  report  by  the  firm 
which  we  are  prepared  to  recommend  would  be  $3,000. 
We  are  asking  for  this  appropriation  from  the  Town,  in 
order  that  this  survey  may  be  undertaken  this  year. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 
Both  of  the  trucks  operated  by  the  Department  and 
the  superintendent's  car  have  been  equipped  with  rebuilt 
motors  and  should  be  in  condition  to  give  satisfactory 
service  for  another  year.  When  conditions  permit  the 
trucks  should  be  replaced.  A  new  motor  driven  trench 
pump  is  very  badly  needed  as  the  one  now  available  is 
very  old,  in  poor  condition,  and  of  inadequate  capacity. 

An  emergency  portable  lighting  unit  has  been  pur- 
chased and  is  of  great  help  when  night  work  is  necessary. 

The  interior  of  the  engineer's  house  at  Lout  Pond  has 
been  painted  and  papered. 

JOHN  L.  MORTON 
It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of 
John  L.  Morton.    He  had  served  as  a  member  of  this 
Board  since  1921  and  as  Chairman  from  1942  to  the  date 
of  his  death. 
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He  was  a  faithful  servant  of  the  Town,  very  much 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Water  Department,  and 
always  ready  to  give  unlimited  time  and  effort  in  its 
behalf. 

Mr.  Arthur  Addyman  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
on  the  Board  caused  by  Mr.  Morton's  death. 

The  Board  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  all  the  members  of  the  Water  Department, 
who  have  carried  on  their  work  well  and  faithfully  un- 
der conditions  which  have  sometimes  been  difficult. 

LAND  BORDERING  LITTLE  SOUTH  POND 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  negotiations  are  in 
progress  with  Mr.  John  J.  McCarthy  regarding  the  pur- 
chase of  land  owned  by  him  on  Little  South  Pond.  If  a 
mutually  satisfactory  price  can  be  agreed  upon,  the 
Town  will  be  asked  for  an  appropriation  to  cover  the 
purchase  of  this  property.  The  Commissioners  believe 
that  it  is  important  for  the  Town  to  continue  the  pro- 
gram started  several  years  ago,  of  acquiring  the  land 
bordering  this  pond. 

Similar  negotiations  are  being  held  with  Mr.  George 
T.  Paraschos  and  Mrs.  Lillian  F.  Paraschos. 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  Water  Department  have 
been  increasing  and  there  seems  to  be  no  prospect  of 
any  change  of  direction  in  the  near  future.  The  in- 
creased costs  of  labor  and  material  and  supplies  cannot 
be  avoided.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  deferred 
maintenance  to  be  taken  care  of  when  it  is  possible  to 
do  so,  as  well  as  extensions  and  improvements.  The 
program  for  the  installation  of  meters  should  be  carried 
on  until  practically  all  private  services  are  metered. 

Financial  statistics  are  omitted  from  this  report  as 
they  are  included  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

A  detail  budget  for  1945,  and  a  comparison  with  the 
budget  and  expenses  for  1944,  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 

In  spite  of  the  labor  problems  and  the  many  difficul- 
ties in  obtaining  material,  it  has  been  possible  to  cover, 
fairly  well,  the  routine  and  the  emergency  work  of  the 
department. 

The  first  quarter  of  the  year  we  were  confronted  with 
many  leaks  in  both  main  and  services  after  the  extreme 
winter  weather.  During  the  year,  sixteen  main  leaks 
and  forty-three  service  leaks  were  repaired.  These  were 
followed  up  with  drilling  about  forty  corporations  with 
the  result  that  the  takers  in  each  case  were  satisfied  with 
the  improvement  to  the  service. 
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Thirty-three  new  services  were  added,  these  being 
absolutely  necessary.  Twenty-nine  were  in  Manomet 
and  the  others  down  town. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  on  repair  and  replace- 
ment of  meters,  every  possible  part  in  stock  being  util- 
ized since,  at  times,  it  was  impossible  to  purchase  any 
of  this  material. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  given  to  clearing  the  canal 
between  the  ponds  and  cutting  brush  and  burning  at  the 
reservoirs. 

Several  hydrant  breaks  were  experienced,  and  the 
usual  inspection  of  both  hydrants  and  gates  was  carried 
on. 

Samples  of  water  from  taps  were  submitted,  weekly, 
to  the  City  of  Brockton  laboratory.  Also,  samples  from 
both  taps  and  ponds  were  forwarded  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  at  times  specified  by  that  department. 
Reports  of  findings  in  all  specimens  are  on  file  in  this 
office. 

The  Auxiliary  Well  Supply  at  Manomet  was  in  opera- 
tion for  384 M>  hours  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September,  consuming  770  gallons  gasoline 
and  5  gallons  lubricating  oil.  3,469,000  gallons  of  water 
were  pumped.

MOTH  DEPT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  department  managed  to  get  practically  all  of  the 
Gypsy  and  Brown-tail  moths  cleaned  from  the  residen- 
tial parts  of  the  Town.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  help 
it  was  impossible  to  get  all  roads  and  shore  property 
sprayed  in  time,  which  made  the  moths  more  plentiful 
in  the  outlying  districts.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  high  degree  of  efficiency  is  still  being  maintained 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  report. 

The  department  answered  425  calls;  Box  alarms  128; 
Still  alarms  286;  Radio  alarm  11. 

The  assessed  value  of  buildings  and  contents  involved 
by  fire  was  $1,284,010.00,  the  loss  being  $24,076.00,  based 
on  13,500  inhabitants,  shows  a  loss  of  about  $1.85  per 
person  and  1.87%  of  property  involved. 

BUILDINGS 

There  is  considerable  work  to  be  done  on  the  buildings, 
the  walls  of  Central  Station  should  be  repointed  as  the 
water  is  penetrating  them  very  badly;  the  main  doors  of 
North  Station  should  be  replaced;  the  building  at  the 
rear  of  Central  Station,  the  sills  and  foundation  require 
replacement  to  prevent  building  from  collapsing. 

Estimates  for  the  above  work  are  being  received  and 
the  necessary  amount  will  be  placed  in  the  budget  for 
1945. 

The  South  Station  is  in  good  condition. 

FIRE  ALARM 
The  outside  lines  are  in  good  condition  but  should  be 
extended  south  from  Cliff  Street  to  junction  of  Warren 
Avenue  and  State  Highway. 

RADIO 

The  Radio  is  still  proving  of  immense  value  and  un- 
doubtedly will  be  more  so  when  the  installation  of  F.  M. 
sets  are  completed,  money  for  which  was  appropriated, 
1944.  There  has  been  delay  on  account  of  War  Produc- 
tion Board  Priority. 
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APPARATUS 
All  the  apparatus  are  in  good  condition.   Engine  One, 
purchased  in  the  year  1924,  has  been  given  a  thorough 
overhauling  and  painting,  the  work  being  done  within 
the  department.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectman: 

I  herewith  submit  report  for  the  year  1944. 

APPARATUS 

The  Brock  way  Truck  purchased  in  1924,  the  tires  on 
this  truck  could  not  be  replaced  and  it  was  therefor 
necessary  to  take  steps  to  replace  it.  This  was  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Board,  and  a  U.  S.  Army  Dodge,  IV2 
ton  four  wheel  drive  was  purchased  and  converted  into 
a  forest  fire  truck,  at  a  very  nominal  cost  and  has 
already  proved  to  be  an  excellent  truck. 

Money  was  also  transferred  by  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee to  purchase  another  truck,  which  also  was  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Board;  unfortunately  there  have 
been  none  available  since  the  money  was  transferred. 
It  is  hoped  that  when  the  trucks  are  available  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  secure  not  only  one  more  IV2  ton 
truck,  but  two  %  ton  Weapons  Carriers  and  a  Jeep,  to 
be  used  as  a  Chief's  car  for  woods  fires,  thereby  saving 
the  regular  department's  Chief's  car,  which  is  not  suit- 
able for  woods  work. 

CONDITION  OF  WOODS 

As  previously  reported  the  condition  of  the  woods  as 
to  fire  hazard  is  extremely  bad  and  dangerous,  caused 
by  the  hurricane  and  recent  wind  storms. 

Should  a  fire  get  a  good  start  it  is  going  to  be  very 
difficult  to  combat  with  the  light  machines  that  we 
now  have,  which  is  one  reason  for  requested  additional 
apparatus  with  four  wheel  drives. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  plan  for  cutting  all  fallen 
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trees  from  woods  roads,  will  be  carried  to  completion 
before  March  1,  1945. 

I  might  add  that  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Conservation  consider  conditions  so  hazardous  that  if 
if  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  February  1,  the  Fire 
Towers  are  to  be  manned,  this  being  the  earliest  that 
the  towers  have  been  operated  since  their  use. 

FIRES 

We  had  36  forest  fires  this  year,  and  burned  over 
185%  acres.  Two  fires,  one  of  150  acres  and  one  of 
29 Vz  acres;  all  other  fires  being  less  than  one  acre.  30,475 
feet  of  hose  laid;  gallons  of  water  pumped  31,130;  203 
gallons  chemical,  and  miles  traveled  2,566.3  which  upon 
analysis,  shows  acreage  per  fire  5  and  1/6  acres.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  RETIREMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  eighth 
report  covering  the  activities  and  condition  of  the  Con- 
tributory Retirement  System  for  the  year  1944. 

The  law  requires  that  every  new  employee  of  the 
town  under  55  years  of  age  must  join  the  Retirement 
System,  unless  we  know  at  the  time  he  starts  work  that 
his  employment  is  for  less  than  60  days.  It  also  requires 
that  every  new  call  man  and  special  police  officer  must 
join  the  System,  although  they  cannot  be  retired  for 
superannuation.  These  two  factors  are  responsible  in 
large  part  for  the  many  constant  changes  in  member- 
ship in  the  System. 

We  have  retired  three  of  our  members  for  superan- 
nuation during  the  year  and  lost  three  of  our  former 
pensioners  by  death,  the  number  of  pensioners  at  the 
close  of  the  year  thereby  remaining  as  it  was  December 
31,  1943. 

Investing  the  funds  of  the  System  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult.  Investments  must  be  made  from 
the  lists  legal  for  Savings  Banks  and  at  the  present  time 
2V2%  government  bonds  are  about  the  only  investment 
available.  Since  the  members'  contributions  as  well  as 
the  other  funds  of  the  System  must  be  credited  with  3% 
interest  compounded  monthly,  there  is  little  chance  at 
the  present  time  of  eliminating  the  appropriation  by  the 
town  for  interest  deficiency.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  presents  herewith  its 
Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1944. 

The  year  1944  brought  a  new  group  of  responsibilities 
and  problems  to  our  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
Although  financial  aid  to  the  needy  has  been  the  pre- 
dominating function,  the  demand  for  Social  Services 
has  immeasurably  increased,  caused  by  every  one  of  the 
readjustments  of  the  War-population  movement,  drafting 
of  men  for  the  Armed  Services,  employment  of  women, 
older  workers  and  children.  The  Department  has  be- 
come considered,  and  naturally  so,  the  logical  place  for 
people  in  trouble  to  turn  for  information,  guidance  and 
counseling  advice. 

The  change  has  come  gradually  but  is  of  enormous 
importance  as  we  look  to  the  "after  the  war"  period  and 
our  anticipated  job  during  and  following  the  demobiliza- 
tion of  our  Service  men  and  women  and  the  dislocation 
of  War  workers. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Department  to  undertake 
to  assure  security  and  opportunity  for  effective  social 
adjustment  to  people  on  an  individual  basis  by  meeting 
the  needs  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Such  needs  in- 
clude the  provision  of  adequate  financial  assistance  to 
the  needy,  protection  from  social  exploitation  for  those 
who  are  unable  to  help  themselves  because  of  physical 
and  mental  weaknesses,  and  services  facilitating  social 
and  family  adjustment.  These  functions  are  unique  and 
different  unto  themselves  and  are  essential  to  a  sound 
functioning  community,  not  only  because  it  is  impossible 
for  an  individual  to  wholly  control  his  own  destiny,  but 
also  because  the  welfare  of  all  depends  on  the  protection 
of  all.    Thus  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  has  be- 
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come  associated  with  those  functions  which  require  the 
skills  of  social  work. 

As  our  social  methods  improve  we  are  finding  many- 
ways  of  assuring  security  and  of  preventing  need  for 
public  assistance  by  guiding  and  assisting  people  to  be- 
come self-supporting,  but  public  assistance  must  always 
be  available  as  a  last  resort  when  other  measures  fail  to 
meet  the  particular  need  of  the  individual. 

Your  Department  of  Public  Welfare  is  looking  forward 
to  the  post-war  period  with  considerable  interest.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  can- 
not stop  with  the  mere  granting  of  financial  assistance 
to  the  needy.  The  extension  of  our  activity  into  the  field 
of  services  which  have  become  accelerated  by  the  eco- 
nomic and  wartime  needs  will  continue  into  the  post- 
war period  and  will  be  increased  by  the  individual  and 
family  problems  of  the  veterans  during  the  demobiliza- 
tion .process;  the  problems  affecting  children;  (the  great- 
est problem  of  juvenile  delinquency  of  the  last  world 
war  came  after  the  fighting  was  over)  the  increasing 
number  of  desertions;  the  inevitable  problems  which 
will  result  from  the  many  hasty  war  marriages  are 
obvious;  the  social  aspects  of  migration;  and  the  prob- 
lems of  the  aged. 

During  the  year  1944  we  have  had  very  fine  cooper- 
ation from,  and  have  made  every  effort  to  cooperate 
with,  the  Jordan  Hospital,  Community  Nurse  Associa- 
tion, Fragment  Society,  American  Red  Cross,  Selective 
Service,  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  and  our  local  phy- 
sicians, dentists,  druggists,  manufacturing  and  business 
establishments. 

The  careful,  conscientious  and  commendable  work  of 
our  staff  has  been  responsible  for  the  efficient  and  ade- 
quate distribution  of  public  assistance  within  our  com- 
munity. By  regular  home  visiting  and  with  the  present 
case  work  practices  those  persons  and  families  eligible 
and  entitled  to  financial  assistance  have  been  sufficiently 
assisted,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  with  consider- 
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able  satisfaction  is  turning  back  to  the  Town  of  Plym- 
outh $10,775.89  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  from 
which  fund  the  Town  of  Plymouth  receives  further 
financial  benefits. 

One  hundred  and  nine  "outside  aid"  cases  have  been 
assisted  by  the  General  Assistance  Department  during 
the  year  1944.  The  expenditures  and  receipts  were  as 
follows:  Salaries  (including  Board  Members)  $7,400.42; 
other  administrative  expenses  $643.10;  "outside  aid"  (in- 
cluding aid  in  other  cities  and  towns  for  persons  having 
a  financial  settlement  in  Plymouth)  $25,404.62;  reim- 
bursements from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
other  cities  and  towns  and  individuals  were  $4,853.41; 
income  from  trust  funds  $94.84;  leaving  the  cost  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  for  "outside  aid"  granted  $20,551.21. 
Total  operating  costs  to  the  town  $28,499.89. 

INFIRMARY 

The  demands  upon  the  services  and  facilities  of  the 
Town  Infirmary  have  presented  no  unusual  problems 
during  this  past  year.  Some  of  the  most  needed  repairs 
have  been  made  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  hur- 
ricane damage  has  been  taken  care  of  temporarily,  and 
the  major  repairs  must  necessarily  be  delayed  until  after 
the  War  activities  have  been  concluded.  Sixteen  per- 
sons have  been  cared  for  this  year  with  the  expenditures 
amounting  to: — Salaries  $2,274.58;  other  administrative 
expenses  $2,348.60;  "inside  aid"  $3,422.63;  amounts  re^ 
ceived  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  other 
cities  and  towns  and  from  individuals  $2,063.83;  from 
trust  funds  $6.03;  rentals  $72.00;  a  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  for  "inside  aid"  granted  at  the  Infirmary  for 
the  year  1944  was  $1,358.80.  A  net  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  $5,903.95.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE 
ASSISTANCE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance for  1944  is  presented  herewith. 

During  1944  aid  granted  amounted  to  $199,471.20,  and 
other  expenses  amounted  to  $841.92,  making  a  total  of 
$200,313.12.  Of  this  amount  $79,246.79  was  received  from 
the  Federal  Government  and  approximately  $84,164.05 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  leaving  a  net 
cost  to  the  Town  of  approximately  $36,902.28.  An 
average  of  373  cases  per  month  were  aided  at  an  average 
monthly  cost  of  $43.81  each. 

The  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  increased  substantially 
in  November  and  December  of  1944  as  prior  to  October 
1,  1944  doctors  were  paid  $1.00  for  office  visits  and 
$2.00  for  house  visits.  They  were  dissatisfied  with  this 
arrangement  and  asked  that  the  rates  for  O.A.A.  cases 
be  on  the  same  basis  as  those  for  other  patients.  A 
meeting  was  held  with  the  doctors  with  representatives 
present  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
and  an  agreement  was  reached  whereby  doctors  now  re- 
ceive $2.00  for  office  visits  and  $3.00  for  house  visits. 
Rates  for  nursing  homes  have  also  increased  over  last 
year  and  we  are  finding  it  necessary  to  place  many 
people  in  these  homes. 

We  have  now  had  one  full  year  of  contributions  from 
children  in  accordance  with  the  new  law.  It  is  found 
that  approximately  $750.00  per  month  is  paid  by  them 
to  their  parents  in  cash  and  about  $250.00  per  month  in 
kind  (free  shelter,  insurance  etc.)  This  amount  varies 
as  the  earnings  of  children  fluctuate.  There  is  a  bill  be- 
fore the  present  legislature  recommending  that  contrib- 
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utions  from  children  be  done  away  with  entirely  which, 
if  passed,  would  mean  considerable  increase  in  the  cost 
of  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Until  October  27,  1944  the  Bureau  was  composed  of 
three  members,  Harold  S.  Damon,  Chairman;  Edmund 
J.  Priestley,  and  Gordon  S.  McCosh.  Mr.  James  Rae, 
Supervisor  of  O.A.A.  and  A.D.C.,  transferred  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  on  October  16,  1944,  and 
Mr.  Edmund  J.  Priestley  was  appointed  to  take  his  place 
as  of  October  28,  1944.  Mr.  Harold  Roberts  was  appoint- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  serve  Mr.  Priest- 
ley's unexpired  term. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  salaries  for  1944  was 
$6,501.43  of  which  $3,496.76  was  contributed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,004.67  as  the 
cost  to  the  Town.

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren for  1944. 

During  1944  an  average  of  forty-three  cases  with 
eighty-three  children  received  this  type  of  assistance  at 
a  total  cost  of  $38,662.35,  the  average  cost  per  case  per 
month  being  $75.76.  On  January  1,  1944  the  case  load 
was  forty-four.  During  the  year  a  total  of  fourteen 
cases  were  added  and  seventeen  closed,  leaving  a  bal- 
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ance  of  forty-one  cases  with  eighty-one  children  on 
December  31,  1944. 

Of  the  seventeen  cases  closed  only  five  were  closed 
because  of  receiving  employment.  The  other  cases  were 
closed  as  the  families  left  town,  children  finished 
school  and  were  no  longer  eligible  for  A.D.C.,  mothers 
remarried,  and  for  other  reasons.  No  further  decrease 
in  A.D.C.  is  anticipated,  but  an  increase  in  this  cate- 
gory of  assistance  is  expected.  Any  change  in  the  em- 
ployment situation  would  be  reflected  in  the  A.D.C. 
case  load  as  most  of  those  who  have  gone  to  work 
would  again  be  eligible  for  A.D.C. 

The  Federal  Government  contributed  $7,486.57  in 
grants  for  this  type  of  assistance  during  the  year,  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  reimbursed  the 
Town  approximately  $12,887.45  which  made  the  net  cost 
to  the  Town  approximately  $18,288.33. 

The  same  staff  that  handles  the  category  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  also  handles  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
cases.  Money  received  from  the  Federal  Government 
for  administering  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  is  used 
towards  their  salaries  This  amounted  to  $841.42 
during  1944.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 

The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  present  their 
report  for  1944. 

The  routine  work  of  maintenance  of  the  various  ceme- 
teries under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  has  been 
carried  out  as  Usual  during  the  past  year. 

No  effort  has  been  made  to  develop  the  six  acre 
addition  to  the  Vine  Hills  Cemetery  that  was  purchased 
in  1940,  because  we  felt  that  the  project  was  not  an 
essential  one  to  undertake  at  this  time. 

We  have  however  made  an  estimate  of  $30,000  as  the 
cost  of  the  complete  development  of  this  area  and  given 
this  estimate  to  the  Post  War  Planning  Committee. 

We  believe  this  to  be  a  very  worth  while  project  to 
take  up  some  of  the  slack  in  case  a  serious  unemploy- 
ment situation  develops. 

The  hurricane  of  September  14,  caused  considerable 
damage  in  several  cemeteries. 

In  Oak  Grove  and  Vine  Hills  Cemeteries  approxi- 
mately 150  trees  of  various  sizes  were  blown  down,  but 
fortunately  only  slight  damage  was  done  to  monuments. 

On  Burial  Hill  two  large  elms  were  uprooted  causing 
incidental  damage  to  the  stone  wall  on  Church  Street. 

Approximately  400'  of  the  wooden  fence  surrounding 
Chiltonville  Cemetery  was  blown  down  and  should  be 
renewed. 

The  Commissioners  began  at  once  the  work  of  repair- 
ing some  of  the  damage,  and  the  Finance  Committee 
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co-operated  promptly  by  transferring  $1,000  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  our  maintenance  account.  This  per- 
mitted the  work  of  clearing  up  to  continue  until  Jan- 
uary 1,  1945. 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  Davison  and  Dennett, 
who  operate  a  saw  mill,  to  come  in  and  saw  up  the  mer- 
chantable trees  into  logs,  cart  them  to  the  mill  and  pay 
the  Town  $3  a  cord  for  the  logs  so  removed.  Forty- 
one  cords  were  sold. 

We  believe  the  Town  was  saved  a  substantial  sum  by 
adopting  this  method  of  disposing  of  the  logs. 

The  Department  has  had  to  incur  additional  expense 
to  take  care  of  the  branches,  unmerchantable  logs  and 
stumps,  particularly  the  latter.  A  considerable  amount 
of  this  work,  as  well  as  trimming  broken  trees  and 
branches,  remains  to  be  taken  care  of. 

We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  from  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Cemetery  lots  and  graves,  to 
be  expended  for  improvements  and  additions,  in  order 
that  the  funds  may  be  available  if  opportunity  offers, 
to  continue  work  on  the  roads  in  Oak  Grove  and  Vine 
Hills  Cemeteries,  or  do  some  filling  on  Samoset  Street. 

The  requested  appropriations  for  the  various  ceme- 
teries are  higher  than  the  amounts  asked  for  last  year 
by  the  following  amounts;  $1,000,  on  Oak  Grove  and 
Vine  Hills  Cemeteries,  $750  on  Burial  Hill,  and  $500  on 
the  outside  cemeteries.  We  believe  the  increases  are 
necessary  to  complete  the  damage  caused  by  the  hurri- 
cane.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  1944  Report. 

The  Planning  Board  organized  for  the  year  1944-45 
with  Allen  D.  Russell  as  Chairman  and  Arthur  E.  Black- 
mer  as  Secretary. 

The  Board  spent  some  further  time  on  its  financial 
analysis  of  the  Town  and  brought  its  figures  up  to  date 
as  soon  as  the  1943  Town  Report  was  issued  and  the  ma- 
terial available.  These  new  figures  are  printed  herewith 
and  may  be  copied,  by  those  interested  in  this  branch 
of  town  planning,  onto  the  large  sheets  which  were  in- 
serted in  every  1943  Town  Report. 

Through  an  oversight  no  lines  were  left  for  these 
figures  in  Table  C,  but  directly  above  table  C,  are  a  set 
of  lines  which  were  not  used  for  estimate  and  may  be  used 
for  the  table  C,  figures  except  for  the  total  on  the  ex- 
treme right  hand  end.  However,  we  would  suggest  that 
it  you  desire  to  keep  these  figures  you  use  the  Street 
Lighting  column  as  a  total  column  since  there  will  prob- 
ably never  be  a  capital  expense  for  street  lighting  by 
the  town. 

The  Planning  Board  found  little  to  do  during  the  year 
except  to  keep  its  studies  up  to  date  and  to  assist  as  part 
of  the  Post  War  Municipal  Planning  Committee.  The 
Town,  like  every  other  business,  was  handicapped  by 
lack  of  man  power  and  inability  to  get  materials,  so  that 
there  seemed  to  be  little  profit  in  planning  things  which 
could  not  be  done  anyway. 

With  the  Post  War  Committee  above  mentioned  a  re- 
serve of  some  fifty  worthwhile  projects  were  studied  and 
collected.  These  projects  if  all  carried  out  would  cost 
in  the  neighborhood  of  half  a  million  dollars,  the  greater 
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part  of  which  would  be  for  labor,  and  we  take  it  that 
the  principal  object  of  this  committee  is  not  to  spend 
money  nor  to  buy  materials  but  rather  to  have  ready 
worthwhile  jobs  which  will  provide  employment  for 
those  who  may  not  be  absorbed  or  retained  in  private 
enterprise.  Furthermore  none  of  these  projects  will  re- 
quire much  in  the  way  of  maintenance  once  completed 
so  that  as  we  return  to  normal  the  town  will  not  be  bur- 
dened with  continuing  costs.  And  again,  many  of  these 
projects  will  have  to  be  undertaken  some  day  so  that  if 
completed  in  the  next  few  years  the  work  will  be  com- 
pleted for  many  years  ahead.  As  an  example  we  would 
mention  the  replacing,  in  some  cases  with  larger  diam- 
eters, many  links  in  our  water  system  which  should  be 
reaching  the  end  of  their  normal  life. 

The  Planning  Board  requests  an  appropriation  of  Two 
Thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  1945  year  of  which  $100.00 
will  be  for  salaries  and  $1,900.00  for  expenses.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions 
of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1944,  the  several  schedules  being  in  the  usual  forms 
and  in  the  following  order: 

Schedule  A.  Cash  Receipts  and  Cash  Payments  as 
reported  to  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Schedule  B.  Departmental  and  all  special  appropria- 
tions and  such  receipts,  including  Federal  Grants,  as 
may  be  legally  expended  without  specific  town  meeting 
appropriation,  with  all  payments  from  same  classified 
as  to  purpose. 

Schedule  C.  Estimated  Receipts,  other  than  from 
local  taxes,  as  used,  with  the  approval  of  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner, by  the  Assessors  in  making  the  1944  tax  rate.

There  are  no  overdrafts  and  no  unpaid  bills  have  been 
reported. 

No  money  had  to  be  borrowed  on  temporary  notes 
during  the  year,  the  cash  balance  at  the  end  of  May, 
before  the  current  year's  tax  money  started  to  come  in, 
being  $93,389.04.  The  cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  $375,576.08  and  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  balance 
$308,745.69,  both  considerably  larger  than  at  the  close  of 
1943,  the  balances  then  being  high  line  figures  on  our 
record.  Again  the  principal  reason  for  the  large  cash 
balance  is  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes,  together  with 
"  the  receipt  of  part  .payments  from  the  State  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  of  substantial  amounts  that  hereto- 
fore have  been  held  back  until  the  annual  settlement 
date  in  November  or  later. 

The  cash  reserve  was  built  up  mainly  by  the  return 
of  nearly  $52,000  unexpended  appropriation  balances,  as 
shown  in  Schedule  E,  and  nearly  $47,000  excess  of  actual 
receipts  over  the  amounts  estimated  in  making  the  tax 
warrants.  As  shown  in  Schedule  C,  a  large  part  of  this 
latter  amount  was  due  to  the  increase  in  the  reimburse- 
ment from  the  State  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  due  to  the 
increased  payments  by  the'  Town  to  Old  Age  Assistance 
recipients. 

The  only  loan  outstanding  at  the  present  time  repre- 
sents the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  New  High  School — 
$72,000.  This  loan  matures  in  January,  1951,  with  inter- 
est rate  at  only  2%.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Plym- 
outh for  the  period  from  October  11,  1942,  the  date  of 
the  previous  audit  to  May  25,  1944,  and  report  thereon 
as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports 
and  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  re- 
corded receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books 
and  the  payments  being  compared  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  them  and  with  the  treasurer's  records  of 
payments. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings  and 
the  recorded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  records  of  the  advisory 
committee. 

A  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  May  25,  1944.  An  examination  of  this  balance 
sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  very  good  financial 
condition. 

•  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
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was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  author- 
izing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The  cash 
balance  on  May  25,  1944  was  proved  by  verification  of 
the  cash  and  cash  memoranda  in  the  office,  and  by  rec- 
onciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  fur- 
nished by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

Payments  made  for  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file  and  also 
with  amounts  falling  due. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investments  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  the  transfers 
to  the  town  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
book,  and  the  disbursements  were  verified. 

The  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  on  account  of  unpaid 
taxes  were  examined  and  the  amounts  added  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  records. 
The  tax  titles  redeemed  were  checked  with  the  receipts 
as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  disclaimers 
were  verified,  and  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and 
compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  out- 
standing according  to  the  previous  examination  and  all 
subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and  proved  to 
the  assessors'  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The 
reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors' 
records,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts, 
as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
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book,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records 
of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  depart- 
mental and  water  accounts  was  obtained  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  exam- 
ined for  licenses  issued  and  fees  received.  The  reported 
receipts  from  dog,  sporting,  and  other  licenses  issued,, 
as  well  as  from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  and 
miscellaneous  charges  were  examined,  the  payments  to 
the  State  and  town  being  verified. 

The' surety  bonds  of  the  various  town  officials  required 
to  file  them -for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  police, 
health,  public  welfare,  and  school  departments,  and  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  and  the 
accountant's  books.

Mr.  Miller's  contribution  to  the  progress  of  the  public 
schools  in  Plymouth  was  such  that  thousands  of  boys 
and  girls  and  young  people  of  this  town  stand  in  debt  to 
him.   His  passing  brings  a  serious  loss  to  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  recent  passing  of  J.  Frankland  Miller  who  had 
served  with  marked  ability  and  fidelity  on  the  School 
Committee  for  the  past  decade  was  keenly  felt  not  only 
as  a  loss  to  the  community  as  a  whole  but  as  a  personal 
loss  to  the  members  of  the  committee.  The  language  of 
the  foregoing  testimonial  is  quite  inadequate  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  town.  His  genuine 
helpfulness  as  a  fellow  committee  member  will  long  be  a 
cherished  memory. 

The  receipts  and  reimbursements  on  account  of  the 
public  schools  in  1944  amounted  to  $30,808.  The  School 
Department  is  turning  back  $2,474  as  balance  to  the  Ex- 
cess and  Deficiency  Fund.  The  net  cost  of  schools  for 
1944  amounted  to  $240,824,  which  was  3.2%  higher  than 
the  preceding  year. 

The  budget  for  1945  calls  for  an  increase  of  $1,400  in 
the  general  appropriation  and  an  increase  of  $12,400  in 
the  salary  budget,  exclusive  of  any  cost-of-living  incre- 
ments that  may  be  granted.  The  added  amount  asked  for 
under  the  general  appropriation  is  due  to  increases  in  the 
costs  of  transportation,  fuel,  and  boiler  repairs.  The 
amount  requested  for  salaries  is  greater  for  1945  largely 
because  of  the  annual  increments  granted  to  persons  not 
yet  at  the  maximum  and  to  the  addition  of  teachers  at 
the  Junior  High  School.  As  shown  in  the  following  re- 
port of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  educational  costs  in 
Plymouth  are  not  higher  than  the  average  costs  in  the 
towns  that  are  nearest  the  size  of  Plymouth  and  main- 
tain the  same  type  of  school  organization,  namely,  six 
elementary  grades,  three  junior  high  grades,  and  three 
senior  high  grades. 

On  appeal  of  the  Plympton  school  authorities  it  was 
decided  to  admit  to  our  Junior  High  School  as  tuition 
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pupils  for  the  school  year  1944-45  the  Plympton  children 
in  grades  seven  and  eight.  For  some  years  past  Plymp- 
ton has  been  sending  its  high  school  pupils  here.  The 
inclusion  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  in  the 
Plymouth  Junior  High  School  will  tend  to  bring  their 
preparation  into  harmony  with  our  ninth  grade  require- 
ments. This  new  departure  has  meant  the  employment 
of  an  additional  teacher  but  all  additional  costs  involved 
are  amply  covered  by  added  tuition  receipts. 

During  1944  we  have  continued  our  endeavor  to  make 
needed  repairs  on  buildings  and  some  improvements  in 
grounds.  Four  of  the  buildings  sustained  minor  damage 
from  the  hurricane.  This  was  almost  entirely  confined 
to  the  removal  of  shingles  from  various  roofs.  We  were 
very  fortunate  that  all  hurricane  damage  was  repaired 
within  a  total  cash  outlay  of  less  than  $200. 

The  most  important  improvements  made  during  1944 
were  the  hard  surfacing  of  the  Mount  Pleasant  School 
playground  and  the  insulation  of  the  attic  floors  in  the 
Junior  High  and  Mount  Pleasant  buildings.  We  hope 
soon  to  include  the  Hedge  School  in  this  insulation  pro- 
gram. Insulation  of  these  attic  floors  will  undoubtedly 
prove  to  be  a  good  long-term  investment  through  the 
saving  of  fuel.  Second-floor  classrooms  will  be  more 
comfortable  both  in  very  cold  and  very  hot  weather. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  school  enrollments  in  North 
Plymouth  have  shown  little  indication  of  increasing  and 
the  further  fact  that  extensive  and  costly  changes  would 
be  necessary  to  recondition  the  Knapp  building  for  school 
purposes,  it  has  seemed  wise  to  turn  this  building  over  to 
the  selectmen  for  such  disposition  as  the  town  may  see 
fit  to  make. 

Two  land  areas  very  useful  for  school  purposes  and 
lying  adjacent  to  school  playgrounds  are  being  offered 
to  the  town  at  prices  that  seem  very  reasonable.  A  lot 
of  nearly  an  acre  adjoining  the  Hedge  School  grounds  in 
the  rear  of  the  building  and  containing  all  of  the  fill 
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necessary  to  grade  the  Pederzani  property  acquired  last 
year  is  being  offered  to  the  town  for  $700.  Another  lot 
of  two-thirds  of  an  acre  adjacent  to  the  High  School 
grounds  and  formerly  a  part  of  the  Pope  property,  is  be- 
ing offered  the  town  by  David  A.  Cappannari  for  $900. 
This  area  represents  about  two-thirds  of  the  lot  that  the 
School  Committee  has  asked  the  town  to  purchase  at  sev- 
eral annual  town  meetings  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 
However,  the  price  at  which  this  property  could  formerly 
be  purchased  by  the  town  was  at  a  substantially  higher 
rate  per  acre  than  the  present  offer.  These  lots  would 
be  very  useful  additions  to  school  property  in  that  they 
would  provide  much  needed  extensions  in  the  play- 
ground areas.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  town  will  see  fit 
to  purchase  these  properties  and  thus  enable  these 
schools  to  improve  the  opportunities  for  physical  exer- 
cise and  recreation. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  Mount  Pleasant  School  is 
about  forty  years  old  and  has  reached  a  state  of  obso- 
lescence where  the  making  of  further  repairs  is  false 
economy.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  to  patch  up 
the  present  plant  and  try  to  make  it  do  for  a  longer  per- 
iod would  not  only  be  a  waste  of  money  but  would  sub- 
ject the  school  to  probable  interruptions.  The  committee, 
therefore,  recommends  the  installation  of  a  new  boiler 
with  vacuum  system.  This  would  not  only  provide  a 
necessary  replacement  but  would  definitely  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  heating  system.  The  committee  feels 
itself  responsible  not  only  to  keep  our  school  property 
in  good  repair  but  to  make  needed  improvements  from 
year  to  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee: 

The  year  1944  has  not  been  one  of  striking  progress. 
Nevertheless  earnest  efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain 
the  standards  of  our  schools  in  the  face  of  the  many  diffi- 
culties inherent  in  a  world  war  situation  and  to  make 
such  adjustments  as  existing  circumstances  require.  I 
am  glad  to  submit  below  a  concise  report  which -together 
with  those  of  the  school  principals,  supervisors,  and 
health  authorities  will  suggest  some  of  the  changes  made, 
some  of  the  results  secured,  and  some  of  the  needs  of  our 
schools  that  have  not  as  yet  been  fully  met. 

CHANGES  IN  SCHOOL  STAFF 
As  the  war  lengthens,  the  problem  of  securing  adequate 
replacements  for  those  teachers  who  leave  the  system 
becomes  more  and  more  critical.  Relatively  small  num- 
bers are  entering  our  teacher-training  institutions.  The 
competition  among  communities  for  efficient  teachers  is 
becoming  very  keen.  Substantially  higher  salaries  are 
being  paid  both  to  experienced  and  inexperienced  teach- 
ers. A  much  larger  proportion  than  formerly  of  the  good 
teachers  available  are  either  teaching  in  their  home  com- 
munities or  in  towns  nearby  where  commutation  is  pos- 
sible. We  are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  compete 
for  teaching  talent  on  anything  like  equal  terms  with 
communities  of  our  size  in  eastern  Massachusetts. 

Up  to  this  point  in  the  war  period,  however,  we  have 
been  able  to  recruit  efficient  teachers  from  Plymouth  or 
nearby  towns.  A  large  proportion  of  the  persons  for- 
merly serving  as  occasional  substitutes  on  a  per-diem 
basis  are  now  teaching  continuously  as  war  substitutes. 
Among  these  are  Mrs.  Olga  Anderson,  Mrs.  Helen  Bag- 
nall,  Mrs.  Mary  Foley,  Mrs.  Esther  Maloni,  Mrs.  Clemen- 
tine O'Neil,  Mrs.  Bertha  Perkins,  Mrs.  Mary  Perkins,  Mrs. 
Jean  Patenaude,  Mrs.  Sara  B.  Sharkey,  and  Mrs.  Gladys 
Simmons.    Several  others  recently  employed  are  resi- 
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dents  of  Plymouth  or  were  former  teachers  in  Plymouth. 
We  cannot  be  confident  that  we  shall  be  able  to  fill  many 
additional  vacancies  by  drawing  upon  local  talent.  As 
salaries  of  competent,  experienced  teachers  in  eastern 
Massachusetts  towns  either  equal  or  outmatch  ours,  it 
may  become  necessary  for  us  to  turn  to  other  localities 
or  states  where  the  salary  schedules  are  less  adequate. 

By  the  sudden  death  of  Miss  Florence  B.  Corey,  teacher 
of  grade  four  at  the  Hedge  School  and  a  teacher  in  Plym- 
outh for  twenty-five  years,  we  lost  a  faithful  and  com- 
petent worker.  Miss  Madeline  Johnson  from  Attleboro, 
a  teacher  of  experience,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  posi- 
tion. 

Three  teachers  of  marked  ability  were  lost  to  school 
systems  in  the  Boston  area  where  salary  schedules 
are  higher  and  opportunities  for  continued  study  are 
near  at  hand.  Miss  Lemira  Smith,  who  had  taught 
mathematics  in  the  Junior  High  School  for  six  years, 
went  to  Brookline.  Her  successor  here  was  Miss  Beatrice 
Arthur  of  this  town  and  formerly  head  of  the  commer- 
cial department  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  High  School. 

Mr.  Reginald  Steeves  who  for  two  years  had  been  sub- 
stitute for  Lt.  Com.  John  W.  Packard  as  head  of  the 
science  department  in  the  High  School  went  to  Wellesley 
as  head  of  the  science  department  there.  Mr.  Steeves' 
successor  in  Plymouth  was  Mr.  Claiborn  H.  Young  of 
Wilton,  N.  H.  and  formerly  instructor  at  Wentworth  In- 
stitute. 

Miss  Edna  Denault,  who  for  two  years  had  taught  third 
and  fourth  grade  at  Oak  Street,  went  to  a  grade  position 
in  Newton.  Her  successor  was  Miss  Florence  Giberti  of 
Middleboro  who  had  been  principal  of  the  Halifax  Ele- 
mentary School. 

Mr.  Richard  Smiley  returned  from  the  Pacific  coast  to 
teach  biology  as  a  substitute  for  David  Kingman  now  on 
leave  and  to  succeed  Mr.  J.  Clifford  Geer  who  was  made 
principal  of  Marshfield  High  School. 
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Because  of  a  substantially  larger  enrollment  of  Plym- 
outh pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1944 
and  the  forming  of  a  new  group  of  slow-learning  children, 
additions  to  the  teaching  staff  were  made.  These  new 
teachers  are  Mr.  Lawrence  Bongiovanni  of  this  town, 
a  graduate  of  Boston  University  with  master's  degree, 
Mrs.  Doris  G.  Smith  now  of  this  town  and  formerly 
teacher  in  West  Bridgewater,,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Foley  of 
this  town  on  part-time  service.  Mrs.  Foley  was  formerly 
teacher  in  the  Plymouth  High  School. 

Due  to  the  inclusion  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils  from  Plympton,  one  new  teacher  was  added,  this 
being  Mrs.  Jean  W.  Patenaude  of  this  town  and  formerly 
teacher  of  English  in  the  Plymouth  Junior  High  School. 

Mr.  Joffrey  Nunez  was  transferred  from  a  military- 
substitute  position  in  seventh  and  eighth  grade  science 
to  a  regular  position  in  ninth  grade  science.  Miss  Bella 
Madow,  valedictorian  of  her  class  in  Salem  Teachers 
College,  was  appointed  to  the  position  vacated  by  Mr. 
Nunez. 

IN  AID  OF  THE  WAR  EFFORT 

Pre-Induction  Courses 

As  time  goes  on,  our  work  in  the  pre-induction  courses 
for  high  school  students  has  become  more  clearly  out- 
lined and  the  goals  more  definitely  established.  Some 
improvement  is  made  in  our  equipment  from  time  to 
time.  Through  the  good  offices  of  Lt.  Com.  John  W,  Pack- 
ard we  have  secured  a  used  Link  trainer  for  use  of  the 
students  in  the  elementary  aeronautics  course. 

War  Bonds  and  the  National  War  Fund 

Pupil  purchase  of  war  bonds  and  stamps  through  the 
schools  in  1944  amounted  to  $24,122.63 — an  increase  of 
more  than  fifty  percent  over  the  preceding  year.  Teach- 
ers and  other  school  employees  invested  $11,586.26  in 
bonds  and  stamps — nearly  twenty-five  per  cent  more 
than  in  1943.    Total  purchases  by  pupils  through  the 
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schools  since  Pearl  Harbor  amount  to  $72,340.94  and  by 
school  employees  in  the  same  manner  to  $23,724.89.  The 
combined  sales  through  the  schools  to  pupils  and  other 
employees  to  date  is  but  a  little  short  of  $100,000. 

The  School  Department  was  asked  to  head  the  National 
War  Fund  Drive  of  1944  for  all  town  employees.  Ninety- 
seven  members  of  the  school  staff  and  other  school  em- 
ployees contributed  a  total  of  $274  to  this  purpose. 

Junior  Red  Cross 

Under  the  general  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Cingolani  of 
the  Junior  High  School  faculty  assisted  by  at  least  one 
teacher  sponsor  in  each  school,  the  Junior  Red  Cross  has 
been  functioning  effectively  to  meet  community,  nation- 
al, and  international  needs.  In  carrying  forward  the  pro- 
gram for  1944,  generous  assistance  was  given  by  the  fol- 
lowing school  departments:  art,  practical  arts,  wood- 
working, and  physical  education. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  Plymouth  Junior  Red 
Cross  during  the  past  year  may  be  summarized  briefly  as 
follows:  (1)  One  hundred  kit  bags  for  members  of  the 
armed  forces  were  filled  by  girls.  (2)  Twenty-one  girls 
knitted  garments  for  the  armed  forces.  (3)  Sixteen  girls 
successfully  took  the  course  in  home  nursing.  (4)  A  large 
number  of  members  attended  the  life-saving  classes  held 
at  Stephens  Field  and  Nelson  Street  during  the  summer 
vacation.  (5)  Over  11,000  surgical  dressings  were  made 
by  high  school  girls  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Harrison 
Chamberlain.  (6)  Books  were  collected  for  the  library 
corner  at  the  servicemen's  center.  (7)  A  total  of  one  hun- 
dred sixty-one  articles  were  made  by  knitting,  sewing, 
and  woodworking  groups  and  sent  to  the  distribution 
center  in  New  York.  (8)  One  thousand  nine  hundred  sev- 
enteen articles  were  made  by  the  art  classes  in  all  schools 
and  given  to  the  camp  and  hospital  council,  which  in  turn 
distributed  these  articles  to  nearby  station  hospitals.  (9) 
During  the  enrollment  period,  the  total  dues  collected

amounted  to  $358.75.  Further  receipts  of  $42  were  ob- 
tained from  a  sale  of  articles  including  stuffed  dolls  and 
handbags  made  by  the  children. 

Salvage  Collection  • 

The  pupils  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  have 
had  an  important  part  in  the  local  salvage  collections. 
Instructions  to  householders  as  to  time  of  collection  and 
the  proper  method  of  packaging  have  been  regularly  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  town.  The  senior  high  pupils 
have  covered  the  southern  portion  of  the  town  and  the 
junior  high  pupils  the  northern  portion  delivering  a  copy 
of  instructions  at  each  door.  The  local  salvage  committee 
has  evidenced  its  appreciation  of  this  help  by  alloting 
$100  from  the  proceeds  of  the  year's  sales  to  the  schools 
for  some  worthy  school  enterprise. 

Clothing  Collection 

In  December  a  collection  of  used  clothing  for  children 
in  the  war-devastated  countries  was  made  through  the 
schools  in  response  to  an  appeal  from  the  "Save  the  Chil- 
dren Federation,  Inc.".  It  was  clear  that  1945  would 
bring  clothing  needs  such  as  the  world  had  never  known. 
The  earnestness  with  which  the  Plymouth  pupils  resond- 
ed  to  the  need  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  approximately 
one  ton  of  used  clothing  was  gathered  and  forwarded. 

Milkweed  Floss  Collection 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  ordinary  sources  of  kapok 
had  been  cut  off,  a  country  wide  appeal  was  made  to 
school  children  to  collect  milkweed  floss  as  a  substitute. 
This  material  is  necessary  for  life  preservers,  life  rafts, 
and  certain  insulation  in  airplanes.  Plymouth  school 
children  suceeded  in  gathering,  drying,  and  forwarding 
131  bags  of  pods.  This  amount  would  meet  the  require- 
ments for  65  life-saving  jackets. 
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AMERICANIZATION  CLASSES 
The  additional  work  in  wartime  carried  by  persons  who 
remain  on  the  home  front  has  made  it  impossible  for 
many  non-citizens  to  attend  the  Americanization  classes. 
The  enrollment  this  year  is  reduced  by  about  fifty  per 
cent.  The  work,  however,  has  gone  forward  with  small- 
er class  groups.  Graded  classes  including  beginning,  in- 
termediate, and  advanced  pupils  are  being  held  twice  a 
week  at  the  Cordage  Auditorium  and  at  the  Cornish 
School.  Undoubtedly  the  needs  of  the  individual  class 
member  can  be  better  met  when  class  groups  are  small 
and  faster  progress  can  be  made. 

The  number  of  persons  interested  in  the  Americaniza- 
tion classes  has  in  the  nature  of  the  circumstances  stead- 
ily declined  during  recent  years.  The  elimination  of  im- 
migration by  Congress  in  1921  with  the  exception  of 
small  numbers  admitted  on  the  quota  basis,  has  largely 
limited  the  task  of  naturalization  to  those  aliens  who 
were  already  in  Plymouth  in  1921  and  who  have  re- 
mained here.  The  federal  census  for  1920  reported  about 
4000  aliens  in  this  community.  This  number  had  de- 
clined to  730  in  1940.  The  special  alien  registration  made 
in  1942  as  a  war  measure  reported  a  few  more  in  Plym- 
outh than  the  1940  census.  A  careful  check  of  the  names 
by  the  School  Department  made  within  recent  months 
shows  that  the  number  is  now  substantially  less  due  to 
various  causes,  such  as  death,  removal  from  town,  natur- 
alization, and  the  inclusion  in  the  registration  of  some 
persons  who  live  in  nearby  towns.  It  is  our  estimate  that 
the  number  of  aliens  in  Plymouth  does  not  now  exceed 
500.  This  marked  reduction  from  about  4000  to  about 
500  during  the  past  twenty-five  year  period  has  been  due 
mainly  to  the  fine  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  teachers  of  our  Americanization  classes  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  William  I.  Whitney,  Director.  It  is  our 
hope  that  this  good  work  may  be  continued  until  all  who 
can  reasonably  be  expected  to  qualify  for  citizenship  will 
do  so.    The  financial  expense  of  this  work  to  Plymouth 
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is  not  large  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  state  subsidy  of  one- 
half  the  cost  of  instruction  reduces  the  local  cost.  On  the 
other  hand  the  satisfactions  brought  to  those  aliens  who 
are  desirous  of  American  citizenship  are  large  indeed. 

ACHIEVEMENT  OF  ELEMENTARY  PUPILS 

Although  today's  elementary  schools  look  upon  their 
task  as  more  inclusive  than  that  of  providing  basic  train- 
ing in  three  R's,  we  nevertheless  hold  to  the  belief  that  it 
is  of  fundamental  importance  for  children  to  acquire,  by 
hard  work  if  necessary,  those  elemental  skills  and  the 
knowledge  required  for  further  growth.  Those  elemen- 
tary schools  that  are  so  much  concerned  with  giving  chil- 
dren free  reign  for  the  development  of  individual  initia- 
tive that  they  neglect  to'  condition  children  for  an  en- 
vironment that  will  make  many  stern  demands  upon 
them  are  doing  an  obvious  injustice  to  children.  We, 
therefore,  continue  to  hold  that  a  grounding  in  the  fun- 
damentals is  an  objective  of  major  concern  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades. 

The  standardized  tests  given  annually  in  April  or  May 
indicate  whether  the  schools  are  successful  in  helping 
children  to  lay  these  foundations.  This  year  the  Metro- 
politan tests  were  given  in  May  to  the  pupils  in  grade 
one  and  the  Stanford  tests  were  given  in  grades  two  to 
six.  The  results  showed  grade  one  to  be  above  test  stan- 
dard in  both  reading  and  numbers.  Grade  two  was  at 
test  standard  in  both  these  subjects.  Grade  three  was 
two  months  below  standard  in  reading  and  three  months 
above  in  arithmetic.  The  average  standing  of  grade  four 
in  reading,  language,  arithmetic,  and  spelling,  was  at  or 
above  test  standard,  and  the  average  for  grade  five  in 
these  same  subjects  was  at  the  standard.  The  results  for 
grade  six,  the  final  year  of  the  elefnentary  school,  were 
especially  gratifying,  the  pupils  being  at  grade  in  read- 
ing, a  full  year  above  grade  in  language  and  arithmetic, 
and  seven  months  above  in  spelling.  Supplementary 
standardized  tests  in  the  social  studies  and  elementary 
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science  were  given  for  the  first  time  this  year  in  the  mid- 
dle grades.  In  the  social  studies  grade  five  was  three 
months  below  standard  and  grades  four  and  six  were  at 
standard.  In  science  all  three  grades  were  at  standard 
or  above. 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

In  normal  times  one  can  count  on  there  being  in  every 
high  school  a  substantial  number  of  pupils  who  are  not 
gripped  by  the  academic  courses.  They  go  through  the 
paces  of  getting  a  high  school  education  but  do  not  suc- 
ceed because  they  lack  interest  in  their  work.  Many  of 
these  pupils  do  find  an  appeal  in  vocational  courses.  In 
these  courses  it  is  customary  to  devote  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  time  to  developing  vocational  skills  and  fifty  per  cent 
to  academic  work  that  is  directly  related  to  the  voca- 
tional training. 

Another  group  of  pupils  should  be  considered  in  this 
connection,  namely,  those  who  are  able  to  do  the  work 
of  the  academic  courses  successfully  but  because  of  fam- 
ily circumstances  cannot  spend  the  time  or  money  re- 
quired to  graduate  from  a  four-year  high  school  and 
obtain  thereafter  the  required  vocational  training  in 
specialized  schools.  In  the  years  directly  ahead  when 
so  many  young  people  will  be  returning  from  the  armed 
services  to  take  places  in  commerce  and  industry,  our 
high  school  graduates  who  cannot  go  to  some  higher 
school  to  acquire  some  vocational  ability  needed  in  our 
peacetime  economy  will  be  at  a  much  greater  disadvan- 
tage than  they  are  now. 

Considerable  numbers  of  young  people  returning  from 
the  armed  forces  who  are  not  prepared  for  college  work 
will  doubtless  turn  to  vocational  schools  in  order  to  im- 
prove their  peacetime  skills.  We  owe  it  to  this  group  to 
provide  these  opportunities  in  so  far  as  we  are  able. 

In  addition  to  the  several  groups  suggested  above  who 
need  vocational  training  there  are  doubtless  some  adult 
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workers  now  in  the  civilian  ranks  who  would  be  glad  to 
have  evening  instruction  as  soon  as  the  war-time  demand 
for  labor  lessens. 

The  desirability  of  meeting  the  training  needs  of  the 
several  types  of  persons  mentioned  above  seems  appar- 
ent. To  do  so  in  Plymouth  is  not  immediately  possible. 
We  can,  however,  see  that  our  plans  are  in  readiness  so 
as  to  take  early  advantage  of  changing  circumstances 
that  may  permit  the  development  of  a  vocational  school 
here  and  to  take  advantage  also  of  any  financial  assistance 
that  may  be  offered  by  the  federal  or  state  government 
for  the  promotion  of  vocational  education. 

GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT  SERVICE  FOR 
PUPILS  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  AGE 

In  every  school  system  there  is  a  manifest  need  for 
persons  who  can  give  ample  time  to  the  study  of  each 
pupil  including  his  general  mental  ability,  his  specialized 
abilities  or  talents  if  any,  his  personal  or  social  problems 
if  any.  Such  persons  should  have  special  training  in  the 
field  of  educational  and  vocational  and  personal  guidance 
so  that  they  are  in  a  position  to  give  to  pupils  sane  ad- 
vice as  to  courses  of  instruction  they  may  wisely  take  and 
as  to  vocations  for  which  they  may  wisely  prepare. 

As  result  of  a  state-wide  study  of  Massachusetts  youth 
in  pre-war  years  the  State  Department  of  Education  is 
recommending  that  high  school  guidance  directors  should 
go  one  step  further  than  they  have  customarily,  namely, 
to  help  boys  and  girls  on  graduation  or  leaving  school 
to  make  contacts  with  positions  which  they  are  qualified 
to  fill  and  to  keep  follow-up  records  of  employment  thus 
rendering  a  continuing  employment  service. 

While  much  worthwhile  guidance  service  is  now  being 
given,  in  our  high  schools  by  principals  and  teachers, 
guidance  is  rapidly  becoming  specialized.    The  work  of 
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giving  expert  direction  to  our  junior  and  senior  high 
school  pupils  is  worthy  of  much  more  time  than  teachers 
now  carrying  a  teaching  schedule  can  give.  One  teacher 
in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  who  is  both  inter- 
ested in  this  work  and  adapted  to  it  might  well  be  en- 
couraged to  take  further  training  in  the  guidance  field 
and  thereafter  be  released  from  a  portion  or  all  of  the 
class  teaching  schedule.  The  statutes  now  provide  the 
same  state  reimbursement  for  such  persons  as  for  regu- 
lar classroom  teachers. 

PLYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COSTS 

While  the  major  responsiblity  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment is  to  provide  Plymouth  children  and  youth  with 
adequate  educational  opportunities,  we  are  concerned 
with  another  important  responsibility,  namely,  that  of 
furnishing  such  opportunities  at  a  cost  that  is  reasonable 
and  well  within  the  ability  of  the  town.  There  seems  to 
be  no  generally  accepted  formula  for  arriving  at  the 
amount  of  reasonable  school  costs  for  any  community. 
We  have  to  rely  upon  a  comparison  of  Plymouth  school 
costs  with  those  of  Massachusetts  towns  nearest  the  size 
of  Plymouth  and  having  the  same  general  type  of  school 
organization.  Such  a  comparison  is  shown  in  the  table 
below.  The  comparable  figures  for  the  state  are  given 
also.  It  so  happens  that  the  twenty-four  towns  in  the 
group  with  Plymouth  are  on  the  average  a  trifle  larger 
than  Plymouth  in  population  but  have  lower  property 
valuations  both  on  the  per-pupil  and  the  per-capita  basis. 
Plymouth's  tax  rate  for  school  purposes  as  well  as  our 
school  costs  per  pupil  are  shown  to  be  less  than  the  av- 
erage for  the  entire  group  of  twenty-five  towns  and  less 
than  the  state  average.

GOOD-WILL  A  FUNDAMENTAL  OF  CITIZENSHIP 

While  we  are  fighting  to  preserve  our  freedom  and 
democratic  government  from  overthrow  by  tyrannical 
powers  it  is  necessary  to  endow  our  youth  with  that 
knowledge  and  those  attitudes  that  will  not  only  safe- 
guard our  freedom  from  insidious  attack  by  forces  with- 
in but  will  help  our  country  on  toward  a  more  perfect 
realization  of  those  satisfactions  that  life  in  a  democratic 
society  should  bring  to  all. 

One  of  the  chief  threats  to  our  safety  from  within  and 
a  major  barrier  to  our  attainment  of  desirable  social  re- 
lationships is  the  existence  of  prejudices.  These  preju- 
dices are  to  be  found  among  groups  of  differing  racial 
stock,  of  differing  religions,  and  of  differing  social  and 
economic  status.  Such  prejudices  are  thought  to  be  so 
inimical  to  our  well  being  that  Governor  Saltonstall  ap- 
pointed the  state  Committee  on  Racial  and  Religious  Un- 
derstanding with  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education, 
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Dr.  Julius  E.  Warren,  as  its  chairman.  This  committee 
is  directing  the  attention  of  school  administrators  and 
teachers  throughout  Massachusetts  to  the  gravity  of  the 
problem  and  is  urging  that  each  community  consider  its 
local  situation  and  take  such  steps  as  may  be  indicated 
to  improve  racial  understanding  and  respect  for  religious 
differences. 

The  attention  of  Plymouth  teachers  is  being  directed 
to  the  need  for  helping  our  pupils  cultivate  the  open  mind 
and  scientific  attitudes.  Mrs.  Miriam  Raymond  of  the 
Senior  High  School  has  recently  made  a  special  study  of 
this  matter  at  the  Wellesley  College  summer  school  and 
is  demonstrating  to  groups  of  our  teachers  on  the  various 
grade  levels  the  most  common  ways  in  which  prejudices 
arise.  It  is  aimed  to  direct  the  attention  of  our  teachers 
to  the  numerous  opportunities  in  the  school  experiences 
of  our  pupils  for  conditioning  their  attitudes  in  favor  of 
the  open  mind  and  of  the  truth  in  all  situations  so  that 
fair  play  and  justice  to  all  concerned  will  become  an 
actuating  principle  of  everyday  living.  This  can  only  be 
brought  about  through  constant  watchfulness  and  con- 
tinuous effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  parents.  Such 
efforts,  however,  if  earnestly  made  and  in  a  cooperative 
spirit  give  promise  of  a  citizenry  that  will  be  freer  from 
prejudices  and  more  successful  in  living  together  hap- 
pily and  usefully. 

In  closing  this  report  may  I  express  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  the  valued  guidance  of  the  School  Committee  as 
well  as  of  the  earnest  and  able  efforts  of  the  staff  in  carry- 
ing forward  the  work  of  public  education  in  Plymouth.

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REPORT  OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


It  is  not  too  generally  understood  that  the  first  respon- 
sibility of  a  public  'school  system  is  to  the  state;  not  to 
the  child,  the  home,  or  the  local  community,  but  to  the 
state.  That  this  responsibility  can  best  be  met  by  focus- 
ing the  major  attention  on  the  child  is  due  to  the  nature 
of  the  governmental  structure  of  the  state  in  which  we 
live.  Were  we  living  in  Germany  or  Italy  or  any  of  the 
many  totalitarian  states,  the  exact  opposite  of  this  would 
be  true.  There  the  child  is  bent  to  whatever  ends  the 
state  decrees;  here  the  state  serves  the  child,  its  citizen 
to-be.  All  of  which  merely  emphasizes  the  school's  first 
responsibility  to  the  state. 

What  has  this  school  done  to  discharge  its  responsi- 
bility^ to  the  state? 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  last  June  it  granted 
diplomas  to  135  boys  and  girls.  These  boys  and  girls 
have  been  taught  the  structure  and  functioning  of  our 
government  on  local,  state,  and  national  levels  so  that 
they  may  be  efficient  in  the  exercise  of  their  rights  and 
duties  as  citizens.  They  have  been  indoctrinated  in  the 
principals  and  practices  of  democracy  in  the  hope  that 
justice  and  fair  play  may  become  instinctive  with  them, 
and  the  Bill  of  Rights  an  integral  part  of  their  mental 
make-up.  They  have  been  given  opportunities  to  learn 
within  the  different  fields  of  human  activity  as  much  of. 
the  accumulated  knowledge  of  the  race  as  they  can  at 
their  age  assimilate,  so  that  their  horizons  may  be  ex- 
tended and  their  minds  developed.  They  have  been  pro- 
vided with  facilities  to  explore  the  areas  within  which 
they  may  later  earn  their  living — and  more  than  this,  the 
opportunity  to  lay  the  foundations  on  which  their  later 
occupational  training,  whether  at  the  professional  level 
or  lower,  will  be  based.  They  have  been  led,  taught,  en- 
couraged, inspired  to  develop  all  their  talents  both  for 
their  own  sakes  and  for  their  country. 
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That,  in  a  general  way,  covers  the  work  of  the  school. 

The  implications  of  the  above  carry  so  deep  and  so  far 
that  a  report  in  detail  would  take  volumes;  a  brief  re- 
port should  confine  itself  to  but  one  or  two  pertinent 
points. 

The  traditional  tools  of  education  at  secondary  school 
level  are  history,  languages,  mathematics,  and  the  natural 
sciences — or  some  modification  or  development  of  these. 
Not  everyone,  however,  handles  these  traditional  tools 
well  or  can  gain  a  reasonable  mastery  of  their  use.  There- 
fore constant  watch  is  kept  for  material  which  may  give 
promise  of  becoming  a  new  tool  (the  pre-induction 
courses  in  "Machines,"  "Automotive  Mechanics,"  "Elec- 
tricity," "Aeronautics"  are  examples) ,  or  of  a  new  ap- 
proach to  an  old  subject,  so  that  in  modern  streamlined 
form  its  efficiency  is  enhanced.  Teachers  must  constant- 
ly introduce  new  material,  try  it  out  in  classroom  con- 
ditions with  pupil  groups  of  different  age  and  mental 
levels,  evaluate  it  in  terms  of  personal  development  and 
public  usefulness.  As  world,  national,  or  local  conditions 
change,  the  content  or  emphasis  of  courses  must  change, 
too,  in  order  that  progress  may  not  be  impeded.  As  a 
case  in  point  the  problems  of  the  peace  to  come  are  giv- 
ing added  importance  to  such  subjects  as  history,  geo- 
graphy, and  civics.  The  school  is  moving  to  meet  these 
changes;  and  the  program  of  studies  some  years  hence 
will  as  a  consequence  be  markedly  different  from  that 
of  a  few  years  back.  In  fact,  the  changes  already  made 
are  an  earnest  of  the  changes  to  come. 

From  the  parents'  and  the  pupils'  point  of  view,  pupil 
guidance  is  of  even  greater  importance  than  the  program 
of  studies  since  through  guidance  an  effort  is-  made  to 
determine  what  subjects  will  contribute  most  to  the 
mental  and  moral  development  of  the  pupil,  and  at  the 
same  time  serve  as  the  foundation  for  those  skills  through 
which  he  will  later  earn  his  way  in  the  world.  That  we 
have  had  an  effective  guidance  system  for  some  years 
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and  have  been  able  to  direct  our  pupils  with  intelligence, 
both  educationally  and  occupationally,  has  been  a  matter 
of  satisfaction  and  pride  to  us.  But  the  limitations  im- 
posed upon  us  by  a  meager  testing  program  have  fre- 
quently caused  us  misgivings  and  have  always  in  difficult 
cases  forced  us  to  adopt  time-consuming  procedures  be- 
fore we  felt  we  could  act.  Now  however,  with  the  Boston 
University  Testing  Service  to  supply  this  former  lack 
we  should  be  able  to  do  even  more  for  the  children  in 
our  schools. 

No  one  can  direct  the  activities  of  a  high  school  in  war 
time  and  fail  to  be  impressed  by  the  innate  courage  and 
courtesy  of  children.  Careless  they  may  be  in  many 
ways,  and  trying — even  exasperating — in  others;  but  they 
face  a  bleak  and  forbidding  future  with  less  complaint 
than  do  we,  their  elders,  and  they  recognize  reality 
clearly  enough  so  that  we  know  their  steadfastness  is 
not  founded  -on  self-delusion.  Almost  daily  they  see  on 
our  Roll  of  Honor  the  nine  hundred  or  more  names  of 
the  boys  and  girls  who  were  here  before  them,  and  who 
now  serve  their  country;  all  too  often  comes  news  of  an- 
other boy  wounded  or  missing  in  action;  and  with  crush- 
ing finality  death  is  now  and  then  announced.  In  such 
an  atmosphere  no  more  eloquent  argument  for  democ- 
racy than  is  this  Roll  of  Honor  can  exist;  no  greater  proof 
of  sound  citizenship.  The  school  is  discharging  its  debt 
to  the  state,  the  town,  and  the  child.

A  year  ago  the  total  enrollment  was  529.  The  increase 
in  numbers  this  year  is  due  to  a  larger  seventh  grade,  an 
additional  group  of  junior  practical  arts  pupils,  and  the 
admission  for  the  first  time  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  pupils  from  Plympton. 

A  year  ago  the  student  body  was  divided  into  sixteen 
classes;  this  year  there  are  eighteen.  It  is  necessary  to 
divide  the  special  class  group  into  two  small  divisions 
because  of  the  nature  of  the  work  done  with  the  mem- 
bers individually  and  because  the  law  requires  it.  The 
three  additional  divisions  made  it  necessary  to  return 
the  conference  room  to  its  former  use  as  a  class  room  and 
to  use  the  library  as  a  class  room  the  major  part  of  the 
time.  This  school  should  have  one  more  classroom  avail- 
able. 

There  were  six  changes  in  the  teaching  force. 

The  three  additional  classes  this  year  required  three 
additional  teachers,  -and  three  replacements  were  made. 
As  the  year  advanced  it  became  necessary  to  appoint  a 
part-time  teacher  to  relieve  those  in  charge  of  the  junior 
practical  arts  division  from  teaching  certain  groups  in 
other  divisions.  We  have  been  most  fortunate  to  secure 
capable  teachers  to  fill  these  positions.   Our  difficulty  lies 
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in  the  shortage  of  substitutes  trained  to  do  specialized 
work. 

A  noteworthy  improvement  has  been  in  the  cafeteria. 
Advantage  has  been  taken  in  the  allotment  of  govern- 
ment funds  for  the  enrichment  of  children's  school  lunch- 
es making  it  now  possible  for  a  child  to  purchase  a  gen- 
erous, well-balanced  meal  for  fifteen  cents  and  a  glass 
of  milk  for  two  cents.  This  special  meal  consists  of  two 
ounces  of  meat  or  other  protein,  potato,  three-quarters 
cup  of  vegetables  or  fruit,  and  buttered  bread.  In  this 
school  alone  nearly  two  hundred  such  dinners  are  con- 
sumed daily  as  compared  with  fifty  or  sixty  formerly 
sold.  Continued  on  the  daily  menu  are  a  hot  soup,-  a 
fresh  salad,  a  choice  of  three  kinds  of  sandwiches,  a  home- 
made dessert,  ice  cream,  fruit  juices,  and  fresh  fruits  in 
season.  An  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  see  that  each 
child  secures  nourishing  satisfying  food  at  the  time  of 
day  when  it  is  needed  most. 

Advances  have  been  made  again  this  year  in  the  fields 
of  visual  education  and  science.  The  graduating  class 
of  1944  made  the  initial  payment  on  a  DeVry  projector 
as  a  class  gift,  and  the  returns  from  school  dances  are 
financing  a  library  of  strip  films  which  augment  the  work 
in  many  departments — social  studies,  shop  mathematics, 
English,  and  Latin. 

A  Science  Club,  affiliated  with  the  Science  Clubs  of 
America,  has  been  formed  for  ninth  grade  pupils  as  an 
extra-curricular  activity  and  is  open,  not  only  to  students 
of  science  but  to  those  whose  curriculum  does  not  in- 
clude this  subject. 

The  usual  wartime  activities  are  being  carried  on.  That 
the  children  are  aware  of  the  needs  of  others  is  shown 
in  their  generous  response  to  calls  for  contributions.  Sev- 
eral bags  of  clothing  were  sent  to  the  Save-The-Children 
Federation,  $206.81  was  contributed  to  the  Junior  Red 
Cross,  and  6166  Christmas  seals  purchased.  The  entire 
school  co-operated  with  the  Plymouth  Garden  Club  in 
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sending  20  bushel  baskets  filled  with  gifts  and  a  sum  of 
money  for  victrola  records  to  the  service  men  in  the  hos- 
pital at  Camp  Edwards.  One  class  took  charge  of  an 
entire  ward.   The  foods  classes  sent  cookies  and  sweets. 

In  December  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta,  "The 
Pirates  of  Penzance,"  was  presented.  Although  primar- 
ily a  feature  of  the  music  department,  the  activities  in- 
volved in  the  operetta  are  broad  in  scope,  reaching  into 
many  other  departments,  into  every  classroom,  and  into 
many  homes.  It  was  a  truly  co-operative  project,  excep- 
tionally well  done. 

The  school  is  indebted  to  parents  and  friends  who  have 
contributed  their  services  in  many  ways — the  patroness- 
es at  the  dances,  the  group  of  women  who  prepared  the 
Italian  spaghetti  supper  for  the  graduating  class  in  June, 
the  speakers  who  have  addressed  the  school  assemblies 
and  the  patriotic  organizations  who  presented  awards  to 
students  at  the  graduation  exercises.  Within  the  school 
is  a  group  of  teachers  working  well  together,  interested 
in  the  progress  and  problems  of  children  in  their  care 
and  in  the  school  as  an  organization  for  helping  children 
to  realize  their  possibilities  and  responsibilities. 

In  anticipating  the  requirements  of  the  next  school 
year  it  seems  advisable  to  consider: 

1.  A  reduction  of  departmentalization  in  the 
seventh  grade. 

2.  The  expansion  of  the  guidance  program. 

3.  The  allotment  of  more  time  to  science  in 
grades  seven  and  eight.

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REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


One  of  the  concerns  of  the  elementary  schools  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  development  of  a  program  in 
the  social  studies  that  will  foster  better  social  understand- 
ings, attitudes,  and  conduct.  With  this  in  mind,  curric- 
ulum guides  for  geography  and  history  are  being  com- 
pleted. The  most  significant  change  in  the  program  is 
that  geography  will  receive  a  greater  emphasis.  It  is 
believed  that,  by  providing  a  more  adequate  geographic 
training,  the  elementary  school  pupils  will  acquire  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  world  of  today  and  a  more  sat- 
isfactory background  for  the  study  of  history. 

Health  education  has  been  strenghtened  by  the  intro- 
duction of  improved  text  books  in  this  field. 

This  year's  war  activities  include  purchase  of  War 
Savings  Stamps  and  Bonds,  donations  to  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  and  South  Hanson  Summer  Camp,  a  collection  of 
milk  weed  floss  to  be  used  in  the  making  of  life  jackets, 
and  a  collection  of  clothing  for  children  of  countries 
devastated  by  war.

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REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 


Music — Beatrice  Hunt,  Supervisor 

The  work  of  this  section  of  the  Music  Department  from 
December  through  June,  1944,  was  in  the  capable  hands 
of  Miss  Marion  K.  LaFountain,  who  substituted  for  the 
school  year  1943-1944  while  the  supervisor  was  on  leave 
of  absence.  Supervision  of  the  work  done  in  grades  1-6 
and  classroom  work  in  Junior  High  School  were  carried 
on  as  usual.  Several  spring  concerts  by  the  various  glee 
clubs,  and  numerous  appearances  by  the  Senior  High 
Girls'  Octet  testified  to  the  quality  of  the  work  among 
these  groups. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  this  past  September,  all 
glee  club  groups  have  again  become  active  and  have 
contributed  often  to  the  musical  life  of  their  respective 
schools  and  the  community. 

The  Junior  High  School  presented  Gilbert  and  Sulli- 
van's "Pirates  of  Penzance"  on  December  6  and  7  to 
capacity  audiences  both  nights.  The  social  and  cultural 
benefits  derived  by  all  those  who  participated  in  this  pro- 
duction, in  addition  to  the  muscial  inspiration  received, 
made  of  the  operetta  an  undertaking  well  worth  the  time 
and  effort  spent  on  it.  It  is  an  experience  that  will  bear 
fruit  in  the  years  ahead. 

The  High  School  Girls'  Glee  Club  and  Ensemble  have 
contributed  their  talents  to  several  assemblies,  notable 
among  which  was  the  very  moving  Christmas  assembly 
presented  to  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Raymond. 

The  Plymouth  Rotary  Club  was  entertained  by  a  group 
of  boys  from  Junior  High  School  and  the  Girls'  Ensemble 
at  their  regular  Christmas  meeting  on  December  18.  Not 
only  did  these  students  get  much  pleasure  from  singing 
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for  the  Rotarians,  but  they  also  enjoyed  tremendously  the 
experience  of  singing  with  the  men. 

The  Girls'  Ensemble  travelled  to  Camp  Edwards  on  De- 
cember 22,  to  take  Christmas  cheer  to  our  wounded  men 
in  the  various  wards  at  the  camp  hospital.  It  was  a  most 
valuable  experience  for  the  girls;  as  well  as  an  enjoyable 
one  for  the  boys  who  heard  the  Ensemble. 

Members  of  the  High  School  Glee  Club  and  Ensemble 
took  part  in  the  annual  Christmas  party  at  the  Town  In- 
firmary on  December  24. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  watch  the  progress  of  our  young 
boys  and  girls  from  their  early  muscial  experiences  in  the 
grades  up  through  Junior  and  Senior  High  music  groups 
— to  see  them  gain  in  general  musical  knowledge  and  in 
the  ability  to  make  of  their  music  a  real  social  instrument 
for  self-improvement  and  for  service  to  others.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  an  enlargement  of  the  music  staff  will  some 
day  make  it  possible  to  offer  our  students  in  Junior  and 
Senior  High  a  more  enriched  music  program  than  is  now 
possible,  a  program  more  in  keeping  with  the  general 
educational  standards  of  both  schools. 

Instrumental  Music — Mrs.  Amelia  Vincent,  Supervisor 

The  Senior  High  School  band  took  part  in  five  school 
occasions  and  in  three  public  occasions.  A  number  of  its 
members  assisted  the  Coast  Guard  and  the  Legion  Band 
from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  The  Junior  High 
School  band  functioned  at  four  school  occasions  and  at 
one  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Club. 

The  combined  Junior-Senior  High  School  orchestra 
played  at  numerous  school  assemblies  and  at  several 
public  occasions  including  the  annual  education  meeting 
of  the  Woman's  Club.  The  Junior  orchestra  also  made 
its  contribution  during  the  year. 

Elementary  school  ensembles  functioned  at  the  Hedge, 
Cornish,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  Manomet  Schools. 
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A  demonstration  program  of  the  Junior-Senior  High 
groups  was  given  on  March  22  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  and  a  similar  demonstration  was  presented  by  the 
elementary  schools  on  May  17.

Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  good  lettering,  figure 
drawing,  and  use  of  color  to  give  pupils  the  background 
needed  to  produce  such  projects  as  two  stage  sets  for  the 
Junior  High  School  operetta,  "The  Pirates  of  Penzance." 

High  School  graduation  decorations  for  June  1944  illus- 
trated the  theme  "Science  in  War  and  Peace."  The  use 
of  figures  in  two  murals,  on  representing,  "The  Modern 
Chemist"  and  the  other  "The  Alchemist"  were  combined 
with  secondary  murals  showing  the  different  continents 
and  large  decorative  lettering  of  the  class  motto. 

The  latest  High  School  achievements  have  been  the 
making  of  ten  life-sized  painted  figures  and  backgrounds 
for  "The  Nativity"  scenery  for  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  School  Christmas  assemblies.  This  stage  set  will 
be  for  permanent  use  at  Christmas.  Large  Delia  Robbia 
Madonna  plaques  were  painted  for  Christmas  decora- 
tions at  the  hospital  at  Camp  Edwards.  Several  poster 
contests  were  conducted,  including  Victory  Garden  Pos- 
ters, Motion  Picture  Posters  entitled,  "Movies  Part  in  the 
War  Effort";  Sixth  War  Loan  War  Bond  Posters,  for  stim- 
ulation of  sales  in  Plymouth  High  School;  and  a  Rotary 
Club  contest  for  the  best  design  for  a  Road  Sign. 

We  have  endeavored  as  far  as  possible  to  educate  the 
pupil  in  art  and  drawing  and  also  to  make  art  play  its 
part  in  the  school  and  community  life  and  the  war  effort. 
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The  elementary  grades  show  a  definite  gain  in: 
I.  Habit  Formation 

a.  Working  freely  at  all  times 

b.  Working  orderly 

c.  Working  neatly 
II.  Attitudes 

a.  Willingness  to  try  new  things 

b.  Awareness  that  lessons  learned  in  the  art  period 
are  useful  in  other  lessons 

c.  Desire  to  improve  and  grow 
III.  Abilities 

a.  To  express  ideas  graphically  so  others  can  un- 
derstand 

b.  To  express  ideas  3-dimensionally 

c.  To  make  simple,  rythmic  borders 

The  work  in  the  intermediate  grades  has  been  corre- 
lated with  other  subjects  and  much  fine  work  done  at  the 
request  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 

The  Junior  High  School  program  has  been  based  on 
the  needs  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  for  whom  the  students 
have  made:  posters,  place-mats,  place-cards,  napkins, 
menu-covers,  nut-cups,  favors,  and  masks.  I  believe  this 
correlation  is  a  splendid  means  of  motivating  the  work. 
It  gives  much  opportunity  to  teach  how  to  work  in  groups 
harmoniously  and  speedily  while  giving  the  students  a 
sense  of  being  helpful  to  others. 

Physical  Education 

A.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Girls  —  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Garvin,  Supervisor 

Achievement  and  interest  have  progressed  very  rapidly 
in  the  girls'  gym  since  the  schedule  was  revised  to  include 
two  periods  of  physical  education  a  week.  This  is  espe- 
cially evident  in  the  Senior  High  school  work  this  year. 
The  ninth  grade  is  also  reporting  twice  a  week,  and  will 
enter  the  High  School  well  trained  in  skills  and  funda- 
mentals. 
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Participation  in  a  demonstration  at  Memorial  Hall  in 
May  helped  to  interest  the  parents  and  friends  of  the 
girls  in  their  gymnastic  activities.  All  numbers  were 
taken  directly  from  the  lesson  plans,  and  volunteers  from 
the  seven  class  groups  demonstrated  their  skills  in  march- 
ing, calisthenics,  apparatus,  tumbling,  dancing,  and  var- 
ious games. 

This  year  a  number  of  the  girls  who  were  formerly 
excused  from  the  program  are  reporting  with  their  class- 
es. They  assist  in  scoring  and  participate  in  activities 
when  it  seems  wise  that  they  should  do  so. 

Last  spring  Miss  Parren  introduced  archery  as  a  new 
sport,  which  with  the  usual  Badminton  was  a  very  satis- 
factory solution  to  the  problem  of  having  small  groups 
find  new  interests  in  after-school  sports.  Both  volley-ball 
in  class  and  Badminton  after  school  are  used  as  co-ed 
activities,  joining  the  interests  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  de- 
partments. 

The  numbers  reporting  for  sports  is  larger  than  in  the 
past  few  years,  and  this  is  especially  true  in  the  Junior 
High  group.  The  ninth  grade  will  have  a  very  interested 
hockey  and  basketball  unit  joining  the  High  School 
squads  next  year,  and  the  eighth  grade  girls  are  learning 
to  play  basketball. 

B.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Boys — Louis  Rudolph, 
Supervisor. 

The  aim  of  the  physical  education  program  is  to  con- 
dition the  boys  to  meet  the  wartime  service  demands  of 
strength,  endurance,  stamina,  co-ordination,  and  agility. 

Through  the  physical  education  classes,  the  intra-mural 
program,  and  inter-scholastic  athletics,  the  boys  develop 
their  physical  capacities  to  meet  the  current  day  de- 
mands. 

Physical  education  classes  include  mass  games,  calis- 
thenics, touch  football,  heavy  apparatus  work,  wrestling, 
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boxing,  rope  climbing,  softball,  and  track  events.  On  the 
high  school  level  emphasis  has  been  on  rugged  and  vigor- 
ous activities.  On  the  junior  high  level  the  stress  has 
been  on  teaching  the  fundamental  skills  and  rules  of  the 
popular  sports. 

Three  basket  ball  leagues  were  conducted  last  winter, 
one  in  each  of  the  junior  high  grades.  A  junior  high 
baseball  league  was  run  off  with  much  enthusiasm  in  the 
spring. 

Co-ed  volley  ball  and  Badminton  games  have  proved 
very  successful. 

Along  with  the  Girls  Physical  Education  Department 
the  boys  put  on  a  gym  demonstration  at  Memorial  Hall 
last  May.  The  purpose  was  to  acquaint  the  parents  with 
the  varied  activities  afforded  in  the  physical  education 
or  gym  classes.  The  boys  program  consisted  of  tumbling, 
boxing,  wrestling,  a  commando  run,  spring  board  jump- 
ing, co-ed  volley  ball,  and  sports  tableaux. 

Interest  in  fooball  hit  a  new  high  when  half  the  boys 
in  the  sophomore  class  reported  for  practice  this  fall. 
Sixty  boys  composed  the  football  squad  at  the  start  of 
the  season  as  compared  with  thirty-five  last  year. 

Some  interset  in  track  has  been  shown  and  a  small 
group  represented  the  school  at  the  Weymouth  Inter- 
scholastics. 

The  basket  ball  team  climaxed  a  successful  season  by 
winning  the  Brockton  Y.M.C.A.  Tournament. 

C.  Elementary  Program — Carolyn  Parren,  Supervisor. 

This  year  added  emphasis  to  corrective  postural  activi- 
ties is  being  given.  I  am  now  in  a  better  position  to  con- 
duct such  a  program  because  of  added  knowledge  of  the 
children,  of  the  nurse's  and  doctors'  reports  and  methods, 
and  because  of  the  awareness  by  children  and  teachers 
of  what  I  am  trying  to  do,  mainly:  help  boys  and  girls 
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to  have  straight,  healthy  bodies  well  able  to  play  and 
work  efficiently. 

Formal  exercises  are  given  to  the  classes.  When  teach- 
ers or  I  notice  children  who  need  special  attention  be- 
cause of  postural  defects,  I  try  to  give  these  pupils  added 
attention.  Such  attention  may  be  merely  an  explanation 
as  to  why  a  special  exercise  should  be  practiced  and  may 
include  reasons  why  boys  and  girls  find  themselves  re- 
laxing into  poor  positions.  Other  pupils  need  and  receive 
special  supervision  when  doing  postural  work. 

I  am  continuing  the  group  games.  The  folk  dances  that 
are  more  easily  executed  with  a  minimum  of  practice  are 
sources  of  enjoyment  for  the  pupils. 

In  the  first  three  grades  wherever  indoor  space  allows, 
I  am  able  to  conduct  rhythmic  activities  placing  emphasis 
on  coordinate  abilities  such  as  skipping,  sliding,  gallop- 
ing, walking  and  running,  to  music. 

In  all  play  activity  the  teachers  and  I  stress  group  co- 
operation as  a  requisite  for  healthful  enjoyment,  as  well 
as  the  importance  of  coordinated  skill  in  execution. 

May  I  add  that,  contrary  to  some  beliefs,  I  find  most 
pupils  wish  to  stand  and  walk  well  when  they  realize 
how  much  it  means  to  them  now  and  will  mean  in\  the 
future.  When  given  the  key  to  good  posture  they  seem 
to  enjoy  the  program.  However,  the  cooperation  of  par- 
ents and  teachers  is  necessary  to  keep  them  thinking 
along  these  lines.  Pupils  are  growing  and  for  that  rea- 
son there  is  special  need  of  posture  supervision  and  help. 

Pottery  Vocational  School — Katharine  Alden,  Instructor 

The  Plymouth  Pottery  School  has  continued  for  its 
eighth  year  with  the  usual  enrollments.  The  evening 
classes  are  proving  to  be  the  most  popular.  The  Pottery 
Guild  has  become  almost  inactive  due  to  war  time  occu- 
pations but  most  of  the  members  are  eagerly  anticipating 
the  day  they  can  return  to  their  former  activities  here. 
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Handicraft  Classes — Mrs.  Louise  Chrimes,  Instructor. 

The  Plymouth  Handicraft  Group  is  now  in  its  second 
term  and  has  an  enrollment  of  thirty.  This  group  meets 
at  the  Sparrow  House  and  has  shown  much  enthusiasm 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Louise  Chrimes  of  Boston. 
Additional  Evening  Classes  have  been  organized  for  bus- 
iness women  under  the  tutelage  of  two  of  the  class  mem- 
bers. 

Summer  School 

The  summer  school  this  year  served  a  total  of  105  pupils 
for  a  period  of  six  weeks  beginning  July  3  and  ending 
August  11.  The  grades  included  were  three  to  eight,  the 
pupils  being  given  an  opportunity  to  improve  their  com- 
mand of  the  fundamental  subjects.  Standardized  tests 
were  given  at  the  close  of  the  session  and  the  results 
showed  a  substantial  advancement  on  the  part  of  many 
of  the  pupils.  Of  33  pupils  in  grades  three,  four,  and  five, 
who  were  given  the  test  in  reading,  10  showed  a  gain  of 
more  than  one  year  since  the  preceding  May,  15  of  more 
than  one-half  year.  Comparable  gains  were  made  in 
arithmetic.  The  percentage  of  attendance  was  91.4.  On 
the  whole  the  evidence  is  that  the  summer  school  is  a 
wise  investment  both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  pupils' 
welfare  and  from  the  standpoint  of  school  economy.  The 
teachers  who  deserve  much  credit  for  the  fine  work  done 
were:  Mrs.  Jean  Patenaude,  grades  six  and  eight;  M. 
Louise  Peterson,  grade  seven;  and  Helen  F.  Perrier, 
grades  three,  four,  and  five. 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


Considering  the  pressure  of  the  war  we  feel  that  the 
health  of  the  pupils  for  the  most  part  has  been  very  good. 
As  in  previous  years  the  most  prevalent  of  the  contagious 
diseases  has  been  scarlet  fever.  For  the  current  year, 
January  to  January,  the  number  is  above  the  average  for 
Plymouth.  The  approximate  number  for  the  past  year 
has  been  eighty  six.  We  personally  feel  that  this  disease 
is  being  spread  by  carriers.  We  have  no  definite  proof 
of  this  except  that  it  appears  to  begin  within  ten  days  to 
two  weeks  after  the  school  year  opens  in  September  and 
cases  appear  sporadically  throughout  the  school  year  with 
practically  no  cases  occurring  in  the  summer  months. 
No  test  has  yet  been  devised  to  pick  up  possible  carriers, 
but  as  reported  before,  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils  may 
play  an  important  part  in  the  spread  of  this  disease. 
Other  diseases  have  been  fairly  well  controlled  although 
during  the  early  months  of  the  year  there  appeared  a 
mild  outbreak  of  chicken  pox  and  measles  with  approxi- 
mately forty-two  cases  of  the  former  and  forty-seven  of 
the  latter  during  that  period. 

We  are  now  using  the  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Test 
which  apparently  is  a  definite  improvement  over  previous 
methods.  One  eye  doctor  reported  that  in  his  estimation 
more  cases  of  farsightedness  and  muscle  imbalance  are 
being  detected  than  ever  before. 

We  still  have  the  problem  of  transporting  the  children 
to  and  from  clinics  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrange- 
ment may  be  made  to  use  the  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  for 
this  purpose  because  in  many  clinics  it  is  essential  that 
a  parent  accompany  the  child.  If  we  have  a  group  of 
four  to  six  children  to  be  examined  our  own  car  is  far  too 
small  to  accommodate  both  children  and  parents.  Some 
pupils  thus  must  wait  a  more  opportune  time  for  needed 
clinical  service. 
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The  number  of  girls  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  seeking  excuses  from  physical  education  has  been 
higher  than  average.  This  tendency  should  be  checked. 
Some  of  the  pupils  excused  have  been  found  repeatedly 
at  dances.  Some  walk  to  and  from  school  without  diffi- 
culty. Some  girls  excused  from  gym  have  been  seen  to 
exercise  violently  as  cheer  leaders.  All  girls  should  dress 
for  gym.  Those  for  whom  the  more  exacting  exercises 
are  too  rigorous  should  be  given  light  exercises.  The 
types  which  could  be  used  for  these  are  almost  unlimited. 
Psychologically  it  would  be  better  to  require  that  they 
present  themselves  for  physical  education  work.  It  has 
been  found  in  other  localities  where  this  is  done  that 
many  of  the  pupils  eventually  take  part  in  gymnastic 
work  voluntarily.  It  has  been  suggested  that  no  one  be 
excused  for  the  next  year  or  two  in  order  that  the  plan 
be  given  a  trial.  The  time  element  is  important  in  this 
work  for  the  period  is  forty-four  minutes.  Actually,  how- 
ever, there  is  only  twenty  four  minutes  spent  in  exercise. 
The  remainder  of  the  time  is  spent  in  undressing,  show- 
ers, and  dressing.  If  possible  more  time  should  be  given 
to  allow  for  these  extras. 

Diphtheria  immunization  and  Dick  testing  for  scarlet 
fever  were  again  carried  out.  As  in  the  previous  year 
approximately  47%  of  those  tested  were  Dick  positive. 
In  general  those  who  were  negative  in  earlier  tests  were 
still  negative  and  those  who  were  positive  in  earlier  tests 
were  still  positive  except  in  some  cases  where  a  strepto- 
coccic infection  or  scarlet  fever  had  intervened  which  re- 
sulted in  a  negative  test.  In  one  case,  however,  a  positive 
test  was  obtained  in  a  pupil  who  had  had  scarlet  fever 
two  weeks  previously. 

We  have  much  appreciated  the  splendid  work  and  co- 
operation of  Miss  Parren  who,  aside  from  her  regular 
duties  has  labored  unceasingly  with  posture  problems  in 
the  lower  grades.  Beginning  posture  work  in  these  lower 
grades  is  one  of  the  best  ways  of  laying  the  foundation 


for  a  future  posture  consciousness  in  the  adolescent 
period. 

In  October  the  state  speech  therapist  Miss  Beatrice 
Smith  visited  Plymouth  with  a  view  to  starting  work  on 
children  with  speech  impediments.  "We  have  had  this 
idea  in  mind  for  some  years  and  at  last  our  efforts  have 
been  rewarded.  The  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  Service  for 
Crippled  Children.  The  clinic  is  held  once  a  month  at 
Brockton  where  Miss  Smith  will  do  the  corrective  v/ork. 

Audiometer  tests  for  defective  hearing  have  been  done 
especially  for  new  pupils,  and  a  check-up  made  on  defec- 
tives, those  who  have  had  scarlet  fever  recently,  and  some 
of  the  elementary  pupils. 

We  still  feel  as  in  years  past  that  the  success  of  our 
program  depends  upon  cooperation  between  the  schools 
and  the  homes.  It  is  hoped  that  through  reading  this 
report,  parents  will  become  more  conscious  of  their  part 
in  this  all  important  program  of  health  in  our  schools.

Article  Three: 

A  report  on  the  Vocational  School  was  read  by  Ralph 
H.  Gilbert,  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Gilbert,  it  was  voted:  That  this  report  be 
accepted  and  that  the  committee  appointed  under  Article 
72  of  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  23,  1940,  be 
continued  and  that  the  town  moderator  be  empowered  to 
fill  vacancies  in  its  membership. 

Mr.  Harold  G.  Roberts  read  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Recreational  Commission,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Rob- 
erts, it  was  voted:  That  the  Committee  appointed  under 
Article  22  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1944, 
be  permitted  to  continue  their  studies,  at  no  expense  to 
the  Town. 

On  motion  of  Herbert  K.  Bartlett,  Voted:  That  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  boards  of  Officers  and  Committees  of 
the  Town  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 
Article  Four: 

On  motion  of  Herbert  K.  Bartlett,  Voted:  That  the 
Town  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  begin- 
ning January  1,  1946,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

Mr.  Walder  J.  Engstrom  moved:  That  the  salaries  of 
elected  town  officers  be  as  follows,  together  with  any 
bonus  that  may  be  voted  under  another  article:

Mr.  Earl  C.  Bailey  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Engstrom's 
motion:  To  give  all  elected  town  officers  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth,  a  10%  increase  in  their  pay,  this  increase  to  be 
retroactive  to  January  1st,  1945,  but  the  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Engstrom's  motion  was  then  put  before  the  meet- 
ing and  carried. 

Article  Six: 

Mr.  Walder  J.  Engstrom  moved:  That  the  town  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $975,800.87  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Town  and  for  other  purposes,  of  which  sum  $423,828.68 
shall  be  for  salaries  and  personal  services,  and  $551,971.19 
for  other  purposes  including  labor  payrolls,  all  as  printed 
in  the  recommendations  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance 
Committee. 

Mr.  Engstrom's  motion,  as  amended  by  Mr.  Armstrong 
and  Dr.  Donovan,  was  then  put  before  the  meeting  and 
carried. 

Article  Seven: 

Mr.  Walder  J.  Engstrom  moved:  That  the  Town  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $20,000.00  to  be  used  for  a  "Bonus," 
to  be  paid  in  December,  at  the  rate  of  10%  of  annual  com- 
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pensation,  in  no  case  to  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  dollars, 
to  be  paid  to  each  permanent  employee,  part  or  full  time, 
receiving  not  over  $1,800.00;  each  temporary  employee 
working  less  than  a  full  year  and  who  works  at  least  two 
months,  to  receive  10%  of  the  total  amount  paid,  not  to 
exceed  a  rate  of  $8.00  per  month.

Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 

on  the 

ARTICLES  IN  THE  TOWN  WARRANT 
March  24,  1945 


Your  Committee  presents  herewith  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual 
town  meeting. 

The  departmental  requests  this  year,  for  salaries  and 
expenses  combined,  total  $998,753.25,  a  net  increase  of 
$41,462.12  over  the  total  amount  requested  last  year. 

The  Committee  is  recommending  a  total  appropriation 
of  $975,800.87  as  listed  under  Article  6,  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee  is  sufficient  to  maintain  operating  efficiency 
in  the  various  departments,  to  allow  for  unusual  cost  in- 
creases due  to  hurricane  damage  and  snow  removal,  and  to 
allow  for  usual  step  rate  increases  in  several  of  the  depart- 
ments. The  total  recommended  also  allows  for  an  increase 
of  $2,924  in  the  assessment  for  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital, 
and  increases  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  budgets  because  of  higher  costs  per  case 
due  to  various  factors.  We  understand  that  the  increase  of 
$1250  in  Street  Lighting  will  restore  our  street  lights  to  full 
power. 

On  the  special  articles,  $171,947  is  the  total  amount  re- 
quested, an  increase  of  $58,031  over  the  total  requested  under 
special  articles  last  year.  The  special  appropriations  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  total  $148,360.  This  amount  in- 
cludes under  Article  7,  a  cost  of  living  bonus  to  those  Town 
Employees  receiving  up  to  and  including  $1800  per  year, 
and  under  Article  27,  an  additional  purchase  of  U.  S.  War 
Bonds,  which  will  bring  the  total  amount  owned  by  the 
Town  to  $130,000.  Of  the  total  amount  of  special  appropria- 
tions recommended  by  the  Committee,  $70,981.40  would  be 
covered  by  transfers  from  other  funds  than  the  tax  levy. 
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Under  Article  26,  the  Committee  feels,  because  of  un- 
expended appropriation  balances  returned  to  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account  last  year  and  because  of  the  excess  of 
actual  receipts  from  all  sources  over  estimated  receipts  for 
the  same  period,  that  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  again  this 
year  to  reduce  the  tax  levy  is  justified.  Even  with  this 
amount,  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  is  expected,  although 
figures  on  the  state  and  county  tax,  which  are  necessary  for 
an  estimate,  have  not  yet  been  obtained  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  recognizes,  however,  that  a  regular  prac- 
tice of  such  transfers,  is  not  a  sound  fiscal  policy,  and  that 
the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  should  be  kept  at  a  high 
level  during  the  war  time  years,  in  anticipation  of  future 
needs.  As  of  January  1,  1945,  this  account  had  a  balance  of 
$308,745.69,  a  net  gain  of  $172,857.56  over  the  three  year 
period  from  January  1,  1942.  When  we  consider  that  the 
only  municipal  indebtedness  of  the  town  is  a  balance  of 
$85,000  due  on  the  New  High  School  loan,  we  feel  that  the 
town  is  in  a  favorable  position  to  meet  some  of  the  problems 
of  the  post  war  years. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
regard  to  fixing  the  salaries  of  elected  town  officers. 

Recommended  that  the  salaries  of  the  following  elected  town 
officers  remain  fixed  as  they  now  are,  viz:

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Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  a  bonus 
to  Town  employees  for  the  year  1945,  the  sum  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  (100)  dollars  per  person  and  make  an  appropria- 
tion therefor. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20,000.00  to  be  used  for  a  "Bonus,"  to  be  paid  in  December,

Recommended  appropriation  of  $300.00. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  hundred  (2500)  dollars  for  the  employment  of 
one  or  more  district  nurses,  said  appropriation  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $2,500.00  to  be  expended  as 
specified  in  the  article. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  amount  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  and  to  choose  a  Town 
Director,  as  provided  in  Section  41  and  45,  Revised  Chapter 
128  of  the  General  Laws,  and  act  thereon. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $150.00  and  that  a  Town 
Director  be  chosen. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell,  after  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in  some  convenient  and 
public  place  in  the  Town  fourteen  (14)  days  at  least  before 
the  sale,  property  taken  by  the  Town  under  tax  title  pro- 
cedure, provided  that  the  Selectmen  or  whomsoever  they 
may  authorize  to  hold  such  public  auction  may  reject  any 
bid  which  they  deem  inadequate  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

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Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  thirty- 
five  (35)  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds,  amounting  to  six 
thousand  nine  hundred  (6,900)  dollars  received  and  de- 
posited in  the  Plymouth  Savings  Bank  in  the  year  1944  in 
accordance  with  the  usual  votes  of  the  Cemetery  Commis- 
sioners and  Selectmen,  and  listed  as  New  Funds  in  the  town 
report. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  so  vote. 

Article  21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  re- 
garding the  buildings  and  land  known  as  the  Knapp  School- 
house  and  lot;  also  portable  school  building  on  same  lot,  no 
longer  needed  for  school  purposes. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  sell  these  buildings  and  the  land. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
towards  appointing  a  rehabilitation  committee  for  returning 
war  veterans,  and  make  the  necessary  appropriation  therefor. 

(By  petition  of  Reubin  M.  Winokur  et  al) 

Recommended  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of

Action  under  this  article  is  as  serious  a  matter  as 
anything  contained  in  the  warrant.  Its  consideration  de- 
served very  much  more  time  than  this  Committee  had  at 
its  disposal  for  concentration  on  any  one  question. 

We  feel  obliged  to  caution  the  voters  against  any 
hasty  vote  to  put  our  entire  labor  personnel  under  Civil 
Service  Law  (Chapter  31)  and  the  voluminous  Rules  and 
Regulations  made  thereunder  and  which  are,  in  effect,  a 
part  (the  greater  part)  of  the  law  subject  to  the  same 
severe  penalty  clause. 

These  regulations  are  irksome  even  in  our  Police  and 
Fire  Departments,  whose  members,  respectively,  are  all  in 
one  line  of  duty  and  under  one  head.  To  put  our  laborers 
under  Civil  Service,  with  its  laws,  classification  require- 
ments, present  regulations,  and  such  regulations  as  may 
be  promulgated,  means  the  compliance  therewith  by  the 
heads  of  eight  or  ten  of  our  departments,  and  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  complexity  of  department  opera- 
tions as  well  as  a  further  step  in  relinquishing  control 
of  town  affairs. 
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Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  continuing  the  work  of  the  Honor  Roll  committee, 
said  appropriation  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $250.00. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  the  Plymouth  War 
Price  and  Rationing  Board  No.  249,  said  appropriation  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $500.00. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
from  money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  to  reduce  the  tax 
rate  of  the  current  year. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  As- 
sessors to  use  this  amount  ($40,000.00)  to  reduce  the  tax 
levy  of  the  current  year. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
from  money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  forty-eight  thousand,  five  hundred  (48,500)  dollars 
to  be  invested  in  U.  S.  War  Bonds. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  from  money  in  the 
Town  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  (from  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  Account),  the  sum  of  $48,500.00  to  be  invested 
in  U.  S.  War  Bonds,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  5  of 
the  Acts  of  1943. 

Note.  The  sum  of  $1,500.00  received  from  interest  on  bonds 
purchased  under  previous  appropriation  will  be  invested 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  in  addition 
to  above  sum,  which  will,  if  voted,  increase  the  Town's 
investment  $50,000.00  bringing  the  total  to  $130,000.00. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  trans- 
fer from  the  Reserve  from  Overlayings  of  Taxes,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  to  the  Reserve  Account 
in  the  hands  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  authorize  the  transfer  of 
$15,000.00  as  set  forth  in  Article  28. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Wires  for  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  under  Chapter  166,  Section  32,  and  make 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

CHAPTER  166,  SECTION  32 
"A  city  shall,  by  ordinance,  designate  or  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  wires,  and  any 
town  may  provide  by  vote  or  by  by-law  for  the 
appointment  by  its  selectmen  of  such  an  inspector. 
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Such  inspector  shall  supervise  every  wire  within  a 
a  building  designed  to  carry  an  electric  light,  heat 
or  power  current;  shall  notify  the  person  owning  or 
operating  any  such  wire,  whenever  its  attachments, 
insulation,  supports  or  appliances  are  improper  or 
unsafe,  or  whenever  the  tags  or  marks  thereof  are 
insufficient  or  illegible;  shall  at  the  expense  of  the 
city  or  town,  remove  every  wire  the  use  of  which  has 
been  abandoned,  and  every  wire  not  tagged  or 
marked  as  hereinbefore  required,  and  shall  see  that 
all  laws  and  regulations  relative  to  wires  are  strictly 
enforced.  A  city  or  town  may  recover  in  contract  of 
the  owner  of  any  such  wire  so  removed,  the  expense 
which  it  has  incurred  for  the  removal  thereof."

Recommended  appropriation  of  $7,000.00. 
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Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  (1,950) 
dollars  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  Compressor  (re- 
built) for  the  Highway  Department. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $1,950.00. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing  the  survey  and  Assessors'  Plans.  Money  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Assessors. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $2,500.00. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Health  to  drive  a  well  or  wells  on  the  land  located  off  the 
South  Pond  Road  and  leased  to  the  Town  by  the  Plymouth 
County  Commissioners  for  a  dump,  and  to  purchase  the 
necessary  equipment  for  the  pumping  and  storing  of  water 
thereon,  and  the  erection  of  a  building  for  housing  said 
equipment,  and  authorize  said  board  to  do  such  other  acts 
or  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  said  property  serv- 
iceable as  a  public  dump  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $150.00  only.  This  to  be  used 
for  driving  test  wells  and  making  a  general  survey  of  the 
project.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  to  erect  approximately  two 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  (260')  of  V  x  5'  cement  wall  back  of 
home  plate  and  along  first  and  third  base  line,  and  to  erect 
back  stop  and  permanent  bleachers  at  the  Standish  Avenue 
Playground,  that  was  given  to  the  Town  by  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Company,  said  money  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  have  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
the  layout  and  improvement  of  the  Standish  Avenue  Play- 
ground made  and  that  the  sum  of  $200.00  dollars  be  ap- 
propriated therefor,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Park  Commissioners.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  School 
Committee  to  purchase  from  David  A.  Cappanari,  the  land 
lying  southwesterly  from  Union  Street,  bounded  and  des- 
cribed substantially  as  follows:  northeasterly  by  other  land 
of  said  Cappanari  135  feet,  more  or  less;  southeasterly  in 
part  by  land  of  Shriber  and  in  part  by  other  land  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  215  feet,  more  or  less;  southwesterly  by 
other  land  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  130  feet,  more  or  less;

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  under  Article  72  of  the  warrant  for  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  March  23,  1940,  to  employ  an  archi- 
tect and  heating  engineer  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  committee  in  its  study  of  the  need 
of  and  value  to  the  Town  of  a  vocational  school  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  therefor. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  so  authorize  said  Com- 
mittee and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  therefor. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  School 
Committee  to  replace  boilers  in  the  Mount  Pleasant  School 
and  install  heating  equipment  in  connection  therewith,  and 
appropriate  therefor  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  (9,000)  dollars. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  so  authorize  the  School 
Committee  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000.00  therefor. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  that 
portion  of  South  Meadow  Road  which  lies  between  the  Carver 
line  and  a  point  4776.10  feet  easterly  thereof  if  and  when  the 
Navy  Department  of  the  United  States  Government  advises 
the  Town  that  it  has  acquired  for  the  enlargement  of  its 
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airport  all  the  land  on  either  side  of  that  portion  of  said  road 
to  be  discontinued. 


Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  discontinue  said  portion 
of  the  South  Meadow  Road,  if  and  when  the  United!  States 
Government  advises  the  Town  as  set  forth  in  Article  48. 


Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  ($1,000.00) ,  from  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  and  graves,  to  be  expended  by  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  for  the  improvement  and  embel- 
lishment of  Oak  Grove  and  Vine  Hills  Cemetery  and  the 
addition  to  Vine  Hills  Cemetery. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  from  the  source 
and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Article  49.

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CHAPTER  5,  ACTS  OF  1943 

Section  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  existing  state  of  war 
between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country,  any  city,  town  or 
district  may  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  of  defense  bonds,  war 
bonds  or  other  bonds  issued  by  the  federal  government,  or  other  bonds 
which  are  legal  investments  for  savings  banks;  provided,  that  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  such  bonds  held  at  any  time  under  authority  of  this 
act  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  therein  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-two.  The  aggregate  amount  purchased  and  in- 
vested under  authority  of  this  act  and  all  interest  earned  thereon 
shall  be  set  up  as  a  separate  fund  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  of 
such  city,  town  or  district,  who  is  hereby  authorized,  in  case  any  bond 
held  in  the  fund  matures  or  is  called,  to  reinvest,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  selectmen,  prudential  committee  or  commissioners  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  other  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  purchased.  No 
bonds  held  under  this  act  may  be  sold  prior  to  the  termination  of  the 
existing  state  of  war. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  any  such  bonds,  shall  be  used  only 
for  purposes  for  which  the  city,  town  or  district  may  borrow  money 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  years  in  accordance  with  sections 
seven  and  eight  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws;  provided, 
that  such  proceeds  may,  in  each  instance  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  established  under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty -three,  be  appropriated  and  used  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  other  purposes. 

Said  board  in  giving  its  approval  shall  give  especial  consideration 
to  necessities  then  existing  in  such  city,  town  or  district  involving 
rehabilitation  following  the  war  or  due  to  unemployment  conditions 
or  otherwise.  *  *  *  * 

Section  6.  Chapter  four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-two,  except  sections  three  and  six,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  bonds 
purchased  under  section  one  of  said  chapter  four  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  be  deemed  to  have  been  purchased  hereunder  and 
shall  be  held  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31, 1945 


The  year  1945  was  momentous  in  the  annals  of  the 
nation's  history  bringing  with  it  as  it  did  the  end  of 
the  world  engulfing  war  and  the  total  surrender  of  the 
aggressor  nations.  This  ending  of  the  war  brought  with 
it  many  problems,  principal  among  them  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  those  who  served,  in  the  armed  forces  and  recon- 
version to  our  peacetime  pursuits.  Words  of  praise  can- 
not suffice  for  those  sons  and  daughters  of  Plymouth 
who  answered  their  nation's  call  and,  to  them,  we  owe 

a  debt  of  gratitude  that  cannot  ever  be  repaid. 

The  end  of  1945  disclosed  the  fact  that  our  town  was 
in  a  most  excellent  financial  condition,  a  condition  that 
we  may  not  equal,  if  ever,  for  many  years.  The  only 
funded  debt  of  the  town  was  the  sum  of  $72,000  as  the 
amount  remaining  unpaid  of  the  high  school  building 
loan.  On  the  other  side  of  the  ledger  was  the  fact  that 
the  town  had  invested  during  the  wartime  years,  the  sum 
of  $130,000  in  a  post-war  rehabilitation  fund  and  a  favor- 
able balance  in  the  excess  and  deficiency  fund  of  approx- 
imately $300,000.  . 

The  year  brought  with  it  a  disastrous  storm  along  our 
coast  that  caused  much  damage  to  our  shores  and  to 
property.  Steps  are  now  being  taken  to  secure  financial 
assistance  from  the  state  and  county  to  aid  the  town  in 
the  repair  of  this  damage. 

It  also  marked  the  retirement  of  one  who  served  the 
town  long  and  faithfully  as  its  Tree  Warden  and  Moth 
Superintendent  in  the  person  of  Abbott  A.  Raymond.  The 
best  wishes  of  the  town  go  to  him  in  his  retirement. 
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During  1945,  the  Selectmen  purchased  a  photostatic 
machine  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  possible  for  our 
returning  servicemen  and  women  to  obtain  photostatic 
copies  of  their  discharge  and  other  important  papers  with- 
out charge  to  them.  This  work  has  been  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  police  department  in  an  efficient  manner. 

The  combination  sand  and  snow  loading  machine  pur- 
chased during  1945  has  proved  its  worth  especially  fol- 
lowing severe  storms  when  it  was  possible  to  clear  out 
main  streets  in  a  minimum  of  time  and  effort.  The  high- 
way department  is  deserving  of  commendation  for  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  carried  on  despite  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  necessary  materials.  The  police  and  fire 
department  are  also  deserving  of  praise  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  have  continued  to  guard  the  safety 
of  the  public. 

During  the  preceding  twelve  months  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  made  many  efforts  to  bring  new  indus- 
tries into  the  town  and  has  obtained  some  measure  of 
success.  While  on  this  subject  it  might  be  pointed  out 
that  lack  of  available  facilities,  such  as  buildings  avail- 
able for  industry,  are  almost  entirely  lacking  and  a  de- 
cided deterrent  to  the  prospects  of  getting  new  businesses 
to  locate  here.  The  census  of  1945  disclosed  a  small  gain 
in  population. 

In  closing  your  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  ask 
the  cooperation  of  our  townspeople  with  those  who  con- 
tinue or  succeed  us  in  office  so  that  the  problems  of  the 
difficult  days  that  lie  ahead  may  be  made  less  difficult.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS  AND  SEWERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Street  and  Sewer  Departments  from  January  1  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  1945.  , 

SEWERS 

The  largest  amount  of  work  done  in  the  sewer  depart- 
ment was  on  the  Outfall  Sewer  on  the  shore  and  flats 
located  at  the  foot  of  Robbins  Lane.  Approximately  350 
feet  of  21"  corrugated  pipe  was  taken  out,  mud  removed 
and  the  same  pipe  replaced  back  to  grade.  The  depth 
of  this  pipe  on  the  shore  was  14'  deep  at  the  manhole  on 
the  shore,  running  out  to  a  depth  of  3'.  A  new  connec- 
tion was  made  at  the  manhole.  Approximately  100  feet 
more  will  be  removed  this  coming  year  and  will  be  put 
into  operation  by  taking  the  sewerage  from  the  shore. 
1500  feet  of  sewer  lines  have  been  dragged  and  tree  roots 
removed.  Several  new  manholes  have  been  built  and 
others  brought  up  to  grade  of  road.  Fifteen  new  services 
were  installed  this  past  year.  All  manholes  were  cleaned 
out. 

STREET  CLEANING 
The  usual  work  of  cleaning  streets  has  been  carried 
out.  Catchbasins  were  cleaned,  drains  cleaned  and  flushed 
out  with  the  hew  pump  purchased  from  the  government 
that  was  used  for  Civilian  Defense  work. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 
With  materials  released  by  the  War  Production  Board, 
3500  sq.  yds.  of  sidewalk  was  rebuilt  on  streets  that  were 
in  a  dangerous  condition.  Other  sidewalks  were  repaired 
where  tree  roots  have  broken  up  the  surface.  These  will 
be  resurfaced  this  coming  year. 
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HARD-SURFACING  STREETS 
The  following  streets  were  resurfaced,  with  no  new 
construction  allowed  by  the  WPB:  Chilton  St.,  resurfaced 
with  K.P.  tar  and  peastone,  mixed  and  rolled,  Forest 
Ave.  Crt.,  resurfaced  with  K.P.  tar  and  peastone,  mixed 
and  rolled,  Bay  View  Ave.,  resurfaced  with  K.  P.  tar  and 
peastone,  mixed  and  rolled,  Town  Wharf,  resurfaced 
with  K.P.  tar  and  peastone,  mixed  and  rolled.  White 
Horse  Road,  the  west  side  of  the  road  from  Taylor  Ave. 
to  Ave.  A  was  brought  to  grade  with  gravel  and  hard- 
surfaced  with  K.P.  tar  and  No.  2  stone,  sealed  with 
asphalt  and  sand.  The  clay  was  removed  from  the  shoul- 
ders in  front  of  the  cemetery  and  brought  to  grade  with 
gravel.  Shoulders  were  hard-surfaced  with  K.P.  tar  and 
No.  2  stone,  sealed  with  K.P.  tar  and  peastone,  mixed 
and  rolled.  Long  Pond  Road,  two  miles  of  mixed-in-place 
top  of  gravel  sand  laid  in  1944  was  sealed  with  asphalt 
and  sand.  One  mile  more  of  this  type  of  road  will  be 
laid  this  coming  year  if  materials  are  available.  Wel- 
lingsley  Ave.,  this  road  was  widened  from  18'  to  22'  on 
the  south  side,  a  distance  of  400'.  Clay  removed  and 
-  brought  to  grade  with  gravel  and  hard-surfaced  with 
K.P.  tar  and  No.  2  stone,  sealed  with  tar  and  peastone. 
All  gravel  roads  were  scraped  in  the  spring  and  summer 
seasons  and  brought  up  to  grade  with  gravel.  Calcium 
choloride  was  applied  to  the  gravel  roads  to  lay  the  dust. 

SPECIAL  BUDGET 

Great  Herring  Pond  Road,  Chapter  90  Maintenance, 
one  and  one-tenth  miles  of  mixed-in-place  top  2"  thick 
was  placed  over  the  old  road  from  Lake  Croft  Inn  to 
the  state  highway  at  Swift's  corner.  This  top  was  gravel 
mixed  with  M.C.3  asphalt,  mixed  with  graders  and  placed 
over  old  surface,  sealed  with  asphalt  and  sand  four  weeks 
later.  The  following  roads  were  sealed  with  sand  and 
M.C.3  asphalt  under  Chapter  90  Maintenance:  Federal 
Furnace  Road,  two  miles,  Route  No.  44,  one  mile,  South 
Meadow  Road,  one  and  one-tenth  miles.  The  dangerous 
curve  on  Billington  St.,  opposite  the  Standish  Mills  prop- 
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erty,  was  cut  back  30'  at  the  deepest  point  for  a  distance 
of  200  feet.  This  coming  year  when  the  electric  light 
poles  are  moved  back  this  section  of  road  will  be  brought 
up  to  grade  and  hard-surfaced  with  stone  and  tar  and 
the  high  bank  sloped  to  prevent  washing  by  heavy  rains. 

CEMENT  SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

With  all  material  being  held  by  the  WPB  and  not  re- 
leased until  late  in  the  season,  very  little  cement  work 
was  done  this  past  year.  Several  bad  places  in  sidewalks 
from  Main  St.  Ext.  to  Plymouth  and  Kingston  line  were 
repaired  where  tree  roots  had  lifted  the  slabs.  This  work 
will  continue  in  1946. 


NORTHEAST  GALE  OF  NOV.  29,  1945 

There  was  considerable  damage  done  along  the  water- 
front at  Mabbett's  Mill,  Eel  River,  Plymouth  Beach  and 
Bartlett  Brook  at  Manomet.  At  Eel  River,  in  front  of 
Hornblower's  property  a  distance  of  500  ft.,  the  river 
was  washed  full  of  sand  6  ft.  deep  blocking  the  river 
so  the  water  backed  up  into  the  cellars  on  River  St.  in 
Chiltonville.  A  shovel  from  A.  K.  Finney  was  hired  to 
dig  out  the  river  at  a  cost  of  $230.00,  Bartlett  Brook  was 
dug  out  by  hand  labor,  a  distance  of  300  ft.  from  the 
shore  to  bridge  at  Taylor  Ave.  The  water  was  backed 
up  around  the  cottages  on  the  west  side  of  Taylor  Ave. 
3  ft.  deep  blocking  the  entrances  so  people  could  not  go 
in  or  out  of  them.  Little  damage  was  done  in  this  area. 
At  Mabbett's  Mill,  the  high  sea  washed  under  and  over 
the  seawall  and  undermined  it  for  a  distance  of  300  ft. 
In  this  distance,  it  settled  from  1  ft.  deep  to  5  ft.  deep 
and  the  wall  pushed  out  approximately  two  feet.  The 
wall  is  in  such  bad  condition  it  will  require  tearing 
down  and  be  rebuilt  over.  Several  roads  that  were 
washed  out  in  the  outlying  districts  were  filled  with 
gravel  and  brought  up  to  grade. 
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Lines  and  grades  for  street  and  sewer  work  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Town  Engineer,  Edward  Chase,  and 
records  of  same  filed  at  his  office. 

Requests  that  have  been  made  for  road  and  sidewalk 
repairs  will  be  taken  care  of  at  the  proper  time  this 
coming  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
1945 


Although  the  work  of  a  local  board  of  health  is  un- 
spectacular it  is  intimately  connected  with  the  general 
health  of  the  community  and  your  Plymouth  Board  of 
Health  conducts  all  of  its  activities  with  this  object  in 
mind. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  eating  establishments  have 
been  made  at  periodic  intervals  of  time.  The  local  res- 
taurants have  been  found  to  be  on  the  whole  operating 
in  a  sanitary  manner  although  the  lack  of  help  has  been 
a  handicap  to  many  of  them.  Our  board  has  always  had 
excellent  cooperation  from  the  local  restaurant  operators. 

The  collection  of  garbage  has  caused  us  some  concern 
as  many  complaints  have  been  received  due  to  the  addi- 
tional territory  that  we  have  had  to  cover  in  the  north 
part  of  the  town  due  to  the  suspension  of  a  local  garbage 
collection  in  that  part  of  Plymouth.  We  hope  to  solve 
this  problem  before  the  beginning  of  the  summer  season, 
either  through  the  hiring  of  one  or  two  more  men  or 
by  adding  to  the  present  equipment.  The  collection  of 
garbage  in  Manomet  has  been  satisfactory  with  very 
few  complaints.  This  collection  is  done  by  a  local  con- 
tractor to  whom  the  town  pays  a  flat  yearly  figure  for 
his  services. 

The  problem  of  dumps  will  always  be  with  your  Board 
of  Health.  We  have  succeeded  quite  well  in  caring  for 
the  local  dumps  and  would  do  even  better  if  those  who 
dump  rubbish  would  cooperate  with  us  in  assisting  in 
keeping  the  dumps  in  an  orderly  condition. 

The  Obery  Street  dump  has  now  been  closed  after  a 
long  period  of  years  and  a  new  dump  has  been  estab- 
lished on  Long  Pond  Road  on  property  which  we  have 
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leased  from  Plymouth  County  for  fifty  years  at  a  rental 
of  one  dollar  a  year  This  will  make  a  splendid  dump. 
A  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Finance  Committee  enabled 
us  to  drive  a  well  and  to  install  a  pump  so  that  water 
will  be  available  for  keeping  down  the  hazard  of  fires. 
This  dump  is  now  in  use  and  further  dumping  has  been 
prohibited  at  the  former  Obery  Street  dump. 

Weekly  clinics  are  held  at  the  Board  of  Health  rooms 
on  each  Monday,  which  takes  care  of  venereal  diseases, 
vaccinations,  etc.,  of  persons  unable  to  pay  for  treatments. 

Once  each  year  a  clinic  is  held  at  the  Board  of  Health 
rooms  for  immunization  against  diphtheria.  There  has 
been  a  slight  but  definite  upturn  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria  in  Massachusetts  during  the  past  two  years. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  far  too  little  immuni- 
zation against  diphtheria  being  done  by  the  family  physi- 
cian. Parents  rely  too  much  on  the  free  clinic.  Since  the 
program  has  been  taken  out  of  the  schools  mothers  are 
urged  to  have  their  children  immunized  in  infancy  after 
6  months  of  age.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
recommends  a  single  booster  dose  given  a  child  on  enter- 
ing school. 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  Haynes  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  Brighton  for  all  contagious  cases  as  the  lack  of 
nurses  has  not  permitted  us  to  use  the  facilities  of  the 
Jordan  Hospital,  although  we  still  contribute  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  contagious  wing  at  the  Jordan  Hos- 
pital. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  all  contagious 
diseases  being  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  The 
General  Laws  require  that  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
be  reported  to  the  board  of  health  by  the  attending  phy- 
sician. If  there  is  no  physician  called  a  member  of  the 
household  must  make  such  a  report.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health.

Last  year  we  had  a  serious  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever 
which  caused  us  great  concern.  After  careful  considera- 
tion we  decided  to  close  all  schools  and  public  meeting 
places  to  persons  under  19  years  of  age.  This  resulted 
in  a  precipitous  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  that  were 
being  reported.  Although  the  drastic  action  which  we 
took  was  not  approved  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  we  feel  that  the  record  of  what  resulted 
more  than  justified  our  action  as  when  the  ban  was 
lifted  we  had  the  scarlet  fever  situation  well  under 
control. 

All  milk  sold  in  Plymouth  is  analyzed  regularly  and 
examined  by  the  Steele  Laboratory  in  East  Bridgewater. 
Mr.  Steele  consults  with  us  regularly  for  the  purposes 
of  keeping  our  local  milk  at  a  high  standard  and  free 
of  contamination. 

Our  department  has  kept  well  within  its  annual  budget 
and  in  fact  has  each  year  returned  a  substantial  sum  to 
the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  VETERANS 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  Plymouth  Veterans  Advisory  Committee  was 
established  in  compliance  with  a  vote  of  the  citizens  of 
the  town  at  the  annual  meeting  held  March  24,  1945. 
The  purpose  is  stated  in  an  Act  passed  by  the  General 
Court,  Chapter  723,  Legislature  of  1945,  as  follows:  to 
furnish  "such  information,  advice  and  assistance  to 
veterans  of  World  War  II,  or  other  veterans  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  procure  the  benefits  to  which 
they  are  or  may  be  entitled  relative  to  employment, 
vocational  or  other  educational  opportunities  and  hos- 
pitalization, medical  care,  pensions  and  other  veterans 
benefits." 

The  committee,  appointed  by  the  moderator,  first  met 
on  April  27,  1945  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  By 
far  its  most  important  task  was  the  appointment  of  an 
executive  secretary  qualified  to  serve  as  a  counsellor  for 
veterans  and  to  manage  an  office  designed  to  serve  their 
many  needs.  The  committee  felt  highly  fortunate  to 
secure  Col.  Carr,  a  veteran  of  three  wars,  and  a  man 
with  wide  contacts  in  Veterans  Administration  circles  to 
undertake  this  responsibility. 

The  uniformly  favorable  comments  received  from  State 
Rehabilitation  officials  as  well  as  Veterans  Administra- 
tion officers  regarding  the  success  of  our  office  and  the 
manner  of  its  operation  is  attributed  largely  to  the  extra- 
ordinary resourcefulness  of  Col.  Carr  and  to  the  tireless 
devotion  to  duty  which  he  has  displayed  at  all  times. 
For  a  salary  of  only  $1800.  he  has  rendered  services  of 
professional  quality  which  ordinarily  would  command  far 
higher  remuneration  and  he  has  done  so  with  a  sincere 
and  ardent  spirit  of  service  to  each  veteran  who  has 
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come  to  him  for  assistance.  IJe  has  never  been  content 
to  serve  merely  as  an  advisor  or  as  a  referral  officer  but 
has,  whenever  possible,  seen  every  veteran  through  to 
a  solution  of  his  problem  even  when  it  required  trips 
to  Boston  or  other  activity  long  after  office  hours. 

The  broad  scope  of  the  work  done  through  the  office 
at  the  Memorial  Building,  since  its  opening  on  April  28, 


1945,  is  shown  in  the  statistical  report  of  the  executive 
secretary  as  follows:

In  addition  to  work  done  for  the  veterans  by  Col.  Carr 
and  his  office  assistant,  Mrs.  Esmeralda  V.  Brenner,  other 
members  of  the  committee  have  served  as  counsellors 
in  special  capacities  as  follows:  Mrs.  Edward  W.  Burgess, 
Red  Cross  Home  Service;  Franklin  A.  Hebard,  loans; 
Edgar  J.  Mongan,  Education  and  Vocation;  Dr.  Frank  J. 
Abate,  Medical  Care;  Walter  B.  Haskell,  Public  Rela- 
tions; John  D.  Brewer,  Liaison,  Selective  Service;  Mrs. 
Margaret  E.  McLean,  Employment;  Albert  A.  Saunders, 
State  and  Federal  Aid  and  Carl  Knudsen,  Personal 
Problems. 

It  will  be  noted  that  a  large  part  of  the  service  ren- 
dered to  veterans  by  the  executive  secretary  and  his 
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assistant  has  been  the  drawing  and  execution  of  claims 
for  insurance,  educational  or  apprenticeship  training, 
unemployment  benefits,  pensions  and  the  state  bonus. 
In  this  connection  Col.  Carr  secured,  without  expense  co 
the  town,  the  services  of  a  contact  representative  of  the 
Veterans  Administration  who  has  office  hours  at  Memo- 
rial Building  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  of  each  week. 
In  most  offices  of  this  kind  veterans  are  given  long  and 
involved  blank  forms  and  told  to  take  them  home  for 
completion.  In  our  office  these  forms  are  completed  for 
the  veterans  while  they  wait.  They  are  then  notarized 
and  forwarded  immediately  to  proper  destinations.  This 
is  not  only  much  more  pleasing  to  the  veteran  but  pre- 
vents long  delays  due  to  improperly  executed  forms, 
bound  to  occur  in  other  circumstances. 

We  are  gratified  to  see  that  so  many  of  our  veterans 
have  entered  college  or  other  educational  institutions 
through  the  aid  of  the  executive  secretary;  also  that  so 
many  have  been  led  to  take  apprentice  positions  in  town 
with  the  aid  to  the  various  provisions  in  the  so-called 
"G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights."  As  to  employment,  the  State  Re- 
habilitation officials  constantly  emphasize  that  this  is 
distinctly  the  function  of  the  United  States  Employment 
Service  and  that  our  office  should  merely  serve  to  advise 
veterans  regarding  employment  or  should  refer  them  to 
the  "USES"  for  positions. 

While  such  referrals  have  been  made  at  times  it  has 
been  the  inclination  of  our  executive  secretary  to  go  far 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  to  find  employment  for 
veterans  personally  whenever  possible.  It  is  at  this  point 
that  all  of  us,  committee  members  and  town  citizens 
alike,  are  most  deeply  concerned.  It  is  not  always  pos- 
sible to  find  employment  commensurate  with  the  abili- 
ties of  veterans  or  at  the  compensation  which  they  merit 
in  the  light  of  their  newly  acquired  skills  and  their  en- 
hanced capacity  to  assume  responsibility.  Our  veterans 
deserve  the  utmost  cooperation  of  every  prospective 
employer  in  this  respect  and  we  solicit  the  interest  of 
every  citizen  to  this  end.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  presents  their  report 
for  the  year  1945. 

Parks  and  gardens  have  had  their  usual  care  this  past 
year.  Owing  to  weather  conditions,  it  has  kept  the  per- 
sonnel quite  busy,  mowing  lawns.  All  lawns  have  had  to 
be  mowed  on  an  average  of  once  a  week,  from  the  first 
of  April  to  late  in  November. 

The  Japanese  Beetle,  which  has  caused  considerable 
damage  at  Brewster  Garden,  has  been  brought  under 
control  by  spraying  the  lawns  with  a  strong  solution  of 
arsenic  of  lead,  for  the  past  two  years.  Upon  questioning 
a  government  man  about  hunting  grubs  in  the  garden, 
it  was  learned  that  he  found  very  few  this  year  as  com- 
pared with  the  past. 

The  department  wishes  to  thank  Dr.  Helen  Pierce  and 
the  Town  Brook  Society  for  the  interest  they  have 
shown  in  Brewster  Garden,  and  also  the  Woman's  Club, 
for  the  trees,  shrubs,  and  vines  they  bought  to  replace 
those  destroyed  by  the  hurricane. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Garden  Club  for  their  help, 
especially  Mrs.  Barke,  who  has  been  a  great  help  to  the 
department.  With  Mrs.  Barke's  help  and  donation  of 
flowers,  three  flower  beds  were  set  out  at  Bates  Park, 
greatly  improving  the  appearance  of  the  park,  as  well  as 
keeping  it  from  being  used  as  a  playground.  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy, the  tree  warden,  has  also  been  very  co-operative. 

The  playgrounds  and  beaches  have  been  well  attended 
this  year.  The  playground  equipment  the  Town  voted 
last  year  has  been  erected  and  enjoyed  by  the  children 
during  the  season.  The  department  hopes  the  Town  will 
vote  to  buy  more  equipment  this  year,  as  the  Holmes 
Memorial  Playground,  on  Summer  street,  has  no  equip- 
ment and  the  South  Street  Playground  very  little. 
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Three  of  our  playgrounds  have  had  recreational  super- 
visors this  year,  which  has  been  very  successful.  At 
Nelson  Street  and  at  Stephens  Field,  Red  Cross  swimming 
lessons  have  been  given.  The  following  is  a  report  of 
Miss  Helen  Whiting,  supervisor: 

The  activities  carried  on  at  Nelson  Street  Playground 
in  1945  were  as  follows:  Badminton,  archery,  softball, 
swimming  and  also  participation  on  the  swing,  see-saws, 
slide  and  horizontal  ladder.  The  new  equipment  seemed 
to  draw  more  children  to  the  playground.  Instructions 
were  given  in  badminton,  archery,  softball  and  swim- 
ming; the  numbers  in  classes  varied,  due  to  the  children 
at  the  camping  grounds  who  were  transients  or  who  only 
stayed  for  a  short  time,  while  camping.  The  swimming 
classes  had  an  enrollment  of  about  35  pupils.  This  varied 
because  children  left  to  attend  private  camps  for  one  or 
two  weeks.  Softball  was  a  favorite  team  sport  enjoyed 
by  children  of  all  ages.  Teams  were  organized  at  Stephens 
Field  and  Nelson  Street  and  games  were  played  at  both 
fields  and  the  competition  was  great.  At  the  close  of  the 
season  the  children  at  Nelson  Street  went  to  Stephens 
Field  for  a  picnic  and  they  enjoyed  playing  tennis,  volley 
ball,  softball  and  swimming.  The  playground  equipment 
was  used  a  great  deal  and  on  good  days  with  a  high  tide, 
as  many  as  80  people  or  more  were  seen  patronizing  the 
beach  and  playground. 

Veterans  Field  report:  I  wish  to  report  to  you  the 
attendance  during  the  summer  as  an  average  of  200 
children  daily.  A  program  of  folk  dancing,  group  singing, 
story-telling  and  games  was  carried  out,  and  one  band 
concert  played  by  the  American  Legion  Band.  The  United 
States  Coast  Guard  Band  had  planned  to  give  a  concert, 
but  were  unable  to  do  so  because  of  so  many  engage- 
ments. —  Ella  S.  Donovan,  supervisor. 

Stephens  Field:  Total  swimming  enrollment,  60  pupils; 
number  receiving  certificates,  11.  We  had  hoped  to  have 
a  larger  number  graduating,  but  due  to  the  children 
leaving  for  camp,  returning  to  their  winter  homes,  get- 
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ting  summer  jobs,  the  enrollment  was  constantly  chang- 
ing. Many  pupils  showed  marked  improvement  but 
were  unable  to  earn  certificates.  The  children  were  super- 
vised while  playing  tennis,  softball,  archery,  badminton, 
volley  ball  and  baseball.  The  playground  was  wen 
attended  but  as  the  children  were  constantly  changing, 
it  is  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  estimate.  —  Dorothy 
Morton,  Playground,  Supervisor. 

Softball  has  been  featured  at  the  Nelson  Street  Play- 
ground by  the  Softball  League.  The  Plymouth  Town 
Team  conducted  baseball  games  at  Stephens  Field  eacn 
Sunday  afternoon. 

The  Plymouth  High  School  featured  baseball  and  foot- 
ball. The  football  games  this  year  attracted  a  larger  crowd 
than  ever  before. 

The  last  football  games  of  the  season  was  sponsored 
by  the  Kiwanis  Club,  managed  by  Walter  Haskell.  Two 
all  service  teams  were  in  the  line-up,  an  all-time  record 
was  set  for  attendance.  The  department  has  done  all  that 
it  could  with  its  limited  equipment  and  personnel  to 
make  these  events  a  success. 

The  bathing  beaches  and  camping  sites  have  had  as 
much  attention  during  the  season  as  possible  under  war- 
time conditions,  the  hurricane,  easterly  gales  and  gas 
rationing.

The  northeast  gales  in  November  caused  great  damage 
at  Beach  Park,  completely  destroying  the  breakwater  in 
front  of  the  parking  space  and  washing  out  the  parking- 
space  north  and  south  of  the  bathhouse,  filling  in  the 
river  bed,  and  causing  much  damage  to  the  bathhouse.

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Highway  Superintendent  for  their  co-operation  and  help. 
Mr.  Armstrong,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  had 
just  succeeded  in  having  plans  drawn  by  the  State  to 
protect  the  sea  wall  and  property  at  this  point.  Now  the 
situation  calls  for  new  plans  and  until  the  survey  has  been 
made  it  is  not  possible  to  say  just  what  the  damage  is,  in 
dollars  and  cents. 

An  estimated  $400.00  damage  was  caused  by  the  storm 
at  Nelson  Street.  While  not  damaging  the  sea  wall  to  any 
great  extent,  the  area  in  back  of  the  wall  washed  out. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  Highway  Department,  we 
were  able  to  put  our  truck  under  the  power  shovel  and 
fill  this  area  ourselves.  There  was  considerable  amount 
of  washing  out  at  Stephens  Field  but  nothing  serious. 
Damage  caused  to  the  building  by  the  hurricane  has  been 
repaired  and  a  new  roof  covering  put  on  the  Morton  Park 
Bathhouse  and  on  the  garage  at  Stephens  Field. 

The  new  sea  wall  at  Nelson  Street  has  been  erected  as 
voted  by  the  Town. 

The  plan  for  the  playground  at  Standish  Avenue  has 
been  completed  as  voted  by  the  Town  and  anyone 
interested  may  inspect  same  by  contacting  the  Super- 
intendent.

NINETY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 
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Water  Commissioners 

and 
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Town  of  Plymouth 
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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  presents  its 
ninety-first  annual  report  covering  the  year  1945. 

The  water  supply  conditions  during  the  year  were 
much  more  favorable  than  in  1944  and  throughout  the 
year  the  level  of  Great  South  Pond  remained  above  that 
of  the  corresponding  date  the  previous  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  it  was  at  elevation  104.0'  against  102.3'  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Total  rainfall  amounted  to  55.45"  which  was  10.15" 
more  than  the  average  of  45.30"  for  the  preceding  ten 
years. 

ENGINEERING  SURVEY 
At  the  annual  meeting  in  March  1945  the  Town  au- 
thorized the  Water  Commissioners  to  arrange  for  an 
engineering  survey  of  the  Water  Department.  The  firm 
of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  was  employed  to  do  this  work  and 
their  final  report  was  received  in  October.  It  is  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  entire  department,  covering  the 
broad  questions  of  supply,  pumping,  storage  and  distri- 
bution. The  report  is  at  considerable  length  and  we 
quote  below  only  the  summary  of  the  recommendations. 
The  entire  report  should  be  consulted  for  complete 
information. 

Extract  from  the  Report  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy 

Summary  of  Recommendations.  A  summary  of  our 
recommendations  covering  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
future  improvement  of  the  water  supply  and  distribution 
systems  follows.  The  various  items  are  arranged  approxi- 
mately in  the  order  of  importance  as  viewed  at  the  present 
time.  Some  changes  in  this  order  undoubtedly  will  be- 
come necessary  as  local  circumstances  dictate  or  the 
character  of  the  development  changes.  An  estimate  of 
cost  of  each  improvement  is  also  given. 
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Improvements  in  the  Immediate  Future 

1.  Change  the  suction  piping  at  the  Lout  Pond  pumping 

station  in  order  to  eliminate  the  present  surge  Lank. 
Bid  received,  $4,000. 

2.  Develop  a  ground  water  supply  of  at  least  0.5  m.g.d. 

in  the  Manomet  area,  thus  making  this  district 
independent  of  the  Great  and  Little  South  Pond 
supply. 
Estimated  cost,  $30,000. 

3.  Install  chlorinators  in  the  Lout  Pond  pumping  station 

for  the  Low  Service  and  High  Service  supplies. 
Estimated  cost,  $3,500. 

4.  Install  a  400,000-gallon  elevated  storage  tank  on  the 

site  of  the  Porter  Harlow  elevated  tank  in  Manomet. 
Estimated  cost,  $38,000. 

5.  Abandon  the  low  service  supply  in  its  entirety  and 

install  new  cast  iron  mains  in  all  streets  now  served 
only  by  the  low  service. 
Estimated  cost,  $48,600. 
(See  Appendix  F.) 

Improvements  in  the  Near  Future 

1.  Improve  the  fire  flow  conditions  in  the  deficient  areas 

of  the  High  Service,  eliminate  all  4-inch  pipe  now 
serving  hydrants  and  install  larger  mains. 
Estimated  cost  for  all  such  improvements,  $114,300. 
(See  Appendix  F.) 

2.  Improve  fire  flow  conditions  in  the  deficient  areas  of 

the  Extra  High  Service,  and  increase  storage  to 

500,000  gallons. 
Estimated  cost  of  pipe  replacements,  $10,300.  (See 

Appendix  F.) 
Estimated  cost  of  new  storage,  $48,000. 
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3.  Replace  the  existing  6-inch  pipe  in  Warren  Avenue 

with  10-inch  pipe. 
Estimated  cost,  $23,000. 

4.  Replace  the  existing  8-inch  pipe  from  Standish  Avenue 

to  the  Cherry  Street  standpipe  with  10-inch  pipe. 
Estimated  cost,  $11,200. 

5.  Remove  16-inch  cement  pipe  from  Little  South  Pond 

to  Lout  Pond  pumping  station  and  install  a  24-inch 
cast  iron,  cement-lined  pipe. 
Estimated  cost,  $105,000. 

Ultimate  Improvements 

1,  Raise  the  High  Service  to  the  pressure  of  the  Extra 
High  Service,  which  will  involve  new  storage  res- 
ervoir and  elevated  storage  and  removal  of  all 
jacketed  pipe. 
(Cost  not  estimated.) 

(End  of  quotation  from  report) 

Undoubtedly,  many  years  will  be  required .  for  the 
carrying-out  of  all  of  these  recommendations,  but  the 
Commissioners  believe  that  the  improvements  should  be 
started  at  once,  particularly  the  more  urgent  matters. 
The  order  in  which  they  are  undertaken  will  have  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  Commissioners,  and  will  be 
subject  to  varying  conditions  as  they  arise.  The  particular 
projects  which  we  believe  should  be  started  this  year 
are  referred  to  later  in  this  report. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 
It  is  still  very  difficult  to  secure  needed  materials  and 
equipment  but  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  some  items 
which  have  been  greatly  needed,  particularly  a  motor- 
driven  trench  pump  and  a  pipe-pushing  machine  for  lay- 
ing small  pipe  under  paved  streets,  etc.  We  have  also 
purchased  one  of  the  Civilian  Defense  trailer  pumping 
units  which  is  a  very  useful  piece  of  apparatus,  especially 
in  emergencies. 
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The  trucks  of  the  department  are  very  old  and  expensive 
to  maintain  and  should  be  replaced.  A  dump  truck  is  very 
much  needed  to  handle  excavated  material.  We  are 
asking  the  Town  for  an  appropriation  for  two  trucks, 
one  to  replace  our  present  service  truck  and  an  addi- 
tional dump  body  truck. 

CHANGES  AT  THE  PUMPING  STATION 
AT  LOUT  POND 

The  first  recommendation  received  from  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  was  for  certain  changes  in  the  supply  mains  at  the 
Lout  Pond  Station.  Plans  were  made  promptly  and  orders 
given  to  proceed  with  the  work  as  soon  as  possible.  Some 
of  the  new  pipe  and  fittings  have  been  received,  but  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  secure  all  that  is  required  and 
the  work  could  not  be  done  in  1945.  It  is  hoped  to  have  it 
completed  early  in  1946.  As  the  work  was  contracted  for 
some  months  ago  the  estimated  cost  of  $4,000  has  been 
charged  to  our  appropriation  for  1945. 

MANOMET 

The  eight-inch  well  at  Warners  Pond  was  tested  in  the 
Spring  and  found  to  yield  an  excellent  supply  of  water 
with  a  capacity  of  200  gallons  per  minute.  The  present 
pumping  equipment  at  that  location  will  not  handle  this 
quantity  and  the  Commissioners  believe  that  a  pumping 
plant  should  be  installed  which  will  do  so,  to  take  care 
of  the  demand  until  a  larger  and  permanent  plant  can  be 
built.  The  consumption  in  Manomet  is  increasing  rapidly, 
during  the  Summer  season,  and  many  new  water  takers 
are  waiting  to  be  supplied  with  Town  water.  We  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  that  work 
should  be  started  at  once  to  provide  a  supply  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  gallons  per  minute.  Funds  for  this 
purpose  are  included  in  the  appropriation  which  we  are 
requesting  for  construction  purposes. 

If  the  town  accepts  the  lay-out  of  Cape  Cod  Avenue, 
Reed  Avenue  and  other  streets  in  that  vicinity,  we  believe 
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that  the  Water  Department  should  be  prepared  to  lay 
mains  there  as  soon  as  the  streets  are  properly  graded. 
We  are  asking  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $35,000  for 
this  purpose. 

SQUANTO  ROAD  AND  UPPER  CHERRY  STREET 
The  Selectmen  are  also  asking  for  a  layout  of  Squanto 
Road,  connecting  Nick's  Rock  Road,  from  the  end  of  the 
present  layout  across  to  upper  Cherry  Street.  If  this  is 
accepted  by  the  Town  and  funds  are  made  available,  we 
propose  to  lay  a  new  main  there  and  in  adjacent  streets, 
and  to  replace  some  of  the  old  and  undersize  mains  in 
that  area.  This  district  would  then  be  supplied  from 
the  New  High  Service  system,  which  would  give  much 
more  satisfactory  water  pressure. 

"RUSTOP"  SYSTEM  INSTALLATION 

The  Electro  "Rustop"  equipment,  similar  to  that  in- 
stalled in  the  water  tank  on  the  Westerly  Route,  has  been 
installed  in  the  Stone  Tank  on  Rocky  Hill  Road.  The 
work  was  not  completed  until  many  months  from  the  date 
it  was  ordered.  A  considerable  period  of  time  will  be 
required  before  ultimate  results  can  be  determined  but 
we  believe  it  will  prove  to  be  of  great  benefit  in  taking 
care  of  rust  and  corrosion  on  the  inside  of  the  tank. 

COLLECTOR  OF  WATER  RATES 

The  Commissioners  have  appointed  Mr.  Harold  W. 
Baker  to  be  the  Collector  of  Water  Rates,  effective  as  of 
January  5,  1946,  succeeding  Mrs.  Addie  H.  Burgess  who 
retired  on  that  date  after  over  ten  years  of  service  to 
the  Town.  Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  collection  of 
Water  Bills  will  be  entirely  separated  from  their  prepa- 
ration. Bills  will  be  made  out  in  the  office  of  the  Water 
Department,  as  they  have  been,  but  will  be  committed 
on  a  warrant  to  the  Collector,  as  in  the  case  of  the  bills 
for  taxes.  It  will  be  a  convenience  to  the  public  to  have 
water  bills  payable  at  the  same  office  as  tax  bills.  The 
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office  of  the  Water  Department  is  small  and  this  change 
will  make  it  possible  to  have  another  clerk  in  the  depart- 
ment, as  is  very  much  needed.  Collections  for  the  year 
1945  are  sub-divided  as  follows:

CONSTRUCTION  APPROPRIATION 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  projects  referred  to  above, 
namely  the  additional  water  supply  and  pumping  equip- 
ment at  Manomet,  new  mains  and  replacements  in  the 
Cherry  Street  area  and  other  streets  as  necessary,  and 
begin  the  replacement  of  old  and  inadequate  mains  and 
other  improvements  as  recommended  in  the  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  report,  we  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  Water 
Department  construction  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($150,000.)  to  be  raised  by  a  bond  issue 
repayable  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  1946:

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 
Gentlemen: 

The  continual  gain  in  being  able  to  obtain  Water  De- 
partment material  during  the  past  year  was  most  encour- 
aging and  before  the  end  of  the  year  deliveries  had  been 
made  on  many  orders  that  had  been  held  up  for  months. 
Thus  it  was  possible  to  set  fifty-one  meters  in  comparison 
to  six  the  previous  year. 

420  ft.  of  6"  cast  iron  cement-lined  pipe  was  laid  at 
Braley  Lane  but  it  was  impossible  to  connect  this  because 
the  special  fittings  were  not  being  turned  out  by  the 
foundry.  This  connection  will  be  completed  as  soon  as 
these  fittings  are  obtainable.  A  new  hydrant  will  be  set 
here,  also. 

592  ft.  of  6"  cast  iron  cement-lined  pipe  was  laid  at 
Royal  St.,  replacing  some  old  2"  galvanized.  One  hydrant 
was  set  at  this  location. 

A  10"  main  was  replaced  at  the  Standish  Ave.  railroad 
bridge,  where  the  roadway  was  widened,  and  this  has 
eliminated  a  serious  traffic  hazard. 

Nineteen  leaks  were  repaired  in  mains  and  forty  in 
services.  It  was  necessary  to  drill  thirty-two  corpor- 
ations to  improve  pressure  at  various  services.  Twenty- 
four  services  were  added,  sixteen  of  these  being  in  Mano- 
met.  As  in  previous  years,  only  the  necessary  ones  were 
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given  attention  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  material. 
Several  applications  for  services  have  already  been  filed 
for  connection  the  coming  year. 

Hydrants  were  painted  and  the  usual  inspections  car- 
ried out  with  the  result  that  all  were  in  condition  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  was  necessary  to  repair  several  broken 
hydrants. 

Both  the  Fairbanks-Morse  and  the  Wolverine-Gould 
engine  and  pumps  were  overhauled  and  are  in  excellent 
condition,  giving  fine  service. 

Auxiliary  Well  Supply  at  Manomet  was  operated  459% 
hours  during  June,  July,  August  and  September,  pump- 
ing 4,440,600  gallons  of  water.  920  gals,  of  gasoline  was 
consumed,  as  well  as  6  gals,  of  lubricating  oil. 

Samples  from  taps  and  source  of  supply  ponds  were 
submitted  as  requested  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  reports  of  which  are  on  file  in  the  Superintend- 
ent's office. 

The  engineering  survey  of  the  Water  Department  by 
Metcalf  &  Eddy  was  a  most  interesting  study  and  a 
detailed  report  on  this  will  be  found  in  the  Commissioners' 
report.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1945. 

APPARATUS

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  RETIREMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  ninth 
report  covering  the  activities  and  condition  of  the  Con- 
tributory Retirement  System  for  the  year  1945. 

All  of  our  veterans  of  World  War  II,  except  one  regular 
policeman  and  a  few  callmen,  have  returned  to  civilian 
life  and,  with  one  exception,  to  the  employ  of  the  town. 
We  heartily  welcome  them  back  to  our  ranks  and  hope 
that  the  others  may  be  back  soon. 

Chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  1945  comprises  a  complete 
revision  of  the  contributory  retirement  law,  effective 
January  1,  1946.  Your  Board  has  attempted  in  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs  to  inform  the  members  of  the  highlights 
of  this  new  law,  as  they  interpret  it. 

Any  member  of  the  system  may  now  retire  at  the  age 
of  55,  a  member  in  Group  B  (police  and  fire)  must  retire 
at  age  65  and  any  other  member  at  age  70.  Persons  be- 
coming employees  after  the  age  of  55  may  not  join  the 
system  but,  unless  they  were  employees  when  the 
system  started,  must  leave  the  employ  at  the  age  of  65 
in  the  case  of  police  or  firemen  and  at  the  age  of  70  in 
the  case  of  other  employees. 

There  is  a  new  formula  for  determining  the  amount  of 
retirement  allowance  to  be  received  upon  retirement, 
which  is  simpler  and  generally  more  liberal  than  the  old 
formula.  Moreover,  at  the  time  of  retirement,  a  member 
has  his  choice  of  one  of  three  options.  Option  (a)  gives 
the  member  the  largest  monthly  allowance.  Option  (b) 
consists  of  a  somewhat  smaller  monthly  allowance,  with 
the  provision  that,  if  the  member  dies  before  receiving 
in  annuity  payments  a  total  amount  equal  to  the  total  of 
his  accumulated  deductions,  the  difference  shall  be  paid 
in  one  sum  to  his  designated  beneficiary.  Option  (c) 
consists  of  a  still  lesser  retirement  allowance  but  with  the 
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provision  that  two-thirds  of  the  amount  received  by  the 
retired  member  shall  be  continued,  after  his  death,  during 
the  lifetime  of  the  beneficiary  designated  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement. 

Deductions  from  member's  compensation  is  now  based 
on  a  full  5%.  This  affects  only  those  receiving  over 
$2,600  a  year,  where  formerly  the  maximum  deduction 
was  $130  a  year.  This  additional  deduction  will  increase 
the  amount  of  a  member's  retirement  allowance.  Any 
member  who  so  desires  may  pay  into  the  annuity  savings 
fund,  by  increased  deductions  from  his  compensation, 
additional  amounts  over  the  regular  5%  to  be  used  to  in- 
crease the  amount  of  annuity  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 

There  are  benefits  payable  for  ordinary  disability,  if, 
after  completing  ten  years,  in  the  case  of  a  veteran,  or 
twenty  years,  for  non-veterans,  a  member  becomes  totally 
and  permanently  incapacitated  for  the  further  perform- 
ance of  duty.  There  are  also  benefits  for  accidental  dis- 
ability resulting  from  an  accident  occurring  at  any  time 
while  in  the  performance  of  duty.  In  order  to  protect  his 
interests,  every  member  should  report  to  the  Board  any 
accident  which  might  give  rise  to  a  claim  for  accidental 
disability  benefits.  This  report  should  be  in  writing  within 
ninety  days  after  its  occurrence.  In  case  of  death  from 
an  accident  occurring  while  in  the  performance  of  duty, 
there  are  also  benefits  payable  to  certain  classes  of 
dependents. 

In  case  of  death  of  a  member  before  retirement,  the 
amount  of  his  deductions  with  regular  interest  will  be 
paid  to  the  designated  beneficiary.  It  is  therefore  impor- 
tant that  every  member  should  file  with  the  Board  a 
"Designation  of  Beneficiary"  form.  A  member  has  a  right 
to  change  his  choice  of  beneficiary  by  filing  a  new  form  at 
any  time,  except  in  the  case  of  a  member  who  has  retired 
under  option  (c).  :  ' 

A  veteran  who  joined  the  system  before  July  1,  1939, 
has  full  and  complete  rights  under  the  Veterans'  Act  and, 
if  so  retired,  will  be  paid  the  amount  of  his  accumulated 
deductions  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Any  employee 
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retiring  under  either  the  Contributory  Retirement  System 
or  the  Veterans'  Act  for  disability  must  first  be  examined 
by  a  Medical  Panel,  composed  of  one  physician  desig- 
nated by  the  state  surgeon,  a  second  physician  designated 
by  the  retiring  board  and  a  third  physician  designated 
by  the  employee. 

If  a  member  permanently  leaves  the  employ  of  the 
town,  except  to  take  up  employment  in  another  gov- 
ernmental unit  working  under  the  Contributory  Retire- 
ment Law,  his  deductions  with  interest  will  be  returned 
to  him  on  request.  However,  a  member  who  has  twenty 
years  or  more  of  creditable  service  may  leave  his  deduc- 
tions in  the  system  and  take  advantage  of  a  deferred 
retirement  allowance. 

Any  former  member  of  the  system  who  seeks  re-em- 
ployment within  two  years  after  leaving  the  system  and 
withdrawing  his  deductions  must  repay  with  interest 
the  amount  withdrawn.  Since  this  is  a  condition  of  re- 
employment, it  is  recommended  that  members  leave  their 
deductions  in  the  system  for  at  least  two  years  after 
termination  of  service.  Any  member  who  ceases  employ- 
ment after  age  55  cannot  withdraw  his  deductions  but 
must  retire,  except  in  the  relatively  few  cases  where  the 
retirement  allowance  would  be  less  than  $240  per  year. 

This  new  law  contains  an  additional  factor  for  a  veteran 
retiring  under  the  Contributory  Retirement  Act,  which 
increases  his  retirement  allowance.  For  a  veteran  in 
Group  A  retiring  for  superannuation  this  would  amount 
to  one-fifth  of  the  normal  yearly  amount  of  allowance  to 
which  he  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  not  been  a 
veteran,  provided  that  such  additional  amount  shall  not 
exceed  $300.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  presents  herewith  its 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1945,  were  Harold  S.  Damon,  Chairman,  Gordon  S. 
McCosh  and  Harold  G.  Roberts.  At  the  Annual  Town 
Election  held  March  3rd,  A.  Rodman  Hussey,  Jr.,  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  for  a  term  of  three  years 
and  Harold  G.  Roberts  was  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Following  the  Town  Election,  the  Board,  on  March  10th, 
organized  with  A.  Rodman  Hussey,  Jr.  as  chairman  and 
the  other  members  Gordon  S.  McCosh  and  Harold  G. 
Roberts. 

On  August  13th,  A.  Rodman  Hussey,  Jr.,  resigned  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  effective  as  of  August  1st,  and 
on  August  28th  Harold  G.  Roberts  was  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Board. 

As  provided  for  in  Chapter  708  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  A.  Rodman  Hussey,  Jr.,  no  longer 
being  able  to  perform  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  by  reason  of  his  Naval  Service,  the  vacancy  on  the 
Board  was  filled  as  provided  in  the  same  Chapter,  and  on 
September  5th,  Andrew  Rae,  Jr.,  was  appointed  a  military 
substitute.  No  further  change  in  the  membership  of  the 
Board  took  place  during  the  year. 

The  year  1945  has  presented  to  the  Board  many  diversi- 
fied problems  of  both  War  and  Peace.  The  first  part  of 
the  year,  before  V.  J.  Day,  we  were  called  upon  for  a 
variety  of  Services,  frequently  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment itself,  relating  to  Selective  Service,  dependents  of 
men  in  the  service,  persons  affected  by  rulings  applicable 
to  enemy  aliens,  children  of  working  mothers,  young 
workers,  migrating  workers  and  their  families  in  cases 
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of  juvenile  delinquency,  social  protection  and  for  furnish- 
ing general  information,  advice  and  referral  services  to 
the  public  at  large  and  for  persons  with  particular  prob- 
lems. Although  many  of  these  required  services  were  not 
new  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  it  did  do  a  great 
deal  to  develop  "Public  Welfare"  in  the  direction  of  a 
unified  approach  to  those  basic  human  problems  of  social 
adjustment  and  which  are  considered  the  area  of 
responsibility  of  social  work. 

Since  V.  J.  Day,  August  14th,  it  has  become  increasingly 
evident  that  not  only  were  such  services  needed  in  the 
upheavals  of  the  war  years  but  that  such  public  functions 
in  the  field  of  social  work  should  be  discharged  through 
agencies  responsible  to  the  public  and  that  our  Public 
Welfare  Department  has  recognized  and  expanding  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  citizens  of  our  town,  in  the  area  of 
social  work.  These  responsibilities  are  becoming  more 
apparent  as  the  social  insurances  expand  and  mature. 

During  the  past  year  our  Public  Welfare  workers  have 
been  continuously  and  painfully  aware  of  the  difficulties 
confronting  those  who  depend  upon  public  assistance,  in 
securing  suitable  housing  and  they  have  seen  and  have 
become  alarmed  over  the  social  results  of  poor  housing 
conditions,  overcrowding  and  doubling  up  of  families  in 
terms  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  other  problems  of 
children,  family  maladjustments,  bad  health  and  per- 
sonal difficulties  of  all  types.  Much  more  could  be  said 
for  the  need  of  more  adequate  housing  in  Plymouth. 
"The  welfare  of  the  individual  is  the  concern  of  all." 

During  the  year  we  have  had  very  fine  co-operation 
from  all  of  our  local  private  agencies,  the  Jordan  Hos- 
pital, and  our  resident  physicians,  dentists,  druggists, 
manufacturing  and  business  establishments. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  "outside  aid"  cases  have  been 
assisted  by  our  General  Assistance  Department  during 
the  year  1945.  The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  this 
type  of  assistance  for  the  year  were  as  follows: — Salaries, 
$6,787.90;  other  administrative  expenses,  $509.39;  "outside 
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aid"  including  aid  to  Plymouth  settled  cases  in  other 
towns  and  cities,  $30,577.55;  reimbursements  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  other  cities  and  towns 
and  from  individuals  were  $5,731.44;  income  from  trust 
funds,  $125.55;  leaving  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
for  "outside  aid"  granted,  $24,720.11.  Total  operating 
cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  $32,017.40. 

INFIRMARY 

The  demands  upon  the  services  and  facilities  of  the 
Town  Infirmary  have  presented  the  usual  problems  during 
the  past  year  and  these  problems  have  been  well  cared  for 
by  our  Infirmary  personnel. 

The  need  for  custodial  and  domiciliary  care  for  those 
persons  not  eligible  for  other  types  of  public  assistance 
and  those  whose  physical  and  mental  well-being  are 
dependent  upon  a  way  of  living  which  can  only  be  found 
in  an  institution,  have  been  cared  for  at  our  Town  Infirm- 
ary. These  aged  persons  find  institutional  living  a  source 
of  physical  security  and  of  satisfaction  in  "group  living" 
and  with  association  with  others. 

The  type  of  care  offered  at  our  Infirmary  is  primarily 
custodial  care  as  we  are  not  equipped  to  care  for  sick  or 
bed  cases. 

The  necessary  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
south  building,  so  that  when  completed,  will  make  an 
additional  six  rooms  available  for  occupancy  some  time 
during  the  next  year.  Some  emergency  repairs  were  made 
that  were  not  evident  when  the  work  was  started  and  for 
which  it  was  ncessary  to  expend  funds  not  anticipated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  Directors  of  the  Town  Infirmary  have  requested  the 
Selectmen  to  hard  surface  that  part  of  Spring  Street  from 
the  Town  Barn  to  Summer  Street. 

Twenty-two  persons  have  been  cared  for  this  year 
with  expenditures  amounting  to:  Salaries,  $2,447.73;  other 
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administrative  expenses,  $3,857.42;  "inside  aid,"  $4,336.10. 
Reimbursements  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, other  cities  and  towns  and  from  individuals,  $2,905.28; 
from  rentals,  $72.00;  from  trust  funds,  $6.03;  a  cost  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  for  "inside  aid"  at  the  Infirmary  for 
the  year  1945  of  $1,352.79.  A  net  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  of  $7,735.97.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Bureau 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  for  the  year  1945. 

The  total  amount  spent  in  1945  was  $215,228.97,  of  which 
$81,702.00  was  received  from  the  Federal  Government  as 
its  proportionate  share  of  the  cost.  Of  the  balance 
approximately  $93,716.00  was  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachuusetts  leaving  the  net 
cost  to  the  Town  $39,810.00.  As  the  money  contributed  by 
the  Commonwealth  goes  into  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
funds  of  the  town  it  is  necessary  for  the  town  to  appro- 
priate the  State's  share  of  the  cost  each  year. 

Seventy-one  applications  were  taken  during  the  year 
of  which  sixty  were  approved  for  assistance.  Forty-four 
cases  were  closed  during  the  year,  giving  us  a  net  increase 
in  our  case  load  of  sixteen  cases.  We  are  now  aiding 
three  hundred  and  ninety  cases  under  this  category  of 
assistance.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  there  has  been  a 
steadily  increasing  number  of  applications  for  aid,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  load  for  1946. 

One  of.  the  reasons  for  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  Old 
Age  Assistance  is  the  fact  that  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  issued  new  allowances  for  clothing  and 
incidentals  for  all  cases.  Old  Age  Assistance  is  not  a  form 
of  insurance  or  pension,  but  is  a  program  under  which 
payments  are  based  on  need.  This  means  that  the  amount 
which  an  individual  receives  is  actually  based  upon  his 
or  her  own  personal  needs.  Medical  expenses,  hospitali- 
zation, and  other  special  needs  are  met  when  necessary.

The  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  issues  a  manda- 
tory budget  with  which  we  must  comply.  Every  effort  is 
made  by  the  Federal,  State,  and  towns  to  insure  at  least 
a  minimum  of  security  and  comfort  to  persons  over 
sixty-five  years  of  age. 

During  1944  and  1945  a  considerable  amount  of  money 
was  contributed  towards  the  support  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance recipients  by  their  children.  After  the  war  with 
the  resultant  decrease  in  employment,  the  contributions 
of  children  began  to  diminish.  The  law  with  regard  to 
contributions  of  children  was  changed  radically  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1946.  With  the  new  scale  of  exemptions  and  the 
fact  that  children's  contributions  are  now  figured  on  net 
rather  than  on  gross  income,  these  contributions  have 
been  virtually  wiped  out.  This  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  over  $1,200.00  per  month  which  will  greatly  increase 
the  costs  for  1946. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  salaries  for  1945  was 
$7,250.56  of  which  $3,465.34  was  contributed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,785.22  as  the 
cost  to  the  Town.

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AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  for  1945. 

The  cost  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  in  1945  was 
$40,146.95.  This  represented  an  average  of  42  cases  and  85 
children  with  an  average  cost  per  case  per  month  of 
approximately  $78.89.  Nine  cases  were  added  during  the 
year  and  ten  cases  closed,  making  a  net  decrease  of  one 
case.  The  average  cost  per  month  increases  gradually 
throughout  the  year  as  the  aid  for  these  cases  is  also 
based  on  need.  A  budget  is  figured  in  accordance  with 
the  number  of  people  in  the  family  and  the  needs  of  those 
people.  These  budgets  change  constantly  as  the  children 
become  older  as  the  State  mandatory  budget  provides 
different  amounts  for  food  and  clothing  according  to  the 
age  of  the  individual. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  is  a  form  of  assistance  which 
provides  allowances  for  the  support  of  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  or  under  the  age  of  eighteen  if 
attending  school,  who  have  been  deprived  of  parental 
care  or  support.  The  responsibility  of  this  department 
is  to  meet  the  basic  needs  of  these  children  and  to  enable 
them  to  be  brought  up  in  a  suitable  home.  The  Federal 
Government  pays  its  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  this 
aid  which  is  based  on  one-half  up  to  $18.00  per  month 
spent  for  the  first  child,  and  up  to  one-half  of  $12.00 
expended  for  each  succeeding  child.  The  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  reimburses  one-third  of  the  entire  cost 
for  this  type  of  aid. 

Of  the  amount  of  $40,146.95  spent  in  1945,  $7,468.96  was 
contributed  by  the  Federal  Government.     The  State's 
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share  of  this  cost  was  $13,382.32,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$19,295.67  as  the  cost  to  the  Town. 

Money  contributed  by  the  Federal  Government  as  its 
share  for  the  administration  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren is  used  for  the  salaries  of  the  staff  that  administers 
this  aid  which  is  the  same  staff  that  handles  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  program.  An  amount  of  $836.58  was  con- 
tributed in  1945  for  the  administration  of  the  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  program.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  present  here- 
with their  report  for  the  year  1945. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Commissioners  have  been 
obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Edward  R.  Belcher 
from  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Belcher  was  elected  a  Cemetery  Commissioner  in 
1932  and  has  served  as  Secretary  during  his  term  as 
Commissioner. 

He  was  always  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  his  presence  at  our  meetings  will  be  missed 
by  his  former  associates  on  the  Board. 

Mr.  John  B.  Finney  was  appointed  at  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the*  remaining  Board  members  of 
the  Commission,  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  election  of 
Town  Officers  in  March  1946. 

OAK  GROVE  AND  VINE  HILLS  CEMETERY 
Apart  from  the  regular  maintenance  considerable  work 
was  done  during  the  past  year  to  complete  the  clearing 
up  of  damage  caused  by  the  hurricane  of  Sept.  1944. 

This  work  has  been  completed. 

We  mentioned  in  the  report  of  1944  the  desirability 
of  continuing  the  work  of  hard  surfacing  additional  drives 
in  the  Cemetery  and  asked  that  $1,000  be  appropriated 
from  a  Cemetery  Fund  set  up  by  the  Town. 

This  fund  was  established  and  can  be  used  for  the 
purchasing  and  developing  land  for  Cemetery  purposes 
and  for  certain  improvements. 
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All  money  received  from  the  sale  of  lots  is  deposited 
in  this  fund. 

All  appropriations  from  this  fund  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  Town  but  do  not  affect  the  tax  levy. 

This  requested  appropriation  was  made  but  we  were 
not  able  to  do  any  hard  surfacing  on  account  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  labor  and  materials. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  carry  out  this  work  during  1946 
with  the  money  appropriated  last  year  and  held  over  for 
this  purpose. 

The  roof  of  the  toolhouse  has  begun  to  leak  and  needs  * 
reshingling.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $250  and 
we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  this  amount  for  this 
work. 

BURIAL  HILL 
The  hurricane  damage  on  Burial  Hill  was  confined 
principally  to  the  uprooting  of  two  large  elms,  with  the 
result  that  the  bank  wall  on  Church  St.  at  the  two  points 
where  the  elms  were  blown  over  was  damaged. 

This  damage  to  the  wall  has  been  repaired  and  the 
tree  tops  removed  and  trunks  sawed,  but  some  work 
still  remains  to  be  done  on  the  stumps. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation 
of  Mr.  John  Kennedy,  Supt.  of  the  Moth  Dept.,  in  assist- 
ing with  men  and  equipment  in  this  tree  removal  work. 

A  section  of  walk  on  top  of  the  hill  was  resurfaced 
with  an  Asphalt  mix  at  a  cost  of  $135. 

CHILTONVILLE,  MANOMET,  CEDAR VILLE 
AND  SOUTH  POND  CEMETERIES 
Some  damage  was  caused  to  the  fence  around  the 
Chiltonville  Cemetery  by  the  hurricane,  but  owing  to 
the  difficulty  of  getting  carpenters  only  a  part  of  the 
new  fence  necessary  to  replace  the  old  one  has  been 
built. 
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We  will  finish  this  work  during  1946. 

At  the  Manomet  Cemetery  twelve  lots  in  the  new  part 
have  been  graded  and  loamed. 

The  Commissioners  plan  to  continue  this  work  the 
coming  year  and  to  develop  approximately  30  lots  by 
grading  and  loaming. 

These  lots  will  also  be  in  the  new  section  on  the  road- 
way parallel  to  the  White  Horse  Road. 

We  request  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  this  work 
from  the  special  fund  mentioned  in  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  organized  for  the  year  1945-46 
with  Allen  D.  Russell  as  Chairman  and  Arthur  E.  Black- 
mer  as  Secretary. 

The  Board  completed  the  first  section  of  the  Post  War 
Municipal  Planning  Committee  report  and  filed  it  with 
the  Selectmen.  Due  acknowledgement  is  given  to  those 
men  who  with  the  Planning  Board  made  up  this  com- 
mittee. They  were  Messrs,  Elmer  C.  Chandler,  Theodore 
Brink,  Abbott  A.  Raymond,  Clifton  C.  Wood  and  Edward 
Chase.  Most  of  the  projects  and  the  figuring  thereon  were 
done  by  these  gentlemen,  the  Planning  Board  doing  the 
collating  and  presentation.  While  little  use  has  been 
made  of  this  work  as  yet  it  is  only  because  it  was  com- 
piled to  meet  an  emergency  which  has  not  arisen,  for 
which  we  should  all  be  thankful. 

At  their  various  meetings  the  Planning  Board  gave 
further  study  to  the  question  of  parking,  to  disposition 
of  the  Knapp  School,  to  the  plans  for  the  Westerly  Route 
etc.  The  Board  met  with  various  individuals  and  groups 
and  also  formed  a  part  of  the  larger  committee  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  study  the  parking  problem. 

For  those  who  still  maintain  the  figures  in  the  Muni- 
cipal Finance  Survey  which  was  presented  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  in  the  1943  Town  report,  with  the  figures  for 
1943-44  appearing  in  the  1944  report  we  again  publish 
the  appropriate  figures  to  be  used  for  1944  line  in  the 
compilation.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these  figures  must  be 
a  year  in  arrears  at  all  times  They  are  compiled  from  town 
reports  and  therefore  the  figures  applying  to  one  year  and 
which  should  appear  in  the  Town  Report  for  that  year 
cannot  be  made  up  till  the  report  is  issued  and  then 
have  to  wait  a  year  before  publication.  We  think  it  doubly 
important  that  the  citizens  should  know  the  financial 
condition  and  operations  of  the  town  when  they  consider 
the  unusually  expensive  town  budget  this  year. 
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For  those  who  may  desire  to  keep  the  figures  up  to  date  in  the 
financial  chart  published  by  the  Planning  Board  the  following 
figures  should  be  inserted  on  the  1944  lines  in  the  various  tables.

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Our  tax  rate  for  the  year  above  reported  was  $31.20 
per  thousand  which  was  the  same  in  the  preceding  year. 
Yet  we  carried  into  surplus  only  $56,799.95  as  against 
$102,165.97  the  year  before. 

In  1942,  the  first  war  year,  with  a  tax  rate  of  $32.40  we 
carried  one  hundred  and  thirty  six  thousand  to  surplus. 
In  1943  with  a  tax  rate  of  $31.20  we  carried  one  hundred 
and  two  thousand  to  surplus.  With  the  same  tax  rate  in 
1944  we  carried  only  about  half  to  surplus  because  of  an 
increase  of  fifty  nine  thousand  in  the  cost  of  operating 
the  town. 

The  Planning  Board  made  its  estimates  in  1942  or  four 
years  ago.  At  that  time  it  estimated  that  the  cost  of  oper- 
ating the  town  would  be  $1,134,540.00  in  1944.  The  actual 
figure  was  $1,132,267.52,  an  error  of  2%. 

The  voters  should  note  well  that  we  can  afford  to  spend 
fifty  or  sixty  thousand  dollars  on  capital  improvements 
in  the  town  without  either  changing  the  tax  rate  or  going 
into  debt.  If  more  than  that  is  spent  it  means  heaping 
more  taxes  on  the  already  burdened  tax  payer  or  borrow- 
ing, either  from  the  public  or  from  reserve  funds.

I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1945,  the  several  schedules  being  in  the  usual  forms  and 
in  the  following  order: 

Schedule  A.  Cash  Receipts  and  Cash  Payments  as 
reported  to  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Schedule  B.  Departmental  and  all  special  appropri- 
ations and  such  receipts,  including  Federal  Grants,  as 
may  be  legally  expended  without  specific  town  meeting 
appropriation,  with  all  payments  from  same  classified 
as  to  purpose.

No  department  reported  any  unpaid  bills  and  the  only 
overdraft  was  in  the  Snow  and  Ice  Removal  Account,  due 
to  the  unusual  and  severe  snow  storm  in  December. 

No  money  had  to  be  borrowed  on  temporary  notes 
during  the  year,  the  cash  balance  at  the  end  of  May, 
before  the  current  year's  tax  money  started  to  come  in, 
being  nearly  $90,000.  The  cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  was  over  $375,000,  almost  exactly  the  amount  at  the 
end  of  1944. 

The  Excess  and  Deficiency  balance  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  nearly  $307,000,  about  $2,000  less  than  at  the  end 
of  1944,  despite  the  fact  that  $93,500  was  appropriated  from 
this  account  in  March.  Over  $49,000  excess  of  actual 
receipts  over  the  amounts  estimated  in  making  the  tax 
warrant,  as  shown  in  Schedule  C,  and  over  $36,000  unex- 
pended appropriation  balances,  as  shown  in  Schedule  E, 
nearly  offset  the  amount  appropriated  from  E.  and  D.  in 
town  meeting. 

The  only  loan  outstanding  is  the  $60,000  balance  remain- 
ing on  the  cost  of  the  New  High  School,  which  matures  in 
January,  1951,  with  interest  rate  at  only  2%.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1944,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the 
form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1944,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  town  account- 
ant's records. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  general  and 
appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed  and  proved. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book,  while  the  payments,  as  entered,  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  with  the  treasury 
warrants. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  as  recorded  on  the 
ledger  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  record  of 
town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  advisory 
committee. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken 1  off,  proving  the  accounts 
to  be  in  balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  on  December  31,  1944.  This  balance 
sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  excellent  financial 
condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  ledger, 
with  departmental  records,  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while 
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the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  footings  were  verified  and  the  cash 
balance  on  March  6,  1945,  was  proved  by  verification  of 
the  cash  and  cash  memoranda  in  the  office,  and  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all  recorded 
transactions  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  records,  the 
reported  redemptions  were  checked,  and  the  tax  titles 
on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger  account,  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assess- 
ments outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examina- 
tion, and  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abate- 
ments as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  re- 
corded receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
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treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abate- 
ments as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records  in 
the  departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  town  clerk,  and  health  department  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail,  the  payments  to  the  State 
and  the  town  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  file  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  and  of  the  school  department,  as  well  as  of  all 
other  departments  collecting  money  or  committing  bills 
for  collection,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  and  the 
accountant's  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of 
the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  officials 
of  the  town  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  vacancy  in  the  Committee  membership  caused 
by  the  death  of  J.  Frankland  Miller  in  December,  1944 
was  filled  at  the  annual  town  meeting  by  the  election  of 
William  H.  Armstrong.  Mr.  Ralph  Weaver  was  then 
appointed  as  military  substitute  for  Major  LeBaron.  The 
latter  on  his  release  from  military  service,  resigned  his 
position  on  the  Plymouth  Committee,  having  transferred 
his  residence  to  Foxborough.  To  this  vacancy  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee,  meeting  jointly, 
appointed  Mr.  Weaver  to  serve  until  the  annual  election 
of  1946. 

The  war  period  has  been  one  in  which  the  costs  of 
education  have  increased  along  with  the  costs  of  other 
services.  Since  1942  Plymouth  has  increased  the  compen- 
sation of  its  town  employees,  as  has  been  commonly  done 
by  town,  state,  and  federal  governments.  Such  increases 
have  by  no  means  been  comparable  to  the  increases  in 
wages  paid  by  industrial  plants,  but  they  have  helped 
substantially  to  offset  the  increased  cost  of  living.  We 
feel  that  by  far  the  most  important  requirement  for  good 
schools  is  to  secure  and  retain  a  well  qualified  teaching 
staff  and  to  have  our  teachers  carry  on  their  work  with 
energy  and  enthusiasm.  To  accomplish  this  result  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  pay  salaries  that  compare  favorably 
with  those  paid  in  other  communities  maintaining  ele- 
mentary, junior,  and  senior  high  schools  and  nearest  to 
our  population  and  financial  ability. 

Although  our  school  expenditures  in  1945  were  higher 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  salary  expenditures  were 
slightly  less  than  anticipated  and  we  are  able  to  turn 
back  $3,532.83  to  the  excess  and  deficiency  fund.  We  are 
also  turning  back  to  this  fund  a  balance  of  $4,100.07  in 
the  general  appropriation.  This  balance  arises  largely 
from  the  fact  that  we  were  allowed  under  government 
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regulations  to  purchase  only  80%  of  the  year's  coal 
supply. 

The  major  item  under  repairs  and  improvements  in 
1945  was  the  installing  of  a  new  boiler  in  the  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant building.  This  installation  included  a  Smith  boiler 
No.  60  with  Nash  vacuum  pump,  Whittey  stoker,  and  a 
new  temperature  regulator.  These  changes  have  brought 
about  a  decided  improvement  in  the  heating  of  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  School.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  boiler  at  the 
Hedge  School  also  will  need  to  be  replaced  very  soon. 

The  former  Pederzani  property  adjoining  the  Hedge 
School  lot  and  acquired  by  the  town  in  1944  has  been 
cleared  of  buildings.  The  grading  of  this  lot  for  play- 
ground purposes  will  be  a  worthwhile  post-war  project. 
The  necessary  fill  is  now  available  from  the  near-by  land 
adjoining  the  playground  on  the  west  and  acquired  by 
the  town  in  1945. 

The  attic  floors  of  the  Hedge  School  were  insulated 
during  the  summer  vacation,  thus  completing  the  pro- 
gram of  insulation  began  in  1944.  Janitors  report  that 
second-story  class  rooms,  formerly  difficult  to  heat,  can 
now  be  more  readily  heated.  They  report  also  that  there 
is  a  noticeable  saving  of  fuel. 

Another  improvement  made  in  1945  should  be  reported; 
namely,  the  installation  of  sound-deadening  material  on 
the  ceiling  of  the  High  School  Cafeteria.  This  very  notice- 
ably reduces  the  sound  arising  from  the  conversation 
of  several  hundred  pupils  and  enables  a  person  to  be 
heard  when  talking  in  normal  conversational  tones.  A 
similar  treatment  of  the  Gymnasium  would  be  a  great 
help,  both  to  teachers  and  to  pupils. 

Relatively  little  painting  has  been  attempted  in  1945 
because  of  the  scarcity  of  labor  and  materials.  The  Den- 
tal and  Health  Rooms  at  the  Hedge,  as  well  as  the  east 
corridor  at  the  Cornish,  have  been  redecorated  and  the 
High  School  cupola  painted.  Because  of  the  interruption 
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in  the  usual  painting  program  during  the  war  years,  we 
shall  need  to  make  larger  investments  in  this  type  of 
repair  work  in  1946  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  school 
property  in  good  condition. 

For  a  record  of  other  changes  and  of  progress  made  in 
the  schools  during  1945,  we  call  your  attention  to  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Department  Heads 
that  follow.

Plymouth  School  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee: 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth 
annual  report.  This  deals  largely  with  adjustments 
already  made  necessary  by  rapidly  changing  conditions 
and  with  suggestions  for  further  adjustments  that  seem 
desirable. 

TEACHER  SHORTAGE  CONTINUES 

In  the  opening  years  of  the  war  period,  school  officials 
here  and  elsewhere  were  confronted  with  the  problems 
of  adjusting  the  schools  to  the  needs  of  a  nation  at  war. 
The  problem  of  maintaining  an  efficient  staff  of  teachers 
soon  became  one  of  the  most  serious.  Many  teachers  asked 
for  leave  of  absence  to  enter  the  armed  forces.  Others 
were  married  to  young  men  in  the  service  and  gave  up 
teaching.  For  these  and  other  reasons  34  teachers,  1/3 
of  our  staff,  left  employment  in  the  Plymouth  schools 
during  1942  and  1943.  Because  of  the  acute  shortage  of 
teachers  that  developed  early  in  the  war  period  a  con- 
siderable number  of  married  women  who  had  formerly 
been  teachers  in  Plymouth  were  prevailed  upon  to  re- 
turn to  teaching  and  have  done  very  commendable  work 
during  this  critical  time.  It  seems  probable  that  we  shall 
need  to  retain  many  of  them  for  further  service  if  pos- 
sible, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  teachers  returning 
from  the  armed  forces  together  with  the  young  men  and 
women  now  preparing  definitely  for  teaching  in  our 
colleges  will  fall  far  short  of  filling  the  vacancies  that 
normally  arise. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  is  most  acute  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades,  due  to  the  abrupt  decline  of  the  enrollment 
of  our  teachers  colleges  from  3200  to  1800  during  the 
first  three  years  of  the  war.  The  most  capable  graduates 
of  teachers  colleges  are  being  placed  at  once  either  in 
their  home  communities  or  in  communities  so  near  home 
that  they  may  readily  commute  to  their  schools.  Salaries

paid  to  beginning  elementary  teachers,  which  before  the 
war  ranged  from  $1000  to  $1200,  have  now  increased  to 
$1500  or  more. 

Fortunately  for  Plymouth  nearly  all  of  the  nine  teach- 
ers on  our  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  staffs  who 
were  granted  leave  to  enter  the  armed  forces  are  plan- 
ning to  return  to  the  Plymouth  schools.  Two  had  already 
done  so  prior  to  the  close  of  year  1945. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL  DURING  1945 
Retirements 

Principal  William  I.  Whitney  of  the  Hedge  School  re- 
tired in  June,  bringing  to  a  close  a  long  and  useful  career 
in  the  public  schools.  Mr.  Whitney  began  teaching  in 
Vermont  in  1904.  After  seven  years  of  experience  in 
various  communities  of  Vermont,  in  Rowley,  Massachu- 
setts, and  in  Rhode  Island,  Mr.  Whitney  was  appointed 
principal  of  the  Knapp  School,  Plymouth.  When  the 
Knapp  School  was  closed  in  1939,  he  was  made  principal 
of  the  Hedge  School  where  he  served  to  the  time  of  his 
retirement.  Since  1921,  Mr.  Whitney  served  continuously 
as  Director  of  Americanization  for  the  town.  His  work 
in  this  connection  was  noteworthy  in  that  the  number 
of  aliens  in  Plymouth  in  1920  was  about  4,000.  It  is  a 
tribute  to  Mr.  Whitney's  leadership  in  Americanization 
work  in  this  community  and  to  the  efforts  of  the  capable 
staff  of  teachers  who  have  worked  under  his  direction 
that  the  number  of  non-citizens  steadily  declined  to  the 
present  figure  of  approximately  500. 

Miss  Maude  Lermond,  teacher  of  grade  six  at  the 
Hedge  School  for  the  past  six  years  and  teacher  of  various 
grades  at  the  old  Hedge  and  Knapp  Schools  from  1902 
to  1939,  retired  at  the  end  of  the  last  school  year  after 
an  exceptionally  long  and  faithful  service  in  the  Plym- 
outh schools.  Miss  Lermond  began  teaching  in  Maine  in 
1893.  After  nine  years  of  experience  in  that  state  she 
came  to  Plymouth  and  taught  here  continuously  since 
the  fall  of  1902.  Her  career  as  public  school  teacher  was 
fifty-two  years  in  length,  during  forty-three  of  which 
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she  has  been  a  member  of  the  staff  in  the  Knapp  and 
Hedge  Schools  of  Plymouth.  Miss  Lermond  has  had  a 
very  prominent  part  in  the  Americanization  work  here 
and  has  undoubtedly  given  instruction  and  encourage- 
ment to  a  larger  number  of  non-citizens  in  quest  of  their 
citizenship  papers  than  any  other  Plymouth  teacher  has 
done. 

A  joint  reception  and  testimonial  meeting  was  ten- 
dered to  principal  Whitney  and  Miss  Lermond  at  the 
Plymouth  Cordage  Auditorium  on  June  19.  Addresses 
in  appreciation  of  the  services  of  these  two  educators 
were  made  by  state  and  town  officials  and  former  pupils. 
The  meeting  was  largely  attended  by  grateful  parents 
and  friends.  A  testimonial  in  book  form  signed  by  hun- 
dreds of  former  pupils  and  associates,  a  replica  of  the 
statue  of  Massasoit  in  bronze,  and  a  substantial  amount 
of  money  were  presented  to  each.  The  book  bearing  the 
signatures  of  friends  and  associates  was  prefaced  by  the 
following  tribute: 

"To  Principal  William  I.  Whitney  and  Miss  Maude 
H.  Lermond:  Hedge  School,  Plymouth,  Mass. 

We,  the  undersigned,  wish  to  express  to  you  our 
deep  appreciation  of  your  most  faithful,  able,  and 
unselfish  services  as  principal  and  teacher  in  the 
Knapp  and  Hedge  Schools  over  periods  of  more 
than  thirty  and  forty  years  respectively  and  for 
your  untiring  assistance  to  hundreds  of  adults  in 
their  efforts  to  become  naturalized  citizens  of  our 
country  during  the  past  twenty-five  years.  As 
you  now  retire  from  the  active  duties  of  teaching 
we  wish  for  you  that  deep  sense  of  satisfaction 
that  should  be  yours  after  making  this  outstand- 
ing contribution  to  American  citizenship  in  this 
community.  We  all  join  in  the  most  sincere  hope 
that  the  years  lying  ahead  will  bring  you  both 
much  happiness." 

Resignations 

Miss  Beatrice  A.  Hunt,  now  Mrs.  Victor  lams,  resigned 
in  June  to  be  married.  Mrs.  lams  began  her  teaching 
career  as  teacher  of  English  and  Music  in  the  Plymouth 
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Junior  High  School  immediately  after  her  graduation 
from  Bridgewater  in  1933.  She  became  supervisor  of 
music  in  Plymouth  in  1938  and  was  granted  a  leave  of 
absence  to  complete  work  for  the  master's  degree  at 
Teacher's  College,  Columbia  during  the  school  year  1943- 
44.  Under  Mrs.  lams'  leadership,  the  music  in  the  Plym- 
outh schools  became  recognized  for  its  excellence,  and 
school  musical  groups  here  won  distinction  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts and  New  England  festivals. 

Miss  Amy  M.  Rafter,  now  Mrs.  Elsworth  Pratt,  who 
had  been  teacher  of  History  in  the  Senior  High  School 
since  1928  and  head  of  the  History  Department  for  a 
number  of  years,  resigned  October  26.  Mrs.  Pratt  had 
taught  continuously  in  the  Plymouth  High  School  since 
her  graduation  from  Boston  University  in  1928. 

Mrs.  Clementine  O.  O'Neill,  teacher  of  grades  three 
and  four  at  Manomet  School,  presented  her  resignation 
in  October.  Mrs.  O'Neill  had  previously  taught  at  the 
Russell  Mills,  Oak  Street,  and  Cornish-Burton  Schools. 
Her  service  in  Plymouth  extended  over  a  period  of  nine- 
teen years. 

Mrs.  Dolores  Cappannari,  teacher  of  grade  two  at 
Mount  Pleasant  School,  submitted  her  resignation  in  July. 
Mrs.  Cappannari  began  teaching  in  Plymouth  imme- 
diately following  her  graduation  from  Bridgewater  in 
1934.  She  served  in  the  Hedge  School  one  year  and  the 
following  ten  years  as  teacher  of  grade  two  at  the  Mount 
Pleasant  School. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Evans,  teacher  of  Grade  4  at  Hedge, 
terminated  her  services  here  in  June.  Mrs.  Evans  began 
teaching  in  the  Knapp  School  immediately  following  her 
graduation  from  Bridgewater  in  1934  and  was  later  trans- 
ferred to  the  Hedge  School,  grade  four.  Her  total  period 
of  service  in  Plymouth  was  eleven  years. 

Miss  Dorice  A.  Knowles  teacher  of  grade  one  at  the 
Hedge  School  resigned  in  June  to  be  married.  Miss 
Knowles  came  to  Plymouth  from  a  teaching  position  in 
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Saugus  and  taught  in  the  primary  grades  at  the  Oak 
Street,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  Hedge  Schools  for  a  total  of 
e]even  years. 

Mrs.  Jean  W.  Patenaude  resigned  in  November  from 
her  position  as  instructor  in  English  and  Social  Studies 
in  the  Junior  High  School.  Mrs.  Patenaude  has  taught 
in  Plymouth  since  her  graduation  from  Bridgewater  in 
1940. 

Mrs.  Mary  Brigida  Guidoboni,  teacher  of  grade  five  at 
the  Hedge  School  who  was  granted  leave  of  absence  from 
September  to  December,  presented  her  resignation  effec- 
tive at  the  end  of  her  leave.  Mrs.  Guidoboni  taught  at 
Mount  Plasant,  Cold  Spring,  and  Hedge  Schools  since 
her  graduation  from  Bridgewater  in  1941. 

Two  of  our  military  substitutes  resigned  during  the 
year.  Mrs.  Amelia  Vincent,  substitute  for  John  Pacheco, 
as  supervisor  of  instrumental  music,  resigned  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year  to  become  supervisor  of  instrumental 
music  in  several  junior  high  schools  of  Portland,  Oregon. 

Mr.  Paul  Goodwin  who  served  as  military  substitute 
for  Hector  Patenaude  in  manual  arts  and  mechanical 
drawing  in  the  Junior  High  School,  resigned  on  Mr. 
Patenaude's  return  from  the  service  in  November. 

In  October  the  School  Committee  accepted  with  regret 
the  resignation  of  its  office  secretary,  Mrs.  Ruth  F.  Trask. 
Mrs.  Trask  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  Plymouth  schools 
as  secretary  for  the  past  seventeen  years,  having  served 
one  year  at  the  High  School  office  and  the  past  sixteen 
years  at  the  School  Department  office. 

Appointments 

To  the  position  of  supervisor  of  vocal  music  vacated 
by  Mrs.  Beatrice  lams,  the  Committee  appointed  Eleanor 
Anifantis  of  Arlington.  Miss  Anifantis  is  a  graduate  of 
Lowell  Teacher's  College,  Department  of  Music,  and  has 
had  several  years'  experience  as  supervisor  of  music  in 
Harwich,  Chatham,  Orleans,  and  Eastham. 
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To  the  position  in  grade  one  at  the  Hedge  School  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Dorice  Knowles,  the  Committee 
appointed  Dorothy  Morton  of  this  town.  Miss  Morton 
graduated  from  Bridge  water  in  1945  with  high  standing. 

To  the  fifth  grade  at  the  Hedge  School  formerly  taught 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Guidoboni,  the  Committee  appointed 
Marion  Radcliffe  of  this  town.  Miss  Radcliffe  was  a  grad- 
uate in  high  standing  of  the  class  of  1945  at  Bridgewater. 

Mrs.  Mabel  Woodward  Mitchell  of  Plymouth  who  for 
twelve  years  was  teacher  at  Cedarville  and  Manomet 
was  appointed  war-time  substitute  in  grade  four  at  the 
Mount  Pleasant  School. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Testoni  White  of  Plymouth  was  appointed 
war-time  substitute  in  grades  three  and  four  at  the  Oak 
Street  School.  Mrs.  White  taught  in  Plymouth  from  1932 
to  1942  when  she  resigned  to  be  married.  Since  1942  she 
has  been  teaching  in  Sioux  Falls,  South  Dakota. 

To  the  vacancy  in  grades  one  and  two  at  Manomet,  the 
Committee  appointed  Mrs.  Emma  Raymond  Anderson  as 
war-time  substitute.  Mrs.  Anderson  was  graduated  from 
Framingham  Normal  School  in  1927  and  subsequently 
taught  seven  years  in  the  primary  grades  of  various 
Plymouth  schools  including  the  Knapp,  Hedge,  and  Wel- 
lingsley. 

Mrs.  Lucy  E.  Rae  of  Plymouth  was  appointed  in  Octo- 
ber as  war-time  substitute  in  grades  3  and  4  at  Manomet, 
taking  the  place  of  Mrs.  O'Neill.  Mrs.  Rae  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Farmington,  Maine,  Normal  School,  and  was 
teacher  of  the  primary  grades  in  the  Knapp  School, 
Plymouth,  from  1923  to  1930. 

Mrs.  Helena  C.  Girard  of  this  town,  who  was  substitute 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months  in  elementary 
science  in  place  of  Bella  Madow  who  resigned,  was 
appointed  military  substitute  in  this  position  for  Louis 
Cappannari  on  leave  with  the  armed  forces.  Mrs.  Girard 
is  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  and  has  had  6  years  of 
teaching  experience  in  the  Wareham  public  schools. 
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Mrs.  Marion  W.  Haggerty  of  115  Court  Street  was 
appointed  substitute  for  Mrs.  Evans,  on  leave,  and  served 
as  teacher  of  grade  4  at  the  Hedge  School  during  the 
fall  term. 

To  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  office  secretary,  occa- 
sioned by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Trask,  the  Committee 
appointed  Elinor  Sanderson  of  Billington  Street,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Plymouth  High  School  in  the  class  of  1936. 
For  the  past  seven  years  Miss  Sanderson  has  been  em- 
ployed on  the  office  staff  of  the  Puritan  Mills. 

Following  the  retirement  of  Principal  Whitney  of  the 
Hedge  School,  it  was  decided  to  add  this  school  to  those 
under  the  principalship  of  Frankly n  White  of  the 
Cornish-Burton  District  and  to  provide  an  office  clerk 
for  each  of  the  two  districts.  Gloria  Botieri,  a  graduate 
of  Plymouth  High  School  in  1945,  was  appointed  for  the 
Hedge  office  work,  and  Marie  Southwell,  a  graduate  in 
the  same  class,  was  appointed  for  the  Cornish  district. 

In  June  the  Cornish  School  Lunch,  accommodating 
about  145  pupils,  closed  two  years  of  most  satisfactory 
service  with  Mrs.  Herbert  Lanman,  Mrs.  Kendall  Holmes, 
and  Mrs.  Barbara  Bartlett  as  its  staff.  Because  of  the 
pressure  of  other  duties,  all  three  members  of  the  staff 
felt  obliged  to  give  up  the  school  work  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Mrs.  Sylvia  Smiley,  Mrs.  Charles  Rose,  and  Mrs. 
James  Hogan  were  employed  for  these  positions. 

EDUCATION  FOR  VETERANS 

It  is,  indeed,  a  privilege  to  do  all  that  we  can  for  re- 
turning veterans  in  helping  many  of  them  to  complete 
their  high  school  courses  and  prepare  definitely  for  higher 
education.  Those  veterans  who  can  attend  school  full- 
time  are  welcomed  back  to  High  School.  Most  of  them, 
however,  do  not  re-enter  High  School  because  of  employ- 
ment. On  the  part  of  some  there  is  the  feeling  that  they 
cannot  successfully  adapt  themselves  to  the  types  of 
work  being  given  to  much  younger  pupils. 
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Anticipating  this  situation,  the  State  Department  of 
Education  has  established  regional  high  schools  for  vet- 
erans with  centers  at  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.  Here 
veterans  take  either  day  or  evening  courses  leading  to 
the  high  school  diploma. 

When  veterans  are  located  at  a  distance  from  a  Teach- 
ers College,  towns  and  cities  in  which  they  live  may  be 
authorized  to  established  regional  high  schools  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.  Nine  veterans  in  and  around  Plym- 
outh have  already  asked  that  such  educational  oppor- 
tunities be  made  available  to  them  at  the  local  High 
School.  The  veterans  have  already  registered  and  the 
work  will  begin  on  a  schedule  of  two  hours  for  two 
evenings  a  week  as  soon  as  final  approval  is  given  by 
the  State  authorities. 

VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

The  years  immediately  ahead  will  be  years  when  the 
need  for  a  vocational  school  promises  to  be  even  greater 
than  heretofore.  Boys  who  are  graduates  from  general 
courses  in  high  school  or  who  leave  high  school  before 
graduation  will  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  secure 
employment.  The  desirable  positions  in  workshops,  fac- 
tories, and  stores  will  be  filled  by  returned  veterans  or 
by  experienced  and  trained  workers.  Only  the  least 
desirable  opportunities  will  be  opened  to  the  unskilled. 
This  situation  will  mean,  also,  that  there  will  be  little 
outlet  for  those  boys  who  are  deriving  small  benefit  from 
the  more  advanced  academic  courses  of  the  Senior  High 
School,  and  who  would  be  old  enough  to  leave  school  if 
there  were  suitable  opportunities  for  employment.  A 
vocational  school  would  not  only  keep  such  boys  profit- 
ably occupied,  but  would  provide  them  with  saleable 
skills.  Such  a  school  would  also  be  of  assistance  to  vet- 
erans who,  for  various  reasons,  may  not  be  able  to  pursue 
their  education  in  higher  schools  away  from  home  under 
the  provisions  of  the  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights. 

Guaranteed  State  aid  for  the  maintenance  of  a  voca- 
tional school,  together  with  the  possibilities  of  substan- 
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tial  aid  from  the  federal  government  toward  the  re- 
modelling of  the  former  High  School  building,  should 
be  borne  in  mind  in  this  connection.  For  the  first  two 
years  of  the  existence  of  the  vocational  school  the  State 
pays  the  full  salaries  of  the  instructors.  State  assistance 
decreases  gradually  after  the  first  two  years  until  the 
fifth  year,  when  such  assistance  becomes  one-half  of  the 
cost  and  continues  at  that  figure.  In  addition  to  the  salary 
aid,  the  State  reimburses  one-half  the  general  mainte- 
nance costs. 

There  are  now  several  bills  before  the  Congress  with 
a  view  to  granting  financial  aid  toward  construction  of 
public  buildings.  One  is  the  so-called  Public  Works  Bill 
which  would  match  the  local  community  in  meeting  the 
cost  of  construction  of  post-war  projects.  Another  bill 
would  provide  a  40  per  cent  grant  for  the  construction  or 
remodelling  of  school  buildings.  Still  another  would  pro- 
vide substantial  federal  aid  for  equipping  a  vocational 
school.  Aid  by  the  federal  government  for  local  school- 
house  construction  was  strongly  endorsed  in  a  recent 
presidential  message.  There  are  few,  if  any,  educational 
projects  that  give  promise  of  receiving  more  financial 
assistance  from  governmental  sources  than  a  vocational 
school.  The  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  the  town 
should  be  in  a  position  to  take  advantage  of  such 
assistance. 

WAR-TIME  SERVICES 
Bonds  and  Stamps 

The  schools  have  been  faithful  to  their  obligations  in 
forwarding  the  war  effort.  During  1945  the  pupils  pur- 
chased a  total  of  $21,546.75  in  war  bonds  and  stamps 
and  the  teachers  purchased  $7,971.75,  making  a  total  of 
$29,518.50.  Since  the  federal  government  first  began 
offering  for  sale  government  bonds  and  stamps  through 
the  schools  in  the  effort  to  increase  revenues  needed  for 
the  promotion  of  World  War  II,  our  school  pupils  and 
school  employees  in  Plymouth  have  invested  a  total  of 
$125,584.33  in  such  bonds  and  stamps.

Clothing  Collection  for  Children 

In  October  the  pupils  made  the  second  annual  collec- 
tion of  clothing  for  children  in  war-torn  countries.  This 
effort  was  under  the  auspices  of  the  Save  the  Children 
Federation,  Inc.  Pupils  in  all  schools  were  eager  to  assist 
in  this  important  work,  and  a  total  of  1915  pounds  of 
clothing  was  shipped. 

Junior  Red  Cross 

Pupils  in  the  schools,  under  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  are 
making  their  contributions  toward  community,  national, 
and  international  needs. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  is  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  chairman,  Mary  B.  Cingolani  of  the  Junior  High  staff. 
Miss  Cingolani  is  assisted  by  a  teacher-sponsor  in  each 
school.  The  1945  program  was  carried  on  with  the  aid 
of  the  following  school  departments:  art,  practical  arts, 
woodworking,  and  physical  education. 

The  following  list  summarizes  the  accomplishments  of 
the  past  year:  (1)  One  hundred  and  seventy  kit  bags 
were  filled  for  members  of  the  armed  forces.  (2)  One 
dozen  sweaters  for  the  armed  forces  were  knit  by 
Senior  High  School  girls.  (3)  A  large  number  of  mem- 
bers attended  the  life-saving  classes  at  Stephens  Field 
and  Nelson  Street  during  the  summer  vacation.  (4)  Over 
two  hundred  comic  books  were  collected  for  the  reading 
rooms  at  Camp  Edv/ards.  (5)  Ten  recreational  chests 
were  made  by  the  Junior  High,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  Cornish 
Schools.  (6)  One  hundred  and  sixty  articles  were  made 
by  knitting,  sewing,  and  woodworking  groups.  Some  of 
these  were  sent  to  the  distribution  center  in  New  York 
and  others  were  sent  to  nearby  military  camps.  (7)  One 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  articles  were  made 
by  art  classes  in  all  schools  and  given  to  the  camp  and 
hospital  council,  which  in  turn  distributed  these  articles 
to  nearby  station  hospitals.  (8)  One  hundred  and  twelve 
dollars  were  donated  for  a  dayroom  at  Edwards.  (9)  A 
group  of  girls  aided  the  Community  Nurse  in  caring  for 
three  children  one  afternoon.   (10)  Five  hundred  invita- 
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tions  to  families  of  servicemen  were  addressed  by  Junior 
High  pupils.  (11)  A  group  of  girls  assisted  the  office  at 
the  Red  Cross  headquarters.  (12)  During  the  enrollment 
period,  the  total  dues  collected  from  pupils  of  all  schools 
amounted  to  $284.00. 

STANDING  OF  ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS  IN  THREE  R'S 

Many  aspects  of  child  development  to  which  the  public 
schools  contribute  cannot  be  measured  with  any  degree 
of  exactness.  Progress  in  the  mastery  of  the  "three  r's," 
however,  is  susceptible  to  measurement  by  making  a 
comparison  of  the  achievement  of  Plymouth  pupils  with 
the  average  achievement  of  thousands  of  pupils  in  other 
towns  and  cities  of  the  country  when  given  the  same 
examinations  with  the  same  time  allowances. 

The  tests  used  in  Plymouth  in  May,  1945,  were  the 
Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  in  grade  1  and  the  Re- 
vised Stanford  Tests  in  grades  2  to  6.  The  pupils  in  Plym- 
outh, grade  1,  were  found  to  be,  on  the  average,  above 
standard  in  both  reading  and  number.  Our  grade  2  was 
at  standard  in  these  two  subjects  but  one  month  below 
in  spelling.  Grades  3  and  4  were  above  standard  in  read- 
ing and  numbers  and  at  standard  in  spelling.  Grade  5 
was  three  months  above  standard  in  reading  and  arith- 
metic, four  months  above  in  spelling,  and  a  full  year 
above  in  language  usage.  Grade  6  was  slightly  above 
standard  in  reading,  a  half  year  above  in  spelling,  and 
approximately  a  year  above  in  language  usage  and  arith- 
metic. The  foregoing  results  are  a  clear  indication  of 
the  faithful  and  effective  work  being  accomplished  by 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  elementary  grades  in  the  tool 
subjects  of  the  curriculum.  While  the  results  of  the  tests 
given  above  are  expressed  in  terms  of  averages  and  indi- 
cate the  general  standing  of  the  various  grades,  the  re- 
sults of  each  pupil's  work  on  these  tests  show  both  teacher 
and  pupil  wherein  he  excels  and  wherein  he  should  make 
better  progress.  The  administering  of  these  standardized 
tests  regularly  once  a  year  appears  to  be  well  warranted 
in  the  light  of  the  valuable  results  shown. 
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VISION  AND  HEARING  TESTS 
With  the  improved  means  of  testing  sight  and  hearing 
that  are  now  in  our  possession,  more  valuable  results  are 
being  secured.  The  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  re- 
veals not  only  near  sightedness,  as  did  the  long  used 
Snellen  Test,  but  it  also  uncovers  cases  of  far  sightedness, 
and  of  muscular  imbalance.  The  new  test,  however,  is  a 
screening  test  as  was  the  older  test.  Failure  to  pass  the 
Massachusetts  Vision  Test  is  not  a  guarantee  that  the 
child  should  wear  glasses,  but  is  a  strong  indication  that 
the  child  has  a  vision  defect  or  abnormality  important 
enough  to  call  for  an  examination  by  a  person  profes- 
sionally trained  to  diagnose  vision  defects  and  to  pre- 
scribe any  needed  treatment. 

During  the  last  school  year  1678  pupils  in  grades  one 
to  nine  and  grade  eleven  were  given  the  Massachusetts 
Vision  Test  with  results  shown  in  the  table  below.

From  the  table  above  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  36 
per  cent  of  those  who  failed  the  test  obtained  glasses  as 
a  result  of  the  examination;  whereas,  64  per  cent  did  not. 
About  22  per  cent  of  the  school  membership  exclusive 
of  grades  10  and  12  are  now  wearing  glasses. 
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With  the  help  of  the  new  Audiometer,  from  30  to  40 
children  can  be  given  hearing  tests  at  one  time.  Two 
years  ago  1588  Plymouth  school  children  were  tested  by 
this  method.  There  were  found  to  be  48  children  having 
a  hearing  loss  of  9  to  12  sensation  units.  Last  year  all 
pupils  new  to  the  Plymouth  system,  as  well  as  all  pupils 
in  grades  3  to  12  who  had  scarlet  fever,  were  tested.  Of 
350  pupils  concerned  in  these  tests,  29  were  found  defec- 
tive. Parents  of  these  children  were  advised  that  the 
hearing  defects  were  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  con- 
sultation with  the  family  physician.  Teachers  are  advised 
that  pupils  with  defective  hearing  should  be  seated  in 
the  front  center  of  their  classrooms  in  order  to  be  in  an 
advantageous  position  for  hearing  both  the  teacher's 
instructions  and  the  class  discussion.  One  third-grade 
pupil  is  wearing  a  hearing  aid. 

POST-WAR  CHALLENGE— GREATER 
During  the  early  months  of  the  war  many  new  duties 
of  an  urgent  nature  developed  upon  the  schools.  It  was 
necessary  to  make  safety  preparations  against  possible 
air  attack,  to  instruct  our  teachers  in  first  aid,  to  in- 
troduce pre-induction  courses  in  the  High  School  and 
intensify  our  physical  education  work  for  the  special 
benefit  of  older  boys.  Methods  of  encouraging  pupils  to 
buy  war  bonds  and  stamps  at  school  were  everywhere 
in  use.  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  pupils  regularly 
canvassed  the  homes  of  the  community  with  notices  of 
salvage  collections.  Many  pupils  gave  much  time  to  the 
numerous  activities  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross.  Collections 
of  children's  clothing  were  made  for  war-stricken  peoples. 
Milk  weed  floss  for  life  preservers  and  certain  types  of 
coins  yielding  needed  metals  were  gathered  and  turned 
over  to  the  Government.  The  entire  teaching  staff  was 
often  occupied  for  several  whole  school  days  at  a  time 
in  registration  for  rationing,  and  pupils  were  dismissed 
during  these  periods.  The  earnest  desire  for  victory  in 
the  world's  struggle  for  survival  and  the  ambition  to 
have  a  personal  part  in  that  victory  furnished  the  urge 
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for  enthusiastic  participation  in  all  these  war-time  activ- 
ities, and  seemed  to  provide  a  new  and  powerful  moti- 
vation for  doing  successful  school  work,  even  though  our 
usual  plans  and  procedures  for  conducting  schools  were 
interrupted.  Those  were  years  requiring  rapid  adjust- 
ment of  education  to  a  war  economy. 

Now  we  are  entering  upon  the  period  of  readjustment. 
So  far  as  fighting  goes  the  war  has  now  been  won.  The 
peace  has  not.  Clearly,  the  schools  have  a  more  impor- 
tant role  in  winning  the  peace  than  in  winning  the  war. 
On  the  schools  rests  the  responsibility  of  conditioning 
generations  of  citizens  for  dealing  effectively  with  far 
larger  problems  than  have  confronted  us  in  America  here- 
tofore. Though  we  cannot  forecast  the  specific  problems 
which  our  young  people  will  be  called  upon  to  solve, 
we  know  that  an  elementary  understanding  of  our  social, 
economic,  and  political  life  in  America,  as  well  as  an 
acquaintance  with  our  world  neighbors,  is  a  fundamental 
requirement.  The  schools  must  assume  responsibility  for 
laying  these  foundations  and  for  helping  each  young 
citizen  to  a  realization  of  his  individual  responsibility  in 
public  affairs.  The  order  is  a  large  one. 

With  a  view  to  accomplishing  this  major  objective, 
our  teachers  are  stressing  the  social  studies  from  grade 
one  to  grade  twelve.  Each  grade  makes  its  contribution 
to  the  pupil's  social  development.  In  the  three  primary 
years  he  gets  an  elementary  understanding  of  home, 
school,  and  community  relations.  In  the  middle  grades 
his  community  enlarges  to  his  country  and  the  world. 
In  the  junior  high  grades  he  gets  an  overview  of  life  in 
America  through  his  study  of  geography,  and  of  how  life 
in  America  came  to  be  as  it  is  through  his  study  of  his- 
tory. He  also  gets  a  view  of  America's  place  in  the  world 
of  commerce  and  industry.  Added  to  this  is  an  elemen- 
tary understanding  of  the  American  way  of  life  and 
how  we  provide  for  self-government  in  town,  city,  and 
nation.  In  the  Senior  High  years,  our  pupils  get  a  more 
mature  understanding  of  European,  South  American,  and 
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Oriental  civilizations  as  well  as  a  more  comprehensive 
view  of  our  world  as  one  world  through  their  study  oi 
global  geography.  This  continuous  series  of  courses  in 
the  social  studies  is  capped  by  a  full  year's  consideration 
of  the  most  outstanding  problems  of  democracy  and  of 
possible  methods  of  solving  them.  All  pupils  from  grade 
2  through  Senior  High  School  give  some  time  each  school 
week  to  a  discussion  of  current  events. 

This  guided  study  of  social  relations,  as  outlined  above, 
is  directed  toward  the  ultimate  aim  of  helping  our  pupils 
develop  into  citizens  who  are  not  only  capable  of  living 
together  happily  and  usefully  and  strongly  desire  so  to 
do,  but  into  citizens  who  will  become  increasingly  suc- 
cessful in  orienting  themselves  in  the  fast  growing  com- 
munity of  world  interests  and  relationships. 

To  share  with  you  and  our  teaching  staff  in  helping 
the  boys  and  girls  of  Plymouth  to  acquire  the  under- 
standings, attitudes,  and  ideals  necessary  for  good  citizen- 
ship in  the  critical  days  ahead  is  both  a  large  responsi- 
bility and  a  source  of  much  satisfaction.

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REPORT  OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  planning  that  goes  into  the  administration  of  a 
high  school  in  these  times  must  take  into  account  so  many 
factors  of  such  a  variable  nature  that  it  is  often  difficult 
to  foresee  the  end  results  in  terms  of  subject-matter 
offerings,  teacher  requirements,  plant  or  equipment 
changes. 

Yet,  from  the  time  the  war  began  and  the  military 
services  requested  the  institution  of  the  pre-induction 
training  courses,  every  step  in  the  evolution  of  our  pro- 
gram of  studies  has  been  taken  with  the  end  of  the  war 
kept  clearly  in  mind,  and  the  peace-time  needs  of  our 
boys  and  girls  paramount. 

Now  the  war  is  over,  though  peace  is  not  yet  attained 
but  has  still  to  be  struggled  for,  a  measure  of  normalcy 
returns  to  our  work.  Yet  since  the  war  has  in  many 
ways  changed  the  world,  and,  perforce,  our  relations  to 
it,  certain  adjustments  must  be  made;  some  indeed 
already  have  been  made  or  set  in  train. 

For  instance:  The  pre-induction  training  courses, 
though  designed  primarily  to  meet  war  needs,  have  a 
sound  core  of  knowledge  which  is  of  general  educational 
value.  We  have  progressively  modified  these  courses  as 
circumstances  allowed,  thinking  always  to  enhance  their 
value  as  instruments  of  general  education  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  those  pupils  whose  talents  do  not  admit  of  ready 
development  in  the  traditional  subject-matter  fields.  A 
high  degree  of  pupil  interest  has  been  created  with  an 
attendant  rise  in  scholastic  achievement.  The  acquisition 
of  new  equipment  and  a  change  in  the  allocation  of  class- 
room space,  if  it  can  be  done  without  prejudice  to  other 
course,  of  value,  will  probably  yield  further  good  results. 

The  return  of  our  former  instructors  from  the  Navy 
will  occasion  certain  changes  in  the  content  of  some  of 
these  courses,  but  these  will  be  minor,  and  the  change- 
over to  our  old  staff  should  cause  no  disruption  of  the 
work. 
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In  the  social  sciences  still  other  changes  of  a  more 
sweeping  nature  have  already  been  begun  and  may  take 
as  long  as  two  years  to  effect  completely.  The  global  war 
has  brought  home  to  us  as  never  before  the  sheer  neces- 
sity for  providing  all  our  pupils  with  a  wider  knowledge 
about  the  peoples  of  the  world,  the  lands  they  live  in, 
their  national  aspirations,  economic  needs,  and  their  con- 
tributions to  world  culture,  business,  and  science.  Too, 
we  must  emphasize  more  strongly  than  ever  the  duty 
of  every  responsible  citizen  to  take  his  part  in  the  form- 
ing of  public  opinion,  and,  through  it,  national  policy. 
To  these  ends  we  have  established  a  new  course  in  Global 
Geography  and  a  revised  and  strengthened  course  in 
Problems  of  Democracy.  Further  development  of  this 
course  in  Problems  of  Democracy  may  ultimately  see  it 
presented  as  compulsory  for  all  seniors.  Until  it  is  tried 
out  in  its  new  form,  however,  such  a  decision  must  wait. 

To  accommodate  these  necessary  changes,  and  also  be- 
cause of  the  reasons  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  above 
paragraph,  it  becomes  necessary  to  modify  still  further 
our  usual  history  offerings.  In  keeping  with  the  best 
thought  in  this  field,  as  evidenced  by  the  writings  of  the 
eminent  Dr.  John  Mahoney  and  other  students  of  history 
and  civic  science,  an  all-embracing  course  in  world  his- 
tory is  essential  in  these  days.  Then,  since  state  law  re- 
quires that  all  students  be  given  a  course  in  U.  S.  History 
it  appears  advisable  to  give  this  in  the  Junior  rather 
than  the  Senior  year  in  order  that  Problems  of  Demo- 
cracy (the  practical  application  of  our  knowledge  of 
government  to  the  problems  of  our  day),  shall  be  given 
just  before  the  pupil  leaves  us  to  go  out  into  the  world. 

It  is  probably  well  to  comment  here  on  the  conditions 
our  graduates  will  find  confronting  them  in  their  efforts 
to  continue  formal  education  beyond  high  school.  For 
the  past  two  years  the  women's  colleges  have  had  so 
many  applicants  for  admission  that  qualifications  to  enter 
have  been  raised  to  a  degree  never  before  attained.  The 
subject-matter  requirements  have  not  been  materially 
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changed — except  for  the  lessening  of  restrictions,  in  some 
instances — but  the  level  of  scholastic  achievement,  as 
evidenced  by  the  scores  on  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests 
which  are  now  rather  generally  demanded  of  all  candi- 
dates for  admission,  has  by  reason  of  the  competition  of 
other  applicants  gone  up  and  up  until  the  more  highly 
regarded  girls'  schools  are,  in  effect,  taking  only  "the 
cream  of  the  crop."  This  means  that  many  girls  who  are 
very  worthy  but  have  less  than  superior  mental  attain- 
ments must  content  themselves  with  their  second,  or 
even  third,  choices  of  a  college. 

The  boys,  because  of  the  return  of  veterans  to  scho- 
lastic ranks,  and  because  of  the  policy  of  most  of  the 
colleges  to  give  preference  to  an  application  from  a  vet- 
eran, will  often  find  it  impossible  to  get  into  the  school 
of  their  choice  because  enrollments  have  been  filled.  This 
means  that  they  should  apply  for  admission  to  several 
institutions  to  insure  as  far  as  possible  admission  to  one. 

In  expanding  our  guidance  program  we  felt  it  wise  this 
past  year  to  introduce  a  course  in  "Beginning  Psychol- 
ogy." The  practical  values  of  a  course  of  this  kind  are 
becoming  more  generally  recognized  and  are  of  par- 
ticular value  in  helping  a  pupil  to  analyze  himself  objec- 
tively and  come  to  a  reasonable  evaluation  of  his  own 
mental  traits  and  personality  traits.  With  the  objective 
data  supplied  by  the  Boston  University  tests  to  serve  as 
the  basis  for  discussion  and  evaluation,  a  guidance  con- 
ference becomes  of  increasing  practical  interest  to  the 
pupil  when  he  has  had  this  course  in  Beginning  Psy- 
chology. 

A  final  paragraph  in  appreciation  of  all  that  our  sub- 
stitute teachers  have  done  for  us  and  our  children  these 
last  few  years:  No  one  not  closely  connected  with  the 
management  of  our  schools  can  assess  their  contribution 
at  its  full,  true  value.  They  have  worked  hard  and 
faithfully.  They  have  been  loyal,  patient  and  understand- 
ing. They  have  shouldered  responsibilities  not  properly 
assignable  to  them  because  there  was  no  one  else  to 
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take  those  responsibilities;  and  they  have  discharged  the 
responsibilities  with  credit  to  themselves  and  with  profit 
to  the  pupils.  The  town  owes  these  men  and  women  a 
debt  of  gratitude.  The  school — pupils,  faculty,  and  ad- 
ministration— is  proud  of  having  had  the  privilege  of 
working  with  them.

Of  these,  thirteen  are  from  Carver  and  twenty-one 
from  Plympton. 

The  Junior  Practical  Arts  Division  for  slow  learners 
has  grown  in  numbers  this  year  because  of  the  transfer 
of  more  over-age  pupils  from  the  elementary  schools  and 
the  entrance  of  others  who  moved  to  Plymouth  after 
school  opened  in  September.  It  will  be  necessay  again 
to  divide  it  into  two  groups  for  academic  work  as  was 
done  two  years  ago.  This,  together  with  the  broadening 
of  the  remedial  reading  and  guidance  programs  will  re- 
quire another  teacher. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  school  has  had  on  its 
staff  a  teacher  specially  trained  in  reading.  As  time  goes 
on  her  work  should  result  in  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  failures  among  those  children  assigned  to  her  for 
special  help. 

The  expansion  of  the  guidance  program  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  There  are  now  a  part-time  counsellor  for 
the  boys  and  one  for  the  girls.  They  are  in  charge  of 
group  guidance,  confer  with  pupils  privately,  consult 
with  teachers  in  the  interest  of  pupils  who  have  problems, 
arrange  for  conferences  with  parents  when  advisable,  and 
correlate  their  work  with  that  done  in  the  senior  high 
school.  A  third  teacher  is  in  charge  of  the  homeroom 
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guidance  program.  The  co-operation  of  the  homeroom 
teachers  has  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  this 
essential  work.  Development  of  the  testing  program  is 
being  considered.  Conference  rooms  for  guidance  pur- 
poses are  being  installed  on  the  first  floor,  making  good 
use  of  the  hitherto  waste  corridor  space  and  allowing 
classrooms  where  individual  conferences  have  heretofore 
been  held  to  be  used  more  profitably. 

A  major  objective  this  year  in  the  field  of  music  is  the 
reorganization  of  the  School  Band.  During  the  war  it 
was  impossible  to  replace  worn  instruments  with  either 
rebuilt  or  new  ones.  A  fund  is  being  accumulated  to 
repair  those  we  have  and  to  make  purchases  when  instru- 
ments appear  on  the  market  again.  Our  director,  who 
has  been  serving  in  the  United  States  Army  Band  at  the 
West  Point  Military  Academy,  is  about  to  return  to  his 
position  and  progress  should  be  made  under  his  leader- 
ship. Two  rehearsals  a  week  will  be  scheduled  and  work 
with  the  various  sections  in  both  band  and  orchestra  will 
be  resumed.  A  spring  concert  with  a  Drum  Major  Corps 
performance  is  planned.  The  instrumental  groups  should 
soon  be  ready  for  further  participation  in  civic  programs. 

Two  student  teachers  from  the  State  Teachers'  College 
at  Bridgewater  trained  in  this  school  during  the  last  year. 

Five  teachers  have  attended  summer  school  and  week- 
day classes  at  Boston  University  during  the  year  1945.

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REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  elementary  school  staff  has  the  responsibility  of 
carrying  on  a  continuous  survey  of  the  program  and 
methods  in  the  first  six  grades  of  our  school  system.  The 
purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  decide  what  changes  should 
be  made,  and  to  recommend  that  they  be  adopted,  so  that 
we  can  provide  for  the  best  possible  educational  growth  of 
each  pupil.  At  the  present  time,  a  committee  of  teachers 
is  studying  the  social  science  program  and  has  recom- 
mended that  changes  be  made.  Another  group  is  study- 
ing the  phonetic  program  in  reading  to  see  wherein  we 
can  systematize  and  reinforce  what  is  now  being  done. 

A  summary  of  the  service  activities  in  which  the  pupils 
and  teachers  have  participated  this  past  year  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Contributions  to  the  Junior  Red  Cross 

2.  Contributions  of  clothing  for  needy  children  of 

America  and  overseas 

3.  Purchasing  of  Bonds  and  Stamps 

4.  Purchasing  of  Christmas  Seals 

5.  Collection  of  canned  goods  for  the  Salvation  Army 
The  Cornish  School  Lunch  Project,  which  functions 

primarily  for  bus  pupils,  pupils  who  have  long  distances 
to  walk,  and  pupils  whose  parents  are  working,  is  now 
operating  at  capacity.  Last  year  the  average  number  of 
pupils  fed  per  day  was  147.  This  year,  due  mostly  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  bus  children,  163  pupils  per 
day  have  a  hot  lunch. 

The  war  years  taught  us  the  necessity  for  stressing  that 
individuals  and  nations  must  live  together  in  harmony. 
The  elementary  school  is  doing  more  and  more  to  in- 
tensify this  teaching  so  that  it  will  be  shouldering  its 
share  of  the  responsibility  of  building  a  body  of  citizens 
prepared  to  keep  the  peace.

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REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 

Music — Eleanor  Anifantis,  Supervisor 

Music,  the  international  language,  is  one  of  the  chan- 
nels through  which  the  schools  hope  to  facilitate  post- 
war rehabilitation.  Isolationism  is  gone;  brotherhood  and 
harmony,  patriotism,  and  tolerance  must  be  developed. 
A  fine  way  to  develop  international  understanding  is  by 
studying  and  singing  the  folk  songs  of  other  countries — 
songs  which  express  the  true  emotions  of  their  people. 

Music  plays  an  important  role  not  only  in  fostering 
internationalism,  but  in  enriching  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity. In  other  words,  it  should  go  beyond  the  singing 
class  and  function  in  the  lives  of  boys  and  girls  outside 
of  school.  A  good  illustration  of  this  is  when  the  school 
provides  good  singers  for  the  local  church  choirs.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  know  that  many  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  Plymouth  schools  are  serving  in  this  capacity. 
Another  example  of  this  is  the  participation  of  choral 
groups  in  community  activities.  On  December  5,  the 
Senior  High  Girls'  Octet  entertained  the  Women's  Club 
with  a  musical  program.  On  December  19  and  21,  the 
Senior  High  Girls'  Glee  Club  and  a  mixed  group  includ- 
ing both  boys  and  girls  added  much  to  the  Christmas 
spirit  by  broadcasting  from  the  Methodist  Church  a  series 
of  half-hour  programs  of  carols  for  the  benefit  of  holiday 
shoppers.  At  a  Christmas  sale  held  in  Miss  Bates  art 
room  and  open  to  the  public,  a  section  from  the  Junior 
High  Girls'  Glee  Club  entertained  with  a  program  of 
Christmas  music. 

The  urge  to  sing  in  small  children  is  almost  as  instinc- 
tive as  the  urge  to  talk.  That  is  why  in  the  first  grade, 
the  music  consists  mainly  of  rote  songs  and  rhythm  work. 
Note  reading  is  developed  in  the  second  and  third  grades. 
In  the  fourth  grade,  two-part  music  is  introduced  with 
the  singing  of  rounds.  Two-part  music  is  further  devel- 
oped in  the  fifth  grade  and  preparation  is  made  for  three- 
part  music  in  the  sixth  grade. 
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This  year,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  in  addition  to 
glee  clubs  which  are  again  active  at  the  Manomet  and 
Cornish  schools,  a  new  glee  club  has  been  formed  at  the 
Hedge  School.  Plans  are  being  made  for  an  operetta  in 
the  spring  to  raise  money  for  the  purchase  of  instruments. 

The  activities  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Girls' 
Glee  Clubs  are  also  continuing.  So  far,  these  groups  have 
sung  at  various  school  assemblies,  including  those  of 
Columbus  Day,  Thanksgiving,  and  Christmas.  We  are 
hoping  this  year,  if  time  can  be  found,  to  organize  a 
boys'  glee  club. 

Now  that  the  war  is  over,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  over- 
emphasis on  technical  subjects  will  lessen  and  that  the 
fine  arts  will  again  come  into  their  own.  Music  has 
always  been  an  important  factor  in  the  cultural  and 
spiritual  life  of  our  people.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  one 
of  the  causes  of  this  war  was  the  failure  of  spiritual  de- 
velopment to  keep  pace  with  scientific  progress.  Music 
is  no  longer  a  "fad"  or  "frill,"  and  a  better  knowledge  of 
this  universal  language  is  needed  if  we  are  going  to  win 
the  peace.  We  sincerely  hope  that  in  Plymouth  music 
can  soon  find  a  place  in  the  High  School  curriculum  as 
it  already  has  in  the  elementary  and  Junior  High  School. 

Instrumental  Music — Mrs.  Bernice  E.  Kelly,  Supervisor 

The  instrumental  music  program  has  shown  steady 
progress  in  the  number  of  pupils  interested.  This  is 
particulary  true  in  the  elementary  grades — a  fact  that 
promises  well  for  future  orchestras  and  bands  on  the 
upper  grade  levels. 

Piano  classes  were  started  in  October  at  the  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant, Hedge,  Cornish,  and  Manomet  Schools.  These  pupils 
are  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music,  and  at  the  same 
time  are  watching  and  enjoying  the  progress  made  by 
each  individual  at  the  piano  keyboard.   Every  child  in 
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these  several  groups  receives  individual  attention  and 
is  showing  gratifying  results. 

Orchestras  also  are  being  developed  in  the  several 
elementary  schools.  Some  of  the  pupils  who  are  mem- 
bers of  these  organizations  have  had  lessons  on  their 
instruments  only  since  September.  At  present,  there 
are  eight  members  in  the  Mt.  Pleasant  orchestra,  fifteen 
members  in  the  Hedge,  six  members  in  the  Cornish,  and 
eight  members  in  the  Manomet.  In  the  spring  a  joint 
concert  is  anticipated. 

The  Junior  High  Orchestra  has  thirty  members  meet- 
ing every  Wednesday,  and  the  Junior  Band  has  twenty- 
three  members  meeting  Thursdays. 

The  Senior  High  Band  is  composed  of  eighteen  mem- 
bers meeting  Thursdays. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  music  students, 
in  High  School  are  employed  afternoons,  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  organize  an  orchestra.  Only  eight 
students  out  of  the  possible  twenty  are  able  to  remain 
for  after-school  rehearsals. 

The  following  recommendations  are  suggested  for  con- 
sideration: 

1.  Incorporating  band  and  orchestra  into  the  regu- 

lar school  programs  in  Junior  -  Senior  High 
Schools  with  definite  classes  and  credits  estab- 
lished for  these  classes.  Recognition  of  these 
activities  as  part  of  the  school  curriculum 
would  encourage  musically  inclined  students. 
If  this  is  not  advisable,  school  time  should  be 
allocated  if  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

2.  If  Senior  and  Junior  High  band  and  orchestra 

rehearsals  must  be  held  after  school,  it  seems 
most  desirable  to  free  pupils  from  claims  on 
their  time  by  other  departments  during  re- 
hearsal periods.

Art 

A.  Junior  and  Senior  High — Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Brown, 
Supervisor. 

The  Art  Department  of  both  Senior  and  Junior  Schools 
completed  the  usual  courses  in  lettering,  design,  color, 
life  drawing,  and  outdoor  sketching.  In  addition  much 
finished  work  was  produced  for  the  school  and  com- 
munity. Numerous  requests  for  such  assistance  come  to 
the  art  classes  and  we  pride  ourselves  on  being  able  to 
turn  out  work  which  can  be  used  both  for  advertising 
and  decorative  purposes. 

Scenery  and  posters  for  "Garden  Gayeties,"  the  prin- 
cipal High  School  entertainment  in  the  year,  were  de- 
signed and  painted  by  the  art  students.  A  Motion  Picture 
Poster  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Plymouth  Woman's 
Club  and  exhibited  at  the  High  School,  Old  Colony 
Theater,  and  Woman's  Club  created  much  interest. 

Large  murals  of  the  historic  "Planting  of  the  United 
States  Flag  on  Iwo  Jima,"  one  of  our  own  Court  House 
and  Roll  of  Honor,  and  two  portraits  of  Lincoln,  illus- 
trated the  High  School  graduation  theme.  Six  members 
of  the  class  of  1945  chose  art  schools  in  their  fields  of 
higher  education,  one  entering  the  Rhode  Island  School 
of  Design,  two  the  Vesper  George  School  of  Art,  and 
three  the  Massachusetts  School  of.  Art.  Two  of  these 
pupils  received  the  Avery  Award  for  special  talent. 

Outdoor  classes  in  the  early  fall  resulted  in  interesting 
sketches  of  typical  New  England  houses  with  graceful 
spreading  elms  such  as  are  found  on  our  own  Plymouth 
Green.  A  special  exhibition  of  these  was  presented  at 
the  Plymouth  Woman's  Club  during  Art  Week. 

Our  final  community  project  for  the  year  was  shared 
'  by  both  senior  and  junior  high  pupils.  Two  hundred 
Christmas  transparencies  were  made  for  the  windows  of 
the  General  Hospital  at  Camp  Edwards.  Also  three 
murals  telling  the  Christmas  story  were  contributed.  The 
Plymouth  Junior  Red  Cross  was  our  sponsor. 
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Th  e  Junior  High  pupils  submitted  posters  for  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals Contest  in  the  spring  and  received  several  awards. 
Ninth  grade  classes  decorated  articles  in  the  Christmas 
sale  and  seventh  grade  students  made  decorations  for 
the  Christmas  dance.  These  accomplishments  were  typi- 
cal of  many  pieces  of  finished  art  work  completed  by 
pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School  during  1945. 

B.  Elementary  and  Junior  High  —  Miss  Hazel  Bates, 
Supervisor. 

Some  of  the  most  interesting  units  of  work  accom- 
plished by  the  elementary  school  children  during  the 
past  year  have  been: 

1.  Large  bulletin  board  illustrations  depicting  the 

different  activities  of  the  various  seasons  and 
holidays. 

2.  Large  colored  chalk  blackboard  illustrations  of 

historical  events. 

3.  Three-dimensional  units  depicting  life  in  other 

countries. 

4.  Colored  shadow  puppet  shows  for  the  entertain- 

ment of  friends  and  relatives. 

5.  Original  water  color  designs  using  bird,  flower, 

and  fruit  motifs. 

6.  Posters  on  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

7.  The  designing  and  coloring  of  tray  mats  and 

paper  napkins  for  Camp  Edwards. 

8.  Flower  shows,  at  which  flower  arrangement  and 

color  harmony  have  been  stressed. 

The  work  at  Junior  High  School  has  been  centered 
about: 

1.  Work  for  Camp  Edwards. 

2.  Appreciation  of  the  culture  of  China,  Russia, 

India,  and  South  America. 
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In  developing  these  units  the  students  have: 

I.  Gained  power  to: 

A.  Work  in  groups  with: 

a.  Every  child  working  on  his  own  special  assign- 

ment but  as  an  integral  part  of  the  whole. 

b.  A  student  leader  for  each  group  responsible  for 

the  amount  and  quality  of  work  done. 

B.  Apply  knowledge  learned  to  the  solving  of  new 

problems. 

II.  Gained  in  ability  to: 

A.  Do  effective  research  work. 

B.  Make  illustrative  maps. 

C.  Construct  models. 

D.  Plan  illustrations  for  bulletin  boards  and  posters 

and  complete  them. 

E.  Make  original  designs  for  place  mats  and  paper 

napkins. 

F.  Concentrate  on  a  problem  until  it  is  completed  in 

a  given  time. 

III.  Gained  knowledge  of: 

A.  Costumes  of  the  different  countries  and  their  in- 

fluence on  our  costumes. 

B.  How  to  make  stuffed  cloth  costume  dolls. 

C.  The  different  types  of  architecture  typical  of  the 

countries  studied. 

D.  How  to  make  favors  and  place  cards  for  holiday 

festivities. 

Physical  Education 

A.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Girls — Mrs.  Beatrice  Gar- 
vin, Supervisor. 
In  the  years  since  the  new  gymnasium  was  built  and 
a  physical  education  program  was  made  a  part  of  the 
experience  of  the  junior  and  senior  high  girls,  great 
progress  has  been  made.  The  many  hours  of  practise 
necessary  to  bring  skills  toward  a  perfection  level  have 
been  utilized.   The  children  in  the  elementary  grades 
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are  again  receiving  instruction.  There  is  a  cooperative 
interest  in  the  program,  which  brings  true  enjoyment  to 
both  the  instructor  and  the  participants. 

Conditioning  exercises,  many  of  them  fitted  to  a  musi- 
cal routine,  need  little  instruction  time  and  are  given  as 
a  preliminary  part  of  most  lessons.  Marching  tactic  com- 
mands are  so  well  known  to  the  classes  that  the  group 
response  is  accomplished  in  a  third  of  the  time  that 
was  necessary  several  years  ago.  Squad  skills  and  relay 
races,  used  as  a  basis  for  team  sports,  require  a  very 
minimum  amount  of  instruction  time  and  allow  the 
teacher  an  opportunity  to  help  all  groups  in  the  gym- 
nasium. 

There  has  been  a  new  interest  in  dancing  this  year,  a 
part  of  the  program  of  much  value  in  developing  person- 
ality. Some  class  periods  have  served  as  rehearsals  for 
boys  and  girls  immediately  before  their  junior  high 
dances,  so  that  they  might  feel  a  pride  in  grand  marches 
and  mixers  cerditably  done.  The  senior  high  girls  no 
more  say  "Do  we  have  to  dance?"  The  department 
sponsors  dances  used  in  school  programs,  girls  become 
familiar  with  routines,  and  the  selected  group  carries 
them  on  to  perfection. 

This  was  the  first  year  when  a  student  from  the  physi- 
cal education  department  of  a  state  teachers'  college  has 
trained  with  the  classes,  and  it  was  a  very  satisfying 
situation  to  all  concerned. 

Now  that  it  is  possible  to  travel  in  larger  groups  for 
athletic  sports  and  there  are  many  more  girls  interested 
in  the  seasonal  programs,  it  is  again  necessary  to  arrange 
for  more  varsity  competition  as  well  as  intra-mural  and 
inter-class  games.  Inter-school  softball  has  come  back 
into  use  to  supplement  the  usual  sports  of  field  hockey 
and  basketball. 

B.    Junior-Senior  High  School  Boys — Mr.  Louis  Rudolph, 
Supervisor. 

One  prime  objective  of  the  work  in  physical  education 
on  the  high  school  level  is  conditioning  for  military 
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service.  The  boys  gym  class  activity  has  consisted  of; 
marching,  group  games,  calesthenics,  relays,  tumbling, 
apparatus  work,  boxing,  wrestling,  and  indoor  commando- 
course  time  trials.  Both  junior  and  senior  high  school 
boys  have  been  somewhat  handicapped  from  a  shortage 
of  gym  suits.  This  has  been  felt  most  keenly  in  the  more 
strenuous  activities. 

During  the  past  three  years  athletic  teams  have  had  a 
difficult  struggle  to  secure  transportation  to  out-of-town 
games.  Last  fall  this  situation  was  alleviated  by  the 
lifting  of  the  travel  ban.  Once  again  we  can  conduct 
our  athletic  contests  in  normal  fashion. 

Football  and  basketball  teams  have  participated  in  full 
schedules  the  past  year.  The  baseball  team  was  able  to 
complete  a  modified  schedule,  playing  four  schools  on  a 
"home  and  home"  basis. 

In  June  the  junior  high  pupils  held  a  field  day  at 
Stephens  Field.  Much  enthusiasm  was  shown  both  by 
participants  and  spectators.  The  events  included:  dashes, 
potato  race  relays,  and  baseball  throw  for  distance. 
Entries  were  determined  from  trials  conducted  in  pre- 
ceding gym  classes. 

The  boys  of  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine  have  had 
some  practice  in  the  grand  march  and  a  few  circle  dances 
as  a  help  in  preparation  for  their  class  dances. 

Intra-mural  basketball  leagues  were  conducted  for  the 
eighth  and  ninth  grades,  and  a  modified  league  for  the 
seventh  grade.  Seventy  boys  were  given  an  opportunity 
through  these  intra-murals  to  play  organized  basketball. 

An  intra-mural  baseball  league  was  conducted  in  the 
spring  and  was  brought  to  a  close  with  a  game  between 
the  eighth  and  ninth  grades. 

C.    Elementary  Program — Carolyn  Parren,  Supervisor 

The  program  looking  toward  sound  health  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  this  year  has  included  formal  gymnas- 
tics, special  posture  work,  mimetics,  folk  dancing,  sing- 
ing games,  ball  games,  and  quiet  recreative  activities. 
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The  advancement  has  been  a  progression  from  the  simple 
to  the  more  complex  phase  of  each  branch  of  the  work. 

Now  the  pupils  follow  directions  quickly.  Hence,  to 
stimulate  and  maintain  interest,  the  material  presented 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  more  complicated  and 
exacting.  Folk  dances  have  more  difficult  steps.  Games 
have  more  advanced  rules.  Exercises  require  more 
thought  and  action. 

The  recent  introduction  of  a  simple  dance  step  has 
met  with  popular  acclaim  and  has  proved  to  be  another 
medium  whereby  good  posture  and  acceptable  social 
habits  may  be  taught.  The  teaching  of  square  dances  is 
planned  for  the  coming  year. 

Summer  School — Mrs.  Helen  Manchester,  Principal 

The  summer  session  for  pupils  needing  work  in  the 
fundamentals  was  held  from  July  19  through  August  17. 
There  were  86  pupils  enrolled  in  grades  four  to  eight. 
Of  this  number,  50  pupils  were  required  to  attend  sum- 
mer school  in  order  to  qualify  for  promotion  to  the  next 
higher  grade,  and  36  came  voluntarily  on  advice  of  their 
teachers.  Seventy  pupils  were  given  a  mark  of  "excel- 
lent" or  "good"  in  their  attitude  toward  school  work. 
Thirteen  were  marked  "fair,"  and  only  one  was  con- 
sidered "poor"  in  this  regard.  Standardized  tests  given 
at  the  close  of  the  term  showed  a  gain  of  one  half-year 
or  more  in  one  or  more  subjects  on  the  part  of  52  of  the 
pupils.  These  results  indicate  that  the  relatively  small 
cost  of  the  summer  session  is  a  well-warranted  invest- 
ment both  from  the  standpoint  of  town  finances  and  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  help  it  brings  to  individual  pupils 
in  sustaining  their  interest  as  they  go  on  to  higher  grades. 

Adult  Civic  Education — Helen  Perrier,  Director 

Classes  in  English  and  Citizenship  are  held  at  the 
Cordage-Harris  Hall  from  4:00  to  5:15  p.m.  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.  On  the  same  days  from  7:15  to  8:45  p.m. 
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at  the  Cornish  School,  there  are  classes  in  Beginners  and 
Intermediate  English  and  Citizenship.  In  addition  there 
are  several  "Home  Study"  students  having  assignments 
that  are  checked  by  mail  or  when  they  are  able  to  attend 
class.  At  present  the  total  enrollment  is  36. 

The  Citizenship  classes  prepare  the  non-citizen  for 
naturalization,  and  the  citizen  is  given  further  study  in 
community,  national,  and  world  affairs. 

The  English  groups  are  taught  Basic  English.  This 
system  has  a  controlled  vocabulary  of  850  words  which, 
with  certain  additions  for  special  purposes,  will  do  the 
work  of  many  thousand  words.  This  system  has  three 
chief  uses: 

1.  It  was  designed  to  give  all  nationalities  the  ability 

to  use  a  second  or  international  language. 

2.  It  is  a  quick  and  smooth  first  step  in  the  learning 

of  normal  English  by  non-English  speaking 
persons. 

3.  For  anyone  whose  native  language  is  English, 

Basic  English  may  be  used  as  a  means  of 
training. 

Pottery  Vocational  School — Katharine  Alden,  Instructor 

Handicraft  Classes — Mrs.  Louise  Chrimes,  Instructor 

The  classes  at  the  Plymouth  Pottery  during  1945  had 
the  best  attendance  in  proportion  to  registration  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  There  is  now  a  waiting  list  of  those 
who  cannot  be  accommodated  until  vacancies  arise. 

The  products  of  the  kiln  are  constantly  improving.  At 
exhibits  and  sales  held  in  Fitchburg  and  Worcester  in 
cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Handi- 
craft Groups,  everything  sent  from  the  Plymouth  Pot- 
tery was  sold.  Our  pottery's  kiln  has  been  used  also  to 
fire  pieces  made  by  servicemen  at  Camp  Edwards. 

Extension  courses  in  handicrafts  begun  in  1944  were 


repeated  in  1945.  Two  classes  in  stitchery,  a  beginner's 
class  of  about  twelve  members  and  an  advance  class  of 
about  eight  members,  have  been  meeting  on  alternate 
Fridays  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Louise  Chrimes  of 
Boston.  The  class  in  fundamentals  of  design  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Frank  L.  Allen  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  has  also  been  resumed  during  the  past  fall 
and  is  attended  by  about  fifteen  women. 

Each  of  these  handicraft  classes  is  financed  from  the 
George  Deen  funds  distributed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  Ten  lessons  are  provided  to  each  group 
without  cost  except  for  materials. 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Scarlet  fever  cases  which  were  definitely  on  the  in- 
crease during  the  first  part  of  the  year  gradually  lessened. 
A  few  cases  were  reported  through  the  summer.  When 
school  opened  in  September  there  was  not  the  sudden 
rise  in  cases  that  there  has  been  in  the  past  few  years. 

Up  to  January  10,  1945,  there  were  fourteen  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  there  having  been  twenty-eight  in  Decem- 
ber. The  Plymouth  Board  of  Health  met  first  with  the 
School  Committee.  Then  at  a  special  meeting,  the  Board 
ordered  the  schools,  churches,  and  places  of  public  gath- 
ering and  amusement  closed  to  children  under  nineteen 
years  of  age  until  January  27th.  On  that  date  it  was 
felt  that  this  should  be  extended  a  few  more  days  and 
the  schools  were  re-opened  the  thirty-first  of  January. 
The  number  of  cases  during  January  was  twenty-one. 
During  February  only  eight  cases  appeared.  After  that 
there  was  a  secondary  peak  during  the  month  of  April 
when  the  number  of  cases  reached  twenty-six.  From 
January  through  December  1944  there  were  106  cases. 

Our  experience  with  scarlet  fever  in  1944  and  1945  was 
much  more  critical  than  that  in  preceding  years,  when 
the  cases  were  as  follows:  1940—22,  1941—30,  1942—23, 
and  1943 — 11.  The  rapid  increase  in  1944  and  1945  sug- 
gests the  possibility  of  a  repetition  without  warning. 

As  stated  in  other  reports  I  believe  the  primary  cause 
of  our  scarlet  fever  in  Plymouth  is  carriers,  but  as  yet 
no  method  is  available  to  weed  out  these  children  or 
to  identify  them.  Until  such  time  as  some  method  of 
identifying  them  is  devised,  the  disease  will  continue  to 
occur  in  this  town  in  varying  numbers.  Any  suggestions 
to  the  school  physician  or  the  Board  of  Health  in  com- 
bating this  problem  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Dick  tests  were  repeated  as  in  past  years  and  the 
percentage  of  positives  remained  the  same.  Several  who 
had  the  disease  still  remain  positive,  a  fact  which  cannot 


be  explained  at  this  time.  This  is  the  first  year  that  the 
Board  of  Health  has  taken  over  the  complete  work  of 
diphtheria  immunization.  It  was  felt  by  the  Board  of 
Health  that  this  is  a  problem  of  the  health  department 
and  that  in  order  to  teach  the  general  public  their  re- 
sponsibility in  the  health  programs  of  the  community  it 
should  be  handled  by  the  Board  of  Health.  There  were 
92  children  immunized  ranging  from  under  one  year  to 
eight  years  of  age.  In  years  to  come  the  number  immun- 
ized should  incresae  considerably.  For  the  first  year  this 
number  is  very  good  considering  the  fact  that  in  years 
past  when  immunization  was  done  in  the  school  and  at 
the  clinic  the  number  was  somewhat  over  100. 

The  problem  of  children  attending  school  with  pedi- 
culosis has  arisen.  Several  children  with  conscientious 
parents  had  developed  the  condition  as  a  result  of  asso- 
ciation with  the  children  from  homes  where  the  parents 
were  less  cooperative.  In  one  school  there  were  as  many 
as  40  cases  at  one  time,  and  nine  in  a  single  classroom. 
We  have  kept  a  record  of  such  children  and  they  are 
checked  as  often  as  time  will  allow.  In  one  case  a  par- 
ent refused  to  do  anything  about  the  situation.  We  must 
insist  that  in  the  case  of  pediculosis  infection,  the  parents 
have  a  very  definite  responsibility.  These  children  must 
be  excluded  until  such  time  as  either  the  nurse  or  doctor 
is  satisfied  that  the  condition  is  under  control. 

Again  let  it  be  stated  that  everything  is  being  done  to 
keep  our  standards  at  a  high  level,  and  that  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  school  committee,  the  superintendent,  the 
school  nurse,  and  the  teachers  has  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Haskell,  it  was  unanimously 
voted:  That  the  Town  accept  Chapter  559  of  the  Acts 
of  1946,  an  act  authorizing  increases  in  the  amount  of 
pensions  payable  to  certain  former  public  employees 
who  have  been  retired,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$93.68  to  cover  the  balance  of  1946.

ARTICLES  IN  THE  TOWN  WARRANT 


March  23,  1946 


Your  Committee  presents  herewith  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual 
town  meeting. 

The  departmental  requests  this  year,  for  salaries  and 
expenses  combined,  total  $1,114,456.15,  a  net  increase  of 
$115,702.90  over  the  total  amount  requested  last  year. 

An  amount  of  $468,250.93  is  requested  under  the  special 
articles;  this  being  an  increase  of  $296,303.93  over  the  total 
requested  under  special  articles  in  1945.  The  Committee 
recommends  the  appropriation,  under  special  articles,  of 
$400,995.93,  of  which  amount  $315,180.57  would  be  met  from 
funds  other  than  taxes. 

If  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee,  including  the 
appropriation  of  $40,000.00  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Account  to  reduce  the  tax  rate,  are  followed,  an  increase  of 
approximately  $6.00  per  $1,000.00  of  valuation  may  be  ex- 
pected. While  this  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  it 
seems  justifiable  for  the  following  reasons: 

First:  A  request  for  a  10%  increase  in  salaries  and  wages 
with  a  maximum  of  $200.00  per  annum  has  been  recommended 
for  most  departments.  This  will  make  a  total  increase  of 
approximately  33%  in  salaries  and  an  increase  from  55^  to 
82 Yz^  per  hour  for  unskilled  labor  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  and  follows  the  national  trend. 
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Secondly:  A  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  requested 
for  the  purchase  of  replacement  equipment  may  be  noted. 
This  is  an  accumulation  of  needs  which  normally  would  have 
been  met  during  the  last  four  years,  except  that  such  equip- 
ment was  not  obtainable  due  to  the  war. 

Article  37  requests  a  bond  issue  of  $150,000.00  to  extend 
and  improve  our  water  facilities.  A  study  of  the  report  of 
Metcalf  and  Eddy  indicates  the  immediate  need  of  such  a 
program. 

Under  the  article  requesting  the  appropriation  of  $75,- 
000.00  for  a  trade  school,  surveys  have  indicated  that  a 
majority  of  High  School  graduates  fail  to  continue  their 
education.  These  graduates  possess  a  valuable  general  edu- 
cation, but  find  themselves  with  no  special  skills  or  knowl- 
edge which  would  materially  aid  them  in  securing  a  position. 
This  indicates  the  obvious  need  of  a  vocational  school  and 
the  Committee  feels  that  such  a  school  would  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  school  system. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
regard  to  fixing  the  salaries  of  elected  town  officers. 

Recommended  that  the  salaries  of  the  following  elected  town 
officers  be: 


Article  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and 
to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem 
expedient.

Article  72.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  requesting  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  build  four  jetties  in  an  area  between  the 
southerly  end  of  Stage  Point,  Manomet  on  the  north  and  a 
continuation  of  the  northerly  street  line  of  Strand  Avenue 
on  the  south  together  with  other  shore  protection  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  the  shore  from  erosion  by  the  sea; 
the  Town  to  assume  liability,  as  provided  by  Section  29  of 
Chapter  91,  General  Laws,  for  all  damages  incurred  here- 
under. Work  not  to  be  begun  until  the  County  of  Plymouth 
and  the  Town  of  Plymouth  have  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  Commonwealth  equal  sums  of  money,  and  the  Common- 
wealth appropriates  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  total  of 
said  sums;  said  money  to  constitute  a  fund  for  the  improve- 
ment herein  authorized  and  if  any  of  the  aforesaid  sum 
remains  after  the  completion  of  such  improvements,  one 
fourth  of  such  remainder  shall  be  paid  to  the  County  and 
one  fourth  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

(By  petition  of  Erma  R.  Giberti  et  al) 

Recommend  no  action  under  article  72. 

We  are  informed  that  there  is  no  legislation  authorizing 

this  appropriation. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the 
name  of  Main  Street  Extension  to  Main  Street  and  renumber 
Main  Street  from  North  Street  to  Water  Street. 

Recommended  that  the  town  so  vote. 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  spent  in  conjunction  with  sums  to  be  pro- 
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vided  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  repairing  and 
preserving  the  sea  wall  at  so-called  Warren's  Cove,  provided 
further  that  owners  of  property  directly  abutting  the  area, 
to  be  protected,  contribute  an  amount  equal  to  that  appro- 
priated by  the  Town. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $7,000.00. 

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  the  Plymouth  Price  Control 
Board,  No.  249,  said  appropriation  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $500.00. 

Article  76.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  transfer  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
as  of  January  1,  1946,  the  care,  control  and  maintenance  of 
the  bridge  over  Town  Brook,  Main  Street  Extension,  Plym- 
outh, under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  690  of  the  Acts  of  1945. 

Recommended  that  the  town  so  vote. 

Article  77.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Mod- 
erator to  appoint  a  committee  of  ten  consisting  of  the  Select- 
men and  five  other  members  for  the  purpose  of  working 
with  the  committees  from  other  towns  to  retain  or  obtain 
passenger  service  between  Plymouth  and  Boston. 

Recommended  that  the  town  so  vote. 

Article  78.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  employ  a  life  guard  to  be 
stationed  at  the  beach  at  the  foot  of  Brewster  Street. 

Recommend  no  action  under  article  78. 

Article  79.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Mod- 
erator to  appoint  a  committee  of  ten  to  study  and  report  to 
the  Town,  not  later  than  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  on 
the  advisability  of  the  Town  establishing  a  municipal  build- 
ings insurance  fund. 

Recommended  that  the  town  so  vote. 

Article  80.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  committee  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a 
comprehensive  survey  and  study  of  the  needs  and  require- 
ments of  the  Town  with  respect  to  buildings,  parks,  services 
and  facilities;  to  study  the  advisability  of  consolidating  Town 
Departments  and  activities  in  the  interest  of  efficiency, 
economy  and  coordination;  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the 
use  of  said  committee;  said  committee  to  submit  a  written 
report  with  recommendations  to  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Recommend  that  the  town  so  vote,  and  appropriate  the  sum 

of  $200.00. 
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Article  81.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  school 
committee  to  remodel  the  old  high  school  building  to  be  used 
as  a  vocational  school,  and  to  install  a  new  heating  system 
and  ventilating  system  therein,  and  to  erect  adjacent  to  said 
school  building  a  garage  shop  as  a  part  of  said  vocational 
school,  and  purchase  equipment  for  said  vocational  school, 
and  to  enter  into  all  necessary  contracts  therefor,  and  appro- 
priate therefor  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000) 
dollars.  To  meet  the  appropriation  there  be  transferred  from 
the  Post  War  Rehabilitation  Fund  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars  and  the  town  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  and  to  issue 
therefor  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  payable  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so 
that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  ten  (10) 
years  after  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  first  bond  or  note; 
said  appropriation  to  be  expended  only  in  the  event  that 
the  Federal  Government  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, or  both,  make  available  to  the  Town  for  any  or  all 
of  said  purposes,  and  prior  to  December  31,  1947,  a  sum  equal 
to  at  least  forty  (40)  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  project. 

Recommend  no  action  under  article  81. 

Enabling  legislation  to  permit  action  under  article  81  was 
not  in  effect  prior  to  the  closing  date  of  the  warrant,  thereby 
making  it  impossible  to  take  legal  action  under  this  article. 
However,  this  enabling  legislation  was  enacted  on  March  5th, 
making  it  legal  to  act  under  a  similar  article,  inserted  in  a 
warrant  for  a  special  town  meeting.  Such  a  meeting,  we  are 
informed,  will  be  called,  to  be  held  concurrently  with  the 
regular  town  meeting.  This  committee  recommends  favor- 
able action  under  this  article,  at  the  special  town  meeting,  and 
recommends  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  from  the 
post-war  rehabilitation  fund,  and  that  the  town  treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  be  authorized 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $50,000.00. 

Article  82.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  for  Miss  Alice  Barnes  to  be 
used  or  spent  as  general  expenses  and  salary  of  ten  (10) 
dollars  per  week  to  carry  on  the  work  of  compiling  records 
and  correspondence  concerning  Plymouth's  World  War  II 
veterans;  said  appropriation  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

(By  petition  of  William  H.  Barrett  et  al) 

Recommend  no  action  under  article  82. 

The  committee  has  received  a  letter  from  Miss  Barnes 
requesting  that  this  article  be  withdrawn  from  the  warrant. 
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Article  83.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  for  the  cultivation,  propa- 
gation and  protection  of  shellfish,  fifteen  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars  for  salaries  and  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  ex- 
penses, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Recommended  appropriation  of  $2,000.00 

Article  84.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
relative  to  improving  conditions  at  the  Manomet  Dump  and 
providing  supervision. 

Recommend  no  action  under  article  84. 

The  health  department  has  made  provision  for  improv- 
ing this  condition,  and  providing  supervision. 

Article  85.  Will  the  Town  of  Plymouth  adopt  a  by-law 
relative  to  awnings  to  read  as  follows: 

"No  awning,  which  is  made  to  roll  over  a  framework  of 
iron  or  other  material  or  to  fold  close  to  or  against  a  build- 
ing, shall  be  erected  or  maintained  over  a  highway  unless 
its  lowest  part  is  at  least  seven  feet  six  inches  above  the  side- 
walk, nor  shall  it  project  beyond  the  width  of  the  sidewalk. 
Petition  for  permits  for  signs,  advertising  devices,  marquees, 
awnings  and  other  structures  shall,  if  the  Board  so  orders, 
be  accompanied  by  detailed  plans,  made  to  a  scale,  showing 
the  character  of  the  construction  of  the  same  and  the  appli- 
cant may  be  required  to  provide  satisfactory  bond  if  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  so  requests." 

Recommended  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  this  by-law  as 
worded  in  article  85.

The  duties  of  the  Selectmen  were  executed  in  the 
year  1946  with  a  sincere  effort  to  satisfy  the  mandate 
of  the  citizens  and  not  exceed  the  budget. 

The  many  problems  that  confronted  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  were  disposed  of  impartially  and  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town.  The  Selectmen  met  regularly  each 
week,  made  various  and  several  inspections  about  the 
town  as  each  occasion  required  and  conducted  22  various 
hearings.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  im- 
portant licenses  and  permits  granted  during  the  year:

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The  Town  Wharf  and  adjacent  land  was  systematically 
plotted  and  leased  with  some  thought  to  improving  the 
appearance  as  well  as  stimulating  business  in  that  area. 

The  channel  approach  to  the  wharf  was  dredged  and 
an  area  west  of  the  wharf  deepened  as  a  lee  from  east- 
erly weather,  for  the  benefit  of  the  fishing  industry.  An 
appropriation  is  requested  for  the  year  1947  to  be  used 
with  funds  expected  from  the  Commonwealth  for  the  re- 
moval of  shoals  immediately  south  of  the  ship  channel 
near  Plymouth  Rock  to  provide  safe  and  suitable  anchor- 
age for  the  increased  sea  traffic.  It  is  recommended  that 
some  harbor  improvement  be  made  each  year  with  a 
view  of  developing  our  waterfront  to  the  end  that  busi- 
ness activity  of  that  nature  is  increased. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  conference  with  State 
officials  in  an  effort  to  regain  our  shellfish  industry.  The 
progress  of  the  fish  ladder  in  Town  Brook  has  been  noted 
and  this  Board  has  been  informed  that  it  will  be  com- 
pleted early  this  year. 

The  dangerous  condition  of  the  seawall  and  promen- 
ade along  Water  Street  caused  considerable  concern  and 
is  a  matter  that  requires  immediate  repair.  A  survey  by 
engineers  disclosed  that  a  pockes  of  water  over  clay 
building  up  behind  the  sea  wall  is  responsible  for  the 
slump  which  is  gradually  working  toward  the  street.  An 
appropriation  is  requested  to  correct  and  repair  the 
damage. 

Conferences  with  the  U.  S.  Naval  authorities  and  the 
Civil  Air  Patrol  were  attended  relative  to  obtaining  the 
use  of  the  Navy  Air  Field  in  the  western  part  of  the 
town.  The  operation  of  the  field  is  deemed  advantageous 
to  the  town  and  it  is  hoped,  if  secured,  to  be  operated 
with  little  or  no  expense  to  the  town  after  the  first  year. 

Many  meetings  with  the  Old  Colony  Transportation 
Committee  were  attended,  the  group  striving  to  prevent 
the  discontinuance  of  rail  transportation  from  Plymouth 
to  Boston. 
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An  effort  was  made  early  in  1946  to  obtain  steamship 
service  between  Boston  and  Plymouth  which  could  not 
be  accomplished  due  to  the  then  fuel  shortage.  Similar 
plans  are  contemplated  this  year. 

An  effort  was  made  to  secure  space  for  three  separate 
industries  desiring  to  locate  in  Plymouth  but  due  to  the 
lack  of  such  they  located  elsewhere. 

During  the  year  requests  have  been  made  for  a  hous- 
ing program.  A  meeting  of  the  heads  of  veterans'  organ- 
izations, construction  engineers  and  town  officials  is  to 
be  held  early  in  1947  in  an  effort*  to  institute  such  a 
program. 

A  survey  by  lighting  engineers  was  made  of  the  street 
lighting  system  which  resulted  in  an  order  for  an  im- 
provement of  the  system  in  the  interest  of  public  safety 
as  soon  as  material  is  available. 

The  corners  of  Middle  and  Carver  Streets,  also  High 
and  Russell  Streets  were  widened  to  remove  a  danger- 
ous condition  and  an  improvement  is  planned  at  the 
Cordage  Curve  near  Store  Pond,  assistance  being  re- 
quested from  the  Commonwealth  and  County. 

The  surface  of  Sandwich  Street  from  Jabez  Corner  to 
Governor  Carver  Square  was  improved  in  1946  and  it  is 
planned  to  do  a  similar  length  from  that  point  north  in 
1947. 

Many  accidents  have  occurred  at  the  corner  of  Water 
Street  Extension  at  Nelson  Street,  some  of  them  serious. 
An  article  appears  in  the  1947  Warrant  to  correct  this 
hazard. 

Many  requests  were  made  for  the  acceptance  of  streets 
as  "Town  Ways,"  but  only  those  could  be  recommended 
where  some  preliminary  work  had  been  done  together 
with  the  expected  recovery  of  part  of  the  outlay  by 
increased  revenue. 

The  services  of  the  State  Department  of  Conservation 
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was  secured  to  clear  out  many  of  our  woods  roads  as  an 
aid  to  forest  fire  fighters. 

In  conclusion  it  is  apparent  that  no  period  in  history- 
has  thrown  a  greater  load  upon  town  officials  with  the 
prices  of  materials  and  supplies  at  an  all  time  high  with 
higher  wages  being  requested,  more  services  being  de- 
manded by  the  citizens,  all  at  a  time  when  the  municipal 
tax  dollar  is  shrinking  and  additional  revenues  growing 
more  difficult  to  obtain,  however,  consideration  was 
given  to  each  problem  with  a  thought  to  efficient  service 
in  the  most  economical  way.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS  AND  SEWERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Street  and  Sewer  Departments  from  January  1  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  1946. 

SEWERS 

The  following  sewer  extensions  have  been  put  in  this 
year:  Water  St.  Ext.,  from  the  end  of  the  present  main 
sewer,  to  the  property  of  Fred  Downey,  a  distance  of 
156',  150'-8"  pipe  and  one  manhole  was  laid.  At  the  Se- 
lectmen's meeting  held  on  Dec.  4,  1946,  the  board  acting 
as  a  Board  of  Survey,  instructed  me  to  lay  a  main  sewer 
on  Cedarway  Terrace.  This  sewer  main  required  350'  of 
8"  vitrified  pipe,  two  manholes,  two  covers  and  frames. 
This  sewer  line  runs  from  Overlook  Rd,  west,  to  the 
property  of  Alba  Wood.  The  outfall  sewer  at  the  lumber 
yard  on  Robbins  Lane  received  considerable  attention 
this  year.  Five  hundred  feet  of  pipe  was  taken  out,  mud 
removed  and  the  pipe  was  relaid  to  grade  and  joints 
tightened.  Work  will  continue  on  this  sewer  line  this 
coming  summer  with  a  different  kind  of  pipe  used.  Sev- 
eral manholes*  and  covers  have  been  brought  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  streets  and  new  manholes  have  been  built  on 
streets  where  the  mains  have  given  the  department  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  from  tree  roots.  There  have  been 
many  new  sewer  servcies  laid  this  year  along  with  the 
old  serices  being  changed  from  vitrified  pipe  to  cast  iron 
pipe  to  correct  tree  root  trouble. 

STREET  SPRINKLING 
The  usual  treatment  of  Calcium  Chloride  to  the  gravel 
roads  in  town  and  in  the  outlying  districts  have  not  been 
carried  out  this  year  because  Calcium  Chloride  was  not 
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available.  In  past  years  we  have  purchased  50  ton  but 
all  that  could  be  obtained  this  year  was  only  15  ton.  I 
nope  that  this  will  not  happen  this  coming  year  so  that 
the  dirt  roads  will  be  properly  taken  care  of  as  they  have 
been  in  the  past. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 
Approximately  10,513  sq.  yds.  of  asphalt  hot  mix  side- 
walk have  been  laid  this  year.  The  following  sidewalks 
have  been  resurfaced:  Brewster  St.,  south  side,  from  #3 
to  Water  St.,  406  sq.  yds.,  Court  St.,  west  side,  at  the  State 
Armory,  22  sq.  yds.,  Memorial  Hall,  Court  St.,  22  sq.  yds., 
Standish  Ave.,  at  Hedge  School,  234  sq.  yds.,  Spooner  St., 
west  side,  60  sq.  yds.,  Cordage  Terr.,  south  side  from  #2 
to  #8,  139  sq.  yds.,  north  side  from  #9  to  #55,  397  sq.  yds., 
Clark  St.,  north  side,  150  sq.  yds.,  south  side,  150  sq.  yds., 
Standish  Ave.,  east  side  in  front  of  #197,  59  sq.  yds.,  west 
side  from  #186  to  #198,  326  sq.  yds.,  west  side  from  Peck 
Ave.,  south,  a  distance  of  100',  117  sq.  yds.,  Court  St., 
east  side  at  the  corner  of  Court  and  Park  Ave.,  105  sq. 
yds.,  Court  St.,  from  Murray  St.  to  Park  Ave.,  east  side, 
481  sq.  yds.,  west  side  Allerton  St.  to  Samoset  St.,  1180 
sq.  yds.,  west  side  in  front  of  #32,  78  sq.  yds.,  west  side 
from  Samoset  St.  to  Vernon  St.,  163  sq.  yds.,  west  side 
from  Vernon  St.  to  St.  Peter's  church,  94  sq.  yds.,  west 
side  from  Clyfton  St.  to  Russell  St.,  498  sq.  yds.,  west  side 
from  #56  to  #66,  216  sq.  yds.,  Samoset  St.,  north  side  from 
Oak  St.  to  Royal  St.,  1271  sq.  yds.,  south  side  from  Oak 
St.  to  Cemetery  gate,  644  sq.  yds.,  Oak  St.,  east  side  from 
Davis  St.,  to  Marjorie  St.,  623  sq.  yds.,  west  side  from 
Davis  St.  to  #38,  549  sq.  yds.,  Newneld  St.,  east  side  from 
Summer  St.  to  Rogan  property,  942  sq.  yds.,  Sandwich 
St.,  west  side  in  front  of  Mrs.  Golden's  property,  66  sq. 
yds.,  corner  Sandwich  and  Mt.  Pleasant  St.,  26  sq.  yds., 
on  the  north  corner  32  sq.  yds.  was  resurfaced,  Royal  St., 
east  side  from  Samoset  St.  to  Westwood  Road,  152  sq. 
yds.,  Russell  St.,  north  side  from  Allerton  St.  to  Edes  St., 
597  sq.  yds.,  south  side  from  Allerton  St.  to  Bartlett  St., 
95  sq.  yds.,  Franklin  St.,  south  side  from  Mayflower  St. 
to  Pleasant  St.,  286  sq.  yds.,  Water  St.,  south  side  from 
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Sandwich  St.  to  Cappannari's  store,  275  sq.  yds.  I  recom- 
mend this  work  to  be  carried  on  this  coming  year  and 
put  on  the  streets  most  in  need. 

HIGHWAY  CONST.  &  RECONST. 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  V2"  stone 
and  K.  P.  tar:  Russell  St.,  from  Allerton  St.  to  Summer 
St.,  Savery's  Lane  from  Court  St.  to  Standish  Ave.,  Ham- 
ilton St.  from  Court  St.  to  Standish  Ave.,  Court  St.,  from 
Olmstead  Terr,  to  Russell  Ave.,  Court  St.,  from  Nelson 
St.  to  Grant  St.  So.  Green  St.  from  Sandwich  St.  to  Pleas- 
ant St.,  the  gutter  on  the  north  side  was  filled  with 
gravel  and  hard  surfaced  with  #2  stone  and  K.  P.  tar. 
North  Green  St.,  the  old  surface  was  scarified,  clay  re- 
moved and  brought  to  grade  with  gravel,  hard  surfaced 
with  #2  stone  and  tar.  Two  weeks  later  the  street  was 
sealed  with  tar  and  sand.  Clifford  Road  from  Warren 
Ave.  to  River  St.,  mixed  with  a  drag  and  rolled.  Court 
St.  from  Olmstead  Terrace  to  Russell  Ave.  was  resur- 
faced with  V2#  stone  and  asphalt,  mixed  in  place  and 
rolled.  Towns  St.,  the  shoulders  were  excavated,  re- 
moved grass  and  loam  and  brought  to  grade  with  gravel, 
hard  surfaced  with  #2  stone  and  tar,  widening  the  road 
from  18'  to  22'.  After  this  was  completed  the  road  bed 
was  resurfaced  with  asphalt  and  V2"  stone,  mixed  and 
rolled.  Memorial  Drive,  from  Court  St.  to  Water  St.,  W 
stone  and  K.  P.  tar.  Bartlett  St.,  resurfaced  with  W 
stone  and  K.  P.  tar,  mixed  and  rolled.  The  followings 
streets  were  resurfaced  with  retread  tar  and  sand:  Loth- 
rop  St.,  from  Court  St.  to  Railroad  crossing,  Murray  St., 
from  Lothrop  St.  to  Court  St.  and  Alden  St.  from  Court 
St.  to  Standish  Ave. 

SPECIAL  CONSTRUCTION 
Bartlett  Road,  Manomet.  This  road  was  widened  from 
16'  to  20'  with  the  shoulders  brought  to  grade  with  gravel 
and  rolled.  A  2"  mixed  top  of  gravel  and  tar  was  mixed  in 
place  with  graders  and  levelled  over  the  old  surface  and 
rolled,  a  distance  of  V2  mile.  364  yds.  of  gravel  and  6,040 
gallons  of  retread  tar  was  used  on  this  road.  Strand  Av- 
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enue,  Manomet.  This  road  was  widened  to  18'.  A  mixed 
in  place  top  was  laid  over  the  old  surface,  laid  to  grade 
with  the  graders  and  rolled.  This  road  used  248  yds.  of 
gravel  and  4,550  gallons  of  retread  tar  for  a  distance  of 
four  tenths  of  a  mile.  Long  Pond  Road,  from  Boot  Pond 
Road  to  the  Jordan  Road,  a  distance  of  one  mile,  the 
shoulders  and  curves  were  widened,  brush  cut  back,  with 
a  2"  mixed  in  place  top  laid  over  the  old  surface  and 
rolled.  The  road  was  widened  to  20'  with  the  curves 
widened  to  24'.  Two  cross  drains  were  put  in  to  take 
care  of  the  surface  water.  733  yds.  of  gravel  and  14,967 
gallons  of  retread  tar  was  used.  Entrances  to  Mayflower 
Hotel,  these  two  entrances  are  on  town  property.  They 
were  scraped  and  brought  to  grade  with  gravel  and  rolled 
to  a  firm  base.  A  1W  base  of  Type  I  pre-mix  material 
was  laid  and  rolled  with  a  1"  fine  pre-mix  material 
placed  on  top  and  rolled.  This  type  of  road  laid  is  of  the 
same  mix  that  the  Mayflower  Hotel  owners  placed 
around  their  property.  They  also  covered  in  1945  approx- 
imately 300'  of  town  road  at  their  own  expense.  The  two 
entrances  used  537  ton  of  mix  at  a  cost  of  $350.00.  Nook 
Road,  from  Sandwich  St.  to  Nook  Farm  Dairy,  this  road 
was  scraped  and  brought  to  grade  with  gravel  and  rolled 
to  a  firm  base.  Hard-surfaced  with  #2  stone  and  tar  anti 
sealed  with  K.  P.  tar  and  sand.  Spring  St.,  from  Summer 
St.  to  infirmary,  this  road  was  scraped  and  brought  to 
grade  with  a  2"  Type  I  top  laid  over  the  gravel  base.  This 
work  required  60  ton  of  mix.  Long  Pond  Road,  the  road 
bed  from  the  Town  Forest  to  the  Boot  Pond  Road  was 
breaking  up  very  badly  and  in  a  dangerous  condition.  It 
was  patched  and  sealed  wtih  asphalt  and  sand  to  improve 
this  condition.  Traffic  Island,  junction  of  Sandwich  St. 
and  Main  St.,  Ext.,  by  request  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  a 
traffic  circle  was  installed  to  eliminate  traffic  hazards  at 
this  point.  The  island  consists  of  47.7  lineal  feet  of 
straight  edging  and  24  lineal  feet  of  curbed  edging  at  a 
cost  of  $75.00.  This  island  has  worked  out  very  satisfact- 
orily. 
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CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 
Sandwich  St.  from  Jabez  corner  to  Old  Colony  Theatre, 
a  distance  of  a  mile  and  one-tenth,  was  rebuilt  with  the 
state  contributing  $10,000,  County  $5,000  and  the  Town 
$5,000.  The  section  of  road  at  Wellingsley  Ave.  was 
broken  up  and  the  road  bed  was  dropped  approximately 
18"  with  the  clay  removed  3'  deep  and  filled  to  grade  with 
gravel.  A  base  course  of  #1  stone  3"  deep  was  placed  on 
top  of  the  gravel  base  and  penetrated  with  IV2  gals,  of 
asphalt  for  a  distance  of  150'.  The  section  .of  this  road 
from  Wellingsley  Ave.,  (north)  to  Nook  Road  on  the  west 
side  was  raised  up  from  3"  to  8"  with  #1  stone,  pene- 
etrated  with  asphalt  to  remove  the  crown  in  the  center 
of  the  old  road  and  make  an  elevated  curve  at  this  point. 
All  sewer  manholes  were  raised  to  grade  with  six  new 
frame  and  covers  replaced  for  those  that  were  loose  and 
in  a  dangerous  condition.  All  catchbasins  were  raised  to 
grade  with  the  Water  Dept.  raising  all  gate  boxes  to 
grade  and  replacing  new  ones  where  they  were  needed. 
From  Jabez  Corner  to  the  Old  Colony  Theatre,  2,743  ton 
of  a  3"  Type  I  top  was  placed  over  the  old  road  bed. 
There  was  a  base  course  of  2"  in  depth  with  a  finer  course 
of*l"  in  depth  put  on  by  the  Old  Colony  Crushed  Co.  of 
Quincy.  There  was  203'  of  granite  curb  replaced  with 
one  granite  inlet  and  four  granite  curb  corners,  Type  B. 
R-3.  With  this  type  of  road  contructed  under  Chapter  90 
and  costing  the  town  only  $5,000,  I  would  like  to  see  this 
continued  every  year  for  a  period  of  three  years  and 
cover  the  main  road  from  Jabez  corner  to  the  Plymouth 
and  Kingston  line. 

CORNER  RUSSELL  &  HIGH  STS. 

By  an  agreement  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Mr.  Ben  R.  Resnick,  the  building  of  Mr.  Resnick's  was 
removed  and  the  corner  was  cut  back  15  feet,  one  tree 
removed  and  83'  of  cement  curbing  built  with  a  5'  side- 
walk. This  work  was  done  to  eliminate  a  dangerous 
curve. 
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CORNER  MIDDLE  &  CARVER  STS. 
This  corner  was  cut  back  approximately  15  feet  to  cor- 
rect a  very  narrow  and  dangerous  condition.  180'  of 
granite  curb  was  set  back  with  a  5'  sidewalk  to  be  cov- 
ered this  coming  spring.  This  was  also  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  Baptist  church  committee  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  have  this  work  done. 

DRAINS 

Stephens  St.,  100  ft.  of  10"  vitrified  pipe  was  relaid 
where  tree  roots  had  broken  the  old  pipe  in  the  sidewalk 
on  the  south  side  of  the  street,  Clifford  Road,  30  ft.  of  8" 
corrugated  metal  pipe  was  laid  across  the  road  at  the 
property  of  Mr.  Swift's,  Samoset  St.  (rear),  200  ft.  of  15" 
vitrified  pipe  was  laid  in  the  brook  with  3  catchbasins 
built  to  take  care  of  the  flood  water  everytime  we  have 
heavy  rains.  Alden  St.,  250  ft.  of  15"  pipe  was  taken  out 
and  the  leaves  and  mud  removed.  This  drain  was  relaid 
and  3  catchbasins  built  so  that  the  pipe  can  be  kept 
cleaned  at  all  times.  Summer  St.,  340  ft.  of  12"  corru- 
gated pipe  with  3  leach  basins  were  laid  at  the  property 
of  N.  W.  Gray  to  releive  the  bad  water  condition  in  low 
sections  of  the  road.  Main  St.,  20  ft.  of  6"  pipe  was  laid 
under  the  sidewalk  at  Gambini's  store  to  take  care  of  the 
water  that  ran  over  the  sidewalk.  This  has  made  a  very 
dangerous  and  icy  condition  in  the  winter  months. 

GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALK  &  CURBING 
Court  St.  at  Railroad  ave.,  the  old  sidewalk  was  re- 
moved, clay  taken  out  and  refilled  with  gravel.  A  cement 
top  60'x8"x4"  was  replaced  over  the  gravel  base.  Corner 
Court  St.  and  No.  Park  Ave.,  the  old  curb  was  removed, 
a  new  cement  curb  rebuilt,  30'x7"xl8".  Spooner  St.,  75 
feet  of  the  old  cement  curb  was  taken  out  and  reset 
where  the  frost  had  pushed  it  up  and  out  of  line.  30  feet 
of  new  cement  curb  was  rebuilt  where  the  old  curb  was 
broken.  Russell  St.,  from  Bartlett  St.,  to  a  distance  of 
120',  a  new  cement  crub  was  built.  The  old  paving  stones 
were  removed  and  the  gutter  was  brought  up  to  grade 
with  gravel  and  resurfaced  with  tar  and  stone.  Court  St., 
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at  Shwom's  store,  the  old  sidewalk  was  removed  where 
the  tree  roots  had  raised  up  and  60  sq.  yds.  of  new  side- 
walk was  rebuilt.  Two  cement  slabs  in  front  of  Alve's 
Shoe  Store  was  taken  care  of  at  the  same  time.  Sand- 
wich St.,  in  front  of  the  property  of  Mrs.  Sullivan,  38  sq. 
yds.  of  cement  sidewalk  was  taken  out  and  rebuilt  where 
the  water  stood  after  each  rainstorm.  The  old  sidewalk 
had  settled  down  about  1V2".  Corner  Russell  and  Court 
Sts.,  four  new  slabs  were  rebuilt  where  a  tree  was  blown 
down  from  one  of  our  heavy  windstorms.  These  slabs 
covered  an  area  of  15'  by  17'.  Several  cement  slabs  in 
other  sections  of  the  town  have  been  taken  out  and  re- 
built where  tree  roots  and  frost  have  raised  them  and 
made  conditions  dangerous. 

The  gravel  roads  in  the  outlying  districts  have  been 
scraped  and  gravelled  in  places  most  needed.  This  fall 
the  brush  along  the  sides  of  the  roads  were  cut  in  places 
that  were  very  narrow. 

NEW  TRUCKS 

Two  new  trucks  were  purchased  in  1946  by  the  High- 
way Department.  The  1935  Chevrolet  pick-up  was  re- 
placed with  a  1946  Studebaker  pick-up  and  a  1937  Ford 
dump  truck  was  replaced  by  a  1946  Ford  dump  truck. 

Line  and  grades  for  street  and  sewer  work  have  been 
done  by  the  Town  Engineer,  Edward  Chase,  and  records 
of  same  filed  in  his  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
1946 


During  the  past  year  the  usual  health  activities  have 
been  carried  out  by  your  Board  of  Health. 

The  report  on  contagious  diseases  show  a  large  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases.  We  hope  this 
will  continue  through  the  year  1947.  Measels  have  been 
more  prevalent.  Generally  throughout  the  State  there 
has  been  a  serious  development  of  the  increased  number 
of  diphtheria  cases  reported.  Statistics  show  the  number 
of  cases  double  the  number  reported  for  any  of  the  years 
beginning  with  1937,  and  considerably  exceeded  the  fig- 
ure for  1935. 

With  the  report  that  diphtheria  is  on  the  increase,  it  is 
recommended  by  your  Board  of  Health  to  have  your  chil- 
dren immunized  after  the  age  of  six  months,  and  especi- 
ally before  entering  school.  All  parents  should  protect 
their  children  from  any  contagious  disease.  Immuniza- 
tion in  most  cases  give  little  reaction. 

Once  each  year  a  clinic  is  held  at  the  Board  of  Health 
rooms  for  immunization  against  diphtheria.  We  hope  all 
mothers  will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

The  work  for  tuberculosis  control  has  been  carried  on 
as  usual.  There  have  been  45  person  examined  and 
x-rayed  at  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital  during  the 
year,  some  arrested  cases,  but  mostly  contacts. 

Weekly  clinics  are  held  at  the  Board  of  Health  rooms 
on  each  Monday,  which  take  care  of  veneral  diseases, 
vaccinations,  etc.  of  persons  unable  to  pay  for  treatment. 

All  cases  of  contagion  requiring  hospitalization  have 
been  sent  to  the  Haynes  Memorial,  although  we  still  con- 
tribute to  the  maintenance  of  the  contagious  wing  at 
the  Jordan  Hospital. 
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We  again  emphasize  the  necessity  of  reporting  all  cases 
of  contagious  diseases  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
If  there  is  no  physician  called  a  member  of  the  household 
must  make  the  report,  as  required  by  the  General  Laws.

Regular  inspections  of  all  eating  establishments  have 
been  made  at  periodic  intervals.  Restaurant  utensils  are 
swabbed  for  bacteria  counts,  of  which  most  reports  are 
very  favorable. 

All  milk  sold  in  Plymouth  is  analyzed  regularly  at  the 
Steele  Laboratory  in  East  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Steele  is 
very  cooperative  handling  other  problems,  such  as  check- 
ing pasteurization  plants,  keeping  our  local  milk  at  a 
high  standard. 

The  dump  on  South  Pond  is  well  established,  equiped 
with  an  electric  pump  for  water  supply.  We  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  shown  when 
closing  Obery  Street  dump, 
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Licenses  and  Permits  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health:

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Park  Commissioners  submit  their  report  for  the 
year  1946. 

The  Training  Green,  Bates  Park,  Park  Avenue,  and 
Spooner  Park  have  had  their  usual  care  and  have  been 
kept  neat  and  clean  during  the  year. 

The  Nelson  Street  and  Indian  Reservation  Camps  have 
shown  a  marked  increase  in  attendance.  At  Indian  Res- 
ervation much  -work  has  been  done  cleaning  after  the 
1944  Hurricane.  Work  was  necessarily  limited  on  this 
project  as  the  department  was  limited  to  105  gallons  of 
gasoline  per  quarter,  about  one  gallon  per  day  during 
the  war.  The  fence  around  the  Indian  Burying  Ground 
has  been  repaired. 

The  November  gale  caused  extensive  damage  to  the 
bath  house  and  parking  area  at  Beach  Park.  The  bath 
house,  parking  area,  and  beach  have  been  put  in  a  usable 
condition,  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  materials  there 
is  much  more  repair  work  to  be  done  in  the  Spring.  A 
jetty  has  been  built  North  of  the  bath  house,  making  a 
great  improvement  to  the  beach.  The  wall  directly  in 
front  of  the  bath  house  has  been  rip-rapped.  The  sea 
wair  that  was  destroyed  by  the  storm,  South  of  the  bath 
house  has  not  as  yet  been  replaced  or  repaired.  The  re- 
pairing of  this  was  left  to  the  Selectmen's  Department  at 
their  request. 

Stephens  Field  has  been  very  popular  the  past  season, 
featuring  Baseball,  Softball,  Football,  and  Bathing.  The 
Plymouth  Town  Team  have  conducted  Baseball  Games 
each  Sunday  afternoon  and  the  Plymouth  Twilight 
League  have  played  most  every  evening.  During  the  day 
it  was  used  constantly  by  the  younger  people. 

The  High  School  Girls*  Hockey  Team  played  their 
games  here,  and  the  Plymouth  High  Football  Team  used 
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it  for  practice  almost  every  afternoon  and  played  their 
home  games  here.  The  All  Veterans'  Football  Club  used 
it  also  for  their  games  featuring  one  Flood  Light  Game. 
The  playground  apparatus  was  popular  with  the  young 
folks.  The  Swimming  Instructor  and  Recreational  Leader 
had  very  good  attendance  at  her  classes. 

The  Nelson  Street  Playground  had  a  very  good  at- 
tendance at  the  Swimming  Classes.  Softball  was  played 
by  the  Plymouth  Softball  League  during  the  season  and 
all  games  were  well  attended.  Rip-rap  has  been  placed 
in  front  of  the  sea  wall  directly  in  front  of  the  bath 
house. 

Veteran's  Field  has  enjoyed  its  usual  popularity,  es- 
pecially in  the  evening.  693  lineal  feet  of  Chain  Link 
Fence  has  been  erected,  enclosing  the  entire  field. 

The  Standish  Avenue  Playground  has  been  used  ex- 
tensively this  season.  The  Olympic  Garibaldi  Club  have 
played  their  games  there  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  after- 
noons. The  cement  stadium  has  been  erected  and  the 
ball  diamond  put  in  a  usable  condition.  It  will  be  com- 
pleted this  Spring. 

Morton  Park  has  been  very  popular  this  season,  more 
than  usual.  It  was  used  as  a  picnic  ground  as  well  as  a 
bathing  beach.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  trim- 
ming trees  and  clearing  after  the  Hurricane.  The  brush 
needs  to  be  cut  and  the  pine  trees  trimmed.  This  work 
should  be  done  right  away  to  eliminate  a  fire  hazard.  We 
are  asking  an  appropriation  of  $2,000.00  for  this  work. 

The  Summer  St.  Playground  has  been  well  attended. 
Softball  has  been  very  popular  at  this  field.  See-Saws 
have  been  erected  for  the  younger  people.  New  play- 
ground apparatus  will  be  erected  in  the  Spring. 

The  South  St.  Playground  has  been  well  attended  and 
a  new  piece  of  equipment  will  be  erected  in  the  Spring. 
The  Plymouth  Athletic  Association  erected  a  Memorial 
in  memory  of  the  three  boys  from  South  St.  who  died 
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while  in  the  Service  of  their  Country.  The  Memorial  was 
dedicated  on  July  4th,  1946. 

The  loam  the  Park  Dept.  was  authorized  to  buy  at  the 
Oct.  Town  Meeting  has  been  delivered  at  Standish  Ave., 
Veteran's  Field,  Summer  St.,  Nelson  St.,  and  the  rest  has 
been  stored  at  Stephen's  Field. 

The  portable  band  stand  has  been  built  and  will  be 
ready  for  use  this  coming  season. 

The  1936  Studebaker  truck  has  been  replaced  with  a 
1947  Studebaker  Truck. 

The  receipts  from  the  Nelson  Street  Camping  Ground 
was  $1,588.35  for  the  year  1946  in  comparison  with 
$1,262.35  for  1945.  The  Indian  Resrvation  receipts  were 
$1,188.50  for  1946  in  comparison  with  $381.00  for  1945.  The 
bath  house  receipts  are  as  follows:

We  regret  to  report  the  passing  of  one  of  our  em- 
ployees, Mr.  Albert  Morton,  Caretaker  of  Brewster  Gar- 
den for  the  past  11  years.  Mr.  Morton  took  great  pride  in 
Brewster  Garden  and  the  Department  misses  him  greatly. 
A  new  cement  floor  has  been  put  in  the  tool  house  at 
Brewster  Garden  and  new  guard  rails  have,  been  put  on 
the  bridge  spanning  Town  Brook.  The  plants  which  us- 
ually came  up  each  Spring  failed  this  year,  so  had  to  be 
planted  over.  The  flowers  were  late,  but  were  in  bloom 
up  until  the  last  of  Nov.  The  Department  takes  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  the  Town  Brook  Society  and  the  Gar- 
den Club  for  their  cooperation  and  help  which  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  Department  also  wishes  to  thank  Stevens,  the 
Florist,  and  Mrs.  Barke  for  their  contribution  of  potted 
plants. 
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The  Committee  on  Memorial  Trees  met  several  times 
and  it  was  their  opinion  that  nothing  should  be  done 
until  the  layout  of  the  field  at  Standish  Ave*,  had  been 
entirely  planned  and  a  suitable  appropriation  made,  as 
the  appropriation  asked  for  and  granted  was  inadequate.

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REPORT  Of  The  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

NINETY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  submits  its  ninety- 
second  report,  covering  the  year  1946. 

The  water  supply  conditions  were  favorable  during  the 
year  and  the  level  of  Great  South  Pond  varied  less  than 
one  foot.  On  December  31,  1946  it  stood  at  104.6  which  is 
about  where  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  total 
rainfall  was  42.12  inches  which  is  about  3.18  inches  less 
than  the  average.  The  heavy  rainfall  in  August  prevented 
the  usual  lowering  of  the  ponds  in  the  late  summer. 

SPECIAL  CONSTRUCTION 
The  change  in  the  suction  piping  at  the  Lout  Pond 
pumping  station,  which  was  the  first  recommendation  of 
Metcalf  and  Eddy,  referred  to  in  our  report  for  1945,  has 
been  completed  and  the  surge  tank  removed.  This  work 
was  arranged  for  in  1945,  and  the  cost  was  reserved  from 
our  1945  Maintenance  appropriation,  although  it  was  not 
completed  until  1946. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  larger  supply  of  ground  water  for  the  Manomet 
area.  A  new  12"  stabilized  gravel  packed  well  has  been 
constructed  by  the  R.  E.  Chapman  Co.  of  Oakdale.  The 
bottom  of  this  well  is  about  100  ft.  below  the  surface. 
Careful  tests  were  made  of  its  capacity  and  the  engineers 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  advise  us  that  it 
may  be  counted  upon  to  yield  at  least  700  gallons  per 
minute,  which  is  200  gallons  in  excess  of  the  amout  guar- 
anteed by  the  Chapman  Co.  The  quality  of  the  water  is 
excellent.  Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared 
and  contracts  are  being  awarded  for  the  pumping  equip- 
ment, controls,  new  10  inch  main  to  the  Harlow  tank  and 
the  construction  of  a  small  station  building.  Deliveries  of 
construction  material  are  §o  slow  and  uncertain  that 
we  cannot  be  assured  that  the  new  plant  will  be  in  oper- 
ation this  summer.  Because  of  this  uncertainty  the  Board 
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is  arranging  to  hire  a  pump  diesel  engine  to  pump  from 
the  8"  test  well,  as  was  done  last  summer.  With  this  temp- 
orary installation,  a  supply  of  about  300  gallons  per  min- 
ute was  secured  from  this  smaller  well  and  by  operating 
from  eight  to  fifteen  hours  per  day  throughout  the  season 
the  demands  for  water  from  that  area  were  taken  care  of. 

No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  pipe  laying  work 
authorized  under  the  1946  Special  Construction  appro- 
priatipn  because  we  have  been  unable  to  secure  delivery 
of  the  necessary  pipe  and  fittings.  Orders  were  placed  for 
this  material  in  April  1946  but  up  to  this  time,  deliveries 
have  not  been  in  sufficient  quantity  to  start  the  work.  It 
will  go  forward  as  soon  as  possible. 

EXTENSIONS 

Many  request  have  been  received  for  the  extension  of 
our  mains  to  supply  new  houses.  The  Commissioners  be- 
lieve that  the  Town  should  try  to  make  such  extensions, 
when  located  on  a  layed-out  way,  as  an  encouragement 
to  home  builders  and  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the 
Town  even  if  the  immediate  revenue  would  not  appear 
to  justify  the  cost.  However,  it  should  be  emphasized  that 
anyone  planning  to  build  where  the  water  mains  are  not 
already  available,  should  find  out  if  and  when  any  nec- 
essary extension  can  be  made.  Prices  have  advanced  very 
sharply  and  we  have  already  referred  to  the  difficulty  of 
securing  delivery  of  construction  materials.  In  order  that 
we  may  be  able  to  make  the  extensions  which  appear 
most  urgent  if  material  can  be  secured,  we  are  asking  for 
an  appropriation  for  construction  of  $20,000.00.  The  spec- 
ial construction  appropriation  in  1945  war,  for  specific 
purposes  and  cannot  be  used  for  extensions. 
During  the  year  the  Water  Department  was  notified  that 
the  White  Horse  Beach  Water  Company  had  gone  out  of 
business.  It  had  supplied  about  40  takers  in  that  area 
for  many  years.  In  order  that  these  people  might  not  be 
without  water  we  purchased  the  pipes  of  the  Company 
for  $200.00  and  connected  them  to  our  mains.  These  pipes 
are  small  and  not  in  good  condition.  They  are  layed  near 
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the  surface  of  the  ground  and  cannot  be  used  during  cold 
weather.  They  should  be  replaced  by  new  mains,  but 
the  streets  are  narrow  and  have  never  been  layed  out  by 
the  Board  of  Survey  or  accepted  by  the  Town  and  some 
special  arrangement  may  be  required  before  this  can  be 
done. 

RESERVOIR 

A  much  needed  improvement  has  been  made  at  the  Lout 
Pond  reservoir.  For  some  time  it  has  been  necessary  to 
carry  the  water  level  in  this  reservoir  two  or  three  feet 
above  the  stone  rip-rap  which  was  built  many  years  ago. 
This  rip-rap  has  now  been  built  to  the  top  of  the  bank, 
about  201  tons  of  stone  being  used,  and  it  is  now  much 
better  protection  against  erosion.  The  fence  around  this 
reservoir  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  we  are  asking  for 
an  appropriation  to  build  a  new  chain  link  fence  in  order 
to  afford  better  protection  to  this  important  part  of  our 
water  system. 

SERVICE  TO  TOWN  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Town  has  been  supplied  with  water  by  its  munici- 
pal system  since  1855.  During  the  years  since  that  time 
the  Water  Commissioners  have  frequently  reminded  the 
citizens  that  the  value  of  the  water  system  to  the  Town 
must  be  measured  not  only  by  its  cash  receipts  and  the 
service  and  protection  to  its  homes,  factories  and  places 
of  business,  but  also  by  the  unrecorded  value  of  the 
water  supplied  for  many  community  purposes  for  which 
no  charge  is  made.  These  free  services  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

335  Public  Fire  Hydrants  and  73  private  hydrants 

Town  offices,  and  other  Town  buildings,  School 
houses 

Oak  Grove,  Vine  Hills,  t  St.  Joseph,  Chilton ville  and

Town  parks,  playgrounds  and  bath  houses 
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As  these  services  are  not  metered,  we  have  no  means 
of  estimating  the  quantity  of  water  consumed,  but  it  is 
very  considerable. 

PURCHASES  OF  LAND.  TO  PROTECT 
THE  WATER  SUPPLY 
In  order  to  further  protect  our  water  supply,  we  are 
asking  the  Town  for  appropriations  to  purchase  the  land 
on  Little  South  Pond  owned  by  Mrs.  Alice  E.  Card  and 
by  John  H.  Faulkner.  These  purchases  will  remove  the 
only  dwellings  remaining  on  the  shores  of  Minot  K. 
Holmes  etal,  which  adjoins  land  already  owned  by  the 
Town  and  includes  part  of  the  shore  of  both  Little  South 
and  Great  South  Ponds.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 
Gentlemen: 

Another  year  of  difficulity  in  obtaining  material  to 
work  with,  resulting  in  our  being  unable  to  carry  out  all 
of  the  work  that  had  been  planned.  In  April  1946,  2.7 
miles  of  6",  8"  and  10"  pipe,  with  fittings,  as  well  as  hyd- 
rants and  gates,  were  ordered.  To  date,  only  560  feet  of 
10"  pipe  has  been  received  and  about  one-half  of  the  fit- 
tings. Gate  boxes  and  sidewalk  boxes  are  not  being  man- 
ufactured. 

The  1945  report  records  a  6"  main  having  been  laid  in 
Braley  Lane  during  that  year  which  could  not  be  con- 
nected because  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary 
fittings.  The  past  year  it  was  possible  to  make  this  con- 
nection. Also,  one  new  hydrant  was  set  on  this  line. 

♦ 

In  Coles  Lane,  680  feet  of  2"  galvanized  main  that  had 
been  abandoned  was  put  in  service  again  to  supply  water 
to  a  new  house  that  was  built  in  that  locality. 

A  6 "fire  springier  line  was  connected  for  the  Art  Jewel- 
ry on  Main  Street. 

Several  hydrants  broken  during  the  year  necessitated 
repairs  and  several  other  hydrants  that  had  been  in  ser- 
vice a  great  many  years  were  replaced  with  new  ones. 
More  such  replacements  will  be  taken  care  of  the  coming 
year.  The  usual  hydrant  inspections  were  made  and  all 
are  in  working  condition.  Painting  of  hydrants  had  to  be 
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eliminated  this  past  year  but  this,  too,  will  be  resumed  in 
1947.  The  only  additional  hydrant  to  the  system  was  the 
one  at  Braley  Lane. 

Eleven  leaks  in  mains  were  repaired  and  forty-five 
leaks  in  services  were  remedied.  At  twenty-three  services 
where  poor  pressure  had  been  reported,  corporations 
were  drilled,  the  results  being  satisfactory.  One  hundred 
forty-one  services  were  added  to  the  system,  twenty-four 
of  these  in  Plymouth  and  one  hundred  seventeen  in  Man- 
omet.  The  Commissioners'  report  carries  the  detail  of 
considerable  work  in  Manomet  that  was  completed  in 
Manomet.  There  were  quite  a  few  meter  replacements 
in  1946,  some  old  makes  being  discontinued  because  of 
difficulty  in  getting  parts  for  repairs.  Sixty-four  addi- 
tional meters  were  added,  making  the  total  number  now 
in  use,  2,919,  or  78.5%  of  all  services  metered. 

Considerable  improvement  was  made  in  the  basement 
of  the  Lout  Pond  station  at  the  location  where  the  surge 
tank  had  been  removed,  a  concrete  floor  being  built.  A 
12"  C.  I.  storm  water  drain  and  catch  basin  was  installed 
to  take  care  of  storm  and  roof  water  around  the  station. 
Plumbing  was  renewed  in  the  engineers'  dwelling  and 
100  feet  of  sewer  pipe  was  laid,  correcting  very  unsatis- 
factory condition  had  given  trouble  for  many  years, 
past.  Both  engines  and  pumps  were  overhauled.  The 
two  motors  at  Deep  Water  Bridge  Station  were  also 
checked. 

The  auxiliary  Well  Supply  at  Warners  Pond  was  oper- 
'    ated  687 Vz  hrs.  during  June,  July,  August  and  September, 
pumping  12,480,400  gals,  of  water.  1,400  gals  of  iuel  oil 
and  35  gals,  of  lubrication  oil  was  used. 

Analyses  of  samples  of  water  from  both  our  source  of 
supply  and  various  taps  were  made  at  regular  intervals 
and  reports  of  these  are  on  file  in  the  Superintendent's 
office.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  business  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  in- 
creasing from  year  to  year.  During  1946,  more  than  half 
the  time  of  this  department  was  spent  in  laying  out 
streets.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  layout  plans  were 
made  for  Cape  Cod  Ave.,  Reed  Ave.,  and  Melix  Ave.  in 
Manomet.  These  streets  were  not  accepted  by  the  Town 
at  the  annual  Town  meeting  in  March,  but  the  engineer- 
ing time  spent  on  these  streets  was  just  as  great  as  if  the 
streets  had  been  accepted.  A  survey  and  plan  was  made 
for  an  alteration  at  the  corner  of  Russell  and  High  Sts. 
This  layout  was  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the  special 
Town  meeting  in  October,  and  the  Highway  Department 
■>as  improved  conditions  at  this  corner.  A  layout  was 
made  for  Overlook  Terrace,  a  short  street  running 
southerly  from  Overlook  Road.  Surveys  and  plans  were 
made  for  an  alteration  at  the  corner  of  Middle  and  Carver 
Sts.,  and  also  at  the  corner  of  Nelson  St.  and  Water  St. 
Extension. 

The  next  largest  project  for  this  department  was  the 
laying  out  of  Town  owned  land  at  the  Town  Wharf.  This 
area  was  completely  surveyed  and  about  20  lots  were 
laid  out.  Nearly  all  of  these  lots  have  been  leased. 

Plans  were  made  for  the  conveyance  of  Town  owned 
land  to  William  R,  LaRocque,  Charles  R.  Cross,  and 
Grace  E.  Rich. 

A  preliminary  study  plan  was  made  of  the  Cordage 
curve  on  Court  St. 

A  plan  was  made  of  land  southwest  of  the  Standish 
Ave.  playground,  which  land  was  subsequently  acquired 
by  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  RETIREMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  tenth 
report  covering  the  activities  and  condition  of  the  Con- 
tributory Retirement  System  for  the  year  1946. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  report  the  untimely  death 
of  one  of  our  young  policemen,  George  S.  Bell,  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on  June  29,  1946,  just 
twenty  days  after  his  return  to  duty  on  the  police  force 
after  discharge  from  the  Marine  Corps. 

We  also  lost  one  of  our  pensioners,  John  F.  Shea, 
who  died  on  March  2,  1946. 

There  have  already  been  so  many  amendments  to 
the  revised  law  on  retirement  systems,  that  it  is  im- 
t  possible  to  cite  them  in  this  report.  However,  the  elec- 
tion of  the  member  of  the  Retirement  Board,  who  is 
elected  by  the  members  of  the  System  for  a  three  year 
term,  occurs  in  June  of  this  year  and  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  your  Board  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  entire  group 
at  that  time.  Although  we  have  not  yet  approached 
the  Division  of  Insurance  on  the  matter,  we  hope  at 
that  time  to  have  someone  from  their  office  at  the 
meeting  who  can  answer  any  questions  the  members 
may  have  about  the  System.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  presents  herewith  its 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  on 
January  1,  1946  were  Harold  G.  Roberts,  Chairman, 
Gordon  S.  McCosh  and  Andrew  Rae,  Jr.  (Mr.  Rae,  act- 
ing as  military  substitute  for  A.  Rodman  Hussey,  Jr., 
and  was  appointed  September  5,  1945  as  provided  for 
in  Chapter  708  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.) 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  held  on  March  2, 
1946,  Harold  G.  Roberts  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  three  years. 

At  the  Organization  meeting  of  the  Board,  follow- . 
ing  the  Annual  Town  Election  and  held  on  March  5, 
1946,  Gordon  S.  McCosh  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  year  1946  presented  an  increased  demand  for 
Public  Assistance,  mostly  caused  by  the  usual  social 
problems,  although  this  year  were  aggravated  by  the 
more  serious  type,  many  of  which  were  the  result  of 
World  War  II.  Several  of  these  were  the  consequence 
of  desertions,  separations,  and  other  court  action. 
About  one-third  of  the  applications  for  Public  Assist- 
ance followed  some  type  of  court  action,  approxi- 
mately 20%  were  the  result  of  illness,  10%  found 
it  necessary  to  apply  on  account  of  loss  of  employment, 
and  the  balance  were  for  various  reasons. 

The  need  for  more  adequate  housing  still  remains 
a  matter  of  considerable  concern  and  these  factors 
contribute  in  no  small  part  to  such  social  problems  as 
juvenile  delinquency,  family  mal-adjustments,  health 
problems,  and  to  numerous  personal  difficulties. 


/ 
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The  several  articles  of  clothing,  left  with  the  De- 
partment by  the  W.  P.  A.  at  the  time  their  activities 
were  discontinued  in  Plymouth  in  1942,  have  been  al- 
loted  to  needy  persons  where  the  sizes  were  applica- 
ble. Some  articles,  limited  as  to  sizes  and  suitability, 
still  remain  for  distribution. 

Due  to  the  increased  demands  for  Public  Assistance 
during  this  year,  the  $46,250  appropriated  for  Public 
Assistanc-3  at  the  March  23rd  Town  Meeting  failed 
to  carry  through  the  year,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
request  an  additional  $13,000  at  the  special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  October  14,  1946.  As  this  additional 
appropriation  will  be  included  in  the  1947  tax  assess- 
ment, the  unused  portion  amounting  to  $3,438.54  will 
be  used  with  the  1947  appropriation  to  meet  the  Pub- 
lic Assistance  demands  during  the  year  1947,  and  will 
not  be  transferred  to  the  excess  and  deficiency  ac- 
count. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  express  their 
appreciation  for  the  usual  cooperation  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  has  received  from  all  of  our  local 
private  agencies,  the  physicians,  dentists,  druggists, 
Jordan  Hospital,  Community  Nurse  Association,  Po- 
lice Department,  the  courts  and  the  manufacturing 
and  business  establishment.s. 

152  "outside  aid"  cases  were  extended  general  as- 
sistance by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  during 
the  year.  85  new  applications  and  12  re-applications 
were  accepted,  and  86  cases  were  closed  during  1946, 
which  indicates  in  part  the  activities  within  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  during  this  past  year. 

The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  this  type  of  as- 
sistance and  for  its  administration,  during  the  1946 
year,  were  as  follows: 

Salaries  $9,228.88,  other  administration  expenses 
$622.17,  "outside  aid"  including  Plymouth  settled  cases 
residing  in  other  cities  and  towns  $47,669.85. 
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The  reimbursements  from  other  cities  and  towns, 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  from  indi- 
viduals amounted  to  $12,  627.44.  Income  from  Trust 
Funds  $144.09,  leaving  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plym- 
outh for  "  outside  aid"  granted  $34,898.32. 

INFIRMARY 

The  services  and  facilities  of  the  Town  Infirmary 
have  been  extended  to  25  persons  during  the  1946 
year.  18  persons  have  remained  as  regular  residents 
during  the  major  part  of  the  year. 

The  necessary  improvements  and  repairs  commenced 
last  year  were  completed  during  the  first  part  of  1946. 
The  continued  program  for  additional  repairs  and 
improvements  which  were  planned  for  this  year  and 
which  were  very  much  needed,  were  abandoned  on 
account  of  the  shortage  of  the  necessary  equipment 
and  materials.  It  is  hoped  that  the  program  can  be 
continued  in  1947. 

The  expenditures  and  receipts  at  the  Infirmary  dur- 
ing the  year  were  as  follows:  —  Salaries  $2,890.52, 
other  administration  expenses  $2,929.36,  "inside  aid" 
$4,597.42.  Reimbursements  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  other  cities  and  towns,  and  from 
individuals  amounted  to  $2,713.10,  from  rentals  $72., 
from  Trust  Funds  $6.03,  leaving  the  cost  to  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  for  "inside  aid"  granted  $1,806.29.

Board  of  Public  Welfare. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth : 

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  for  1946. 

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  is  a  separate 
department  under  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for 
the  granting  of  assistance  to  needy  persons  65  years 
of  age  and  over  who  are  citizens  of  this  country.  The 
Bureau  is  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  and  one  other  citizen  appointed  by 
the  Board.  Mr.  Harold  S.  Damon  was  appointed  by 
the  Board  to  serve  on  the  Bureau,  and  was  elected 
as  Chairman  of  that  body.  The  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  in  accordance  with  the  O.A.A.  law, 
issues  the  rules  and  regulations  by  which  this  aid  is 
granted,  and  their  field  representatives  visit  the  local 
office  frequently  to  check  over  the  work  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  the  proper  handling  of  the  cases. 
Both  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  send  audi- 
tors twice  a  year  to  check  over  the  work  and  the  ac- 
counts. The  Federal  Government  and  the  State  bear 
the  brunt  of  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  contribu- 
ting approximately  79  %  of  the  total  cost. 

O.A.A.  is  granted  on  a  budgetary  basis  in  accord- 
ance with  the  State  Standard  Mandatory  budget  which 
is  issued  by  the  State  Department.  During  the  past 
year  ihe  State  has  issued  two  new  mandatory  budgets 
which  has  increased  the  cost  of  aid  considerably.  All 
cases  are  now  figured  on  this  new  budget  and  it  is  not 
known  at  this  time  whether  or  not  the  State  will  issue 
any  new  budgets  in  1947.  At  the  present  time  Old  Age 
Assistance  is  being  granted  to  425  persons.  The  aver- 
age monthly  cost  per  case  was  $48.32  in  December 
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1945,  but  in  December  1946  the  average  cost  per  case 
was  $57,09  per  month.  This  cost  has  been  increasing 
steadily  in  the  past  two  years  as  in  determining  the 
mandatory  budget  present  day  living  costs  are  con- 
sidered by  the  State. 

A  total  of  $261,995.76  was  spent  for  O.A.A.  in  1946. 
Of  this  amount  the  Federal  Government  paid  $91,- 
299.76,  and  the  State  approximately  $115,462.94  leav- 
ing the  net  cost  to  the  town  of  approximately  $55,- 
233.06.  The  cost  of  direct  aid  in  1946  was  $45,361.66 
more  than  it  was  in  1945. 

The  second  increaae  in  aid  granted  by  the  State  was 
effective  September  1,  1946.  As  only  one  increase  was 
figured  when  the  budgets  were  originally  estimated, 
it  was  necessary  to  request  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000.00  at  the  special  town  meeting.  On 
October  1,  1946  the  Federal  Government  changed  its 
reimbursement  schedule  giving  us  an  increase  of  ap- 
proximately $1,700.00  per  month  over  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  September.  Due  to  this  increase  it  was  not 
necessary  to  use  all  of  the  $10,000.00,  and  there  is'  a 
balance  of  $4,570.00  to  be  used  in  1947. 

There  was  a  net  gain  of  41  cases  in  1946  which  is 
the  largest  gain  we  have  had  since  the  age  was  re- 
duced from  70  to  65.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the 
change  in  the  law  regarding  contributions  from  chil- 
dren. Under  the  present  law  almost  every  child  is  ex- 
empt from  contributing  towards  his  parents'  support. 
Several  of  those  who  had  been  completely  supported 
by  their  children  are  now  receiving  O.A.A.,  and  we  are 
granting  a  larger  allowance  to  many  cases  as  their 
children  are  no  longer  contributing.  This  alone  has 
increased  our  monthly  payroll  by  about  $1,300.00. 
Business  frms  have  been  gradually  laying  off  their 
older  employees  and  as  soon  as  their  unemployment 
insurance  and  savings  are  used  up  many  apply  for 
O.A.A.  as  their  Old  Age  benefits  are  not  sufficient  to 
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meet  their  living  expenses.  For  this  same  reason  it 
is  anticipated  that  a  large  number  of  people  will  apply 
for  this  aid  in  1947,  and  that  we  will  again  have  a 
large  net  gain  in  cases. 

The  Federal  Government  contributes  funds  for  sal- 
aries and  office  administration  for  both  O.A.A.  and 
A.D.C.  As  the  staff  of  the  O.A.A.  office  handles  the 
A.D.C.  program  this  money  is  used  towards  salaries. 
In  1946  a  total  of  $3,908.16  was  received  and  used 
towards  salaries.  Prior  to  October  1946  we  received 
two-thirds  of  5%  of  the  Federal  grant  for  aid,  but 
there  is  to  be  a  new  basis  for  figuring  the  Federal 
contribution,  and  it  is  expected  that  we  will  receive 
approximately  the  same  amount  as  we  did  in  1946.

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AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth : 

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  for  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
program. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  program  comes 
under  the  Social  Security  Act  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  is  administered  in  accordance  with  the  State 
plan  for  Massachusetts  which  conforms  to  that  act. 
The  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  issues  rules 
and  regulations  by  which  this  aid  must  be  granted.  A 
standard  budget  is  issued  by  the  State  and  it  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  budget  that  aid  is  granted.  This 
aid  is  for  the  dependent  child  and  is  given  to  the 
mother  or/ relative  who  is  caring  for  the  child  to  be 
used  for  the  child's  care  and  upbringing.  The  field 
representatives  of  the  State  Department  visit  the  office 
frequently  to  review  the  work  done  in  the  various 
cases  and  to  make  recommendations  for  the  proper 
handling  of  the  work  in  accordance  with  its  rules  and 
regulations.  Auditors  from  the  Federal  Government 
and  the  State  check  this  category  of  assistance  twice 
a  ye*ar. 

In  October  of  1946  the  Federal  Government  changed 
its  reimbursement  schedule,  and  they  now  allow  one- 
half  up  to  $24.00  expended  for  the  first  child  and 
one-half  up  to  $15.00  for  each  succeeding  child.  The 
State  continues  to  pay  one-third  of  the  entire  bill: 

The  cost  for  this  aid  in  1946  was  $46,568.44.  We 
have  had  a  net  increase  in  the  case  load  of  10  cases 
and  are  aiding  at  the  present  time  50  cases  with  103 
children.  The  average  cost  per  case  in  December  1946 
was  $86.67  per  month  which  is  a  substantial  increase 
over  last  year. 
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Of  the  amount  of  $46,568.44  spent  in  1946  the  Fed- 
eral Government  contributed  $9,778.45,  the  State  paid 
$15,517.04  which  made  a  net  cost  to  the  town  of  $21,- 
272.95.

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY 
COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1946 


The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  present  here- 
with their  report  of  the  Department  activities  for  1946. 

The  work  done  has  been  largely  in  the  nature  of 
maintenance. 

In  the  care  of  funded  lots,  so  called,  where  a  fund 
has  been  established  to  assure  perpetual  annual  care, 
we  find  that  owing  to  the  increasing  cost  of  labor  and 
the  present  low  return  of  2%  on  the  invested  funds, 
we  are  unable  in  many  cases  to  give  these  lots  the  care 
they  should  have. 

The  Commissioners  take  this  opportunity  of  suggest- 
ing that  a  minimum  amount  to  be  deposited  for  a 
perpetual  care  fund  should  be  four  hundred  dollars, 
also  that  funds  already  established  in  small  amounts 
should  be  supplemented,  either  by  increasing  the 
amount  of  the  funds  or  by  paying  for  annual  care  for 
several  years,  thus  allowing  the  interest  from  the  funds 
to  accumulate. 

In  developing  new  areas  in  all  cemeteries  under  our 
charge  we  are  making  a  change  in  the  laying  out  of 
lots  that,  we  believe,  will  be  an  improvement  over  the 
earlier  method  of  lot  layout.  Instead  of  a  3  ft.  path 
between  lots,  which  has  been  customary  in  the  past, 
in  mosc  new  layouts  we  are  using  the  whole  area  for 
lot  development,  except  so  much  as  is  needed  for  neces- 
sary roadways  and  beauty  spots. 

We  feel  sure  that  this  will  make  for  more  efficient 
use  of  the  limited  areas  available  for  lot  development 
and  simplify  the  maintenance  work  of  mowing  lots. 

Oak  Grove  and  Vine  Hills  Cemetery 

Several  years  ago  the  policy  was  adopted  of  hard

surfacing  some  of  the  driveways  in  these  Cemeteries., 
when  it  was  possible  to  do  so. 

The  past  year  approximately  700  sq.  yds.  was  laid 
down,  extending  from  a  point  near  the  tool  house, 
where  last  year's  work  stopped,  toward  the  upper  Sam- 
oset  Street  entrance,  at  a  cost  of  $1,170.00. 

Manomet  Cemetery 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  this  cemetery  in 
grading  driveways  and  building  new  lots  in  that  part 
of  the  cemetery,  adjacent  to  White  Horse  Road. 
Twenty  new  lots  have  been  built  and  we  expect  to 
build  ten  more  in  1947. 

This  will  complete  the  development  of  the  area  be- 
tween the  upper  and  lower  entrances  for  a  distance 
of  100  ft.  southerly  of  the  line  of  White  Horse  Road 
and  furnish  some  very  desirable  lots. 

Ckiltonville  Cemetery 

Mention  was  made  in  an  earlier  report  of  the  poor 
condition  of  a  portion  of  the  fence  at  this  cemetery. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  work  has  been 
done  in  renewing  posts  and  painting  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  fence.  The  approximate  cost  was 
$379.89. 

Power  Mowers 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  that  it  would 
be  a  real  economy  to  purchase  two  power  lawn  mowers 
to  care  for  much  of  the  necessary  work  in  Oak  Grove 
and  Vine  Hills  Cemetery  and  on  Burial  Hill.  We  feel 
sure  that  the  work  of  grass  cutting  could  be  accom- 
plished more  cheaply  with  these  machines  than  in 
using  the  hand  mowers. 

Dump  Truck 

We  also  recommend  this  year  the  purchase  of  a 
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dump  truck  for  the  Cemetery  Department. 

This  truck  could  be  used  not  only  at  Oak  Grove  and 
Vine  Hills  but  also  at  Chiltonville  and  Manomet,  and 
in  our  opinion  would  enable  the  department  to  carry 
on  the  maintenance  of  the  outlying  cemeteries  more 
efficiently.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  organized  for  the  year  1946-7 
with  Allen  D.  Russell  as  Chairman  and  Arthur  E. 
Blackmer  as  secretary. 

At  their  meeting  during  the  year  the  Planning  Board 
discussed  all  the  old  familiar  questions  of  parking, 
ha,rbor  improvement,  Westerly  Route,  etc.,  and  were 
in  a  sm  all  way  instrumental  in  having  the  public  hear- 
ing called  in  the  fall  of  1946  in  the  Blue  Room  at  the 
Memorial  Building  where  all  interested  parties  might 
see  what  was  afoot  and  ask  questions. 

The  town  has  now  set  up  a  committee  to  study  the 
future  economic  growth  and  needs  of  the  community 
and  this  committee  met  with  a  few  of  the  Planning 
Board  to  discuss  what  information  we  might  have  that 
would  help  them  in  their  study.  Since  the  members  of 
the  Planning  Board  have  served  not  only  as  Town 
engineer,  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department, 
Chairman  and  Sec'y  of  the  Municipal  Post  War  Plan- 
ning Committee,  Municipal  Electric  Light  Committee, 
Federal  Works  Project  Committee,  Sewage  Disposal 
Plant  Committee,  Federal  Housing  Committee,  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner,  Highway  Commissioner,  etc.,  etc., 
a  great  deal  of  history  and  information  together  with 
figures,  maps  and  plans  were  readily  made  available 
to  the  new  committee.  Among  the  figures  were  the 
municipal  finance  figures  which  the  Planning  Board 
has  now  been  accumulating  for  nine  years.  These 
figures  for  the  year  1945  are  published  herewith  for 
those  who  have  been  following  our  chart  and  forecast.

The  actual  amount 
available  was  $85,719.60  but  that  came  from  a  tax 
rate  of  $32.40. 
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1945  was  the  first  year  in  the  last  six  when  the  town 
spent  more  in  Capital  outgo  than  it  had  to  spend.  Dur- 
ing the  war  when  it  was  almost  impossible  to  make 
capital  expenditures  we  worked  up  a  nice  cash  bal- 
ance which  even  at  the  close  of  1945  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  $375,563.61. 

This  cash  in  hand  plus  the  very  low  bond  issue  out- 
standing, totaling  $72,000.00  at  the  end  of  1945  mark 
our  financial  standing  as  a  community.  We  have  a 
good  cash  reserve  and  excellent  credit.  The  degree  to 
which  we 'keep  this  standing  will  mark  our  financial 
success  as  a  town  and  the  safety  of  our  homes  which 
in  the  long  run  are  all  subject  to  the  towns  misman- 
agement of  its  finances.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NURSING  SERVICE 
PLYMOUTH  COMMUNITY  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

1945-1946 


The  total  number  of  visits  this  year  by  the  Plymouth 
Community  Nurse  Association  is  3,687 — an  increase 
of  518  visits  over  last  year.  The  following  services 
were  rendered: 

Non-Gommunicable  Disease 
Communicable  Disease 
Maternity 

Infant  and  Preschool  Health 
School  Health 
Adult  Health 

Well  Baby  Clinics 

For  Non-Communicable  diseases  there  were  3,023 
visits  made  to  homes,  these  visits  were  to  cases  requir- 
ing treatments,  surgical  dressings,  hypodermic  injec- 
tions and  bedside  nursing  care,  as  well  as  113  visits 
by  patients  to  the  office  for  treatments. 

Communicable  disease  nursing  was  given  to  three 
patients  with  scarlet  fever  and  to  one  patient  with 
tuberculosis.  These  visits  totalled  15. 

There  were  four  home  deliveries  attended  and  79 
visits  to  mothers  for  instruction  in  prenatal  care  and 
after  care  of  the  mother  and  baby.  These  were  to 
mothers  who  had  hospital  deliveries  as  well  as  to  those 
having  home  deliveries. 

Health  service  visits  to  infants  and  preschool  chil- 
dren numbered  183,  74  of  which  were  to  new  born 
babies.  These  were  chiefly  for  health  education  and 
supervision.  This  same  type  of  service  was  given  to 
school  children,  a  total  of  88  visits.  Some  of  these  were 
to  follow  up  cases*  of  pediculosis  in  cooperation  with 
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the  school  nurse  and  the  Board  of  Health. 

15  Well  Baby  and  Preschool  Child  Glinics  were  held 
throughout  the  year  with  an  attendance  of  197.  The 
examining  physician  at  these  clinics  was  Dr.  Dorothea 
Moore,  a  pediatrician  from  the  Boston  Children's  Hos- 
pital. Also,  at  several  of  these  conferences  Miss  Jane 
Bradford,  the  school  dental  hygienist,  was  present  to 
examine  teeth  and  give  dental  health  instruction  to 
the  mothers. 

Assistance  was  given  by  the  nurses  to  the  Board  of 
Health  for  the  Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  at 
which  52  children  were  innoculated. 

Nursing  care  to  patients  receiving  Welfare  Aid  and 
Old  Age  Assistance  totalled  840  visits. 

Of  the  total  number  visits  made  for  the  year,  2,051 
were  free  visits,  366  part  pay  visits,  663  full  pay  visits 
and  213  supervisory  visits.  The  Association  was  re- 
imbursed by  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  and  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany for  277  visits  made  to  their  policy  holders. 

The  prevailing  shortage  of  nurses  has  been  keenly 
felt  by  the  Association.  However,  a  full  service  has 
been  rendered  throughout  the  year  without  a  complete 
staff,  but  not  without  difficulty,  largely  because  of  the 
loyalty  and  interest  of  local  members  of  the  nursing 
profession.  Miss  Beverly  Karle  was  the  full  time  nurse 
with  the  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  dur- 
ing a  large  part  of  the  year.  She  left  this  fall  on  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  to  attend  Simmons  College, 
School  of  PubJc  Health  Nursing.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Kill- 
mer  assisted  her  on  a  part  time  basis.  Mrs.  Mary  Rush- 
ton  helped  out  during  vacations  and  at  various  other 
times  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Margaret  Morton  and 
Miss  Helen  Shaw  also  helped  on  the  staff.  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Dunham  and  Mrs.  Louise  Schilling,  nurse's  aides, 
gave  a  number  of  hours  of  service.    Mrs.  Christine 
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Darsch,  practical  nurse,  assisted  the  staff  nurse  on  sev- 
eral occasions.  Mrs.  Helen  Brooks,  eight  years  with  the 
Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association,  resigned  as 
supervisor  on  September  1,  1946.  The  past  two  years 
she  has  been  able  only  to  serve  on  a  part  time  basis. 
On  June  17,  1946,  Miss  Catherine  McHugh  came  to 
the  Association  as  staff  nurse  and  on  September  4,  Miss 
Emily  G.  Pearson,  as  supervisor,  which  now  gives  the 
Association  at  the  beginning  of  it's  new  year  a  full  time 
two  nurse  staff  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  SURVEY  COMMITTEE 


The  article  under  which  this  committee  was  ap- 
pointed reads:  "That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  the  use  of  a  committee,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen,  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a 
comprehensive  survey  and  study  of  the  needs  and  re- 
quirements of  the  town  with  respect  to  buildings, 
parks,  services, -and  facilities;  to  study 'the  advisability 
of  consolidating  town  departments  and  activities  in 
the  interest  of  efficiency,  economy,  and  coordination. 
Said  committee  to  submit  a  written  report  with  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  annual  town  meeting." 

'  Outside  of  Plymouth  we  found  that  a  great  many 
communities  had  just  completed  or  are  now  doing  just 
what  we  have  been  asked  to  do, — namely, — take  in- 
ventory of  what  the  town  has,  determine  what  the 
town  will  require  both  in  the  immediate  and  near  fu- 
ture in  physical  properties  such  as  buildings,  parks, 
parking  lots,  airport,  etc. — attempt  to  list  these  needs 
in  order  of  their  respective  necessity  and  urgency,— 
try  to  determine  where  such  buildings  and  service  fa- 
cilities should  be  located  and  determine  how  many  of 
these  capital  expenditures  the  town  can  afford  during 
each  of  the  next  few  years.  Besides  all  this  there  is 
the  other  and  perhaps  even  more  important  phase  of 
our  problem,  to  study  and  consider  if  a  reorganization 
of  our  governing  procedures  would  be  of  definite  ad- 
vantage. 

It  was  of  great  interest  to  us  to  learn  that  both 
over-all  long  range  town  planning  and  town  govern- 
ment seem  to  be  pressing  problems  with  practically 
all  towns  of  our  size.  From  these  other  towns  we 
learned  that  there  are  many  professional  and  special- 
ized Municipal  Planners  engaged  in  making  such  sur- 
veys as  we  are  considering.  In  an  effort  to  choose  the 
best, — we  have  interviewed  the  leaders  in  this  field,

including  authorities  from  two  of  our  outstanding  Uni- 
versities, professional  Town  Planners,  and  the  Munici- 
pal management  divisions  ot  several  leading  financial 
Institutions. 

Through  these  interviews  we  learned  these  interest- 
ing facts.  First,  Town  Planning  has  become  a  profes- 
sion of  such  importance  that  it  is  now  a  graduate  study- 
in  several  of  our  Universities.  Secondly,  many  towns 
comparable  in  size  to  Plymouth  have  engaged  the  ser- 
vices of  professional  Planners  and  made  appropria- 
tions for  this  work. 

After  interviewing  a  number  of  these  professional 
Town  Planners  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  expert 
advice  and  guidance  is  necessary  in  order  to  accom- 
plish our  purposes.  The  result  of  this  work  should  be 
(1)  a  reasonably  complete  plan  of  orderly  development 
of  the  Town's  capital  structures  with  a  view  to  their 
location  and  architectural  fitness  as  well  as  their  util- 
ity, together  with  an  analysis  of  the  financial  ability 
of  the  town  to  carry  out  such  a  plan,  and  (2),  a  report 
on  the  reorganization  of  our  governmental  procedure. 

For  the  work  of  our  committee  we  request  an  ap- 
propriation of  $5,000  which  will  be  sought  under  Arti- 
cle 75  of  the  town  warrant.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  for  the  calendar 
year  1945,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Plym- 
outh for  the  calendar  year  1945,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by,  comparison  with  the  reports 
and  records  in  the  town  accountant's  office. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  ap- 
propriation accounts  being  checked  to  the  town  clerk's 
records  of  town  meeting  votes.  A  balance  sheet  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1945 
was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report.  An  exam- 
ination of  this  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is 
in  excellent  financial  condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  on  hand  on  January  21,  1946  was  verified 
and  the  bank  balances  were  reconciled  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  checked  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file,  the  bond  and  coupon  account  being  reconciled. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and 
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retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and 
the  withdrawals  being  verified. 

The  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  the  amounts 
transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified.  Veri- 
fication of  the  tax  titles  as  listed  was  made  by  compari- 
son with  tne  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  The  tax 
possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assessments 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  and 
all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and  proved  to 
the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements 
as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessor's  records 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abate- 
ments as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  and  water  accounts 
were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it 
appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  town  clerk,  and  health  department  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail,  the  payments  to  the  State 
and  town  being  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and 
of  the  school  and  police  departments,  as  well  as  of 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  or  committing 
charges  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked,  and 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  departments  sending  out 
bills  for  collection  make  out  the  prescribed  commitment 
sheets  to  the  treasurer,  at  the  same  time  giving  proper 
notice  to  the  town  accountant  of  the  amounts  committed 
for  collection. 

Schedules  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts, 
together  with  schedules  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  system 
funds,  are  appended  to  this  report. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1946,  the  several  schedules  being  in  the  following  order: 

Schedule  A.  Cash  Receipts  and  Cash  Payments  as 
reported  to  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Schedule  B.  Departmental  and  all  special  appropria- 
tions and  such  receipts,  including  Federal  Grants,  as 
may  be  legally  expended  without  specific  town  meeting 
appropriation,  with  all  payments  from  same  classified  as 
to  purpose. 

Schedule  C.  Estimated  Receipts,  other  than  from 
local  taxes,  as  used,  with  the  approval  of  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner, by  the  Assessors  in  making  the  1946  tax  rate. 
Schedule  also  shows  the  actual  cash  receipts  from  the 
same  sources. 

Schedule  D.  Revenue  Account  for  1946,  including  a 
list  of  all  CURRENT  YEAR'S  unexpended  appropriation 
balance  closed  into  it  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Schedule  J.  Calculation  of  the  town's  borrowing 
capacity  on  January  1,  1947,  increased  through  new 
legislation  in  1946. 

No  department  reported  any  unpaid  bills  and  there 
were  no  overdrafts. 

For  the  first  time  since  1943  it  was  necessary  to 
borrow  $100,000  on  temporary  notes.  However,  this  was 
easily  paid  off  when  due  on  December  2. 

Cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  over  $524,000 
and,  although  over  $132,000  of  this  amount  was  money 
borrowed  for  water  construction  and  not  yet  spent,  the 
revenue  cash  balance  of  over  $392,000  is,  I  believe,  our 
highest  on  record. 

The  Excess  and  Deficiency  balance  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  also  a  record  high,  despite  the  heavy  drain  on  it 
of  over  $80,000  by  town  meeting  votes.  $40,000  unex- 
pended appropriation  balances  turned  back,  $32,000  In- 
come Tax  and  $12,000  Corporation  Taxes  from  the  State  * 
over  their  estimated  figures,  $15,000  from  the  State  and 
County  for  Chapter  90  work,  all  were  contributing 
factors  in  building  up  this  balance.  The  general  depart- 
mental receipts  were,  in  most  cases,  higher  and,  in  some 
cases,  considerably  higher  than  the  estimated  figures, 
as  shown  by  Schedule  C  and  netted  the  town  about 
$25,000  more  than  was  anticipated. 
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The  establishment  of  a  Stabilization  Fund,  permissible 
through  1946  legislation,  is  one  that  should  be  given  a 
considerable  amount  of  thought.  Its  object  is  to  provide 
means  whereby  a  town  may  store  up  funds  in  good 
times  to  take  care  of  future  requirements,  which  may 
occur  when  times  are  not  so  good.  Such  a  fund  would 
be  earning  interest  while  it  was  growing.  However,  it 
should  be  allowed  to  grow.  If,  from  the  time  it  is  estab- 
lished, every  department  tries  to  think  of  ways  of  dip- 
ping into  it,  its  very  purpose  will  be  defeated  from  the 
start. 

From  1934  to  1944  our  average  annual  payments  of 
principal  on  town  debt  were  about  $40,000.  In  1945  we 
spent  but  $13,000  for  debt  but  did  put  $50,000  into  our 
Rehabilitation  Fund  through  the  purchase  of  bonds.  In 
1946  we  spent  but  $12,000  for  debt  and  bought  no  bonds, 
but  this  saving  did  not  reflect  in  our  tax  rate.  We  simply 
spent  more  for  current  year's  expenses.  Our  payment  of 
principal  on  debt  this  year  will  be  $27,000,  due  to  the 
issuing  of  our  Water  Loan  last  year,  but  even  that  will 
not  equal  the  amounts  we  had  been  spending  in  the  past 
for  payment  of  loans  or  saving  through  the  purchase  of 
bonds.  Unless  we  keep  in  the  habit  of  allocating  a  defi- 
nite proportion  of  our  tax  money  for  such  purposes, 
when  the  time  comes  for  the  issuing  of  some  large  loan, 
we  are  going  to  suddenly  realize  that  we  have  been 
living  beyond  our  means.  A  Stabilization  Fund  on  which 
to  draw  at  such  a  time  would  be  a  tremendous  help.  The 
maximum  annual  appropriation  which  we  could  put  into 
such  a  fund,  without  special  approval,  would  be  about 
$39,000  a  year,  the  fund  at  no  time  to  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  about  $315,000. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  de- 
partments who  are  cooperating  with  the  Accounting 
Department  by  paying  their  salaried  employees  on  a 
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semi-monthly  basis.  With  salary  changes  every  year,  we 
are  finding  it  impossible  to  cope  with  the  present  situa- 
tion of  weekly  payrolls  (with  each  department's  week 
ending  on  a  different  day),  bi-weekly,  semi-monthly  and 
monthly  payrolls,  and  even,  in  some  cases,  a  combination 
of  weekly  and  monthly  payroll  periods  for  employees 
holding  two  positions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

Although  World  War  II  is  declared  over  so  far  as 
armed  conflict  is  concerned,  certain  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  war  are  seriously  handicapping  the  pro- 
gress of  public  education  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for 
some  time  to  come.  One  such  condition  is  the  depart- 
ure into  more  lucrative  employments  of  a  great  many 
teachers  in  public  schools  throughout  the  country.  This 
coupled  with  a  sharp  decline  in  the  number  of  young 
men  and  women  who  are  preparing  for  teaching  in  our 
colleges  has  served  to  arouse  thinking  people  generally 
to  the  serious  plight  of  the  schools  in  respect  to  teaching 
service. 

It  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  our  more  capable  young 
men  and  women  will  spend  four  or  more  years  beyond 
high  school  in  preparing  for  a  teaching  career  unless  the 
compensation  compares  favorably  not  only  with  that  of 
skilled  workmen  but  also  with  that  of  workers  in  other 
professions  requiring  as  much  preparation. 

The  war  economy  with  the  steadily  increasing  wage 
scale  in  industry  has  brought  about  a  situation  where 
weekly  earnings  in  Massachusetts  factories  are  more  than 
double  pre-war  wages.  The  average  salary  of  teachers 
in  Plymouth  increased  37%  during  the  same  period. 
Though  Plymouth  has  done  considerably  better  by  its 
teachers  than  the  state  and  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  is 
clear  that  such  increases  fall  far  short  of  those  received 
by  many  other  groups  of  workers  and  that  they  have 
fallen  considerably  short  of  matching  the  48%  increase 
in  the  cost  of  living  since  January  1941. 

We  are,  therefore,  in  a  period  where  a  country-wide 
effort  is  being  made  to  improve  teachers'  salaries  not 
only  to  help  teachers  meet  the  present  requirements  of 
higher  living  costs  but  also  to  help  remove  the  financial 
barrier  that  has  caused  so  many  capable  young  men  and 
women  to  look  askance  at  teaching  as  a  life  work. 


Our  Plymouth  teachers,  being  alert  to  this  country- 
wide movement,  appointed  a  salary  committee  to  study 
the  situation  and  confer  with  the  School  Committee. 
As  a  result  the  teachers  made  a  request  for  an  increase 
of  not  less  than  $500.  This  proved  to  be  the  average 
amount  being  requested  by  teachers'  groups  in  Massa- 
chusetts communities.  The  Plymouth  teachers  also  asked 
for  a  "single  salary  schedule"  that  would  treat  alike  all 
teachers  of  the  same  training  and  experience,  regardless 
of  sex  and  grade  station. 

Accompanying  the  requests  of  teachers'  associations 
throughout  the  state  for  substantial  increases  in  salary, 
there  is  a  concerted  movement  to  increase  the  amount 
of  state-aid  to  the  local  communities  for  education  in 
order  that  the  local  real  estate  holder  may  not  be  called 
on  to  bear  the  higher  costs  due  to  the  contemplated 
increase  in  teachers'  salaries.  As  there  is  considerable 
doubt  whether  such  legislation  can  be  passed  in  time  to 
provide  additional  state-aid  prior  to  fixing  the  tax  rate 
for  1947,  the  School  Committee  did  not  feel  warranted 
in  asking  that  the  town  grant  the  entire  amount  of  the 
teachers'  request  at  this  time. 

Another  circumstance  that  made  the  Committee's  de- 
cision difficult  is  the  fact  that  at  the  coming  town  elec- 
tion in  March  the  voters  will  be  required  to  pass  upon 
the  "equal-pay  law,"  which  if  accepted  by  the  town  will 
require  that  women  teachers  shall  be  paid  at  the  same 
rate  as  men  teachers  in  all  cases  where  the  preparation, 
training,  and  work  are  similar.  The  law  also  provides 
that  the  equalization  shall  not  be  made  by  reducing  the 
salaries  of  men.  As  the  difference  between  the  maximum 
salaries  now  paid  men  and  women  in  junior  and  senior 
high  school  approximates  $700,  an  affirmative  vote  on 
this  matter  by  the  Plymouth  voters  would  cost  approxi- 
mately $17,000  from  April  1  to  December  31,  or  approxi- 
mately $23,000  for  a  full  year.  On  the  basis  of  the  new 
salary  schedule  approved  by  the  Committee  and  de- 
scribed below,  the  additional  annual  cost  would  be 


approximately  $13,000.  On  either  basis  it  is  clear  that  a 
vote  for  equal  pay  would  cost  the  town  a  very  substan- 
tial sum  in  addition  to  the  amount  being  asked  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  general  increase  in  salaries. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  Committee  de- 
cided in  favor  of  a  "preparation-type"  salary  schedule 
that  retains,  at  least  for  the  present,  a  differential  of 
$400  between  salaries  of  men  and  women  in  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  If  the  town  grants  the  money 
to  put  this  schedule  into  effect,  all  women  teachers  with 
equal  training  will  be  placed  on  the  same  salary  sched- 
ule regardless  of  grade  station  or  subject  field.  Certain 
credits  will  be  allowed  also  for  teaching  experience.  The 
schedule  provides  for  minimum  salaries  for  women  as 
follows:  2  years  training,  $1,700;  3  years  training,  $1,800; 
4  years  training,  $1,900;  and  5  years  training,  $2,000. 
Twelve  steps  of  $100  for  each  year  of  satisfactory  service 
are  provided  above  the  minimum  salaries.  Each  three- 
year  period  the  teacher  is  required  to  secure  some  addi- 
tional training  approved  by  the  School  Committee  be- 
fore advancing  to  the  next  salary  bracket. 

The  new  schedule  for  men  is  set  at  $400  higher  than 
that  for  women,  pending  the  vote  of  the  town  on  the 
equal-pay  law.  In  continuing  to  set  higher  salaries  for 
men  in  the  new  schedule,  the  Committee  is  maintaining 
a  practice  followed  for  many  years  past.  The  custom  of 
paying  men  teachers  higher  wages  has  become  estab- 
lished because  of  the  relative  supply  of  men  and  women 
teachers.  Schools  have  been  obliged  to  pay  more  for 
men  because  other  vocations  have  paid  more.  There 
appears  to  be  general  agreement  that  some  men  are 
needed  in  schools  where  there  are  children  of  junior  and 
senior  high  school  age. 

Since  the  General  Court  has  not  yet  granted  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  state-aid,  the  Committee  voted  adher- 
ence to  this  new  salary  schedule  only  in  so  far  as  the 
year  1947  is  concerned  and  with  the  provision  that  the 
increase  granted  to  any  teacher  for  1947  shall  not  exceed 
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$350  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $150.  It  is  believed  that 
this  new  schedule,  if  carried  out  in  subsequent  years, 
will  not  only  help  to  offset  the  depreciation  of  the  dollar 
in  the  teachers'  income  but  also  will  help  teachers  and 
*  prospective  teachers  in  Plymouth  to  feel  that  the  finan- 
cial return  for  teaching  is  more  in  accord  with  that  re- 
ceived in  other  vocations  requiring  special  training. 

A  second  post-war  scarcity  that  retards  school  progress 
is  the  scarcity  and  consequent  high  cost  of  building 
materials.  In  this  connection  it  should  be  said  that  archi- 
tects are  working  on  the  plans  for  the  proposed  voca- 
tional school  passed  upon  favorably  at  the  last  annual 
town  meeting,  the  action  being  contingent  on  our  re- 
ceiving assistance  from  the  Federal  or  State  Govern- 
ment. Though  bills  looking  toward  assistance  of  local 
communities  in  their  schoolhousing  programs  were  intro- 
duced into  the  Congress  last  year  and  the  idea  received 
the  endorsement  of  the  President,  these  efforts  seem  to 
be  sidetracked  for  the  present.  However,  if  Plymouth 
had  received  the  contemplated  grant  from  the  Federal 
or  State  Government  toward  the  cost  of  a  trade  school, 
the  cost  of  construction  and  repairs  is  so  high  as  to  be 
well  nigh  prohibitive  at  this  time.  Architects  conversant 
with  present  costs  state  that  school  buildings  formerly 
costing  thirty-five  to  forty  cents  a  cubic  foot  to  build 
would  now  cost  over  a  dollar  a  cubic  foot. 

Another  schoolhousing  need  that  bears  indirectly  on 
our  vocational  school  project  is  seen  in  the  over-crowd- 
ed condition  that  has  been  developing  of  late  in  the 
Cornish-Burton  Elementary  School  District  and  this  fall 
obliged  us  to  transfer  more  than  50  puplis  to  Hedge  and 
other  schools.  During  the  next  few  years  the  indications 
are  that  the  elementary  school  population  will  increase 
to  the  point  where  additional  accommodations  will  be 
required.  This  condition  would  seem  to  call  for  the 
early  replacement  of  the  Cornish-Burton  School  with  a 
new  and  more  adequate  plant.  The  cost  of  a  building 
of  twelve  to   fifteen   classrooms   with  supplementary 
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rooms  would  be  large.  The  imminence  of  the  need,  how- 
ever is  apparent.  If  a  choice  must  be  made  as  to  which 
of  the  two  construction  projects  should  receive  the  prior- 
ity, it  would  seem  that  a  new  elementary  school  should 
be  given  the  precedence.  The  Committee  has  already 
secured  an  architect  to  do  the  advance  planning  neces- 
sary to  bring  this  matter  before  the  town  for  considera- 
tion as  soon  as  a  lower  trend  of  building  costs  becomes 
more  evident  and  schoolhouse  construction  can  be  re- 
sumed. 

One  major  item  of  repair  is  pressing  for  attention, 
namely,  the  heating  system  at  the  Hedge  School.  Over 
a  considerable  period  of  years  these  boilers  have  given 
us  trouble  in  that  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  replace 
many  sections.  The  condition  has  become  so  much  worse 
in  recent  years  that  it  seems  to  be  short-sighted  economy 
to  continue  making  the  repairs  required  to  keep  the 
present  plant  in  operation.  In  so  doing  there  is  always 
the  danger  that  we  shall  be  unable  to  replace  defective 
sections  without  considerable  loss  of  school  time.  We 
are,  therefore,  asking  the  town  in  a  special  article  for 
an  appropriation  sufficient  to  install  an  up-to-date  heat- 
ing plant  in  the  Hedge  School  during  the  next  summer 
vacation. 

For  a  forecast  of  the  growth  of  elementary  school  pop- 
ulation and  suggested  methods  of  housing  this  prospec- 
tive growth,  citizens  are  referred  to  the  following  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

Plymouth  School  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual 
report.  This  deals  largely  with  a  consideration  of  the 
need  for  new  and  additional  elementary  school  accom- 
modations— a  need  that  has  existed  for  some  time  but 
that  could  not  be  met  during  the  war  years.  It  is  also 
a  need  that  promises  soon  to  become  so  accentuated  as 
to  require  early  remedy.  Though  building  costs  at  the 
moment  seem  prohibitive,  architects  predict  some  de- 
crease in  the  cost  of  materials  later  in  1947.  They 
express  the  belief  that  labor  costs  may  remain  for  some 
time  at  present  levels.  Be  this  as  it  may,  the  situation 
calls  for  advance  planning  at  this  time  as  has  already 
been  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  School  Committee. 
The  factual  data  on  which  the  need  for  new  and  addi- 
tional elementary  school  accommodations  is  based  are 
set  forth  below. 

HOUSING  NEEDS  FOR  ELEMENTARY  PUPILS 
The  Cornish-Burton  and  Cold  Spring  buildings  are 
both  antiquated  and  over-crowded.  Although  the  town 
on  recommendation  of  the  School  Committe  has  im- 
proved these  buildings  from  time  to  time  and  made  them 
more  livable  for  school  children,  nevertheless  we  can- 
not glimpse  the  fact  that  they  remain  old  wooden  build- 
ings and  lack  many  features  considered  to  be  necessary 
in  modern  school  accommodations. 

The  Cornish-Burton  School,  though  housing  the  larg- 
est number  of  pupils  of  any  elementary  building,  has 
no  adequate  assembly  room  or  play  room.  Until  this  fall 
it  has  been  the  sole  center  for  transported  children  but 
can  provide  only  an  improvised  basement  room  for  a 
lunch  room.  Many  classrooms  are  improperly  lighted. 
The ,  heating  and  sanitaries  were  modernized  several 
years  ago  but  the  sanitaries  are  located  in  the  basement. 
In  modern  buildings,  sanitaries  are  found  on  the  first 
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floor  or  on  both  first  and  second  floors  where  they  are 
accessable  and  more  easily  supervised. 

The  Cold  Spring  School  was  undoubtedly  well  located 
when  first  constructed.  Now  that  the  flow  of  auto  traffic 
past  its  door  has  increased  so  greatly  in  the  last  forty 
years,  the  location  is  a  hazardous  one  and  requires  much 
protection  from  the  police  department.  Its  toilet  facili- 
ties and  playgrounds  are  poor.  Its  two  classrooms  are 
poorly  proportioned  and  improperly  lighted.  If  this 
building  and  the  Cornish-Burton  were  scored  on  any 
schoolhouse  rating  sheet,  undoubtedly  they  would  be 
found  well  toward  the  bottom  of  the  scale. 

A  second  and  important  reason  why  new  schoolhouse 
accommodations  are  needed  in  the  Cornish-Burton  and 
Cold  Spring  areas  is  to  be  found  in  the  facts  that  the 
buildings  are  now  crowded  with  pupils  and  the  pros- 
pects are  that  the  numbers  will  increase  during  the  next 
several  years.  According  to  good  practice,  an  elemen- 
tary teacher  should  not  be  required  to  teach  more  than 
35  pupils  and  would  do  much  better  work  with  25.  An 
average  of  30  pupils  per  teacher  is  perhaps  reasonable. 
In  1945,  there  were  seven  classes  in  the  Cornish-Burton 
School  with  from  40  to  44  pupils,  and  there  would  have 
been  four  classes  with  45  to  47  pupils  in  1946  had  not 
about  50  pupils  been  transferred  to  other  schools  where 
the  classes  were  considerably  smaller  in  the  middle 
grades.  The  parents  of  these  transferred  children  when 
advised  of  the  over-crowded  conditions  at  the  Cornish- 
Burton  gave  excellent  cooperation. 

At  the  Cold  Spring  School,  where  for  some  years  we 
have  housed  pupils  of  grades  one  to  four,  we  found  it 
necessary  this  fall  to  transfer  the  fourth-grade  pupils  to 
the  Cornish  and  Hedge  because  of  the  unusually  large 
group  of  beginners. 

In  consideration  of  the  facts  that  the  Cornish-Burton 
and  Cold  Spring  buildings  are  antiquated  and  that  the 
growth  of  population  served  by  these  schools  is  already 
overtaxing  these  buildings,  the  need  for  a  new  school- 


house  or  for  new  schoolhouses  in  these  localities  is  clear. 
This  conclusion  is  further  justified  by  the  probable 
growth  in  the  elementary  school  population  set  forth 
below. 

OVER-ALL  FORECAST  OF  GROWTH  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  POPULATION 
A  forecast  of  the  trends  in  the  elementary  school  pop- 
ulation for  the  next  six  years  may  be  derived  from  two 
sources,  namely,  the  trend  of  elementary  school  enroll- 
ment in  the  last  six  years  and  the  trend  in  the  birth  rate 
during  the  same  period.

*  The  proposed  Cornish-Burton  may  well  include  also 
two  kindergarten  rooms  that  would  be  used  by  the  two 
first  grades  pending  use  as  kindergartens.  The  new 
building  would  then  include  15  classrooms  and  supple- 
mentary rooms. 


It  is,  of  course,  problematical  at  this  time  whether 
the  additional  accommodations  to  house  the  prospective 
growth  in  membership  will  be  located  just  as  now  sug- 
gested in  the  table  above.  A  spot  map  locating  the  street 
residences  of  all  children  born  in  1944  and  1945  shows 
a  fairly  even  distribution  of  such  children  in  the  villages 
of  Plymouth  and  North  Plymouth.  If  new  housing  de- 
velopments are  begun  in  the  near  future  many  of  the 
younger  families  will  undoubtedly  move  into  these  de- 
velopments. Among  the  areas  that  may  see  such  devel- 
opments are  the  Cold  Spring  area,  Carver  Road.  Off 
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Sandwich  Road,  and  Chiltonville.  The  children  involved 
would  for  the  most  part  attend  the  Cold  Spring,  Cornish- 
Burton,  and  Mount  Pleasant  Schools. 

The  above  forecast  of  schoolhouse  needs  is  projected 
only  to  1952.  Judging  from  the  experience  following 
World  War  I,  the  elementary  school  population  is  likely 
to  continue  to  increase  for  some  time  after  1952. 

In  reviewing  the  data  given  above,  it  seems  clear  that 
a  new  Cornish-Burton  School  should  be  the  first  building 
project  undertaken  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  would 
benefit  the  largest  number  of  children.  If  a  new  Cornish- 
Burton  building  of  fifteen  rooms  can  be  completed  for 
use  within  the  next  year  or  two,  it  may  be  found  possible 
and  desirable  to  house  also  the  Cold  Spring  pupils  in 
this  new  building  pending  the  erection  of  a  new  school 
in  the  Cold  Spring  area. 

With  reference  to  the  possible  enlargement  of  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  School  as  one  phase  of  the  program,  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  this  building  is  nearly  a  half- 
century  old  and,  although  a  substantial  one,  a  question 
may  be  raised  as  to  the  feasibility  of  adding  to  the  pres- 
ent building  as  compared  with  the  construction  of  an 
entirely  new  elementary  school  unit  so  planned  as  to 
be  readily  enlarged  when  the  present  Mount  Pleasant 
School  has  outlived  its  usefulness. 

Our  Hedge  School  is  an  adequate  elementary  school 
plant  and  should  serve  well  the  school  population  in 
the  North  Plymouth  area  for  some  years.  The  grounds 
have  been  enlarged  so  that  an  addition  to  this  building 
extending  toward  the  north  can  readily  be  made  if  need- 
ed in  future  years. 

The  Manomet  and  Oak  Street  buildings  also  are  serv- 
ing present  enrollments  reasonably  well. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL  OF  TEACHING 
STAFF  DURING  1946 
During  1946,  five  members  of  the  staff  who  have  been 
on  leave  of  absence  with  the  armed  forces  have  resumed 
their  work  in  our  schools.  Lieut.  Carlo  Guidoboni  re- 
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turned  in  January  and  is  carrying  on  the  courses  con- 
ducted during  the  war  period  by  Theodore  Packard,  who 
is  now  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  the  Massachusetts 
State  College  at  Devens.  These  courses  offer  elementary 
training  in  radio,  electricity,  and  machines.  Lieut.  John 
Walker  returned  in  February  to  the  position  of  physical 
education  instructor  and  athletic  coach  of  boys  in  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools,  a  position  held  during  the  war 
years  by  Louis  Rudolph,  now  teaching  in  Melrose.  In 
February  also  Tech.  Sgt.  John  Pacheco,  assistant  direc- 
tor of  the  West  Point  Band,  resumed!  his  position  in 
Plymouth  schools  as  instructor  in  instrumental  music, 
a  position  held  during  the  war  years  by  Vincent  DeBen- 
edictis,  Mrs.  Amelia  Vincent,  and  Mrs.  Bernice  Kelly. 
Capt.  Louis  Cappannari  returned  in  March  to  the  Junior 
High  School  staff  as  teacher  of  science  in  grades  seven 
and  eight,  a  position  filled  recently  by  Mrs.  Helena  Gir- 
ard.  At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  Lieut.  Phyllis  M. 
Johnson  resumed  her  position  in  the  Junior  High  School 
as  instructor  of  social  studies. 

In  addition  to  the  five  members  of  the  staff  returning 
in  1946,  two  had  earlier  resumed  their  teaching  positions 
in  1945,  namely  Lieut.  Com.  Arthur  Pyle  and  Master  Sgt. 
Hector  Patenaude.  Lieut.  Com.  John  Packard  is  return- 
ing to  his  position  in  February  of  1947.  Eight  of  the  nine 
members  of  our  staff  who  were  on  leave  in  the  armed 
forces  will  have  returned  by  the  second  semester  of  this 
school  year.  Lieut.  Com.  Charles  Bagnajl,  former  in- 
structor in  social  studies  and  director  of  athletics  in  the 
High  School,  has  accepted  another  position,  that  of  pro- 
bation officer.  Alba  Martinelli,  who  resigned  in  July, 
1942  to  join  the  WAAC,  has  been  recalled  to  serve  in  the 
forces  of  occupation  in  the  Asiatic  area.  We  have  fol- 
lowed the  service  careers  of  our  teachers  with  much 
interest  and  have  taken  no  little  pride  in  their  achieve- 
ments. We  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  welcome  back  into 
the  service  of  our  schools  so  large  a  proportion  of  those 
who  went.  Their  experiences  have  been  broadening  and 
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enlightening.  Their  pupils  will  now  share  in  the  benefits 
of  this  larger  orientation  in  world  affairs.  We  also  bear 
in  mind  with  much  appreciation  the  very  conscientious 
and  able  services  rendered  our  schools  by  the  military 
substitutes.  In  a  very  critical  period  for  public  educa- 
tion, they  served  our  schools  faithfully  and  enabled  us 
to  maintain  the  school  program  without  interruption. 
The  continued  scarcity  of  teachers  will  doubless  make  it 
necessary  for  us  to  retain  many  of  our  war-time  substi- 
tutes for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  was  at  first  con- 
templated. 

Mrs.  Leella  F.  Leonard,  teacher  of  grade  three  at  the 
Hedge  School,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
Her  most  conscientious  and  faithful  service  totals  31 
years  in  the  Plymouth  schools.  The  vacancy  was  filled 
by  the  transfer  of  Dorothy  Morton  from  grade  one.  Miss 
Morton's  position  was  filled  in  turn  by  Mrs.  Edith  Mat- 
thews, a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1946  at  Bridgewater. 

Miss  Mary  Ryan,  teacher  of  grade  three  at  the  Hedge 
School,  resigned  to  be  married  after  nine  years  of  serv- 
ice. Her  position  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Dolores  Cappannari 
as  war-time  substitute.  Mrs.  Cappannari  was  graduated 
from  the  three-year  course  in  Bridgewater  in  1934.  Later 
she  taught  for  eleven'  years  in  Plymouth  schools  and 
more  recently  completed  an  additional  year  of  training 
at  Bridgewater  receiving  the  Bachelor's  Degree. 

Mrs.  Viola  Figueiredo,  teacher  of  household  arts  at  the 
High  School  for  seven  years,  resigned  to  be  married.  To 
this  position  was  appointed  Mrs.  Virginia  Kingman,  a 
graduate  of  Framingham  Teacher's  College,  household 
arts  course.  Mrs.  Kingman  has  had  several  years  of  ex- 
perience as  domestic  science  teacher  in  Hanover  and 
Norwell  High  Schools. 

Among  those  who  left  the  services  of  our  schools  in 
1946  were  Mrs.  Louise  Bearse,  formerly  a  regular  teacher 
of  English  in  the  High  School  and  more  recently  a  war- 
time substitute  in  the  same  field.  Roland  W.  Holmes,  a 
graduate  of  Bowdoin  College  in  1942,  was  appointed  to 
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this  position.  Others  who  taught  in  Plymouth  for  a 
short  time  and  who  terminated  their  services  in  1946 
were  Mrs.  Helena  Girard,  teacher  of  science  in  Junior 
High  School,  Mrs.  Lucy  Rae,  teacher  of  grades  three  and 
four  at  Manomet,  and  Mrs.  Marion  Haggerty,  teacher  of 
grade  four  at  the  Hedge  School.  Mrs.  Girard's  work  was 
taken  over  by  Capt.  Louis  Cappannari  and  Mrs.  Rae's 
by  Mrs.  Selma  Arruda  of  this  town,  a  teacher  of  four- 
teen years  experience.  Mrs.  Marion  Haggerty  was  fol- 
lowed by  Mrs.  Mary  Guidoboni  and  Mrs.  Sara  Doten, 
both  former  teachers. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  Miss  Mary  Kennedy 
of  this  town  was  appointed  teacher  of  the  fourth  grade 
at  the  Hedge  School.  Miss  Kennedy  is  a  graduate  of 
Bridgewater,  class  of  1946. 

STANDARDIZED  TEST  RESULTS  IN  THREE  R'S 

Evidences  of  the  success  of  pupils  in  school  are  to  be 
found  in  the  results  of  standardized  examinations.  It 
has  been,  our  practice  to  give  these  examinations  toward 
the  end  of  each  school  year.  In  May  1946,  pupils  in 
grades  one  and  two  were  given  the  Metropolitan  Tests 
and  pupils  in  grades  three  to  six  inclusive  were  given 
the  Stanford  Tests.  The  average  scores  of  Plymouth 
pupils  in  all  elementary  grades  was  above  standard.  In 
grade  one,  pupils  on  the  average  were  two  months  above 
standard  in  reading  and  five  months  above  in  number 
work;  in  grade  two  the  average  achievement  was  five 
months  above  in  reading,  at  exact  standard  in  number 
work  and  spelling;  in  grade  three,  the  average  was  two 
months  above  in  reading,  four  months  above  in  arithme- 
tic, and  three  months  above  in  spelling;  in  grade  four  the 
average  was  one  month  above  in  reading,  at  exact  grade 
in  arithmetic  and  seven  months  above  in  language;  in 
grade  five,  the  average  was  at  standard  in  reading,  two 
months  above  in  arithmetic,  six  months  above  in  lan- 
guage, and  two  months  below  in  spelling;  in  grade  six, 
the  average  was  four  months  above  in  reading,  eight 
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months  above  in  arithmetic,  one  year  and  one  month 
above  in  language,  and  four  months  above  in  spelling. 
These  results  indicate  very  conscientious  and  worthy 
efforts  on  the  part  both  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

REGIONAL  CENTER  FOR  VETERAN'S  EDUCATION 

Last  March  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Plymouth  School  Department,  there  was  established  in 
the  High  School  a  regional  center  for  veteran's  educa- 
tion, with  Principal  Edgar  J.  Mongan  as  Director.  The 
general  purpose  of  this  training  center  is  to  help  veterans 
complete  the  requirements  for  a  High  School  diploma 
and  for  admission  to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 
After  several  conferences  with  veterans  of  this  town  and 
neighboring  towns,  it  was  decided  to  offer  instruction  in 
the  following  subjects:  algebra,  geometry,  U.  S.  history, 
English,  electricity,  and  machines. 

Courses  given  in  this  veteran's  center  are  conducted 
on  a  correspondence  school — tutorial  basis,  thus  enabling 
each  veteran  to  begin  any  subject  at  the  point  of  his 
advancement  in  it  and  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  circum- 
stances permit. 

Two  evening  sessions  a  week  are  held,  the  present 
director  being  Mario  Romano  and  other  instructors  being 
Arthur  Pyle  and  Carlo  Guidoboni.  At  the  outset,  six- 
teen veterans  enrolled  for  these  courses,  and  the  inter- 
est has  increased  until  we  now  have  a  membership  of 
forty  pupils. 

With  a  view  to  making  this  center  more  effective,  it 
was  decided  to  establish  a  summer  school  offering 
twenty-five  hours  of  scholastic  work  a  week.  The  sum- 
mer school  was  conducted  from  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  five 
days  a  week  for  the  ten  week  period,  June  17  to  August 
23.  The  curriculum  offering  included  bookkeeping,  type- 
writing, stenography,  English,  American  history,  algebra, 
geometry,  electricity,  and  auto  mechanics.  The  summer 
school  began  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-three  pupils 
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and  closed  with  nineteen  pupils  completing  the  work 
which  they  had  undertaken. 

Both  evening  courses  and  the  summer  courses  were 
conducted  by  members  of  the  High  School  faculty,  the 
salaries  being  paid  by  the  state  and  the  School  Depart- 
ment providing  necessary  textbooks,  materials,  and  place 
of  meeting. 

DRIVER  EDUCATION 

For  several  years  past,  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles 
has  been  calling  to  the  attention  of  school  officials  the 
fact  that  teen-age  drivers  are  responsible  for  a  far  larger 
proportion  of  auto  accidents  than  their  numbers  bear  to 
the  total  number  of  drivers.  An  increasing  number  of 
high  schools  are  introducing  such  instruction  in  the  be- 
lief that,  since  the  use  of  the  auto  is  becoming  so  general, 
the  training  of  our  youth  in  the  control  of  the  car  so  as 
to  minimize  the  dangers  to  themselves  and  others  is  a 
responsibility  that  our  high  schools  may  well  assume  as 
part  of  the  general  program  of  helping  our  youth  to  make 
the  needed  adjustments  to  everyday  living.  Various 
methods  of  providing  driver  education  in  the  Plymouth 
High  School  are  now  under  consideration.  It  is  our  hope 
that  such  a  course  may  be  offered  in  the  near  future  as 
a  part  of  a  broad  program  of  training  in  accident  pre- 
vention including  instruction  in  first-aid. 

IN  AID  OF  OTHERS 

Junior  Red  Cross 

Though  the  fighting  is  over,  our  school  children  are 
not  forgetting  the  many  who  still  suffer.  During  1946, 
the  Junior  Red  Cross  continued  to  function  as  one  of 
the  most  valuable  service  organizations  in  the  schools. 
Under  the  general  direction  of  the  chairman,  Mary  B. 
Cingolani  of  the  Junior  High  School  Staff,  the  Junior 
Red  Cross  planned  its  program  with  emphasis  on  the 
needs  of  hospitalized  veterans  and  of  children  in  foreign 
countries. 
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.  After  the  closing  of  Camp  Edwards,  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  offered  to  serve  the  West  Roxbury  General  Hos- 
pital. During  the  past  year,  forty  pounds  of  candy  and 
sixteen  hundred  articles  including  decorated  napkins, 
nutcups,  and  favors  for  each  holiday  were  sent  to  the 
hospitalized  veterans  at  Edwards  and  West  Roxbury 
General.  These  holiday  favors  were  made  in  the  art 
classes  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Brown  and  Miss 
Bates  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  Mrs.  Avanzini  in 
the  Cornish  School. 

One  hundred  gift  boxes  and  other  articles  were  sent 
to  European  children  by  pupils  in  the  Mount  Pleasant, 
Cornish-Burton,  Hedge,  Junior  High,  and  Senior  High 
Schools. 

During  the  enrollment  drive  held  in  November,  the 
total  amount  collected  was  $182.91.  From  the  Junior 
Red  Cross  account,  a  total  of  $115  was  donated  to  the 
National  Children's  Fund. 

Clothing  Collection 

The  clothing  contribution  for  needy  children  in  var- 
ious parts  of  the  world  was  held  by  the  Plymouth  school 
children  in  October,  as  has  been  the  custom  during  the 
past  several  years.  Altogether  1700  pounds  of  clothing 
was  collected  and  forwarded  to  "Save  The  Children 
Federation,"  New  York  City.  During  the  past  several 
years  beginning  in  1944,  the  Plymouth  schools  have  made 
a  total  contribution  of  approximately  three  tons  of 
clothing  to  this  cause. 

Thanksgiving  Observance 

In  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  Colony  Association, 
the  School  Department  assisted  in  th©  celebration  of 
Thanksgiving  Day,  which  this  year  was  featured  by  a 
pilgrimage  to  Plymouth  by  the  National  Council  of 
Social  Studies.  This  organization  was  holding  its  annual 
meeting  in  Boston  on  Thanksgiving  week-end.  A  special 
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train  brought  to  Plymouth  about  300  of  these  educators 
from  all  parts  of  this  country  and  from  other  countries, 
arriving  at  1:30  p.m.  High  School  pupils,  under  the 
direction  of  Arthur  Pyle,  served  as  guides  to  historic 
points  of  interest  including  the  Rock,  Cole's  Hill,  Burial 
Hill,  Faith  Monument,  Pilgrim  Hall.  Later  in  the  after- 
noon, a  Thanksgiving  service  under  the  Council  of 
Churches  was  held  at  the  First  Church  preceded  by  a 
Pilgrims  Progress.  A  catered  Thanksgiving  dinner  was 
held  by  the  National  Council  in  the  High  School  gym- 
nasium, decorations  being  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  Brown  of  the  High  School  faculty.  The  high 
spot  of  the  program  was  the  evening  occasion  in  the 
Memorial  Building  where  the  well-known  radio  broad- 
cast "Town  Meeting  of  the  Air"  was  held  with  an  attend- 
ance of  about  1600.  The  topic  of  the  evening  was  "How 
Should  Food  Relief  Be  Handled  After  UNNRA  Ex- 
pires?", the  speakers  being,  Fiorello  LaGuardia,  Charles 
Gratke,  Col.  Tyler  Wood,  and  William  Yandell  Elliott. 
The  school  pupils  furnished  a  large  corps  of  ushers 
for  this  occasion  working  under  the  direction  of  Hector 
Patenaude  of  the  Junior  High  School  faculty.  The  dis- 
tribution of  tickets  was  in  charge  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment Office. 

Following  this  occasion,  numerous  letters  from  officers 
and  members  of  the  National  Council  of  Social  Studies 
were  received  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  efforts 
made  by  the  school  officials,  teachers,  and  pupils  of 
Plymouth  to  make  this  day  a  memorable  occasion  for 
our  visiting  group. 

COST  OF  PLYMOUTH  SCHOOLS 

Whether  or  not  it  is  to  our  credit,  the  fact  stands  that 
our  per  pupil  expenditures  for  support  of  public  schools 
in  Plymouth  during  the  past  five  years  have  been  lower 
on  the  whole  than  the  average  per-pupil  expenditures  in 
the  state  for  all  divisions  of  the  school  organization: 
elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high.    The  differences 
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between  the  Plymouth  costs  and  the  state  averages  are 
shown  in  the  table  below. 

The  second  part  of  the  following  table  gives  a  com- 
parison also  of  Plymouth's  valuation  and  school  expen- 
ditures of  the  twelve  next  largest  towns  and  the  twelve 
next  smallest  towns  having  an  elementary,  junior-high, 
and  senior-high  type  of  school  organization.  Plymcfuth's 
valuation  per  pupil  and  valuation  per  capita  were  high- 
er than  those  of  the  twenty-five  towns,  whereas  Plym- 
outh's school  tax  rate  and  expenditure  per  pupil  were 
lower.  In  following  through  the  analysis  of  school  costs 
in  Plymouth  as  compared  with  those  of  the  state  as  a 
whole  and  of  the  twenty-five  towns,  we  find  that  the 
chief  reason  why  Plymouth  costs  are  lower  lies  in  the 
fact  that  our  pupil-teacher  ratio  is  relatively  high  both 
in  the  elementary  schools  and  junior  high  school.  Our 
teachers  in  these  schools  are  instructing  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  than  is  true  of  teachers  in  the  state  as  a 
whole  and  in  the  t went} -five  towns.  Our  remedy  for 
over-sized  classes  in  so  far  as  the  elementary  schools 
are  concerned  appears  to  lie  in  the  adoption  of  a  school 
building  program  such  as  that  suggested  earlier  in  this 
report.  Such  a  program,  when  fulfilled,  should  enable 
us  both  to  eliminate  the  over-sized  classes  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  increased  enrollments  anticipated  in  the 
next  few  years.  It  is  also  safe  to  assume  that  the  pro- 
posed vocational  school  program,  when  adopted,  will 
afford  some  relief  to  the  over-sized  classes  in  the  Junior 
High  School.

Another  is  the  expansion  of 
our  secondary  school  facilities  to  include  vocational 
training. 
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Again  may  I  express  my  sincere  pleasure  in  working 
with  the  School  Committee,  principals,  and  teaching  staff 
to  the  end  that  our  school  facilities  in  Plymouth  may 
worthily  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  this  community.  *

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REPORT  OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


With  a  whole  school  year  of  "peace"  behind  us  we 
find  that  the  readjustments  begun  so  imperceptibly  in 
September,  1945,  have  been  quickened  and  intensified 
with  the  passing  months.  The  return  of  some  former 
members  of  the  staff  from  the  armed  services  has  con- 
tributed to  this,  as  has  the  relaxed  pressure  of  the  draft 
laws.  But  none  of  this  implies  that  the  school  is  return- 
ing to  the  program  or  policies  in  effect  before  1941.  In 
fact  the  Pre-Induction  Training  courses  instituted  here 
to  help  the  Army  and  Navy  assimilate  recruits  more 
quickly  and  efficiently,  while  introduced  primarily  be- 
cause the  military  needs  were  so  acute,  were  rceognized 
as  being  so  outstandingly  sound  from  any  sensible  and 
realistic  point  of  view  that  the  decision  was  long  ago 
made  to  continue  them  in  force  with  only  such  modifi- 
cations as  would  remove  purely  military  aims  from  the 
instructions. 

Furthermore,  the  change  in  the  program  of  social 
sciences  now  in  process  will  see  us  beginning  school  next 
September  with  U.  S.  History  as  compulsory  for  Juniors 
instead  of  for  Seniors  as  heretofore.  So  far  in  this  year 
of  transition  with  both  Seniors  and  Juniors  obliged  to 
carry  American  History  nothing  has  arisen  to  call  our 
plans  for  change  into  question.  The  Juniors  are  able  to 
do  Well  in  the  subject,  to  carry  such  other  subjects  as 
their  educational  needs  require,  and  to  plan  for  more 
work  in  this  field  for  their  Senior  year. 

One  problem  that  still  confronts  the  administration  is 
that  of  determining  whether  after  this  year  the  course 
in  Problems  of  Democracy  should  be  made  compulsory. 
That,  however,  can  best  be  answered  after  we  have  had 
a  year  in  which  to  test  out  the  present  change. 

Thd  guidance  program  which  since  1942  has  rested 
almost  entirely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Dean  of  Girls 
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and  the  Principal,  now  with  the  return  of  men  trained 
in  Guidance  from  their  duties  in  the  Navy  should  be 
expanded  to  a  degree  consonant  with  that  already  estab- 
lished in  Junior  High  School.  This  will  entail  a  re- 
arrangement of  schedules  and  classroom  assignments  so 
that  these  men  may  have  periods  for  conferences  and 
counselling.  But  the  guidance  function  becomes  increas- 
ingly important  and  can  no  longer  be  left  to  the  efforts 
of  such  a  small  segment  of  the  staff  if  an  adequate  job 
is  to  be  done.  That  it  has  functioned  so  well  these  past 
years  is  due  to  a  combination  of  circumstances  the  chief 
factor  in  which  is  the  testing  program  now  carried  on 
under  the  Boston  University  Testing  Service. 

This  service  besides  being  of  prime  importance  to  the 
individual  pupil  throws  some  interesting  sidelights  on 
the  results  the  school  achieves  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion. In  Reading  Comprehension  our  tenth  and  eleventh 
grades  have  median  scores  equal  to  the  New  England 
norms  for  those  grades  while  the  present  Senior  Class 
shows  a  comprehension  level  well  above  the  norm.  Per- 
haps it  can  be  argued  that  our  instruction  becomes  in- 
creasingly effective  in  this  respect  the  longer  a  pupil 
stays  in  school. 

In  Mechanical  Aptitude  both  our  Seniors  and  Juniors 
(Sophomores  were  not  given  this  test),  were  well  above 
the  norms.  This  provokes  some  interesting  speculations 
since  the  test  is  based  upon  the  power  of  visual  imagi- 
nation or  a  sense  of  space  relations. 

This  year  in  the  battery  of  tests  given  to  the  Sopho- 
mores and  Juniors  there  was  included  for  the  first  time 
a  test  on  Problem  Solving.  This  is  not  a  test  in  mathe- 
matics but  rather  one  designed  to  determine  how  suc- 
cessfully a  pupil  can  apply  the  knowledge  he  has  already 
acquired  to  the  situations  which  naturally  arise  in  his 
own  experience.  The  results  showed  that  the  Sopho- 
mores did  equally  as  well  as  the  Juniors — and  both 
groups  scored  above  the  New  England  norms  established 
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by  12th  grade  pupils. 

In  command  of  English  Fundamentals  the  tests  in  the 
last  three  years  have  shown  that  our  tenth  grade  pupils 
enter  from  Junior  High  School  with  scores  that  vary 
from  slightly  below  to  slightly  above  the  New  England 
norms.  This  variation  appears  to  be  related  to  the 
median  I.  Q.  for  a  given  class. 

In  Mathematics  Fundamentals  the  charts  which  we 
have  show  that  our  pupils  perform  at  the  same  level  as 
their  comparable  school  groups  through  New  England. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  may  contain  the  explanation 
of  what  the  school  was  able  to  do  for  its  pupils  last 
spring,  namely,  place  in  some  college  (not  necessarily 
the  one  of  first  choice),  everyone  of  our  graduates  who 
applied.  In  view  of  the  great  number  of  college  candi- 
dates and  of  men  returning  to  college  from  the  services, 
such  authorities  as  the  Commissioner  of  Education  and 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  predicted  that  a  mere  10  to  15  per 
cent  of  the  high  school  graduates  would  be  admitted  to 
college  this  year.  In  the  face  of  such  statements  as  the 
above,  what  our  high  school  did  is  noteworthy. 

This  year  our  graduates  will  be  confronted  by  a  simi- 
lar situation  and  already  our  plans  are  made  to  meet  it. 
It  is  probably  too  optimsitic  to  hope  to  equal  last  year's 
achievement,  but  that  is  the  goal  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  enrollment  in  a  Junior  High  School  is  constantly 
changing  because  pupils  are  eligible  for  home  permits, 
working  certificates,  and  admission  to  trade  schools. 
Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  603  have  been 
enrolled.  Of  these  1  has  received  a  home  permit,  9  have 
gone  to  work,  9  have  transferred  to  other  schools,  1  has 
gone  to  High  School,  and  1  to  a  trade  school,  leaving  an 
enrollment  of  582. 

Classes  vary  in  number  because  of  the  difference  in 
the  sizes  of  rooms.  The  new  rooms,  designed  for  classes 
of  30,  are  crowded  with  six  or  seven  extra  desks  while 
the  old  rooms,  designed  originally  for  36  pupils,  now 
accommodate  42.  The  room  planned  as  a  library  is  now 
closed  to  study  groups  when  reference  work  should  be 
done,  because  it  is  now  a  full-time  classroom. 

In_  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  science  classes  are 
held  twice  a  week.  Most  schools  devote  five  periods  to 
this  subject.  Such  an  arrangement  would  require  one 
more  science  classroom,  another  teacher,  and  a  longer 
school  day. 

The  eighth-grade  curriculum  includes  the  study  of 
General  Languages  for  three  classes.  The  result  is  an 
experimental  course  for  all  who  would  be  likely  to  elect 
Latin  or  French  later.  Many  pupils,  too,  are  included 
who  have  little  interest  in  the  subject.  These  pupils 
might  be  assigned  to  science  or  shop  work  were  it  not 
that  crowded  conditions  prevent  such  arrangement. 

The  gymnasium,  too,  is  inadequate,  the  desire  to  use 
it  being  so  great  by  students  of  both  schools.  During  the 
war,  physical  education  in  grade  seven  was  reduced  from 
two  periods  to  one,  and  the  program  remains  curtailed. 
A  good  intra-mural  program  has  been  developed  and 
the  gymnasium  is  in  use  every  afternoon.  There  is 
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enough  interest  for  a  program  twice  as  great,  were  facil- 
ities available.  ' 

The  gymnasium  is  in  urgent  need  of  soundproofing. 
The  space  is  so  large  and  walls  so  hard  that  it  is  difficult 
for  pupils  whose  hearing  is  normal  to  hear  their  direc- 
tors; and  the  effort  to  make  themselves  heard  is  one 
constant  strain  on  the  directors'  vocal  chords.  The  caco- 
phony of  sound  at  a  school  dance  is  most  unpleasant 
and  a  loudness  akin  to  disorder  unavoidable  if  children 
are  to  converse.  The  astounding  improvement  made  by 
soundproofing  the  cafeteria  is  evidence  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  treating  the  gymnasium  in  similar  manner. 

During  Education  Week  the  regular  Parents'  Night 
was  observed  while  another  day  was  devoted  to  Open 
House.  Parents  visited  classrooms  during  the  morning, 
enjoyed  a  movie,  listened  to  the  orchestra,  and  were 
served  tea  in  the  afternoon.  Informal  consultations  were 
held  throughout  the  day.  To  date,  five  bulletins  have 
been  sent  to  the  homes  to  inform  parents  of  school  activ- 
ities, requirements,  and  ambitions  as  well  as  to  empha- 
size to  parents  the  fact  that  they  are  welcome  to  come 
at  any  time. 

During  this  school  year  four  dances  have  been  held. 
The  earnings  from  this  and  other  projects  finance  the 
purchase  of  equipment  not  usually  included  in  the 
School  Department  budget.  Since  September,  a  new 
public  address  system  with  phonograph  and  radio  has 
been  partially  installed  to  replace  the  antiquated  one 
which  was  also  financed  by  school  earnings.  Batons  for 
the  drum  majors,  monogrammed  sweaters  for  the  band, 
records  for  the  victrola,  and  trophies  for  the  winning 
teams  have  been  purchased. 

The  moving  picture  and  strip  film  projectors  previously 
purchased  from  school  earnings  are  in  constant  use  in 
the  development  of  the  visual  education  program. 
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The  school  has  been  organized  as  a  unit  this  year  v/ith 
officers  elected  by  and  for  the  entire  school,  and  in  con- 
junction with  this,  a  student  council  established.  As  the 
program  develops  the  number  of  pupils  assuming  re- 
sponsibility will  constantly  increase. 

During  the  last  two  years,  Mr.  Howard  F.  Pierce, 
county  probation  officer,  has  worked  effectviely  with 
pupils  who  have  been  placed  in  his  care  for  out-of-school 
misdemeanors.  His  kind  understanding  and  good  advice 
has  helped  many  a  child  adjust  himself.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  arrangements  are  being  made  for  Mr.  Pierce  to 
discuss  his  work  with  those  in  the  community  who  are 
interested  in  the  handling  of  juvenile  problems. 

In  closing  this  report  tribute  should  be  paid  to  our 
loyal  and  capable  teachers  who  are  so  very  faithful  to 
the  children  entrusted  to  their  care.  One  hears  so  fre- 
quently the  phrase,  "the  five-hour"  day.  That  is  the 
length  of  the  day  for  pupil  classes  but  not  for  teachers. 
A  teacher  is  required  to  be  in  the  classroom  fifteen  min- 
utes before  and  after  each  session.  Many  come  earlier 
and  all  stay  later.  Each  teacher  is  also  required  to  be 
in  the  classroom  one  afternoon  each  week  for  each  sub- 
ject taught  to  make  it  possible  for  any  child  who  wishes 
to  benefit  from  special  help  to  obtain  it.  Without  being 
required,  most  teachers  are,  in  addition,  ready  to  help 
pupils  every  afternoon.  Free  periods,  so  called,  are  de- 
voted to  helping  children  who  return  from  long  absences 
and  those  who  live  so  far  away  that  they  cannot  benefit 
from  afternoon  sessions. 

To  further  help  children  who  may  be  in  danger  of 
failing  or  who  have  other  problems,  parents  are  fre- 
quently invited  to  come  in  for  conferences  with  teachers. 
A  very  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  do  everything 
possible  to  help  the  child.

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REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


An  important  project  of  the  elementary  schools  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  organization,  by  the  primary 
teachers,  of  a  definite  and  systematic  phonics  program 
for  grades  1,  2,  and  3  with  a  half  hour  daily  being  used 
for  this  work.  Plans  are  being  made  to  extend  the  pro- 
gram to  grades  4,  5,  and  6.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
greater  emphasis  on  phonics  will  help  the  pupils  in  both 
reading  and  spelling. 

A  committee  of  elementary  teachers  has  prepared  a 
handbook  for  parents  who  have  children  entering  first 
grade.  This  booklet  contains  general  information  about 
the  elementary  schools  and  will  help  parents  to  make 
their  child's  introduction  to  school  life  happy  and  satis- 
fying. 

To  relieve  the  overcrowded  classes  in  the  middle 
grades  of  the  Cornish-Burton  School  District,  the  school 
committee  decided  that  the  following  measures  should 
go  into  effect  when  school  opened  in  September: 

(1)  transfer  from  the  Cornish  School  to  neighboring 
schools  those  children  in  the  middle  grades  who  live 
nearest  the  borders  of  the  district  and 

(2)  establish  a  center  for  transported  pupils  at  the 
Hedge  School,  where  the  classes  are  relatively  small, 
with  a  view  to  taking  to  this  center  enough  pupils  (in 
addition  to  transfers)  to  reduce  the  size  of  classes  at  the 
Cornish. 

In  carrying  out  this  plan  the  committee  established 
a  school  lunch  project  at  the  Hedge  School  which  pro- 
vides a  hot  lunch  at  noon  for  approximately  sixty  pupils. 

The  changes  are  working  out  satisfactorily  to  all  con- 
cerned and,  what  is  more  important,  have  helped  to 
equalize  the  educational  opportunities  of  all  pupils  in 
the  middle  grades. 
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A  brief  outline  of  the  service  activities  in  which  the 
pupils  and  teachers  have  participated  during  the  past 
year,  is  as  follows: 

1.  Contribution  of  $63.40  to  Junior  Red  Cross. 

2.  Sixty-seven  Junior  Red  Cross  boxes  filled  for  chil- 
dren overseas. 

3.  Seventy-two  bags,  or  1250  lbs.  of  clothing  collected 
for  needy  children  all  over  the  world. 

4.  A  collection  of  $77.14  from  the  sale  of  Christmas 
Seals.

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REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 


Music — Eleanor  Anifantis,  Teacher 

R  The  year  1946  was  quite  an  eventful  one  for  the  Music 

Department.  Outstanding  were  the  High  School  Glee 
Club  and  the  High  School  Octette.  Both  were  awarded 
superior  ratings  at  the  State  Music  Festival  held  at 
Needham,  Massachusetts.  They  were  commended  highly 
on  their  tone  quality,  appearance,  and  stage  deportment. 
Mr.  Kenneth  Kelley,  Dean  of  College  of  Music,  Boston 
University  and  Mr.  Robert  W.  Gibbs,  well-known  com- 
poser and  director  of  music  were  the  judges.  The  Glee 
Club  and  Octette  scores  were  96  and  94  respectively. 
Ninety-six  was  the  highest  rating  in  Class  C  schools  and 
was  also  the  highest  score  in  the  state  for  choral  groups. 

The  next  outstanding  musical  event  was  the  operetta 
"Little  Gypsy  Gay"  presented  by  the  Hedge  School  on 
March  28  and  29.  The  school  auditorium  was  filled  to 
capacity  both  nights.  Proceeds  of  the  operetta  are  to 
be  used  for  purchasing  musical  instruments.  For  their 
splendid  work,  untiring  efforts,  and  cooperation  in  mak- 
ing the  operetta  a  great  success,  the  Hedge  School  fac- 
ulty deserves  much  credit. 

Other  events  in  which  the  vocal  music  groups  partici- 
pated were:  High  School  "Theater  Hour,"— Boys'  "Show- 
er-Room Sextet"  and  Girls'  Octette;  Hospital  Club  40th 
Anniversary  Meeting, — Girls'  Octette;  Eastern  Star  in 
Wareham,  Massachusetts, — Girls'  Octette;  Installation  of 
Rabbi  Nathan  Wise  and  Officers  of  Beth  Jacob  Syna- 
gogue,— Girls'  Octette;  Mansfield  High  School  and 
Mansfield  Eastern  Star, — Girls'  Octette;  Barachias  Club, 
Church  of  the  Pilgrimage, — High  School  Glee  Club  and 
Octette;  Plymouth  Teachers'  Club,  — Glee  Club  and 
Octette;  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Reunion  program  for  return- 
ing veterans  at  Memorial  Building, — Girls'  Octette;  Post- 
masters' Meeting,  Ellis  Atwood  Screenhouse  Carver; 
Junior  High  Memorial  Day  Assembly, —  Boys'  Chorus; 
Junior  High  School  Graduation, — Glee  Club  and  Ninth 
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Grade  Chorus;  High  School  Graduation, — Class  of  1946; 
United  Nations  Assembly,  Junior  High, — Ninth  Grade 
Glee  Club;  Student  Council  Convention,  Plymouth  High 
School,— Glee  Club  and  Octette;  Woman's  Club,  Har- 
wichport, — Octette  and  Assisting  Soloists;  The  American 
Legion  Auxiliary  of  Plymouth, — Octette;  Plympton  and 
Pembroke  Granges, — Octette  and  Assisting  Soloists; 
Thanksgiving  Assembly,  Junior  High, — Junior  High 
Mixed  Glee  Club;  Catholic  Women's  League, — Octette; 
Christmas  Assembly,  High  School, — High  School  Glee 
Club;  Plymouth  Colony  Association-Christmas  Program 
of  Christmas  Caroling, — Glee  Club. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Glee  Clubs  at  Manomet, 
Cornish,  and  Hedge  Schools  have  been  active,  contribu- 
ting to  various  school  assembly  programs. 

This  year  two  new  groups  have  been  added  to  the 
Music  Department.  In  the  Junior  High  School,  a  mixed- 
glee  club  has  been  organized  so  that  boys  as  well  as  girls 
may  participate  in  extra-curricular  vocal  activities.  In 
the  elementary  school  program,  the  toy  orchestra  has 
been  introduced. 

One  aim  this  year  is  to  have  a  junior  high  and  an  el- 
ementary glee  club  accompany  the  high  school  club  on 
its  trip  to  the  Spring  Music  Festival  at  Medford. 

Instrumental  Music — John  Pacheco,  Teacher 

ELEMENTARY  GRADES 

Here  in  the  elementary  grades  lies  the  foundation  of 
our  instrumental  music  program  leading  toward  later 
participation  in  musical  groups  of  Junior  and  Senior 
School. 

Pupil  interest  in  instrumental  music  is  very  high,  but 
due  to  a  scarcity  of  musical  instruments  we  have  not 
been  able  to  get  them  into  the  hands  of  children.  Steps 
have  already  been  taken  to  remedy  the  situation  and  we 
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hope  in  the  next  few  weeks  to  get  instruments  to  young- 
sters who  are  interested.  Lessons  on  all  instruments  are 
free  of  charge. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Instrumental  music  in  Junior  High  consists  of  individ- 
ual and  group  lessons  together  with  training  in  the  band 
and  orchestra.  There  are  forty-five  members  in  the  band. 
Rehearsals  are  held  three  times  a  week,  twice  during 
school  and  once  after  school.  After  the  reorganizing  of 
the  band  in  February  of  1946,  our  immediate  aim  was 
the  annual  concert  and  drum  major  drill  at  Memorial 
Hall  in  May.  The  band  and  drum  majors  have  taken 
part  in  numerous  activities  and  holiday  celebrations — 
Memorial  Day  parade,  Firemen's  Memorial  Day,  Arm- 
istice Day,  and  the  Kiwanis  Halloween.  Party;  also  a 
brass  quartet  from  the  band  played  for  the  Hospital  Club 
Bazaar  in  August. 

The  orchestra  has  twenty  members  and  meets  twice  a 
week.  Both  rehearsals  are  after  school  hours.  The  or- 
chestra has  played  a  number  of  engagements — the  an- 
nual "I  Am  An  American  Day"  program,  and  with  the 
Senior  Orchestra  for  Woman's  Club  programs. 

The  Drum  Major  Corps  has  been  increased  by  twelve 
new  members.  Competition  was  very  keen  and  in  choos- 
ing the  new  members  a  series  of  marching  tests'  was 
given.  The  Corps  drills  once  a  week  after  school  hours. 
It  is  a  distinct  honor  to  become  a  member  of  the  Drum 
Major  Corps.  Not  only  do  the  girls  have  to  possess  nec- 
essary qualifications;  their  scholastic  standing  also  has 
to  be  high. 

SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  band  has  twenty-two  members  and  rehearses  once 
a  week  during  school  time  on  a  rotation  schedule.  The 
instrumentation  is  not  that  of  a  balanced  band,  but  all 
twenty-two  members  are  capable  performers  on  their 
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instruments.  The  band  performed  at  all  high  school  pep 
meetings,  football  games,  assemblies,  and  at  the  Kiwanis 
Halloween  Parade. 

The  Senior  High  Orchestra  has  eighteen  members  and 
rehearses  once  a  week  after  school  hours.  The  orchestra 
possesses  players  of  professional  calibre  and  has  given 
concerts  for  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  Woman's 
Club,  performing  Tschaikowsky's  and  Rachmaninoff's 
piano  concertos. 

Art 

A.  Junior  and  Senior  High— Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Brown, 
Teacher. 

The  talent  of  Plymouth  High  School  Art  Students  was 
recognized  and  rewarded  by  several  local  organizations 
in  1946. 

The  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  spon- 
sored a  contest  during  National  Public  Health  Nursing 
Week  and  three  prizes  were  awarded  our  students  for 
the  most  original  and  artistic  posters  depicting  the  value 
of  public  health  nursing  and  its  local  organization. 

The  Plymouth  Woman's  Club  also  gave  prizes  for  the 
best  work  in  four  types  of  design  and  drawing  done  in 
the  art  classes,  namely  Christmas  transparencies,  covers 
for  annual  report  of  the  Plymouth  public  schools,  life 
drawing,  and  out-door  sketches. 

The  1946  Christmas  Contest  which  the  Plymouth  Col- 
ony Association  organized  for  all  pupils  in  the  Plymouth 
schools  was  incorporated  into  the  regular  Christmas 
project  in  the  High  School  Art  Classes.  The  subject  was 
in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  Christmas  and  the  majority 
of  the  paintings  were  of  "The  Madonna  and  Child".  The 
prize  paintings  were  exhibited  in  a  store  window  during 
the  Christmas  season  and  the  awards  were  substantial 
certificates  for  merchandise  in  local  stores. 
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Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  decorative  place  cards 
and  favors  were  made  in  both  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  classes  for  a  Veterans  Hospital,  a  teachers'  club 
supper,  and  the  banquet  in  Plymouth  for  the  National 
Social  Studies  Association  Convention. 

The  largest  High  School  project  for  the  year  was  the 
work  for  graduation  exercises.  Six  large  murals  in  ivory, 
blue,  and  gold  were  built  around  drawings  of  our  Fore- 
fathers' Monument,  the  central  figure  being  Faith,  and 
the  other  symbolic  figures — Law,  Morality,  Freedom,  and 
Education.  These  combined  with  the  design  of  the  seal 
of  the  United  Nations  Organization  illustrated  the  theme 
of  graduation,  "Peace,  Ours  to  Preserve". 

Drawing  and  painting  heads  from  life,  painted  bird 
designs,  careful  study  of  lettering,  and  the  making  of 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  favors  were  the  principal 
problems  in  Junior  High  classes. 

The  greatest  single  achievement  in  these  classes  was 
the  service  rendered  the  community  by  the  art  students. 
In  turn  the  pupils  received  not  only  recognition  for  good 
work  done  but  also  an  opportunity  to  apply  their  artistic 
knowledge  and  skill  for  really  worthwhile  purposes. 

B,    Elementary  and  Junior  High  — Hazel  Bates,  Teacher. 

Greater  achievement  through  a  finer  spirit  of  cooper- 
ation and  endeavor  has  been  our  aim  for  the  past  year. 

Featured  in  the  art  work  of  the  several  grades  were  the 
following: 

First  Grade — Figure  drawing. 

Second  Grade — Representation  of  nature  and  the 
backgrounds  of  the  pictures. 

Third  Grade — Representation  of  action  in  figure 
drawing  and  added  detail  in  the  drawing  of  clothing. 

Fourth  Grade — Animal  drawings. 

Fifth  Grade — Design  work  and  nature  drawings. 


Honor  is 
due  one  sixth  grade  as  the  grade  which  has  made 
the  greatest  achievement  in  general  growth — watercolor 
technique,  nature  painting,  poster  work,  orderly  arrange- 
ment, beautiful  blending  of  colors  and  original  design. 

Team  work  is  being  developed  by  the  painting  of 
murals.  This  project  has  also  uncovered  some  fine  hid- 
den talent. 

The  activities  in  Junior  High  School  have  been  cen- 
tered around  Art  Appreciation  and  Junior  Red  Cross 
work.  In  Art  Appreciation,  a  loose-leaf  notebook  is  being 
made.  An  idea  of  value  is  presented  each  month  from 
which  an  illustrated  theme  is  developed.  The  illustra- 
tion must  be  by  a  recognized  artist  and  the  theme  in- 
cludes a  resume  of  his  life.  This  work  requires  much 
practice  in  printing. 

For  Junior  Red  Cross,  favors  have  been  made  for  the 
Veterans'  hospitals  to  brighten  their  holidays.  Over  150 
calendars  were  made  as  a  New  Year's  gift  to  the  hospital- 
ized soldiers. 

Physical  Education 

A.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Girls  —  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Garvin,  Teacher. 

The  Senior  High  girls'  class  program  has  been  based 
on  the  seasonal  sports  of  speedball,  basketball,  volley 
ball,  and  softball.  Classes  have  been  scheduled  in  num- 
bers small  enough  so  that  these  highly  organized  games 
may  be  played,  now  that  the  girls  have  reached  a  degree 
of  skill  where  they  should  expect  to  participate  in  team 
games.  To  this  program  are  added  squad  skills,  appara- 
tus, marching,  dancing,  and  rhythmic  activities.  Square 
dancing  has  developed  to  the  extent  that  all  simple  calls 
can  be  followed  and  social  dancing  is  considered  a  must 
for  every  high  school  girl.  All  girls  are  reporting  with 
their  class,  though  some  take  part  in    only  modified 


activities.  A  number  of  girls  being  trained  as  class 
leaders  to  assist  with  Junior  High  squads. 

The  Junior  High  School  spends  more  time  on  lead-up 
games,  using  kick  baseball,  line  soccer,  long  base,  and 
various  types  of  basketball  games.  They  also  utilize  the 
grand  march  and  social  dancing  with  an  occasional  class 
including  boys. 

It  is  still  believed  that  every  girl  should  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  sports  program  and 
through  that  program  to  earn  points  toward  the  school 
letter.  This  makes  it  impossible  to  concentrate  on  a  se- 
lected varsity  group,  but  the  girls  are  able  to  play  very 
creditably  in  inter-school  games  even  though  their  prac- 
tice time  is  limited.  The  basketball  season  is  one  of 
intra-mural  and  inter-class  games  for  the  large  group, 
followed  by  class  games  with  other  schools.  Inter-class 
as  well  as  inter-school  softball  games  were  played  and 
all  girls  on  the  varsity  hockey  squad  had  an  opportunity 
to  play  on  either  the  first  or  second  team.  A  very  large 
group  of  ninth  graders  are  interested  in  sports,  so  that 
the  basketball  has  been  divided  in  two  divisions.  It  is 
a  problem  to  do  all  that  should  be  done — the  time  avail- 
able in  the  gymnasium  is  limited  and  the  playground  is 
inadequate  both  as  to  space  and  availability. 

B.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Boys— John  H.  Walker, 
Teacher. 

The  physical  education  program  is  divided  into  three 
main  categories:  Class  Activities,  Intramural  Sports,  and 
Varsity  Sports. 

CLASS  ACTIVITIES 

All  boys  are  given  a  thorough  physical  examination  by 
the  school  physician  before  being  permitted  to  take  part 
in  the  physical  education  classes.  Some,  due  to  functional 
disabilities,  are  excused  from  participation.  Others  are 


given  individual  attention  with  physicians  and  parental 
cooperation  and  advice. 

Class  activities  consist  of  calesthenics,  marching,  ap- 
paratus, gymnastics,  tumbling,  sport  fundamentals,  and 
participation  in  class  games. 

A  new  series  of  physical  tests  are  being  given  to  all 
boys  this  year.  The  tests  have  been  developed  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  West  Point  authorities  and  are  a  series  of 
strength  and  skill  tests  which  show  the  physical  capabili- 
ties of  the  boys.  A  comparison  is  made  of  the  individual's 
score  with  that  of  boys  of  the  same  approximate  age 
group  according  to  height  and  weight.  Wherever  pos- 
sible, special  attention  is  given  to  correcting  deficiencies. 
The  tests  will  be  given  three  times  annually. 

INTRAMURAL  SPORTS 

The  most  important  of  all  after-school  activities  are 
the  intramural  sports.  The  individual  is  given  the  op- 
portunity to  put  to  use  knowledge  learned  in  class  by 
participation  in  the  intramural  sports.  Intramurals  give 
many  more  boys  the  opportunity  to  play  than  varsity 
competition  could  allow.  There  is  tremendous  enthusi- 
asm among  the  boys,  and  the  teachers  have  commented 
on  the  help  which  the  sports  program  has  been  in  the 
academic  classes  due  to  the  rules  of  eligibility  that  have 
been  enforced.  The  intramural  sports  are  open  to  all 
boys  regardless  of  ability  or  skill. 

During  the  fall,  home-room  leagues  in  tag  football 
operated  in  both  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  Trophies 
were  awarded  the  winning  home-room  teams  at  a  sports 
assembly.  The  outstanding  players  were  invited  to  parti- 
cipate in  practice  with  the  varsity  football  team.  Ap- 
proximately ninety  boys  were  active  with  the  home- 
room teams.  Basketball  leagues  are  now  operating  on  the 
same  principles,  and  softball  and  baseball  teams  will  be 
formed  in  the  spring. 
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An  intensely  competitive  valleyball  league  is  being 
carried  on  in  the  High  School  and  is  limited  to  boys  not 
participating  in  varsity  basketball. 

VARSITY  SPORTS 

We  feel  that  many  of  the  future  leaders  of  our  com- 
munity are  being  developed  on  our  varsity  fields.  The 
development  of  true  sportsmanship  is  our  chief  aim. 
When  the  desire  to  win  is  the  chief  aim  the  primary 
purpose  of  varsity  competition  is  defeated.  Cooperation 
self-discipline,  loyalty  to  team  and  school,  good  sports- 
manship, and  physical  coordination  are  the  primary  goals 
that  we  are  trying  to  instill  in  our  athletes. 

Varsity  competition  is  being  carried  on  in  the  three 
major  sports  of  football,  basketball,  and  baseball.  All 
boys  must  have  parental  consent  and  must  be  members 
of  the  group  insurance  issued  under  the  auspices  of  the 
New  England  Headmasters'  Association  before  being  al- 
lowed lo  participate  in  varsity  competition. 

Elementary  Program — Carolyn  Parren,  Teacher 

The  "Health  Through  Physical  Education"  program  in 
the  elementary  grades  continues  with  much  the  same 
activity  as  in  previous  years. 

Square  dancing  has  been  introduced  and  is  proving  of 
great  value  in  promoting  acceptable  social  habits.  New 
games  and  folk  dances  have  been  added  to  the  schedule 
to  increase  interest  and  physical  agility. 

Reports  from  physical  examinations  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  pupils  have  a  better  knowledge  as  to  what  con- 
stitutes and  governs  good  posture.  Thus  formal  gymnas- 
tics still  has  a  place  in  the  school  room. 

Equipment  is  greatly  needed  for  the  recess  and  lunch 
hour  activities.  The  small  amount  of  material  now  on 
hand  cannot  begin  to  service  the  large  groups  partici- 
pating during  these  hours. 
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Adult  Civic  Education — Helen  Perrier,  Director 

Classes  in  English  and  Citizenship  were  held  in  the 
Cordage-Harris  Hall  from  3:45  to  5:00  p.m.  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.  In  the  evening,  of  the  same  days,  from 
7:00  to  8:45  p.m.  a  class  in  citizenship  has  been  in  session 
at  the  Cornish  School.  For  the  people  who  are  unable 
to  attend  these  classes  there  is  a  "Home  Study"  course 
prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Justice.  The  pres- 
ent total  enrollment  its  40. 

The  non-citizen  is  prepared  for  citizenship.  Those  who 
have  received  their  naturalization  certificates  are  given 
further  study  in  local,  national,  and  international  affairs. 
The  English  group  is  taught  basic  English. 

In  the  alien  registration  of  1940,  there  were  725  non- 
citizens  in  Plymouth  and  the  smaller  towns  near  by.  At 
present,  there  are  probably  not  more  than  500.  These 
non-citizens  are  not  coerced  into  becoming  American 
citizens.  This  is  voluntary.  But  it  is  the  wish  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Justice  through  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  and  our  local  school  department 
that  these  non-citizens  be  duly  informed  and  spared  the 
pitfalls  of  un-American  and  anti-social  practices.  They 
are  invited  to  attend  our  classes.  The  informal  discus- 
sions are  encouraged.  Full  privileges  of  a  citizen  are 
shown  to  be  desirable. 

Pottery  Vocational  School — Katherine  Alden,  Instructor 
Decorative  Painting  Classes — Mrs.  Margaret  Brown 
Handicraft  Classes — Mrs.  Louise  Chrimes,  Instructor 

The  pottery  classes  conducted  at  the  Sparrow,  House 
for  the  tenth  year  have  continued  to  evoke  the  interest 
and  attendance  of  capacity  groups,  one  on  Mondays,  an- 
other on  Wednesday  evenings,  and  an  all-day  class  on 
Thursdays  throughout  the  year,  there  being  a  waiting 
list  most  of  the  time.  These  classes  are  primarily  attend- 
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ed  by  local  people,  but  are  getting  increasing  notice  from 
out-of-state  persons  anxious  to  join.  Exhibitions  and 
sales  have  been  held  here  in  town,  in  Fitchburg,  Worces- 
ter, Northampton,  and  Marblehead.  These  events  have 
been  under  the  auspices  of  the  Mass.  Assoc.  of  Handicraft 
Groups  of  which  the  Plymouth  groups  are  members. 

Needlework  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Louise  A. 
Chrimes  of  Boston  has  had  its  second  and  third  groups 
of  interested  workers  in  classes  also  conducted  at  the 
Sparrow  House  on  Fridays.  Many  more  would  like  to 
join  or  continue  with  advanced  work  than  can  be  accom- 
modated. 

A  third  craft  has  had  its  inception  this  fall  with  classes 
in  painted  decoration  conducted  at  the  High  School  on 
Monday  evenings  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Brown.  All  mem- 
bers have  been  enthusiastic  in  their  introduction  to  this 
type  of  work  and  hope  for  further  opportunities. 

The  cost  of  instruction  in  the  pottery  classes  for  the 
past  ten  years  and  in  the  art  classes  for  the  past  two 
years  has  been  paid  wholly  from  the  George-Deen  Funds 
received  as  a  Federal  grant  through  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Education.  After  these  classes  have 
proved  their  value  in  the  community,  it  is  expected  that 
a  portion  of  the  cost  of  instruction  shall  be  raised  from 
local  funds. 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


We  are  glad  to  report  fewer  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  during  the  year  1946  than  in  the  past  few  years. 
There  have  been,  for  example,  only  39  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  this  year  compared  with  134  cases  last  year.  There 
may  be  several  factors  which  enter  into  this.  One  is 
probably  the  fact  that  the  parents  have  become  more 
alert  to  signs  of  contagion  because  of  many  articles  on 
this  subject  appearing  in  the  newspapers  and  current 
magazines.  Another  factor  may  be  the  mildness  of  the 
weather,  especially  in  the  fall  months. 

A  list  of  pupils  with  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils  was 
sent  to  each  doctor  in  June  and  a  number  of  these  had 
tonsils  removed  during  the  summer  months.  We  appre- 
ciate this  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  family  phy- 
sicians. 

In  reviewing  our  school  health  work  and  program,  it 
appears  that  there  are  certain  weaknesses  which,  it 
seems  to  us,  could  be  remedied.  We  do  not  utilize  the 
school  physician's  services  to  the  best  advantage.  We 
have  felt  a  school  physician  should  be  brought  into  the 
teaching  situation  as  it  relates  to  health  in  the  class- 
rooms. Many  physicians  have  no  training  along  this  line. 
We  feel  that  the  teaching  staff  would  find  it  beneficial 
to  have  a  doctor  as  a  consultant  from  time  to  time  on 
matters  pertaining  to  teaching  of  health. 

Some  communities  have  what  is  called  a  health 
committee  composed  of  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
whose  job  it  is  to  coordinate  the  efforts  to  deal  with 
the  complex  problems  of  health.  It  may  act  as  a  policy- 
forming  body,  In  various  larger  communities  there  has 
been  appointed  a  health  coordinator  who  is  responsible 
to  see  that  the  policies  of  this  committe  are  carried  out. 
This  health  committee  is  one  of  the  best  agencies  for 
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determining  the  respective  duties  of  the  various  person- 
nel dealing  with  the  school  health  program  for  coordi- 
nating school,  home,  and  community  health  activities. 
This  committee  also  fills  a  great  need  in  arranging  stu- 
dent health  committees  for  a  more  active  participation 
in  school  health  programs.  Student  committees  on  safety, 
playground  and  classroom  sanitation,  cafeteria,  and 
health  libraries  should  be  formed  in  order  to  promote 
better  health  practices.  This  phase  of  coordination  be- 
tween program,  physician,  and  school  health  studies  is 
the  one  part  of  our  program  which  should  be  developed 
in  the  future. 

Our  examinations  are  being  given  annually  to  each 
pupil,  though  the  trend  in  larger  communities  is  to  ex- 
amine only  certain  grades  or  certain  pupils  each  year 
and  take  a  longer  time  for  examinations  with  the  parents 
present.  We  can,  of  course,  see  the  advantages  of  such 
a  program,  particularly  in  a  large  community,  but  we 
believe  that  for  our  schools  the  present  setup  is  more 
beneficial  at  this  time.  On  the  whole,  the  general  health 
of  our  school  pupils  is  good.  We  have  found,  in  the  past 
years,  fewer  defects,  and  the  pupils  on  the  whole  appear 
cleaner  and  better  dressed.  The  usual  eye  and  ear 
examinations  were  held,  and  when  necessary,  re-checks 
were  made. 

Let  us  hope  that  in  the  future  we  may  be  able,  by 
closer  cooperation  and  coordination,  continue  building 
our  health  program  to  a  very  high  standard.

REPORT  OF  ORAL  HYGIENE  DEPARTMENT 
AND  DENTAL  CLINIC 


Plymouth  has  the  distinction  of  having  one  of  the  first 
School  Dental  Clinics  and  Dental  Education  Programs. 
It  has  been  in  operation  since  1919,  the  dental  care  being 
limited  to  the  children  of  the  first  six  grades  during  the 
earlier  years  of  the  program. 

In  1928  mouth  examinations  were  begun  for  Junior 
High  pupils  and  in  1940  for  Senior  High.  One  of  the 
problems  that  has  confronted  us  is  our  inability  to  do 
more  for  these  pupils.  However,  the  examination  has  its 
value  as  it  brings  pupils  in  contact  with  the  dentist  and 
shows  them  work  that  needs  to  be  done. 

DENTAL  DEFECTS  CORRECTED 
HONOR  CLASSES 

The  follow-up  of  examinations  is  necessary  to  get  the 
best  results.  These  figures  show  an  increase  since  June 
1945  in  dental  corrections,  an  indication  of  a  more  gen- 
eral interest  in  dental  health  by  teachers,  dentist,  par- 


ents,  and  childen. 
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EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 


Classroom  instruction  by  the  dental  hygienist  consists 
of  monthly  inspections  for  mouth  cleanliness  and  short 
graded  lessons  on  the  various  phases  of  oral  hygiene 
such  as,  visiting  the  dentist  regularly,  dental  nutrition, 
and  daily  home  care.  This  year  there  were  344  oral 
hygiene  lessons  given  to  the  pupils.
